BURLINGTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Library Regulations 


ART. 1. - Any person who lives or works in the Town of 
Burlington and residents of towns and cities with whom 
Burlington has reciprocal borrowing may take library 
materials from the Library upon acquisition of a 
Burlington Library card. 


ART. 2. - Borrowed items may be retained for a period 
of four (4) weeks with the exception of reserve books, 
periodicals, pamphlets and museum memberships which 
are for lesser periods. No library materials may be 
renewed. 


ART. 3. - If library materials are not returned by due 
date a fine of five cents per day per item shall be imposed. 
Five cents per day per item shall be imposed on overdue 
reserve items and $2.00 per day on museum membership. 


ART. 4. - If any library item shall be lost or materially 
damaged, the borrower to whom it is charged shall pay the 
value of the item. 


ART. 5. - All fines due on library materials shall be 
collected by the Librarian and the money be paid to the 
Town. 


ART. 6. - Borrowing of library materials shall be denied 
to persons from whom fine and/or damages are due and 
unpaid.

ADJOURNED (FIRST) TOWN MEETING 
January 21, 1985 


The members in District 2-F assembled to fill a 
vacancy in that district, created by the resignation of 
Dennis Leone.

The Town of Burlington hereby resolves that its 
representative Town Meeting and Management Team 
will not vote or recommend to approve to issue any 
bonded indebtness exceeding three percent of the cer- 
tified full and fair cash values as certified by the 
approved revaluation procedure established by the Mas- 
sachusetts Department Department of Revenue. 


RESOLUTION #2 - Unanimously carried as follows: 
The Town of Burlington hereby resolves that it will ap- 
propriate annually up to 10% of the States approved 
certified free cash balance to be placed in an unfunded 
pension liability fund. 


RESOLUTION #3 - By a standing vote of 30 in favor 
and 35 opposed, this resolution failed.

It was moved, seconded and so voted to postpone 
indefinitely.

the National Flood Insurance Program which would re- 
quire the following three changes: 


1. Amend the Table of Contents of the Zoning Bylaw 
by deleting 8.1.0 ‘‘Flood Hazard Districts,’’ and 
substituting 8.1.0 ‘‘100-Year Flood Plain District.”’ 


2. Amend subsection 3.1.1 on page 3-1 of the Zoning 
Bylaw by deleting ‘‘FH - Flood Hazard Districts’’ 
and substituting ‘‘FP - 100-Year Flood Plain 
District.”’ 


3. Delete the existing Sections 8.1.0, 8.1.1 and 8.1.2, 
‘Flood Hazard Districts, Definitions, and Restric- 
tions,’’ and substitute the following: 


SECTION 8.1.0 100-Year Flood Plain District 
8.1.1 Purpose 


The purposes of the 100-Year Flood Plain (FP) 
District are: to protect the public health, safety and 
general welfare, to protect human life and property 
from the hazards of periodic flooding, and to preserve 
the natural flood control characteristics and the flood 
storage capacity of the Flood Plain. 


8.1.2 District Boundaries 


The District includes all areas designated A, AO 
and Al through A30 on maps entitled, ‘‘Flood In- 
surance Rate-Maps (FIRM), Town of Burlington, 
Mass.,’’ dated July 5, 1984, Community Panel 
Numbers 250185-0001B through -0004B, prepared by 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency. The 
boundaries of the Floodway within the FP District are 
the floodway boundaries as delineated on the ‘‘Flood 
Boundary and Floodway Maps, Town of Burlington, 
Mass.,’’ dated July 5, 1984, Community Panel Number 
250185-0001B through -0003B, prepared by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency. These two sets of 
maps dated July Sth, 1984 and the publication entitled, 
‘‘Burlington Flood Insurance Study’’ dated January 5th, 
1984 and published by the Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency are on file with the Burlington Town Clerk 
and the Planning Board and are incorporated into this 
section by reference. 


8.1.3 Definitions 


1. For the purposes of this section, development shall 
include new construction, substantial improvements 
to an existing building or an increase in the footprint 
of a non-residential building. 


2. For the purposes of this section, substantial im- 
provements shall include rehabilitation, reconstruc- 
tion and/or extension of an existing building where 
the value of construction as determined by the In- 
spector of Buildings exceeds 50% of the appraised 
fair market value of the building as determined by 
the Town of Burlington Appraiser/Assistant 
Assessor. For the purposes of this determination, 
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‘‘value of construction’’ shall include all construc- 
tion work undertaken on the building for the past 
three year period together with proposed work. In 
the case of the repair of a damaged building, fair 
market value shall be based on value of a building 
before it was damaged. Fair market value shall not 
include the value of the land nor site improvements 
and land costs or the cost of site improvements shall 
not be included in the estimate of the value of con- 
struction. 


3. For the purposes of this section, base flood elevation 
is the height of the flood waters resulting from a 
flood havng a one percent chance of being equalled 
or exceeded in any given year, which is also known as 
a 100 year flood. 


4. For the purposes of this section, residential shall in- 
clude one and two family dwellings and multi-family 
apartment buildings. 


8.1.4 Permitted Land Uses 


The FP District is established as an overlay district. 
Uses which are permitted or approved in accordance with 
the provisions of the underlying zoning district are 
allowed in the FP District provided that such uses meet 
the additional requirements of this section as well as 
those of the Massachusetts State Building Code dealing 
with construction in flood plains. 


8.1.5 Requirements for Development within the 
Floodway 


Within the floodway portion of the FP District, as 
delineated on the Flood Boundary and Floodway Maps, 
the following requirements apply: 


1. All encroachments, which include fill, new construc- 
tion, substantial improvements to existing buildings, 
and other development, are prohibited unless the ap- 
plicant provides certification by a registered profes- 
sional engineer demonstrating that such encroach- 
ment will not result in any increase in flood levels 
during the occurrence of a 100 year flood. Such cer- 
tification shall be to the satisfaction of the Planning 
Board where site plan approval or a special permit is 
required and shall be to the satisfaction of the Inspec- 
tor of Buildings where such approvals are not re- 
quired. 


2. Any encroachment permitted within the floodway in 
accordance with 8.1.5.1 shall comply with the flood 
plain requirements of the Massachusetts State 
Building Code. 


8.1.6 Requirements for Development within the Flood 
Plain District 


1. For residential buildings, the lowest floor, including 
the basement of all development within the FP 
District shall be elevated to or above the base flood 
elevation, as shown on the FIRM maps. 


2. For non-residential buildings, all development shall 
either have the lowest floor including the basement 
elevated to or above the base flood elevation, or shall 
be designed so that below the base flood elevation the 
building, together with attendant utility and sanitary 
facilities, is watertight with walls substantially im- 
permeable to the passage of water and with structural 
components have the capability of resisting hydro- 
static and hydrodynamic loads and effects of buoy- 
ancy. A registered professional engineer shall certify 
that the floodproofing methods are adequate to 
withstand the flood depths, pressures, velocities, im- 
pact and uplift forces and other factors associated 
with the base flood, and a record of such certificates 
shall be maintained by the Inspector of Buildings. 


3. For all development, the related utilities and utility 
facilities, such as sewer, water, gas and electrical 
systems, shall be located and constructed to minimize 
or eliminate flood damage. 


4. Where base flood elevation data are not provided on 
the FIRM Maps, base flood elevation data from 
other sources, including Federal, State and local 
agencies, may be used. The determination of a base 
flood elevation pursuant to this subsection shall be 
subject to the review and approval of the Planning 
Board or the Inspector of Buildings, as provided for 
in Section 8.1.7. 


8.1.7 Determination of Compliance with Requirements 


For development that requires site plan approval or 
a special permit, the Planning Board shall have the 
responsibility to determine whether the proposed 
building or buildings and related site work conform to 
the requirements of the FP District. For development 
for which site plan approval or a special permit is not re- 
quired, the Inspector of Buildings shall have the respon- 
sibility to make this determination. 


8.1.8 Submission Requirements 


All applications for permission to undertake 
development within the FP District must be accom- 
panied by sufficient information to permit determina- 
tion regarding the compliance of the proposed develop- 
ment with the provisions of the FP District. Such infor- 
mation includes, but is not limited to: 


1. a plot plan showing the property boundaries, the 
location of existing buildings and site improvements, 
the location of new construction or improvements to 
existing buildings and the boundaries of the flood- 
way and the 100-Year Flood Plain District within the 
property. 


2. base flood elevation for the property. Data from the 
FIRM maps must be used, if they provide data for 
the subject property. 


3. elevation of the lowest floor in the building. 
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4. elevation of the lowest habitable floor, if different 
from the lowest floor. 


8.1.9 Exemption from Flood Plain District Re- 
quirements 


Development may be exempted from the require- 
ments of FP District when the property owner, lessee, or 
other party of interest submits documentation that the 
Federal Government has reevaluated its designation of 
the property upon which the development would be 
located from that indicated in the July 5, 1984 ‘‘Flood- 
way and Flood Boundary’’ and ‘‘Flood Insurance 
Rate’’ Maps and concluded that the property is not sub- 
ject to flooding during a 100 year flood. For develop- 
ment which requires the approval of the Planning 
Board, including but not limited to site plan approval or 
a special permit, the documentation must be found to be 
satisfactory by the Planning Board before an exemption 
may be granted. For development for which Planning 
Board approval is not required, the documentation 
must be found to be satisfactory by the Inspector of 
Buildings before an exemption may be granted. Such 
documentation may include, but is not limited to a 
‘*‘Letter of Map Amendment.”’

hibit the approval of certain site plans, site plan waivers 
and special permits while the Town revises its Zoning 
By-Law, updates its subdivision rules and regulations, 
and identifies courses of action to address problems 
with the water and sewer systems and traffic congestion, 
by approving the following motion: 


WHEREAS: 


Burlington has experienced a high rate of growth 
and development which has resulted in infrastructure 
problems, the most pressing of which are problems with 
water quality, distribution and supply, traffic conges- 
tion, inflow and infiltration into the sewage system, and 
inadequate storm drainage. The following are more 
detailed descriptions of these infrastructure problems: 


RE: Reports of Town Officers and Committees 


The reports were deferred until just before Article 6 
(Annual Budget). 
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Water Quality 

Wells #3 and #4 in Burlington’s wellfield are 
off line because of industrial contamination by 
volatile organic compounds. Wells #6 and #9 are 
also off line because of a high level of undesirable 
natural elements, such as iron and manganese, 
which affect the taste and odor of the water. The 
industrial contamination is moving in a ground 
water plume from adjacent industrial areas 
towards the wellfield. The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality Engineering has 
given the town funding under Chapter 286 to in- 
vestigate the contamination problems and possible 
solutions. While taking the affected wells off line 
has protected the quality of the Town’s water, it 
has reduced the quantity of usable water. Water 
treatment by air stripping would be necessary to 
use the capacity of the wells now off line. 


Water Quantity and Distribution 


Based on the July 1984 Metcalf and Eddy 
**Report to the Town of Burlington on the Water 
Distribution System,’’ other problems with Burl- 
ington’s water system are the quantity of water 
available versus peak day demand and the distri- 
bution system. 


The current capacity of the uncontaminated 
sources of water is 5.2 million gallons per day 
(MGD) and the present maximum day demand is 
6.9 MGD. Therefore, Burlington has a potential 
deficit of 1.7 MGD. Improvements to the water 
system to meet the existing demand include: 


e improvements to the water treatment plant 
at the reservoir. 


e bring the contaminated wells back into ser- 
vice through building a treatment plant for 
the wellfield. 


° obtain water via a connection into the 
Metropolitan District Commission’s (MDC) 
water system through Lexington. 


The Burlington Department of Public Works 
is seeking funding for the construction of an 
emergency water treatment plant at the wellfield. 
Burlington has agreements with the MDC and 
Lexington to draw water from the existing connec- 
tion to Lexington and is working on fulfilling 
State requirements for an Environmental Impact 
Report. Additional water, approximately 0.5 to 
1.0 MGD, would be available on an emergency 
basis to help meet the water deficit this summer. 
This amount does not completely remove the pro- 
jected deficit for 1985. 


Based on projected buildout under existing 
zoning, projected maximum peak day demand is 8 
to 10 MGD by 1995. More extensive improve- 
ments to the water system are necessary to meet 
this projected demand. 
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Under high use conditions, the distribution 
system experiences low pressure in the northern 
portion surrounding the Black Horse Lane area 
and in the southern portions around the Lahey 
Clinic area and near the Lexington town line. Cor- 
rection of these deficiencies requires the construc- 
tion of improved transmission mains to provide a 
basic framework for the system. In 1984, the 
Department of Public Works constructed the Nor- 
thern Transmission Line, Phase I, located along 
Cambridge Street. However, the projected cost of 
improvements to correct existing problems is 
$1,040,000 and the cost of future distribution im- 
provements to meet 1990 demand is $2,632,000. 


While possible solutions to the water quality, 
quantity and distribution problems have been 
identified, they represent considerable expense. 
The timing of implementation depends on funding 
from the Town’s general revenue account and on 
the availability of State aid. However, the timing 
of new development which increases demands 
placed on the water system is not phased to the 
rate of the water system being improved to accom- 
modate the increased demand. 


Traffic 


Based on the ‘‘Burlington Mall Road Corri- 
dor Update Study’’ prepared by Vanasse/Hangen 
in 1984, without major improvements, most of the 
intersections in the Burlington Mall Road Cor- 
ridor will be operating at Service Level ‘‘E’’ in 
1994, given the projected buildout of the commer- 
cial industrial area along Routes 128 and 3. Even 
with a number of short term improvements, in- 
cluding additional third lanes, separate right hand 
turn lanes, and intersection realignments, Service 
Levels at most intersections in the Corridor will re- 
main at Level ‘‘E’’. The construction of a new 
slipramp onto Route 128 is needed to provide any 
significant long term improvements in the Burl- 
ington Mall Road Corridor. 


The problems within the Burlington Mall 
Road Corridor are representative of Burlington’s 
traffic problems along Route 3, Route 128 and the 
Middlesex Turnpike. Traffic avoiding these con- 
gested roadways filters through residential areas 
and local streets causing increased traffic volumes 
and congestion. 


Implementation of solutions to traffic pro- 
blems on these major roadways is not completely 
within the control of the Town. State approval is 
necessary for improvements to State highways. In 
many cases, improvements would only be effective 
if they were applied to whole sections of the road- 
ways which would include portions lying in other 
communities. The cost of the improvements to all 
these roadways is too expensive for Burlington to 
afford alone. Therefore, the improvement of traf- 
fic conditions will depend on achieving inter- 


jurisdictional cooperation, and securing of fund- 
ing at the State and Federal levels. However, the 
timing of new development which will generate in- 
creased traffic is not phased to the implementation 
of roadway improvements to accommodate addi- 
tional traffic. 


Inflow and Infiltration 


During heavy rainfall periods, the sewage 
discharge from Burlington through Woburn into 
the MDC system increases dramatically. Burl- 
ington has been conducting testing to identify the 
sources of the storm water entering the sewer 
system in both the Inflow and Infiltration Study 
and the Sewer System Evaluation Study. Most of 
the sources identified so far have been inflow, the 
discharge of storm water into the system through 
illegal connections rather than infiltration, storm 
water entering the sewage system through breaks 
in the lines or structures. 


Burlington’s stormwater in the sewage system 
contributes to the failure of the MDC system 
which periodically backs up into the Horn Pond 
area of Woburn and threatens an adjacent public 
water supply wellfield. When this situation has oc- 
curred, Burlington has pumped sewage from our 
pumping station at Terrace Hall Avenue directly 
into the Vine Brook to alleviate the back up in the 
Horn Pond area. 


Because of the seriousness of this problem, 
the Burlington Board of Selectmen declared a one 
year moratorium in December, 1984 on sewer con- 
nections and building permits for uses that 
resulted in more than 500 gallons a day additional 
discharge into the system. 


Sources that account for all the surcharging 
of the sewer system have not yet been identified. 
However, Burlington is proceeding to determine 
the location of unauthorized storm water connec- 
tions and a contract for manhole rehabilitation to 
reduce infiltration has been awarded. A program 
for the removal of household sump pumps is an- 
ticipated for the summer of 1985. The Town is 
discussing the need for stormwater drainage 
facilities as part of removing the existing illegal 
stormwater connections into the sewage system. 


Drainage 


Burlington experiences considerable local 
flooding throughout the Town as the result of in- 
adequate drainage facilities. Additional develop- 
ment results in increased impervious surfaces and 
contributes to the need to audress drainage on a 
more systematic basis. Further, the lack of storm 
drainage has contributed to the sewage problem. 
The town now has a number of unauthorized 
storm water connections into the sewer system 
because adequate stormwater drainage is not 
available as an alternative. 
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In 1979, Burlington had the ‘‘Stormwater 
Management Phase I’’ study prepared by Metcalf 
& Eddy which identified major drainage im- 
provements for two of the three major watershed 
areas in Town. The improvements recommended 
in the study require extensive funding for the 
negotiation of mecessary land purchases or 
easements and for the design and construction of 
the facilities. A drainage study of the third water- 
shed area, ‘‘The Ipswich Watershed’’ has not yet 
been prepared. 


The implementation of solutions to drainage 
problems can only be scheduled as funding by the 
Town is available for design, acquisition of need- 
ed land and easements, and construction. Funding 
requests in the amount of $100,000 to implement 
some drainage improvements are before the cur- 
rent Town Meeting. 


WHEREAS: 


Because of the growing impact of development on 
Burlington’s infrastructure, Burlington is questioning 
its basic policies concerning growth and beginning to 
reevaluate its land use policies and development regula- 
tions. The town is not certain that all the development 
permitted under the existing zoning can be reasonably 
accommodated by the Town’s infrastructure, even with 
improvements. 


Burlington’s land use policies are seriously 
out of date. The Burlington Master Plan was com- 
pleted in 1965 and since then no other comprehen- 
sive evaluation of land use in Burlington has been 
done. The zoning adopted by the Town in confor- 
mance with the 1965 Master Plan designated the 
land along Routes 128, 3 and 3A for industrial and 
commercial land use. 


Burlington has undertaken some land use 
studies and adopted some new zoning districts to 
address some specific issues. Town Meeting has 
adopted new overlay zoning districts to designate 
the Town’s wetlands (1979), to protect the Town’s 
wellfield aquifer and water recharge areas (1983), 
and to regulate development within the 100-year 
flood plain (1985). 


However, Burlington also needs to reevaluate 
the development potential allowed under the cur- 
rent zoning designations and zoning controls in 
light of current conditions. These include the 
development impacts the Town is experiencing 
and environmental factors not taken into account 
in 1965, such as the location of the aquifer which 
provides much of the Town’s water supply. 


Burlington is working on amendments to its 
Zoning By-Law, the revision of its subdivision 
rules and regulations, and land use studies. 
However, the processing of development applica- 
tions, within the time periods and requirements of 


State Law, demands most of the time of the Plan- 
ning Board and its staff. Therefore, work on revis- 
ing the Town’s Master Plan, Zoning By-Law and 
subdivision rules and regulations proceeds inverse- 
ly to the rate of development. 


The development that is approved and started 
now will not be subject to any new requirements 
or review that may come from the work being 
undertaken by the Planning Board. Further, 
development is continuing when the Town is ques- 
tioning its ability to accommodate buildout under 
the existing zoning. 


Over a million square feet of office and com- 
mercial development were approved and sched- 
uled for development south of the Burlington Mall 
Road in 1983 and 1984. The Planning Board is 
currently reviewing four site plans for more than a 
half million square feet of development. 


WHEREAS: 


The purposes of zoning, as set out in the introduc- 
tion to Chapter 40A, ‘‘The Zoning Act,’’ include 
facilitating the adequate provision of transportation, 
water, water supply, drainage, sewerage, schools, 
parks, open space and other public requirements; 
lessening congestion in the streets; and the prevention of 
overcrowding of land; among other objectives. 


WHEREAS: 


Under Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40A, 
*‘The Zoning Act,’’ the Town of Burlington is entitled 
to determine what land uses will be permitted or pro- 
hibited and what intensity of development will be al- 
lowed. By extension of its powers under ‘‘The Zoning 
Act,’’ the Town of Burlington may adopt additional 
restrictions on land use and intensity of development on 
a temporary basis by declaring a moratorium. 


WHEREAS 


The Citizens’ Advisory Committee has proposed 
that Town Meeting adopt a one year moratorium on ap- 
proving major future development in order to allow the 
Planning Board to make a concerted effort to review the 
Town’s land use policies and regulations and to permit 
other Town departments to continue the identification 
of courses of action to implement solutions to the 
Town’s infrastructure problems. 


The proposed moratorium would prohibit for 
one year the approval of all uses requiring site 
plan approval, site plan waivers and special per- 
mits except for those developments which resulted 
in less than 7,500 square feet of additional 
development on any parcel. 


Under the Burlington Zoning By-Law, all 
development, except one family dwellings and 
municipal services in one family dwelling districts, 
require site plan approval. 
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The limit of 7,500 square feet was selected to 
exclude new major industrial and commercial 
development which because of its land use intensi- 
ty has the greatest potential to impact the town’s 
infrastructure. However, the limit of 7,500 square 
feet was also intended to allow smaller scale new 
development which, in the experience of the town, 
is generally occupied by businesses which provide 
needed shopping and personal services to the local 
community and which do not have the same 
potential for adverse impact on the Town’s in- 
frastructure. 


The selection of the 7,500 square foot limit is 
based on the minimum lot size and maximum 
coverage in the business districts in Burlington. In 
three of the four business districts, the minimum 
lot size is 10,000 square feet. In all business 
districts, maximum coverage is 33'4% and the 
height limit is 30 feet. The 7,500 square foot limit 
on development would permit the exercise of the 
development potential of a small commercially 
zoned lot (up to 11,250 square feet) with a two 
story building covering a third of the lot. The 
7,500 square foot limit would also permit partial 
exercise of the development potential of larger 
parcels. 


The Town recognizes the need for businesses 
located in existing development to make changes 
in their facilities to adjust to changes in operation 
and to adapt to new technology. Also, new tenants 
moving into existing developments frequently 
need to make some changes to adapt the space to 
their needs. The limit of 7,500 square feet would 
permit existing businesses, both large and small, 
to make some changes to their site and permit 
small businesses to expand or upgrade without 
permitting the large scale development that have 
the greatest potential impact on the Town. 


The Town has selected site plan applications 
and special permits as the point of imposing the 
moratorium for administrative ease. Very little 
staff time or Planning Board time would be 
necessary to determine which development pro- 
posals are affected by the moratorium. Without 
site plan approval, building permits cannot be 
issued. 


WHEREAS: 


At the request of the Citizens’ Advisory Commit- 
tee, the Burlington Board of Selectmen have submitted 
a warrant article to this Town Meeting to amend the 
Burlington Zoning By-law to declare the moratorium. 
The Burlington Planning Board held properly noticed 
public hearings for this zoning By-Law amendment on 
April 18th, 1985. The statutory requirements to permit 
Town Meeting to adopt a Zoning By-Law amendment 
by a two thirds majority vote have been fulfilled. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by Town 


Meeting that the Zoning By-Law is amended by the ad- 
dition of a new article XI, as follows: 


ARTICLE XI — MORATORIUM ON USES 
REQUIRING SITE PLANS 
AND SPECIAL PERMITS 


11.1 Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
By-Law to the contrary no use requiring a 
site plan, site plan waiver or special permit 
shall be approved for one year following the 
date of approval of this amendment by 
Town meeting, with the following excep- 
tions: 

11.1.1 Special permit, site plan or site plan waiver 
applications properly filed with the Town on 
or before April 4, 1985, the date of the first 
notice of public hearing for the amendment 
to adopt this Article, shall be exempt from 
the moratorium. 
11.1.2 Site plan or site plan waiver applications 
filed after April 4, 1984, the date of the first 
notice of public hearing for the amendment 
to adopt this Article, may be approved 
where the proposed improvements or the 
new construction does not result in more 
than an additional 7,500 square feet of floor 
area for any parcel. This exception shall in- 
clude the demolition and reconstruction of 
existing buildings provided that the recon- 
struction shall not increase the floor area by 
more than 7,500 square feet. 


Calculation of the 7,500 square feet shall in- 
clude the floor area, as defined in Article II, 
‘‘Definitions,’’ Section 2.18, of all im- 
provements or new construction shown on 
site plans approved after April 4, 1985, the 
date of the first notice of public hearing for 
the amendment to adopt this Article, to pre- 
vent the circumvention of the moratorium 
by sequential submissions. For the purposes 
of this section, a parcel shall include all con- 
tiguous lots in the same ownership. 
11.1.3 Special permit applications filed after April 
4, 1985 the date of the first notice of public 
hearing for the amendment to adopt this Ar- 
ticle, may be approved only when filed in 
conjunction with a site plan or site plan 
waiver that does not result in more than an 
additional 7,500 square feet of floor area for 
any parcel as specified in 11.1.2.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During the last year, the Board of Selectmen have 
dealt with some of the most difficult issues in recent 
history. The diligent and relentless efforts of Bert Kelly 
resulted in the successful and popular leasing of the 
Meadowbrook School to the Christian Learning Center. 
Not only did we find a suitable tenant which keeps the 
school’s use consistent with its original purpose; but 
equally as important, negotiated all repairs and renova- 
tions at no cost to the town; a savings of more than 2 
million dollars. 


Dick Wilde successfully negotiated a new lease with 
Middlesex Community College at the Francis Wyman 
School. This lease extends an excellent situation for the 
town financially, contributes major improvements to 
our property, and provides scholarships for Burlington 
students. 


Phil Gallagher dynamically administered the 
Board’s efforts to reinforce the Police Department and 
introduced a program in cooperation with the Police 
Department and local liquor store owners in an effort to 
crack down on potential liquor law violators. Phil also 
led efforts to increase the visibility and effectiveness of 
Police patrols in our neighborhoods, and stepped up ef- 
forts to reduce speed and traffic violations. 


Jack Leahy successfully conducted the fight to ob- 
tain final approval and funding for the Phase I Well 
Water Treatment Plant. His relentless effort and 
dedication allowed us to gain nearly 2 million dollars in 
matching funds from the state to help finance the con- 
struction, which is now underway and will be fully 
operational in the summer of 1986. 


In addition to these individual efforts, the Board 
has addressed several issues which will have a dramatic 
impact on the town’s future and its quality of life: 


e Through the use of eminent domain, we have avoid- 


ed development of two vital areas; the Land-Locked 
parcel and the Center Street land. 

e We have completed our first phase for upgrading our 
water distribution system, and are well on our way 
through the second phase. 

e We instituted a Pavement Management Program to 
address a serious deterioration of our roadways. In 
1985, (108) streets were paved, repaired, and treated 
to avoid further deterioration. This ten year program 
will allow us to maintain our roadways and halt any 
further deterioration. As needed, roads will be 
upgraded, widened, and sidewalks added. 

e The Board extended the Moratorium on New Sewer 
Tie-Ins, which we pursue funding for additional in- 
vestigation into the cause of our surcharging and 
resultant problems in Woburn’s Horn Pond. 

e We completed the Mill Pond Reservoir Project to 
aerate the pond, provide additional capacity to our 
storage capability, and improve the pond’s water 
quality. In addition, we upgraded the Treatment 
Plant and are at a maximum capacity of four million 
gallons per day. 


We have experienced some frustration in the past 
year which drained a considerable amount of time and 
effort; i.e., Comprehensive Permits, the Referendum 
Question, Law Suits against individual Board Members, 
Board of Selectmen, Board of Appeals, Town of Burl- 
ington, and more. 


Yet we have successfully weathered these dif- 
ficulties and unanimously feel that the Board of Select- 
men was not only productive and up-front on major 
issues, but worked as a team to provide the outstanding 
leadership necessary in a difficult year.

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LIBRARY 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


The year 1985 resulted in a number of changes and 
a few accomplishments at the Burlington Public 
Library. The changes were primarily in the area of per- 
sonnel, both on the library staff and on the Board of 
Trustees. On the Board we were sorry to lose two peo- 
ple, Kristin Woods-Janghorbani and Wendy St. Aubin, 
who had worked hard for a number of years to improve 
library services, but who were forced to resign because 
they had moved out of town. After repeated an- 
nouncements in the press and an appointment of one 
resident who served for only a month, we were pleased 
to welcome Janet Comey and Gary Ruping to the 
Board, where they have been involved in our plans for 
the future. In the middle of the year we also lost our 
recording secretary, and we still have not found a 
replacement. 


We also welcomed a number of new people to the 
staff this year. The town meeting in May approved two 
half-time positions, which resulted in better sevice and 
programming in the childrens’ area and at the circula- 
tion desk, and allowed us to extend our Saturday hours. 
Although we were sorry to lose our assistant librarian, 
Phil Bergen, to an interesting position at the Mass. 
Historical Library, we were able to replace him with 
Betsy Weisberg, whose experience at CLSI should be of 
value to us in the automation of the library. 


We took our first step toward automation of the 
library when we accepted an invitation from the An- 
dover Public Library to visit the regional database 
center located in their library and to talk with the direc- 
tor and the head of technical services, who is coor- 
dinating the input of information from the participating 
libraries. Two trustees accompanied Miss Guentner on 
the visit. We learned that we were the only ‘‘good’’ 
library in the region which had not begun to automate. 
Thus, we submitted a warrant article for the September 
town meeting, in which we requested $3000 for the pur- 
chase of bar code labels. Application of these labels to 
our books and shelf list records would make our collec- 
tion ready to be added to the database in Andover. Per- 
sonnel are available in Andover to load our informa- 
tion. We wish to thank the town meeting members for 
their support of our efforts toward automation. We will 
be requesting funds for the next step in the spring 
meeting. 


Among long-awaited improvements was a new roof 
which was completed in the Fall. Although we are in 
need of more space for the library, and have been look- 
ing for an addition or new location, a new roof was 
sorely needed to protect the collection and the new 
carpeting. Our attempts to gain some space at the 
Meadowbrook School did not work out, but we are still 
looking for means to expand or relocate. 
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We look forward to more improvements and 
positive changes in 1986.

PUBLIC LIBRARY 
ANNUAL REPORT 1985 


INTRODUCTION 


The library aims to stimulate and increase desire as 
well as to satisfy it. 


A competent library staff will be dissatisfied most 
of its working hours - it will want more materials, or 
more readers, or more room, or more staff, or means to 
pay better salaries, or all of these things together. 


Some readers will be dissatisfied with the library 
because of its deficiencies in materials, or because of 
some materials it has, or because the staff is not suffi- 
ciently attentive, or is too attentive, or because of the 
hours, or the excess or want of heat or ventilation, or 
because of other readers. 


All this is a necessary part of the operation. If 
neither the library staff nor the public are dissatisfied, 
the library is probably dead or dying. 


We are very much alive in this library. I have 
always had chronic desires for more of everything, and 
some of the public take occasional opportunity to in- 
form me that they are suffering from the same trouble. 


But this sort of discontent is stimulating and it does 
not discourage us. It only gives renewed and added im- 
petus to our efforts to supply our public with the very 
best service that the means at our command will allow.

Two additional part-time staff members were add- 


ed this year by vote of Town Meeting. This has in- 


creased our ability to better serve the public. 


The Assistant Librarian, Philip Bergen, left in 
September to accept a position at the Boston Historical 
Society Library. He was replaced in October by Betsy 
Weisberg who is developing interesting new ideas in the 
area of adult services and programming. 


ADULT SERVICES 


Keeping the collection current with materials need- 
ed by Burlington residents takes priority in Adult Ser- 
vices. This was the second year of a thorough inventory. 
Three-quarters of the collection have undergone the in- 
ventory process. In addition, out-of-date material and 
books no longer in demand have been removed from the 
collection to make room for new books and other 
materials. This inventory is also the first step in prepara- 
tion for future automation which we hope to ac- 
complish in the next few years. 


Service to the elderly continued with books on loan 
to Birchcrest and Tower Hill senior citizen’s apartment 
complexes. This limited service will give way in early 
1986 to a Homebound Service for people unable to get 
to the library. Volunteers will meet with homebound 
residents and take selected books and magazines to their 
homes as the new year begins. The planning stage for 
the service began in late 1985 in cooperation with the 

: Council on Aging. 

Late in the year, through the generosity of the 
Friends of the Library, shelving was purchased to house 
the fiction portion of the Lease Plan books. Located 
between the circulation desk and the card catalog, they 
add to the accessibility of this collection. 


| CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 
| The circulation staff welcomed 1593 new 
registrants in 1985 - 257 borrowers left Burlington. 


The total circulation increased by over 5000 and 
there were over 300 more reserves taken this year than 
last. 


Overdue materials continue to be a major problem 
which causes staff and public a great amount of time 
and inconvenience. This year 2882 reminder postcards 
Were sent for materials two weeks overdue; 932 bills 
Were sent for materials four weeks overdue and 353 cer- 
tified letters were sent for materials eight weeks over- 
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due. So far, all our efforts to resolve this situation have 
proven futile and the problem continues to grow. 


Another perennial problem is the number of people 
who either lose their borrowers cards or come to the 
library without them and expect to get an immediate 
replacement. We have tried various methods of handI- 
ing this problem over the years - none completely 
satisfactory. This year we abandoned the system, in- 
stituted last year, of issuing temporary cards while 
waiting for the replacement plates. We still have 310 
people who have not turned in the temporary card and 
picked up their permanent replacement cards. 


Now, we require the person to wait the two to three 
weeks it takes to get the replacement card. This system 
seems to be working quite well although a few people do 
become angry. Many, however, have gone home and 
have found their original card - sometimes within an 
hour. 


REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 


During 1985 the Reference Department responded 
to 9797 questions. These ranged from the names of the 
three wisemen, and the Auto Lemon Law, to the 
number of gallons in a barrel of oil. Many new books 
were added to the collection, especially in the area of 
business. These include the Almanac of American 
Employers, the Unlisted Market Guide, and the Stan- 
dard Real Estate Directory. 


Inventory and weeding of the reference collection 
was begun in preparation for future automation. Out- 
dated books were discarded or updated with new edi- 
tions or new titles in the subject field. 


The distribution of tax forms was improved by a 
mail ordering system which allowed us to replenish our 
supplies without making special trips to the IRS. 


Two new museum passes became available in the 
spring. Eckman Construction Company donated a 
subscription to Boston by Foot: a guided walking tour 
of historic sites such as the Freedom Trail, Beacon Hill, 
Copley Square, and the North End. Our Mass. 
Audubon Society membership entitles passholders to 
admission to all Audubon Wildlife Sanctuaries in- 
cluding Drumlin Farm. 


Use of passes continued to be popular despite the 
imposition of admission fees during special exhibits by 
the Science Museum and Museum of Fine Arts.

CHILDREN’S SERVICES 


In 1985 the Children’s Department added a staff 
person to work evening hours. We feel lucky to have 
Kathy Lawless as our evening person because of her ex- 
cellent background in early childhood education. With 
her help we have been able to produce several reading 
lists, especially those for preschool children. 


Besides the traditional preschool story hours for 
children ages 3 to 5, we had story hours for 2 year olds, 
a Mother Goose program for one-year-olds, and a 
Spooky Club for school-aged children. We ran 100 story 
hours in 1985 as well as conducting 75 classes for 
visiting nursery schools, day care centers and Camp 
Simonds. In addition, Cub Scout and Brownie troops 
came to the library for programs. This is a 24% increase 
in programming over last year. 


During the year, Ms. Hoyt visited the Presbyterian 
Nursery School and the Memorial Kindergarten several 
times and all classes at Fox Hill and Wildwood schools 
to give book talks, as well as the annual June visit to all 
classes in the 4 elementary schools to talk about the 
summer reading club. 


There were many special events throughout the 
year. As part of a 3 town story-telling festival, Sharon 
Kennedy told stories during February vacation. Several 
events were scheduled for April vacation week: a tooth 
brush exchange, a balloon launch and a performance by 
Theater-To-Do. On May Day all the children who par- 
ticipated in story hour danced around the May Pole 
with Mr. Hamburglar. The Summer Reading Club 
began with T-shirt day when members could have a 
T-shirt silk screened with club logo, followed by a show 
by the Gerwick Puppets, and ending with a Magic Show 
by Jack Brooks. The annual December holiday party in- 
cluded trimming the Christmas tree and lighting the 
menorah. 


The Summer Reading Club’s theme was the Game 
of 5 with a logo that pictured a hand with 5 fingers. For 
every 5 books read, the members received sundaes from 
McDonalds and meals at Denny’s. A bonus was given 
for non-fiction books and non-readers could participate 
by being listeners. There were 386 children par- 
ticipating, of whom 113 were non-reading listeners. 


As parents become more aware of the shift in 
thinking towards more educational activities for 
children under 3 years old they are demanding more 
library materials and programs for that age group. The 
library is responding with an increase in programming 
and the purchase of more materials for the youngest. 
Despite a small staff during day time hours and a small 
materials budget, the Children’s Department does its 
best to meet the needs of all children who need library 
services as part of their educational development. 


PROFESSIONAL ACTIVITIES 


Anna Papalegis attended meetings of the North of 
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Boston Children’s Services Association with the 
Children’s Librarian who served as secretary for the 
1985-86 year. Ms. Hoyt belongs to the Eastern Region 
Book Review Committee and is a member of the ex- 
ecutive board of the New England Round Table of 
Children’s Librarians, serving as recording secretary. 
She served on the advisory committee for BEEDP, and 
participated in a discussion meeting at the Horn Book 
Magazine as part of that magazine’s examination of its 
role in the children’s literature community. 


Ann Cameron attended meetings of the Central 
Middlesex Reference Librarians and the Merrimack 
Inter-library Cooperative discussion groups for 
reference librarians. 


Miss Guentner is on the Executive Board of the 
Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System Ad- 
visory Council. 


USE OF MEETING ROOM 


A variety of civic, cultural, and educational 
organizations used the meeting room. They included 
Welcome Wagon, Chinmaya Mission, North of Boston 
Children’s Librarians, Stop Smoking Seminar (spon- 
sored by the Seventh Day Adventists) Stress Manage- 
ment Seminar (also by SDA), Smocking Guild, Mer- 
rimack Valley Nursing Services, Waddell & Reid Invest- 
ment Seminar, Parenting Workshop (Family Service 
Association of Greater Boston, Friends of the Burl- 
ington Public Library Children’s Department, Dean- 
Witter Investment Seminar, Child Care Resource 
Center, Lesley College, Mystic Valley Council for 
Children, Merrill-Lynch Tax Planning Seminar, Burl- 
ington Municipal Employees Association. 


The meeting room is available to groups for public 
gatherings of a civic educational or cultural nature. It is 
also available for planning or executive boards of civic 
organizations whose primary goals are of ultimate 
benefit to the community. The Board of Library 
Trustees approves all applications for use of the room 
and library programs have first priority. 


EXHIBITS 


The display cabinets, as well as displaying library- 


prepared exhibits, serve as a means for local groups to — 


advertise their events and creativity. The Burlington Ar- 
tisan Guild has continued to showcase various creative 
residents’ work. Other groups displaying included the 
Smocking Arts Guild, Cub Scouts, Girl Scouts, North- 
shore Rock & Mineral Society, the Burlington Junior 
Women’s Club, the Allied Veterans. The Environmen- 


tal Engineering Department displayed household hazar-— 


dous wastes prior to the collection of such items in the 
Town. 


The Children’s Department cases contained dis- 


plays of Lithuanian books and artifacts, Black History © 


Month materials, Masks made by elementary school 
children, art works from the schools, robots, dinosaurs, 


seashells, a collection of pig books called **Pig out on 
Books’’, Halley’s Comet, books for Jewish Book 
Month, and December holiday books. 


Throughout the year the library staff prepared a 
series of display of books and other materials on topics 
of current interest on the tables in front of the circula- 
tion desk. 


DONATIONS 


The staff of the Children’s Room is appreciative of 
the support and help received from the Burlington com- 
munity. The Friends held several fundraisers and plan 
to sponsor events during the next calendar year. Paul 
Arseneault, head custodian, made a coin game for the 
Children’s Department which has helped add to the 
Friends’ account. He also made a handsome large 
menorah to decorate the Children’s Department during 
Hanukkah. The storyteller, theater group and puppet 
show costs were paid for by an arts lottery grant. The 
Middlesex Extension Homemakers Council presented 
the Children’s Department with several books on nutri- 
tion. Denny’s presented the library with 2000 
bookmarks that included a coupon for a free meal anda 
food related reading list. Bradlees donated 2 copies of 
the video cassette ‘‘Strong Kids, Safe Kids’’ to the 
library as part of its safety campaign. McDonald’s was 
very generous in printing materials for the library, 
donating many free materials to enhance library pro- 
grams, and sponsoring the balloon launch. 


The Friends of the Library, the Junior Women’s 
Club, the Veterans of Foreign Wars continued to pro- 
vide passes to the various museums. 


The Friends of the Library provided funds for 
microfilming the local papers and also, this year, pur- 
chased the new shelving for the Lease Plan fiction 
books. 


The Lion’s Club gave the library a generous gift of 
$500 to purchase Large Print books for our visually im- 
paired readers. 


Mr. & Mrs. Stephen Correia, Mr. & Mrs. Christie 
Mason, Mr. & Mrs. Richard Moy, Mr. & Mrs. Douglas 
Purdy and Mr. & Mrs. Michael Tikonoff donated books 


in memory of Mr. John M. Barry. The Burlington 


Junior Women’s Club also donated a book in Mr. 


Barry’s memory. 


Ms. Lu Knox of Wellfleet, Mass. donated a book in 
memory of Alma Alberghini. 


Ms. Paulette Speight donated subscriptions to The 
New England Gardner and New England Farm Bulletin. 


The library received $900 for the purchase of books 
from the Fourth District Court as part of its community 
restitution program. 


In late December Mr. & Mrs. Charles Namias 
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donated an Apple II computer and software. The 
Trustees and Library Administration are at present con- 
sidering various use alternatives. 


The Burlington Garden Club has contined to main- 
tain the planter which they donated in 1977. 


These contributions, and others I may have in- 
advertantly overlooked, are deeply appreciated.

This office provides service in a variety of areas, 
among which are the following: 


. VETERANS’ BENEFITS — Massachusetts Gen- 


eral Laws Chapter 115 grants eligible Burlington 
veterans and their dependents food, clothing, 
shelter and medical care. The costs of these 
benefits are usually borne equally by the com- 
munity and the State. In certain instances money 
is recovered from the veterans if he or she later 
receives compensation settlements, court 
judgements or other qualified proceeds. These 
benefits are intended to be temporary in nature 
and not a full time support system. 


. VETERANS ADMINISTRATION — Title 38 


directs federal benefits directly to Burlington 
veterans and their families. These include pen- 
sions, disability compensation, education, 
hospitalization, outpatient care, and domicilary 
care. Introduction, exploration, evaluation, 
assistance and counseling are offered at the local 
level to facilitate access to these programs. 


. DECEASED VETERANS — Assistance is given 


to families of deceased veterans in reviewing 
available benefits, filing for government in- 
surance, obtaining burial allowances and obtain- 
ing lots in Chestnut Hill Cemetery. 


- GRAVES OFFICER — Section 9 of Chapter 115 


MGL requires flags of the United States to be 
placed on graves of deceased veterans each 
Memorial Day. Cooperation in this responsibility 
has always been afforded by the Town’s Cemetery 
Department. Individual markers and wreaths are 
purchased for the graves and for the several com- 
memorative monuments. 


. ALLIED VETERANS COUNCIL — The 


Veterans’ Agent is a member of the Burlington 
Allied Veterans Council comprised of represen- 
tatives of the American Legion Post #273, VFW 
Post #7423, DAV Post #113 and the Marine Corps 
League. Much effort is put forth to insure proper 
observances of Memorial Day and Veterans Day. 
The Council further conducts Poppy (Forget-Me- 
Not) sales through its member organizations at the 
many election sites. 


The Council purchased a hospital bed which can 
be used by bedridden residents if available. 


The MIA/POW flag donated by the VFW is flown 
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from the Town Hall to help us remember those 
still missing and those who suffered confinement 
by our enemies. 


6. FUEL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM — Eligible 
Burlington residents under sixty years of age apply 
for this State/Federal program through this of- 
fice. As of January 1, 1986, over eighty families 
have received funds for the 1985/1986 fuel season. 


7. VETERANS AFFAIRS — Numerous consulta- 
tions with local veterans regarding employment 
possibilities, rehabilitation through various pro- 
grams, individual problems, effects of new 
legislative proposals and updating of existing pro- 
grams continue to claim a proportionate share of 
the time spent by the office. This agent has been 
appointed to the Massachusetts Veterans Agents 
Legislative Affairs Committee and has been in- 
strumental in the passage of several pieces of 
legislation helping veterans and their dependents. 


8. SURPLUS FOOD PROGRAMS — This office, 
with volunteer help, distributed tons of surplus 
food products to needy Burlington residents. 
Cheese, butter, flour, rice and milk were received 
by those who came to the Town Hall and further 
disbursements were made at the elderly housing 
complex. The Recreation Department under Jim 
Marchese and the School Lunch Department 
under John Puzine were most cooperative as are 
the ever faithful and helpful Miriam Malkasian, 
Rosemary Davis, Jack Griffin, Frank Manoli and 
Al Wilde. 


The office also assists with the Thanksgiving 
basket program managed by the Community Pan- 
try and the Burlington Santa program. Over 55 
families were helped by these programs this past 
holiday season. 


9. CIVIL SERVICE/LABOR SERVICE DIREC- 
TOR — This office now has full responsibility 
under Civil Service rules and regulations for posi- 
tions under the Labor Service. Persons wishing to 
apply for Civil Service positions under the Labor 
Service may do so by coming to our office and fil- 
ling out the proper application. A person then 
receives his/her civil service number and pending 
requisitions from the various departments for job 
openings, will be on the eligible list. Appointing 
authorities will continue to exercise their existing 
function as will the State Division of Personnel 
and the Civil Service ommission on appeals, tests, 
and disciplinary hearings. 


It is requested that appointments be made if at all 
posible to allow the most efficient allocation of time and 
to allow sufficient attention to each veteran, dependent 
Or citizen inquiring of these many programs.

This year, as in previous years, all sanders and 
snow plows were scraped, welded and repainted during 
the summer months. Four new screens were made for 
the tops of the sanders. 


Five new police cruisers were purchased. The old 
cruisers were put into service at the D.P.W. replacing 
four older vehicles which will be scrapped. 


The 1980 Checker police cruiser was assigned to the 
Dog Officer replacing the old van. 


Two new vehicles were purchased for the D.P.W. 
One 1986 International truck with a sander and plow 
and an under vehicle scraper. Also, a 1985 Ford 
loader/backhoe replaced a 1971 model. 


Considering the increasing cost of parts, our 
vehicles should be traded and replaced on a five year 
basis which would keep maintenance costs at a 
manageable level with reduced down-time. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION

The Engineering Department has completed 
another very productive year. 


The Engineering Department has successfully com- 
pleted the design and supervision of construction of the 
local drainage projects for Locust Street, Chestnut 
Avenue/Alma Road, Peach Orchard Road, Dolores 
Drive and Donald Road to eliminate long-standing 
flooding problems for a total cost of nearly $71,000.00. 
Our Department has finally resolved a problem with the 
Bedford Street drainage system for a cost of nearly 
$44,000.00. Last year we reported the design of 
perimeter drainage system for the Chestnut Hill 
Cemetery and we are pleased that the drainage system is 
successful and all of the cemetery lots have been re- 
leased for sale to the public in the Spring of 1986. 


Due to extensive corrosion from sewer gas, a por- 
tion of Wilmington Road sewer had collapsed. Our 
Department designed and supervised the construction of 
the replacement of about 380 feet of sewer line at a cost 
of about $36,000.00. 


The Burlington Road/Mountain Road drainage 
and roadway reconstruction project has been designed 
by our Department and construction will begin in the 
Spring of 1986. 


Our Department has also implemented the Pave- 
ment Management Program by preparing the contract 
documents for crack sealing of 48 streets and improve- 
ment of Winn Street and Francis Wyman Road. 


The crack sealing of 48 local streets has been com- 
pleted and the improvement of Winn Street is 90 percent 
complete. Francis Wyman Road patching and resurfac- 
ing will begin in the Spring of 1986. 


We are also providing supervision for the construc- 
tion of the Northern Transmission Main Phase 2, Water 
Distribution System. 


Besides all the above activities, our Department has 
never failed to perform the day-to-day activities of 
Sewer inspection, site and subdivision plan review and 
the interaction with the residents. 
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I wish to extend my sincere appreciation for the 
dedicated efforts of the Engineering staff, without 
whom all the accomplishments would be impossible to 
complete. Finally, I wish to thank the Town Ad- 
ministrator, D.P.W. Superintendent and the Board of 
Selectmen for their continuing support and coopera- 
tion.

Eight (8) snow storms occurred during the 1985 
winter season. Total accumulation, approximately 31 
inches. 


Subsequent to the winter months the division spent 
many hours repairing winter storm damages to road sur- 
faces, sidewalks, culverts and private property. 


Spring months were spent clearing up projects car- 
ried over from the previous season, such as the comple- 
tion of Douglas Avenue. This involved installation of 
drive way aprons, re-locating mailboxs and a tremen- 
dous amount of landscaping. 


June and July all roadways including schools were 
swept by private contract. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS 


Installed electrical conduit across the roadway at 
the intersection of Cambridge Street and Francis 
Wyman Road in preparation for new traffic signals. 


Completed the final surfacing on Douglas Avenue 
roadway. Repaired and/or installed new driveway 
aprons to all homes along the new roadway. Also 
returned each property owners land to its original condi- 
tion or better. 


Graded and resurfaced a 350 ft section of Keans 
Road destroyed as a result of a water break. 


During the month of September, as a result of Hur- 
ricane ‘‘Gloria’’ Highway Division personnel aided 
Town residents in emergency situations caused by the 
storm, such as, removing trees from roof tops or those 
threatening destruction to life or property. For thirty 
(30) days after the storm Highway personnel worked 12 
hour days chipping brush and hauling it away. As a 
onetime measure the residents were allowed to place all 
brush (created by the storm) at the edge of the road- 
ways, where it was chipped and hauled away. 


Repaired all catch basins on Winn Street and Fran- 
cis Wyman Road prior to resurfacing by private con- 
tract. 


WATER & SEWER DIVISION L.W. McRae

During winter 84-85 severe cold weather caused 9 
service freeze ups. 


The division continued striving to reach a goal of 
“ZERO STOPPED METERS’’. Approximately 200 
new meters with outside viewers were installed. 


There were fourteen (14) water main leaks detected 
_ and repaired throughout the year. A portion of the leaks 
were located during the leak detection survey, which 
was conducted covering approximately “3 of the Town’s 
_ water distribution system. 


During the entire year the division responded to 
nine hundred and forty (940) service calls to homes and 
businesses. 


Fifteen (15) hydrants were returned to service. 


Approximately 10,000 ft of sewer lines (size 8’’ to 
- 15’’) were cleared. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS 


Located missing sewer connection on Hilltop Road 
by means of T.V. camera. 


Repaired leak in sewer force main at Westwood 
Pumping Station. 


Assisted an outside contractor in the replacement 
of 400 ft of 15’’ gravity sewer main on Wilmington 
Road and rebuilt 2 manholes which were deteriorating 
_ due to corrosion. 


| Contracted for the installation of a new 125 hp 

variable speed pump at the Terrace Hall Pumping Sta- 
tion to replace a small 50 hp pump that was too small to 
handle increasing flows. Cost of project was approx- 
imately $50,000.00. Pump was put on line on December 
22, 1985. 


Rebuilt one 20 hp pump at Douglas Ave Sewer 
_ Pumping Station. 


Rebuilt both 14’’ check valves on 200 hp pumps at 
Terrace Hall Sewer Station. 


During the hurricane, Water & Sewer employees 
responded to power failures that put 12 of the 14 pump- 
ing stations out due to high winds and wires down. Sta- 
tions were kept in operation with emergency diesel 
generators for 48 hours. 


Two sewer employees were involved in a pump and 
seal maintenance course provided by A.W. Chesterton 
Co., Stoneham, Ma. 


One employee, Ronald Ganley on the Sewer Divi- 
sion, received a Grade 3 Waste Water Collection System 
Operators License. 
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Rebuilt variable speed controller on #3 pump con- 

trol at the Terrace Hall Sewer Station. 
WATER TREATMENT PLANT William D. Keene

The year 1985 was again outstandingly productive 
and constructive. The D.P.W., in conjunction with 
Metcalf & Eddy, completed and went out to bid for the 
Mill Pond Modification and a new Water Treatment 
Plant treating Wells #3, 4 & 5. The modification work 
will allow the plant at the Mill Pond Reservoir to better 
treat year round the water from the Shawsheen River. 
The modifications include a new Polymer Feed System, 
a Static Mixer, Chemical Feed Proportioning Modifica- 
tions, considerable Piping Modifications, plus a pH ad- 
justment change allowing the plant to treat for corro- 
sion. 


The groundwater supply saw the rehabilitation of 
Well PS#8, 7 and Well #2. Pumping Station #2 required 
extensive work including relining plus rebuilding of the 
outside gravel pack. The Tabular Well Field #8 on 
Wyman Street will require extensive work in Fiscal Year 
1987 and is currently in limited use. 


The Water Production staff continued their educa- 
tional pursuits ending in two plant operators receiving 
their class III certification. Further seminars are 
planned for 1986.

The Recreation Department is pleased to report 
that a great deal of progress was made during 1985 in 
the effort to improve the Town’s recreation facilities 
and expand leisure opportunities for citizens of the 
community. Many of the Department’s plans for- 
mulated in 1984 were successfully carried out in 1985. 
Major accomplishments during the year will be the 
focus of this report. 


A great deal of work was done in 1985 to improve 
existing outdoor recreation facilities, as recommended 
in the Recreation Department’s improvement plan com- 
pleted the previous year. With support from the Capital 
Budget Committee, funds were appropriated at Town 
Meeting to refurbish recreation facilities at Rahanis 
Park, Simonds Park, Marshall Simonds School, and 
Memorial School. Many of the projects were finished in 
1985, and others have been scheduled for completion in 
1986. Following is a summary of the major improve- 
ment projects completed during the past year. 


Rahanis Park 

The Recreation Department has made a number of 
improvements at Rahanis Park over the past several 
years, but none have been more noticeable than the pro- 
jects finished in 1985. The playground area received a 
new sand surface; the picnic area was cleared and 
mulched; new walkways were constructed; facilities 
were enclosed with protective fencing; trees were 
planted; the brook was cleaned out; and brook bankings 
were cleared and graded. 
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Rahanis Park is Burlington’s largest municipal 
park, but for many years it was underutilized because of 
inadequate and unattractive facilities. As a result of re- 
cent improvements, Rahanis Park is being used more 
and more by organized groups, families, and in- 
dividuals. Park facilities now include 6 tennis courts, a 
major baseball field, a softball field, a basketball court, 
a playground area, a picnic area, and expanded parking. 


Although additional improvements are planned for 
1986, Rahanis Park is now a very functional and attrac- 
tive recreational facility. In the years to come, it is ex- 
pected that Rahanis Park will become increasingly more 
important in serving the outdoor recreation needs of the 
Burlington Townspeople. 


Simonds Park 

The combination of Town appropriations and 
Simonds Trust funds allowed the Recreation Depart- 
ment to make a number of significant improvements at 
Simonds Park during 1985. The stonewall along Cam- 
bridge Street was rebuilt, and trees were planted behind 
the wall; a new parking area was constructed near the 
major baseball field; new fencing was installed at the 
basketball courts, playground area, new parking lot, 
and baseball field; the lower parking area was enclosed 
with landscape timbers; the infield at the small baseball 
diamond was regraded and new sod was planted; and 
several areas in the Park were landscaped.

The projects completed at Simonds Park in 1985 
were a part of the Recreation Department’s ongoing ef- 
fort to beautify the Park and improve the condition of 
all the Park’s recreational facilities. Simonds Park is 
still unquestionably Burlington’s best-developed and 
most heavily used public park. 


Memorial School 

The baseball field behind Memorial School was 
greatly improved during the past year. The outfield was 
lengthened, the infield graded, new outfield fencing in- 
stalled, new safety fences erected in front of player 
benches, and a new sidewalk constructed. The field 
should prove to be much more playable for baseball and 
softball next season. 


Marshall Simonds School 

A warrant article was approved by Town Meeting 
last May providing funds for correction of drainage 
problems at the Marshall Simonds School multi- 
purpose athletic field. The engineering work for this 
project was completed in 1985, and the Recreation 
Department expects to put the job out for bid in the 
spring of 1986. Drainage improvements at the field will 
~ particularly benefit the high school soccer teams and the 
Town’s youth soccer program. The larger task of re- 
habilitating the main football-soccer field at Marshall 
Simonds will hopefully be addressed in the next year or 
two. 


In addition to the major projects described above, 
the Recreation Department also made a number of im- 
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provements at other Town recreation facilities. A new 
ceiling and new lighting system were installed in the 
gymnasium at the Center School; new outfield fencing 
was erected at Marvin Field; drainage problems were 
corrected at Rotary Field; and one of the softball fields 
at Mitre was relocated. All of these improvements were 
badly needed from the standpoint of safety and 
playability. 


With respect to significant facilities improvements, 
1985 was one of the Recreation Department’s most pro- 
ductive years. As a result of projects completed during 
the year, Burlington’s parks and playgrounds are much 
more capable of handling the tremendous demand that 
is placed upon them. A great deal remains to be done, 
but we believe the Recreation Department is moving in 
the right direction. 


Much has been accomplished with the Town’s own 
resources, but the Recreation Department has been able 
to expand these resources through collaboration with 
the business community, outside agencies, and other 
Town departments. Boston Properties made a sizable 
contribution to the Recreation Department in 1985 to 
assist with the development of United Carr Park on 
Mall Road. The funds have been used for new fencing, 
landscaping, and continued development of a soccer 
field and other Park facilities. New England Life In- 
surance Company donated new, modern playground 
equipment for Simonds Park. The Rotary Club provid- 
ed funds for construction of a marquis-type sign at the 
Town Common. Officials at Burlington Mall approved 
the concept of establishing a ‘‘Health Walk”’ at the Mall 
to provide a place for Burlington residents to walk when 
weather conditions are not favorable outside. The pro- 
gram is expected to get underway early next year. Also 
in 1985 the Burlington Knights of Columbus continued 
their ongoing financial support of Recreation Depart- 
ment programs for special needs citizens of the Com- 
munity. 


The Burlington Players and the Recreation Depart- 
ment entered into an agreement in 1985 for use of a 
recreation building at Overlook Park for community 
theatre programs. The Players will be sharing operating 
costs for the building as well as making interior im-

provements at their own expense. The agreement has 
made it possible for the Players to expand theatre pro- 
grams for Burlington children, teens, and adults. 


Discussions between Recreation Department and 
School Department officials in 1985 have culminated in 
a cooperative plan for improving and maintaining 
public school grounds. The School Committee and the 
Recreation Commission will jointly sponsor warrant ar- 
ticles requesting funds for beautification of all school 
grounds and for constructing a play area at Wildwood 
School. The plan also calls for the Recreation Depart- 
ment to take on more responsibility for overseeing the 
maintenance of school grounds in years to come. 


Long-range planning is one of the Recreation 
Department’s most important functions, and the 
Department was able to make some progress in this area 
during 1985. The ‘‘Outdoor Facilities Improvement 
Plan,’’ prepared for the Town by a landscape architect 
in 1984, proved to be extremely helpful to the Recrea- 
tion Commission in revising the Recreation Depart- 
ment’s 5-year capital budget program and in setting 
priorities for scheduled improvements. Toward the end 
of 1985, Recreation Department officials saw a need to 
update Burlington’s comprehensive ‘‘Conservation & 
Recreation Plan,’’ published in 1977. The Recreation 
Department and the Conservation Commission have 
agreed to support a request for funds in 1986 to hire a 
professional planner to assist in updating the Plan. The 
Town must have an up-to-date Plan in order to be eli- 
gible for state and federal acquisition and development 
programs. 


The Recreation Department also participated in a 
study seeking to determine the need for improving 
and/or expanding the Town’s indoor recreation 
facilities. The Recreation Study Committee, formed at 
the request of Town Meeting, considered the possibility 
of constructing a modern recreation complex or expan- 
ding and refurbishing the Center School. The Study 
Committee did not reach any final conclusions during 
1985, but the Committee’s input may prove to be ex-

tremely important in helping to determine the future 
utilization of the Center School. 


One of the Recreation Department’s most impor- 
tant long-term goals is expanding and improving recrea- 
tional opportunities for Burlington citizens of all ages 
and abilities. Recreation staff members are constantly 
evaluating the Department’s programs and services, try- 
ing to develop new ideas, attempting to operate more ef- 
ficiently, and trying to serve the recreational needs of 
Burlington people in the best way possible. Following 
are some of the accomplishments of the program divi- 
sion of the Recreation Department in 1985. 


1. The popular trips and tours program was ex- 
panded again in 1985. More people than ever at- 
tended the Department’s theatre trips, musicals, 
ice shows, dinner shows, sporting events, and 
vacation tours. 


2. A new basketball camp was added, and the 
Recreation basketball program was enlarged to 
keep pace with demand. There are now over 400 
girls and boys in grades 3-12 playing Recreation 
bias. ke t_ boas, 


3. Several new programs were added for young 
children: Kinder-Fun, Puppets & Robots, Castle- 
keepers, Performing Puppets, and Basic Jazz 
Dance. 


4. Registration for the Recreation Department’s ski 
program was bigger than ever this winter, with 
nearly 250 children signing up. 


5. Participation in summer playgrounds increased in 
1985, after several years of falling attendance. The 
rehabilitation of Rahanis Park helped to re- 
establish that area as a viable playground site. 


6. The Department’s summer day camps seemed to 
be more popular than ever, with high attendance 
and high praise. 


7. Opportunities for special needs citizens of the 
community were expanded, especially summer 
activities. Resources were broadened by working 
cooperatively with Woburn and other surrounding 
towns. 


8. A series of workshops was added for adults and 
high school students. The response was so good 
that ten new workshops have been scheduled for 
the winter of 1986. 


9. Burlington’s traditional concerts and movies on 
the Town Common were very successful in 1985. 


10. The Recreation Department worked with the 
Council on Aging to create more recreation op- 
portunities for senior citizens. 


11. Burlington’s Baton Twirling Program, long 


known for its quality, has become one of the best 
in New England. Our competitive squads are 
respected wherever they go (and predictably take 
first place honors at almost every competition). 


12. The Recreation Department’s adult slow pitch 
softball leagues are bursting at the seams. Approx- 
imately 600 men and women played in the Recrea- 
tion leagues in 1985, and there is more interest 
every year. 


Although Burlington’s recreation programs and 
services have a good reputation in the Community, we 
will continue our efforts to respond to the needs and 
wishes of the Townspeople. We want your Recreation 
Department to be the best it can be and we want the peo- 
ple of Burlington to truly enjoy their recreational ex- 
periences. 


The people who work for the Recreation Depart- 
ment are its most important resource, and the ac- 
complishments of the Department are a credit to the 
full-time and part-time employees who get things done. 
Following are some of the more significant de- 
velopments that affected our employees during 1985. 


e Jim Pizzano, forman for the Maintenance Division 
of the Recreation Department for many years, retired 
in September. 


e David Vigneau was promoted to the position of 
Working Foreman in December. 


e Jerry Pattie, a local resident who had been working 
part-time for the Recreation Department, was hired 
as a full-time equipment operator in October. 


e The Recreation Department’s ballroom dancing and 
ballet instructor for the past 15 years, Phyllis Buda 
Norton, retired from that position prior to the fall 
term. 


¢ Tom Smith, who directed the summer playgrounds 
for several years, moved on to his full-time business 
career after graduating from Providence College. 


e Several part-time program directors should be men- 
tioned for the roles they played in stabilizing and 
solidifying their programs during the past year: San- 
dy Thompson, girls basketball; Mike Tikonoff, boys 
basketball; Vikki Mandra, adult ceramics; Janet 
Hofferty, Camp Columbus; and Drew Bililies, 
special needs programs. 


The Recreation Commission is an elected board of 
_ five members having overall responsibility for Recrea- 
tion Department policy. During the -past year the 
Recreation Commission was affected by the following 
events: Ralph D’ Agostino, who had served as a Recrea- 
tion Commissioner since 1979, decided not to run for 
the post again, and his term expired in March. In April 
Tom Flaherty III was elected for a 3-year term as 
Recreation Commissioner, and Al MacWilliam was

selected Chairman of the Commission at the annual re- 
organization of the Board. MacWilliam succeeded 
Mark Sherwood, who, in his third term as Chairman of 
the Board, provided outstanding leadership in pursuing 
the Recreation Department’s goals and objectives. 
Flaherty regretfully submitted his resignation in 
September leaving a seat open. In a joint meeting of the 
Selectmen and the Recreation Commission, Ralph 
D’ Agostino was appointed to fill the vacancy until the 
next scheduled elections in the spring of 1986. 


Throughout 1985 the Recreation Commissioners 
actively supported the Recreation Department ad- 
ministration’s efforts to plan improvements, set 
priorities, and expand recreational opportunities for the 
Townspeople. We are fortunate to have such dedicated 
individuals serving the Community. 


We believe that 1985 was a very successful year for 
the Recreation Department, as many of our objectives 
were realized; but we know that a great deal remains to 
be done in the years to come. We are already looking 
forward to the challenges of 1986.

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RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Planning Board was established by a vote of 
Town Meeting in 1939 in accordance with Massa- 
chusetts General Laws and the first Board was elected in 
1940. By State law, the Board is responsible for the exer- 
cise of subdivision control law in Burlington and has 
final authority regarding subdivisions and Approval 
Not Required plans (certification that a land division is 
not subject to subdivision control law). By the authority 
delegated to the Board by Town Meeting through the 
Zoning By-Law, the Board is responsible for making 
final decisions on site plans, site plan waivers, and 
special permits. In exercising these responsibilities, the 
Planning Board is required by State law to act within 
time limits and to make their decisions according to 
specific criteria. 


As required by State law, the Planning Board con- 
ducts public hearings and makes recommendations to 
Town Meeting regarding applications for changes in 
zoning designation or amendments to the text of the 
Zoning By-Law. The Planning Board is also responsible 
for conducting planning studies as part of suggesting 
revisions in the Zoning By-Law which would change 
Burlington’s land use policies and future growth. 


The Board holds regularly scheduled meetings on 
the first and third Thursdays of each month. As re- 
quired by the number of applications, the circumstances 
of a specific application, or the need to consider specific 
issues or topics, the Planning Board also holds addi- 
tional special meetings. 


PLANNING BOAR 
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ORGANIZATION AND MEMBERSHIP 


As the result of the Annual Town Elections in April 
1985, Robert F. Stryke became a member of the Plan- 
ning Board and replaced Gary J. Litchfield who did not 
run for reelection following his five year term on the 
Board. Charles A. Markey was reelected to a second 
five year term but resigned from the Board November 1, 
1985 in order to spend more time with his family. Prior 
to his resignation, Mr. Markey had been elected Vice- 
Chairman of the Planning Board and served as the 
Chair of the Off-Site Subcommittee and as a member of 
the Zoning and Subdivision Revisions Subcommittee. 
Peter J. Coppola was elected Vice-Chairman following 
Mr. Markey’s resignation and at a joint meeting on 
December 30, 1985, the Board of Selectmen and the 
Planning Board appointed Timothy R. Tierney to the 
vacant position. Mr. Tierney will fill the position until 
the Town Election in April, 1986 when the position will 
be filled by election for the remaining four years of the 
five year term.

The Planning Administrator is responsible for 
overseeing the office, for working with the Planning 
Board on revisions to the Zoning By-Law and the Sub- 
division Rules and Regulations, and conducting plan- 
ning studies. This is a full time position, as is the posi- 
tion of Planning Board Inspector. The Inspector per- 
forms the field checks to ensure that subdivision roads 
and utilities, and the sites of commercial development 
are constructed in accordance with the Planning Board 
and Conservation Commission approvals. The other 
three staff members are part time. The Planning Board 
Agent has primary responsibility for directing the 
review process for all subdivision and development ap- 
plications and for verifying to the Board that subse- 
quent development is in accordance with Planning 
Board approvals. The Planning Board Clerk provides 
clerical assistance in the office during the day and the 
Recording Clerk attends the Planning Board’s night 
meetings and prepares the minutes at home. 


The establishment of the new office has required 
considerable time. All the subdivision and development 
application files had to be organized, and in some cases 
_ indexed, so that files and plans could be easily located. 
The Planning Board hired a summer student, Loretta 
Whalen, to assist with this work. In order to improve 
the monitoring and tracking of various applications, 
staff has developed several log systems to help ensure 
that the Planning Board meets its various statutory time 
requirements and to collect information on the kind and 
amount of development in Burlington. 
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DEVELOPMENT APPLICATIONS 


In May, 1985, Town Meeting approved a one year 
moratorium on the approval of site plans and special 
permits for construction of more than 7,500 square feet 
of new or additional development. The impact of the 
site plan moratorium on reducing the Planning Board 
workload is only now beginning to be felt. The Board 
had to process site plans that had been filed before the 
April 4, 1985 cut-off date of the moratorium and con- 
tinues to process site plans for changes, small additions 
and new construction that do not exceed 7,500 square 
feet, as required by the moratorium. Also, some sites 
are exempt from the moratorium because they were 
created by a subdivision within the last eight years and 
under State law they are exempt from all zoning 
changes, including the moratorium, for that eight year 
period (Chapter 40A, Section 6). The Planning Board 
must process site plans for these sites if they are filed. 
However, no site plans for major new development have 
been submitted to the Planning Board since April, 1985. 
The buildings now under construction in Burlington 
were all approved by site plans filed before the 
moratorium. 


The moratorium initially resulted in an increased 
workload for the Planning Board. Because property 
that is recently subdivided is exempt from changes in the 
Zoning By-Law, seven property owners filed pre- 
liminary subdivisions just prior to the May Town 
Meeting to gain protection from proposed zoning 
changes, including the site plan moratorium. Most of 
these property owners also filed their definitive subdivi- 
sion plans in November and December, 1985 to main- 
tain their exemption. The impact of these applications is 
almost over now that the Planning Board has them 
scheduled for public hearing and decision in January 
and February, 1986. 


The following is a summary of the subdivision and 
development applications that the Planning Board 
handled in 1985. 


UNDER SUBDIVISION CONTROL LAW 


Preliminary Subdivisions: 

The purpose of a preliminary subdivision is to per- 
mit the subdivider to submit to the Planning Board and 
the Board of Health for review and comment a concep- 
tual proposal for the road layout, utilities, drainage and 
lot lines of a new subdivision. The advantage of such a 
submission is that the Town has an opportunity to 
review the plan early before being required to make a 
final decision on the subdivision and the subdivider may 
be advised of changes that should be made in the sub- 
division before incurring the expense of the detailed 
engineering. A preliminary subdivision is not required 
in order to file a definitive subdivision and the approval 
or denial of a preliminary subdivision does not limit the 
actions of the Planning Board in reviewing the definitive 
subdivision. 


One preliminary subdivision for residential land (28 


lots) was carried over from 1984 and subsequently ap- 
proved. There were a total of nine new applications: one 
residential (for 47 lots) and eight for comercially zoned- 
land. The preliminary subdivision for residential land 
and 3 of the ones for commercially zoned land were ap- 
proved. Five preliminary subdivisions were pending as 
of December 31, 1985. 


Definitive Subdivisions: 

A definitive subdivision plan shows specifically 
how a new subdivision road will be laid out, the location 
and dimensions of utilities such as water and sewer lines 
and how the proposed lots will be laid out and drained. 
The Planning Board must review the submitted plan for 
conformance with the Board’s adopted Subdivision 
Rules and Regulations and approve the plan unless it 
does not conform with those provisions. 


Five Definitive Subdivisions were carried over from 
1984 — four residential and one for commercially zoned 
land. Ten new subdivisions were filed in 1985 (4 residen- 
tial, 6 commercial). One residential definitive subdivi- 
sion plan which had been previously approved was 
resubmitted with a revised drainage proposal. Of these 
sixteen plans, nine were approved, one was denied and 
six were pending as of December 31, 1985. Following is 
a list of the subdivisions with the number of lots in each.

Three Definitive Subdivisions that were previously 
approved were accepted by the Planning Board as com- 
plete and the securities posted to ensure the construction 
of the required roadways and utilities were released: 
Hansen Ave. Extension, Outlook Heights and Macon 
Road. 
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Approval Not Required Plans: 

By State law, certain divisions of land are not 
regulated under subdivision control law and the Plan- 
ning Board had no authority to review and approve 
them. Generally, where all the lots in a proposed land 
division have the minimum required frontage on an ex- 
isting road that will provide adequate access to each lot, 
the Planning Board does not have any review authority. 
However, the plan must be submitted to the Planning 
Board for a determination that ‘‘subdivision approval is 
not required.’’ If the lots shown have the minimum re- 
quired frontage, the Planning Board must sign the plan 
to acknowledge that it is not subject to subdivision con- 
trol law so that the Registry will accept the plan for 
recording. 


There were 25 ‘‘Approval Not Required’? (ANR) 
plans filed with the Board in 1985. 21 were approved 
and on the remaining 4, the Planning Board took no ac- 
tion or the applicant withdrew the submitted plan. 


UNDER THE ZONING BY-LAW 


Site Plans: 

Site plans must be filed for the development of 
commercial, multi-unit residential and municipal ser- 
vices projects. The Planning Board reviews the pro- 
posals to check that the development of each site is done 
in a proper manner and will not result in problems with 
respect to town utilities (such as water and sewer), town 
services (such as police and fire), drainage, traffic, or 
result in adverse impacts on adjacent property, such as 
spillover of lighting, inadequate screening of residential 
areas. 


Five site plan applications were carried over from 
1984 and twelve new plans were filed in 1985. 


Nine of the site plans were approved. This included 
the National Development Associates’ 106,000 sq. ft. 
building for the Techweld site on Blanchard Road, 
American Landmarks’ two new buildings on the High 
Voltage site south of Route 128 and off of South Bed- 
ford Street which totalled 262,500 sq. ft., and the, 
Gutierrez Company’s proposal for three new buildings 
totalling 80,000 sq. ft. at Cambridge St. and the new 
Wall St. Two site plans, one for Mark Gallagher’s pro- 
posed restaurant off of the Middlesex Turnpike by the 
Caldor Mall, and one for a drive-through window at the 
McDonald’s at 376A Cambridge Street were denied. 
Two other site plans were withdrawn and four applica- 
tions were pending as of December 31, 1985. 


Site Plan Waivers 

A property owner may receive permission to make 
minor changes to the development on a parcel of land 
by applying for a site plan waiver, provided that a site 
plan has previously been approved for the land. The 
Planning Board has been responsible for site plan 
review only since 1977 and therefore much of the 
development in Burlington occurred before the site plan 
procedure was established. 


The Planning Board received 19 requests for site 
plan waivers. The Board approved 14 requests, and 
denied one request. Three requests were withdrawn by 
the applicant and one was pending as of December 31, 
1985. 


Special Permits: 

Certain land uses are permitted in Burlington only 
with a Special Permit. The purpose of a special permit is 
to control uses which may be appropriate, depending on 
the location and the manner in which the use is 
developed and operated. Through a public hearing pro- 
cess, the Planning Board reviews the particular cir- 
cumstances of a proposed special permit use, determines 
if the use should be allowed and what conditions should 
be required. Burlington has special permits for three 
types of use: 


e certain land uses determined to require conditional 
review throughout the town. 

e certain land uses and site development such as 
discharge of storm water into a wetlands, which have 
the potential to adversely affect wetlands. 

e certain uses and site development which have the 
potential to adversely affect the aquifer and water 
resources areas. 


Nine applications were carried over from 1984 and 
32 new applications were filed in 1985. The following 
table summarizes which special permits were requested 
and the Board’s decisions.

APPLICATION FEES 


The Planning Board collects application fees for 
site plan and special permits which go into the general 
revenue fund of the town. In 1985, the following fees 
were collected.

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CHANGES IN THE ZONING BY-LAW 


There were two kinds of zoning amendment actions: 
one, changing the zoning district designation for one or 
more parcels of lands (rezoning), and two, amending the 
text of the Zoning By-Law to revise the regulations gover- 
ning use of property and the procedures for seeking ap- 
proval to develop (text amendment). 


The Planning Board must conduct a public hearing 
on proposed zoning amendments and make a recommen- 
dation to Town Meeting. Town Meeting has the final 
responsibility to approve or deny a zoning amendment. 


TEXT AMENDMENTS: 


In 1985, the Planning Board initiated several 
amendments to the text of the Zoning By-Law, which 
were approved by Town Meeting. 


100-Year Flood Plain District. In January, 1985, Town 
Meeting approved text amendments which created a new 
100-Year Flood Plain District as required for participa- 
tion in the National Flood Insurance Program. The Plan 
ning Board then worked with other town boards and 
commissions to adopt various rules and regulations, in- 
cluding amendments to the Planning Board Subdivision 
Rules and Regulations, that were also required for par- 
ticipation in the National Flood Insurance Program. At 
the May Town Meeting, the Planning Board recom- 
mended and Town Meeting approved the lifting of the 
moratorium within the 100 year flood plain, contingent 
on the Federal government approving our adopted 
regulations. 

40% Minimum Pervious Surface in the Water Resources 
District. Within the Water Resources District, at least 40% 
of each site must be kept pervious and landscaped or left in 
its natural vegetated state. This development standard was 
intended to protect groundwater recharge and also has the 
potential to reduce the intensity of development. The 
Board of Health initiated an amendment to this same sec- 
tion of the Zoning By-Law to require that at least 80% of 
each site be kept open. This amendment was defeated at 
the May Town Meeting. 


Wetlands Excluded from Lot Area Calculations and from 
Building Area to Ground Area Percentage. Areas deter- 
mined to be wetlands cannot be included as part of the lot 
area for meeting minimum lot size or for determining the 
maximum footprint for a commercial building. This 
amendment ensures that each new lot should have the 
minimum lot area as dry usable land and that development 
of commercial lots should be based on the dry usable area. 


Increased Lot Sizes for Sloping Land. On hillsides, the 
minimum lot size has been increased to reduce the density 
of development on sloped areas that are particularly 
vulnerable to grading and changes in drainage. 


Site Plan Moratorium. In May, Town Meeting declared a 
one year moratorium on uses subject to site plan approval. 


Updating Zoning Map and Text References to Zoning 
Maps. The Zoning Map had not been amended since 1979 


to show rezonings that have been approved. Nor had the 
text been revised to refer to the maps showing the overlay 
districts—wetlands, flood plain, aquifer and water 
resources. In September, 1985, Town Meeting approved 
revisions to update these aspects of the Zoning By-Law. 


REZONINGS: 


The Planning Board considered three rezonings in 
1985, all at the September, 1985 Town Meeting. Two were 
initiated by the property owners and one was initiated by 
the Planning Board. Two were approved by Town 
Meeting and one was withdrawn. 


APPROVED: Midas Muffler at 66 Middlesex Turnpike 
— from General Industrial to Con- 
tinuous Traffic Business. 

Gutierrez Property, Cambridge St. at 
Mountain Road. 
Corrective rezoning initiated by the 
Planning Board. 


WITHDRAWN: Center St. at Winn St. - from Single 
Family Residential to Limited Business. 


The Planning Board also initiated a warrant article to 
consider a rezoning of the Landlocked land from General 
Industrial to Single Family Residential. The public hearing 
will be held in January and the rezoning is included in the 
January 13, 1986 Warrant. 


LITIGATION 


Three new lawsuits were filed against the Planning 
Board in 1985 and one was settled. The Planning Board 
denied two site plans, one for Mark Gallagher to develop a 
restaurant near the Caldor Mall, and one to add a drive- 
through window to the McDonald’s restaurant at 376A 
Cambridge Street. Both property owners have filed 
lawsuits alleging that the Planning Board erred in their 
denials. The Planning Board denied the Center Heights 
subdivision for which the subdivider sought a revised 
drainage plan. The subdivider has sued both the Planning 
Board and the Board of Health because of the denial. 


The Planning Board was sued previously for the 
denial of a special permit to allow a restaurant at the 
Dunkin Donuts on Cambridge Street near Winn Street. In 
1985, the Court dismissed this lawsuit. 


PLANNING STUDIES 


Since the site plan moratorium was approved by 
Town Meeting in May, 1985 the Planning Board Zoning 
and Subdivision Revisions Subcommittee has been work- 
ing on two main projects: 


(1) a complete revision of the Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations which govern how property may be divided 
into lots. These regulations have been substantially un- 
changed since 1960. In particular, the revised Rules and 
Regulations will require more information as part of the 
application for dividing land and will set out more detailed 
criteria for evaluating subdivisions. 


(2) a planning study of vacant and underdeveloped land 
to determine the remaining development potential under 
the existing zoning. The remaining development potential 
determines the opportunties that we have to intervene and 
change the amount, type and timing of future develop- 
ment. 


Much of the work for these two projects has been 
done and the Planning Administrator is working to com- 
plete them and publish reports for the consideration of the 
Planning Board. The Subcommittee is now turning its at- 
tention to revising the Zoning By-Law, using the planning 
study on development potential to evaluate what changes 
should be made. The Planning Board expects to recom- 
mend to Town Meeting that major changes in the Zoning 
By-Law be made in 1986.

The retirement of Fire Chief Herbert Crawford and 
the appointment of Acting Chief Lawrence Rice, 
brought about a year of change in the Fire Department. 
Chief Crawford had a distinguished career with the 
Department. He was appointed Acting Fire Chief on 
March 8, 1955 and named permanent Fire Chief on 
September 14, 1955. In his 30 years as Chief, he was 
dedicated to providing the Town and the people of Burl- 
ington with the highest quality and most efficient fire 
protection possible. 


Another long time employee of the Fire Depart- 
ment also retired this year, Firefighter Robert Verrier. 
Firefighter Verrier joined the Department on January 
10, 1960. In his 25 years of service, he served the Town 
and the Fire Department with the utmost dedication, 
professionalism and courage. He surely will be missed 
and difficult to replace. 


This year as it was in 1984, the services rendered by 
the Fire Department to the residents and the people who 
work in and visit Burlington were stretched to the limit. 
The Department responded to 3,461 calls, which makes 
an even busier year than 1984. 


Again this year there was an increase in the number 
of medical aid and other types of emergency calls receiv- 
ed by the Department. Among the fire emergency calls 
received there were several Hazardous Materials in- 
cidents, which are becoming an increasing new danger 
to the community and the men of the Fire Department 
who have to deal with these incidents. The Department 
has taken steps in training the men, to make them more 
knowledgeable and efficient in dealing with such 
emergencies. 


This year also proved that preplanning between 
Departments can have a great deal of success before a 
disaster strikes, as was proven when hurricane Gloria 
struck Burlington. Although the storm was not as severe 


-as was predicted, the cooperation between all Depart- 


ments involved helped to lessen the response times and 
enable the Fire Department to deal with emergencies 
which arose very quickly. The Department responded to 
47 requests for assistance on that day. 


As in the past, we have had some firefighters and 
officers out on injury for prolonged periods of time. 
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This was the result of the hazards involved in fire- 
fighting and the men have to work harder due to the in- 
crease in calls. 


With the return of Lieutenant George Clark to a 
shift commander’s position, the Fire Prevention Of- 
ficer’s position was awarded by Town Administrator 
Robert Mercier to Albert Fay. Firefighter Fay has done 
an excellent job in his new position. He has worked 
closely with the schools in conducting fire drills and 
educating students on Fire Safety. Among some of his 
other duties he has coordinated an inservice inspection 
program which has been implemented and will be car- 
ried out by members of the Fire Department on a yearly 
basis. 


The position of Deputy Fire Chief vacated by Ac- 
ting Chief Lawrence Rice was filled with Acting Deputy 
Leo Pouliot. Six new firefighters were also appointed to 
the Department this year. 


Due to retirements and prolonged injuries, the ad- 
dition of these men has not kept us at a level pace with 
the growth in the community. With the added growth in 
both residential and industrial areas in town, and the 
added hazards we will face in the future with increasing 
traffic and population, I would recommend that an ad- 
ditional two firefighters per shift be appointed and that 
each shift have an additional officer. 


The five year replacement program has made some 
headway this year, the ladder truck was refurbished, a 
new ambulance was purchased and the Chief’s car was 
replaced with a new one. Still much needs to be done in 
order to replace aging and outdated equipment and the 
much needed renovation of the fire station. 


The town’s growth and the increased use of the 
Fire Department’s services has sorely taxed the Depart- 
ment. The Department is receiving more multiple call 
situations. Therefore the Department needs to be ex- 
panded to meet the increased work load. I am submit- 
ting to the Town Administrator a 5 year plan on man- 
power projections along with an updated equipment 
list. 


Fire Alarm Division 


All municipal buildings and schools have been 
tested and found to be in good working order but due to 
a series of fires in two of the schools, a survey of all the 
schools was initiated to determine if additional protec- 
tion is needed. Some of the school fire alarm systems are 
very old and need updating. 


We have added six new master box connections and 
eight new street boxes to our municipal fire alarm 
system. 


All traffic lights have been rebulbed at least once 
during the year with a minimum of down time.

ENVIRONMENTAL 
ENGINEER 


One important function of the Environmental 
Engineering Office is administering ‘‘The Control of 
Toxic and Hazardous Materials’’ By-law. This par- 
ticular by-law requires local businesses to register with 
the Board of Health when they use, store, or handle tox- 
ic or hazardous materials. To date, a total of 178 
businesses have completed and registered a Hazardous 
Materials Registration Form (HMRF) with the En- 
vironmental Engineer’s Office. In addition, businesses 
using underground storage tanks with a total capacity of 
over 730,000 gallons have been documented. This office 
will also be ensuring that aging tanks are periodically 
tested for leaks. 


Another important function of this office has been 
to assist other town departments during emergency 
responses. This year’s most pressing incidents which re- 
quired the response and cooperation of several town 
departments, including the Environmental Engineer’s 
office, involved a pesticide spill at Bradlees, and 
hydrofluoric acid spill at Itek Corporation, Hopefully, 
this interdepartmental cooperation will continue in the 
future. 


This office also reviewed site plans and subdivi- 
sions with concern for environmental health and safety, 
as well as giving recommendations and information to 
other departments in the areas of water quality, Boston 
Edison’s herbicide program, matters pertaining to the 
Right-to-Know and Hazardous Waste Regulations, and 
other environmental issues. The Environmental 
Engineer’s Office will also continue to perform the 
duties of Mosquito Control Commissioner and Right- 
to-Know Coordinator for Burlington. 


Without a doubt, the two (2) most significant ac- 
complishments involving this office this past year were 
the cleanup of hazardous waste contamination at 70 
-Blanchard Road, the former site of Tech Weld, and 
Burlington’s first Household Hazardous Waste Collec- 
tion Day, which was jointly sponsored by the Board of 
Health and the Burlington Junior Woman’s Club. 


The cleanup project at Tech Weld succeeded due to 
the cooperation and committment by the Department of 
Environmental Engineering, National Development

Associates, Inc. and the Town of Burlington. Not only 
was a serious problem corrected, but there was no cost 
to the taxpayers. Unfortunately, this cooperation is not 
always possible and the cleanup of many similarly con- 
taminated sites throughout the country is painfully 
slow, at best! 


During the Household Hazardous Waste Collec- 
tion day held last October, enough hazardous waste was 
collected to fill twenty-two 55 gallon drums and three 30 
gallon drums. A total of 83 residents participated in this 
event. Hopefully, this type of service will become an an- 
nual event for this town. 


The Environmental Engineering Office will con- 
tinue to serve the Town of Burlington in the coming 
year with particular concern for protecting and ensuring 
a cleaner and safer environment, and also strive to 
become more involved in the areas of Right-to-Know 
training, water quality issues and emergency response.

REPORT OF THE 
EAST MIDDLESEX 
MOSQUITO CONTROL 
PROJECT - 1985 


The East Middlesex Mosquito Control Project con- 
ducts a program in Burlington consisting of mosquito 
and wetland surveillance, larval and adult mosquito 
control, water management and public education. 
Weather aided mosquito control in 1985, as an abnor- 
mally dry winter lowered the water table causing a 
reduced spring and early summer mosquito population. 
M. perturbans the ‘‘cattail’’ mosquito which is the usual 
major nuisance in late June and July reached moderate 
numbers in a few areas. Heavy rains in early August 
also resulted in nuisance levels in some areas. Overall, 
mosquitoes remained well below average during the 
season. Eastern Encephalitis was not detected in mos- 
quitoes until late in the summer and then only in 
southeastern Massachusetts so it did not pose a threat to 
Burlington residents. 


The Project began an extensive wetland survey to 
better target and prioritize mosquito breeding areas and 
their drainage problems. This survey is complemented 
by larval population data which is compiled during con- 
trol operations. The Project maintains an extensive 
adult mosquito surveillance program in the district 
which includes 4 sites in Burlington which are regularly 
monitored. This surveillance provides data on the size 
and species composition of the local population which 
can determine the need for and impact of control. The 
data is also given to the State Public Health as part of an 
effort to monitor those species associated with Eastern 
Encephalitis. Larval control is the treatment of wetlands 
where high densities of the immature aquatic stage of a 
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mosquito are encountered. In 1985, the Project treated 
30 acres of frozen wetland in late winter against the 
emergence of spring larvae. Another 24 acres of wetland 
were sprayed during spring and summer months when 
larvae were found. Both larval and adult mosquito con- 
trol programs were cut back in 1985 due to the below 
average water levels in wetland areas and the resulting 
low numbers of adult mosquitoes. The truck mounted 
aerosol sprayers were used only once in Burlington to 
control adult mosquitoes on some 896 acres. Crews used 
portable mistblowers in the daytime to spray another 23 
acres when mosquitoes were encountered at small wet- 
lands and at recreational areas. 


The goal of the water management program is to 
maintain waterways within wetlands to prevent un- 
necessary stagnant water which serves as breeding areas 
from developing due to the buildup of sand, sediment 
and debris such as fallen trees. During the mosquito 
season, Project crews undertake spot cleaning when 
blockages are encountered during other control opera- 
tions. Extensive work which is done during the off 
season included cleaning 135’ adjacent to Sleeper Lane. 
Extensive work is planned for early 1986 which is out- 
side the scope of this report. The Project maintains a 
public education effort through contact with the Board 
of Health and the Burlington representative on the East 
Middlesex Mosquito Control Commission Richard 
Lombard, the Town Environmental Engineer. The Pro- 
ject also responds to inquiries from Burlington residents 
and the local media. Educational pamphlets were 
distributed on:Personal Protection from Mosquitoes, 
How to Prevent Mosquitoes from Breeding Around the 
Yard and Home and Information on EEE.

ANIMAL INSPECTOR

COMMUNITY 
LIFE CENTER 


The Burlington Community Life Center is the 
Town’s Department with the responsibility for pro- 
viding mental health and social services to families with 
teenage children. Located in the Center School building, 
and in operation for over 10 years, the BCLC works 
with adults and young people on such diverse problems 
as drug and alcohol use, parenting skills, family con- 
flict, marriage and relationship problems, depression 
and suicide, abuse and neglect, and the like. The BCLC 
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is funded by the Town of Burlington in order to provide 
a free-of-charge service to residents; the BCLC also 
receives some funds and is licensed by the Department 
of Public Health as an outpatient clinic. 


The BCLC offers individual, group and family 
therapy services to residents of the Town, and our 
philosophy is oriented toward involving entire families 
in treatment whenever possible. Since it is within family 
that these problems are most acutely felt, and these 
same families often possess the best and most available 
resources to resolve these problems, we feel that family 
therapy is often the most useful and effective means of 
treatment. 


The BCLC is also affiliated with other mental 
health agencies and professionals in the area; these af- 
filiations enable the BCLC to assist in arranging for 
specialized mental health or other services when 
necessary. During the past year the BCLC has 
strengthened and expanded our relationship with the 
Cambridge Psychiatric Associates; this group provides 
BCLC staff and clients with medical and psychiatric 
consultations. The BCLC during 1985 also continued its 
relationships with the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Center and the Boundaries Therapy Center for other 
kinds of consultative services. 


BCLC staff work collaboratively with other Town 
departments and other mental health and social service 
agencies. During 1985, BCLC staff chaired meetings of 
the Town’s Task Force on Drugs and Alcohol, co- 
sponsored (with the Burlington School Department) the 
Alcohol Peer Education Project, participated in a 
Parents’ Drug and Alcohol Awareness Night, assisted in 
trainings for the Police Department, regularly met with 
members of the Burlington Clergy Association, and 
were involved in local and regional meetings of agencies 
and programs concerned with mental health or social 
services (Department of Mental Health, Department of 
Social Services, Adolescent Services Committees, and 
the like). One of the exciting projects of the year includ- 
ed a survey of attitudes and patterns of drug and use 
among Burlington teenagers; another project involved 
the development of a resource directory containing local 
resources for alcohol-related problems. 


As in previous years, during 1985 the BCLC receiv- 
ed more referrals for therapy services than it was able to 
accommodate. Over 100 new individuals or families 
contacted the BCLC during the past year; an average of 
220 people were involved in treatment each month. The 
average length of treatment for individuals or families 
has remained at approximately 7-9 months. Residents 
were referred for treatment last year from the Burl- 
ington School Department, Police Department, 
Woburn District Court, Department of Social Services, 
area hospitals, clergy, and young people or families 
seeking help for themselves. 


During 1985, while BCLC staff managed to ac- 
complish their regular treatment responsibilities as well 
as a number of special projects, the Center struggled 


with the problem of being short of staff for an extended 
period of time. BCLC staff member, Laurie Myrick, 
was forced to take a premature maternity leave early in 
the year, ultimately resulting in her leaving the employ- 
ment of the Life Center. At the end of 1985, Laurie’s 
position was filled by Monica Kleinjans, who came to 
the BCLC from recent employment at the Germaine 
Lawrence Residential School in Arlington. Monica’s 
qualifications include a Master’s Degree in Psychology 
as well as advanced graduate training in family therapy 
at the Cambridge Institute for Family Therapy. With 
the addition of Monica, the BCLC is currently back up 
to full staffing: one Director, one Senior Clerk and four 
full-time social workers/therapists. 


Also during 1985, the BCLC was able to complete 
the renovations of its office space, providing for addi- 
tional therapy offices and an internal waiting area. 


PROGRAMS AND SERVICES 
Individual and Family Counseling: 


These services are available by referral or by per- 
sonal contact with the BCLC during its office hours of 
9am to Spm Mondays. through Fridays (telephone 
#273-1300), including walk-ins during the daytime 
hours. Evening appointments can be scheduled for 
working family members, but must be made by contac- 
ting the BCLC offices during the daytime hours. Dur- 
ing the evening hours and on weekends, the BCLC’s 
telephone answering machine will collect messages for 
BCLC staff members and refer callers to a 24-hour 
emergency mental health service. 


Groupwork: 


As in previous years, the BCLC offers a range of 
group treatment services to adolescents and adults. Dur- 
ing 1985, for example, the BCLC offered a range of 
ongoing (academic year long) activity therapy groups 
for younger teens, as well as discussion groups (held at 
the Burlington High School) for older teens. Some of 
the groups for younger teens involved the use of a set of 
Honda minibikes through the National NYPUM pro- 
gram as a behavioral tool to change specific undesirable 
behaviors. Other groups focused on such issues as 
school truancy, drug and alcohol use, increasing self- 
esteem, developing socialization skills and the like. All 
groups provide for a comfortable atmosphere in which 
to meet new people and work on personal problems 
either through discussion or group activities. 


During 1985, BCLC staff members led another 
4-day camping experience for members of the NYPUM 
group program; this year’s site was just outside of New 

-York City. Participants used this unique experience to 
better learn about their own behaviors within a group of 
their peers while having an exciting time learning about 
the similarities and differences in other’s lifestyles as 
they became acquainted with other young people from 
many parts of the East Coast. 


The BCLC also offers groups for parents of 


wD 


teenagers, in which they can explore the range of normal 
adolescent behaviors, develop strategies for becoming 
more effective as parents and receive support from 
others who have encountered similar difficulties. 


Social Services: 


The BCLC also offers community residents a range 
of social services including the operation of the Burl- 
ington Covenant for Basic Needs (an emergency fund 
established by the Burlington clergy to help with finan- 
cial emergencies), the Community Pantry (a food supp- 
ly for families with emergency food shortages), and an 
extensive information and referral service, through 
which BCLC staff can often assist residents in locating 
the particular social service they are seeking. In addi- 
tion, BCLC staff have assisted young people and their 
parents in situations requiring hospitalizations, finding 
appropriate emergency or residential care, fostercare 
and the like. The BCLC collects information about 
available employment and training opportunities for 
both young people and adults. In addition to the opera- 
tions of these specific programs and services, during 
1985, the BCLC also coordinated services with the Burl- 
ington Santa program, providing meals and gifts for 
families during the Christmas and Thanksgiving 
holidays. 


Other Community Services: 


As in previous years, during 1985 the BCLC pro- 
vided administrative and other support to a number of 
programs in the community of benefit to Burlington 
residents. The Rent-a-Kid program provides teenagers 
available to do odd jobs for families and senior citizens 
(such as yard work, painting, babysitting, etc.). The 
coordination of the FISH program matches residents in 
need of transportation services with volunteer drivers. 
The BCLC provides office space and support to such 
programs as a Young Persons Aicoholics Anonymous 
meeting, the Children’s Hearing Project, Superior 
Court Probation Officer, the Massachusetts Rehabilita- 
tion Commission, and the like. Over the past year, hun- 
dreds of Burlington residents have made use of these 
programs. 


Training: 


The BCLC provides training to graduate student 
interns as a part of their professional education, as well 
as to a small group of community residents who 
volunteer their services to the Life Center. During 1985 
BCLC provided field placement training to graduate 
students from Lesley Graduate School, Tufts Universi- 
ty, and Northeastern University. Members of the per- 
manent staff themselves participated in training pro- 
grams over the past year at various family therapy train- 
ing institutes and in workshops on topics pertaining to 
mental health, family therapy, adolescent development, 
and the like. 


Board of Directors: 


The Board of Directors at the Community Life 
Center continued their active involvement during 1985, 
in establishing policy directives for the Center, coor- 
dinating fundraising activities for the NYPUM program 
(which is supported through Board efforts and through 
a small grant from the State Department of Public 
Health), evaluating BCLC services through surveys of 
our clients, and the like. 


Regular meetings of the Board of Directors are held 
monthly on the second Tuesday of each month. In- 
terested community residents are invited to attend.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council on Aging is an officially designated 
agency, formed in September 1967, to promote and en- 
courage new and existing services for the older persons. 
The Council is concerned with long-range plans and 
policies, interdepartmental collaboration, outside fun- 
ding and coordination with other communities and the 
Department of Elder Affairs.

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BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Burlington Assessors’ office had a busy and 
productive 1985 calendar year. The office processed 560 
statutory exemptions, 65 real estate abatement applica- 
tions and about 25,000 excise bills. 


The Assessors are preparing for the Town’s third 
real and personal property revaluation. We anticipate 
contracting with the firm of Cole-Layer-Trumble Com- 
pany to perform the updating of all residential proper- 
ties. The revaluation is a product of proposition 2% and 
establishes uniform values of property for real and per- 
sonal property tax purposes. The program will have 
representative values as of January 1, 1987 for Fiscal 
Year 1988. The values will be reflected on the November 
tax bill in 1987. 


The Northwest Park, Appellate Tax Board case, 
has been settled with favorable results for the Town. 
The Burlington Mall case has yet to be scheduled for 
hearing. We have hired the Law firm of Cuddy and 
Lynch to litigate this case. Based on their success with 
Northwest Park, we anticipate a favorable conclusion. 


The Assessors thank the assessing staff for their 
hard work in an ever expanding work load. It is difficult 
to express our sincere appreciation to these people 
without whose efforts this office could not function.

CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


The Commission devoted most of its time during 
the past year to enforcing the state wetlands protection 
act. Wetlands are protected because of their value in 
preventing flooding, storing water, supplying water, 
and preventing pollution. Wetlands in town are defined 
by the presence of vegetation that grows only in moist 
soils. When such vegetation borders a stream, pond, or 
lake, that area is protected by the state law and by town 
zoning from alteration. The law gives the Conservation 
Commission jurisdiction over any activities occurring 
within 100 feet of such wetlands. The Commission 
decides whether the activity will alter the wetland; and if 
alteration might occur, the Commission issues an Order 
of Conditions which sets requirements designed to pre- 
vent any alteration or harm to the wetlands. During the 
past year, the Commission held 15 such hearings and 
issued Orders of Conditions on 11 of the cases. Three of 
our orders were appealed to the State by the applicants, 
and the State issued superceding Orders of Conditions 
after hearings. The projects on which the Commission 
held hearings during the past year are:

2 house lots off Wilmington Rd. 

a town drainage project on Bedford St. 
1 house lot off Mill St. 

Tech Weld site on Blanchard Rd. 


office complex at Cambridge St. and 
Mountain Rd.

a town drainage project at Mountain Rd. and 
Winn St. 


a sewer for house lots off Westwood St. 
the town’s water treatment plant

BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals of the Town of Burlington is 
created under Section 9.5.1 of the Zoning By-law, pur- 
suant to Chapter 40A of the Massachusetts General 
Laws. Its primary purpose is to hear and decide appeals 
from an adverse decision of the Building Inspector or 
any Town Board, to make determinations in Flood 
Hazard Districts, to hear and decide petitions for 
variances and, to issue comprehensive permits under 
MGL Chapter 40B. 


The vast majority of cases heard by the Board are 
petitions for variances from strict compliance with the 
Zoning By-law. After giving notice to the abutters of the 
affected parcel and giving notice to all others by 
newspaper publication, the Board holds a public hear- 
ing to hear all of the evidence either in favor of or in op- 
position to the granting of the variance. 


In order to grant a variance from the strict re- 
quirements of the applicable zoning by-law, the Board 
must find that, owing to circumstances relating to the 
soil conditions, shape or topography of such land or 
structure which is the subject matter of the petition for a 
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variance, and especially affecting such land or structure, 
but not affecting generally the zoning district in which it 
is located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the 
zoning by-law would involve substantial hardship, 
financial or otherwise, to the petitioner and that 
desirable relief may be granted without substantial 
detriment to the public good and without nullifying or 
substantially derogating from the intent and purpose of 
the by-law. 


The burden upon the Board of Appeals is a great 
one and cannot be taken too lightly because the collec- 
tive decision that it makes will have a lasting effect upon 
the Town and its citizens. It is the only Town Board 
with explicit authority given by the State Legislature to 
actually allow citizens to avoid complying with the law, 
in appropriate situations. 


There is no set formula by which the Board can 
make its decisions so that every decision appears com- 
patible with the other. What may be substantial deroga- 
tion of the intent and purpose of the zoning by-law in 
one area of town may not be so in another part of town. 
Consequently, it is difficult to compare any one decision 
of the Board with another. Each case must be treated in- 
dividually and must stand on its own merits and not be 
decided by precedence. 


The Board is given the authority under MGL 
Chapter 40B to grant comprehensive permits to ap- 
plicants who are public agencies, non profit organiza- 
tions or limited dividend organizations and who pro- 
pose projects in which 20% of the housing will be set 
aside for low or moderate income renters. The com- 
prehensive permit process allows the applicant to re- 
quest that the Board grant him all the necessary permits 
that would normally be granted by other town boards 
and agencies. The Board has a mandate from the State 
to weigh the need for low and moderate housing against 
the Town’s need to protect the health and safety of the 
occupants of the proposed housing or of the residents of 
the town, the need to promote better site and building 
design in relation to the surroundings, and to preserve 
open spaces. Since the Board is acting in the capacity of 
various other Boards in the town it is empowered to re- 
quest information from other town boards and agencies 
most of which the applicant is not required to formally 
appear before as in a normal permit process. 


The Town has seen very few of these applications 
for comprehensive permits but this year two were filed 
with the Board. 


The first was a request by Pheasant Ridge 
Associates to grant a comprehensive permit to construct 
202 units of housing on a 14 acre parcel of land on 
Center Street across from the Recreation Department. 
The application was filed in late June and public hear- 
ings were held in the months of July through November. 
The public hearing was closed on November 19, 1985 
and a decision to deny the applicant’s request for a com- 
prehensive permit was rendered on December 17th. The 
major reasons for the denial were that the applicant did 


not have control of the property (due to the Town tak- 
ing it by eminent domain), the inability of the sewerage 
system to handle the additional inflow, the inability of 
the Town to supply water of proper pressure and quan- 
tity, the impact of the additional traffic from the project 
would add to an already existing problem and the site of 
the proposed project did not comply with the Town’s 
“‘Master Plan’’. These concerns were discussed exten- 
sively with the applicant and alternates were suggested 
by the Board, most of which were not agreed to by the 
applicant. 


The second was a request by Burlington Arboretum 
Apts Associates Limited Partnership to grant a com- 
prehensive permit to construct 528 units of housing ona 
65 acre parcel of land with an entrance on Peach Or- 
chard Road in East Burlington. The application was fil- 
ed in mid-July and public hearings were held in the 
months of August through November. The public hear- 
ing was closed on November 21, 1985 and at the close of 
1985 the Board was in the process of deliberating on a 
decision. 


The Board has also seen a dramatic increase in the 
number of petitions to grant variances to existing dwell- 
ings that were in the process of changing ownership 
when the lending institution discovered sideline, set- 
back, or frontage dimensions that differed from the ex- 
isting zoning by-law and requested that they be made 
legal (granted a variance) as a condition of obtaining 
financing. 


There was a change in membership of the Board in 
1985 when Steven LaMarca, a permanent member, 
resigned and Robert Gersh, an alternate member, took 
his place and was subsequently appointed to a five year 
term. The Town Administrator also appointed Arthur 
Ferreira to a one year term as first alternate and Brian 
Downer to a one year term as second alternate. 


In 1985 the Board heard 52 cases (plus two requests 
for comprehensive permits) which generated $4560.00 in 
fees (plus $36,068.00 in comprehensive permit fees). 
Total expenses, including mailing expenses and 
newspaper publications were $4,324.23. 


The members of the Board of Appeals are pleased 
and honored to serve the Town and look forward to 
another successful year of dedicated service to its 
citizens. The Board would like to thank the numerous 
residents, town employees, other boards, and public of- 
ficials for their input and assistance during the two com- 
prehensive permit proceedings.

STATE OF THE AUTHORITY 


The Authority, Commissioners and Staff are 
charged with managing its properties, including the fill- 
ing of rent vacancies from waiting lists in the most effec- 
tive manner in order to provide safe, decent, affordable 
housing to low and moderate income persons. Our pro- 
perties include: 


‘*Birchcrest Arms’”’ - A 40 unit one bedroom com- 
plex built in 1969 and currently housing 45 elderly per- 
sons. 


“Tower Hill Apartments’’ - A 65 unit complex of 
one and two bedrooms currently housing 80 elderly 
and/or handicapped persons. 
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We own two 3 bedrooms single family homes in 
Town occupied by moderate income families. 


We have a total of 52 units of leased housing, con- 
sisting of one, two and three bedrooms scattered 
throughout the Town. 


The 1985 year was notable in that we were able to 
continue our energy saving programs at all our 
buildings, resulting in substantial utility cost reductions. 
This included complete weatherstripping of windows 
and exterior doors; high limit thermostats and boiler 
modifications. 


With regard to the ever increasing need for safe af- 
fordable housing for all age groups, we have again ap- 
plied for available state and federal funds. 


One of the possible solutions to the Town’s need 
for subsidized housing units is the new State ‘‘Teller’’ 
Program which a developer is seeking to use to con- 
struct 480 units of which 90 would be below market cost 
to eligible applicants. If permits are obtained, this 
Authority may act as an underwriter for the develop- 
ment. 


The year saw 5 deaths among our elderly tenants 
and three unit turnovers in our family programs. 


Our thanks to all other Boards in Town for their ef- 
forts in our behalf.

1985 was a year of great transition for education in 
| general, and for Burlington education in particular.

_ mittee and the School Department administration to 
_ position Burlington to take advantage of funding op- 
_ portunities that will begin in 1986. It was also a year that 
| was marked by change and decisions for change for 
_ Burlington education. 
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Transition 

While we said our sad farewell and paid homage to 
our good friend Al Perry, the School Committee iden- 
tified an outstanding replacement as High School Prin- 
cipal in Dr. Maynard Suffredini. The final report of the 
New England Association of Schools and Colleges will 
provide Burlington High School with a ten-year reac- 
creditation. The report is currently under review by the 
faculty, administration, and the Parent/Teacher/Stu- 
dent Organization. 


With the completion of asbestos removal and roof 
replacement, our Pine Glen elementary school students 
returned to their own school in September after their 
temporary stay in high school quarters the previous 
school year. 


October 1985 enrollments reached a level of 3808 
and, in light of continuing declining enrollments and the 
need to make efficient use of building space, decisions 
were made, to: 


e relocate central administration offices from the 
Center School to the high school open space by 
September 1986. 


¢ discontinue use of the portable classrooms at the 
Marshall Simonds Middle School by July 1986 and 
return them to the Town under the responsibility of 
the Board of Selectmen. 


Curriculum/Extracurricular 

Many efforts continue in the review of curriculum 
and attempts to further strengthen course content and 
method of presentation. During this year the following 
summer curriculum workshops were held: 


e Math, Grades K-12 
e Art, Grades K-8 

e Health, Grades K-12 
e Biology, Grade 10 


In addition, a workshop was held for the TABS 
Project. This project, which was run in the 1984/85 
school year at the Marshall Simonds Middle School, in- 
vestigated the use of microcomputers to increase student 
competencies in the basic skill area of writing. Pre- 
liminary reports have indicated astounding success with 
significant increases in writing competence as a result of 
appropriate integration of microcomputers in a writing 
curriculum developed with this in mind. The School 
Committee is pleased to learn that use of microcom- 
puters, as a tool that can be used by a teacher to expand 
the learning horizons of our children, is being verified. 


In another report, the Kindergarten and Preschool 
Study Committee made a persuasive argument for revi- 
sion of the present Kindergarten program. The School 
Committee will review a 1986/87 budget which incor- 
porates these revisions.

the State House, Governor Dukakis honored Col- 
lab as one of the high school literary magazines 
cited as outstanding by the National Council of 
Teachers of English. 


¢ Our girls’ basketball team had their first 
undefeated season and the Middlesex League 
Championship. 


e The baseball team won their sixth title. 


e The Burlington High School’s production of 
‘‘Nothing to Cheer About,’’ concerning teenage 
suicide received the ACE award, a national cable 
television award, as well as the community televi- 
sion award for excellence in educational program- 
ming given by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.

Negotiations held during the year have resulted in 
the following:

Personnel 


Existing teaching staff continues to decrease 
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through attrition (retirement, resignation, leave of 
absence). This situation while still tolerable is of increas- 
ing concern when coupled with the absence of adequate 
numbers and quality of recent education graduates. 
Discussions have begun which will focus on those 
elements which make or can make a teaching career at- 
tractive in Burlington. 


Recognizing the difficulty of attracting adequate 
numbers of substitute and permanent substitute 
teachers, the rate for substitute and permanent 
substitute teachers was increased significantly. 


After years of dedicated service, teachers Leonore 
Kendall and Doris Temple retired during this year, and 
Nancy Donlon, Fred Watson, Sandra Hoffman, Celeste 
Corbett, and Jeffrey Weissberg submitted their letters 
of resignation. Head football coach Joseph LeVasseur 
has submitted his letter of resignation after five years of 
leadership to the team, and Phyllis Currie, Nancy 
Brooks, John Ganley, Catherine Canalas, and Helen 
Sousa of our support staffs have also retired during 
1985. 


Policy/Procedures 

¢ The administrative procedures dealing with fires and 
explosive devices were reviewed and further de- 
fined. 


e Rules and regulations governing student behavior 
at the High School were reviewed and approved. 


e Security procedures for protecting school buildings 
were reviewed by the School Committee in 
cooperation with School Department administra- 
tion and Fire and Police Departments and the 
Board of Selectmen. Additional improvements to 
an already extensive security system are expected to 
be made in 1986. 


Official policies adopted included:

e Transportation for Field Trips Policy 


e Policy for the Prevention and Elimination of Sex- 
ual Harassment in the Workplace 


Policies revised included: 
e Spending Plan 


Community Involvement 

One of the greatest attributes of Burlington 
education continues to be the development of oppor- 
tunities for community participation and the 1985 
heartening response of the various elements of the com- 
munity to the needs of education. This has been 
demonstrated during this past year by the many and 
varied following activities: 


e in response to concerns of substance abuse, the 


Alcohol Task Force, with community-based mem- 
bership, administered a comprehensive drug and 
alcohol survey at the High School through the ef- 
forts of the School Department in cooperation with 
the Burlington Life Center. Review of survey 
results and development of recommendations con- 
tinues. 


e the Computer Hardware Study Committee, com- 
prised of ten residents with broad experience in the 
computer field, developed recommendations for a 
minicomputer system for academic and ad- 
ministrative purposes. The School Committee has 
selected the option that will be pursued. 


e the Seat Belt Study Committee, which membership 
included a parent and the Town’s Safety Officer, 
developed a recommended policy and implementa- 
tion plans for the use of seat belts by students on 
school buses. 


¢ School Improvement Councils, comprised of 
parents, teachers and interested citizens, and 
formed in accordance with provisions of Chapter 
188 to develop plans on an individual school basis, 
have been established. 


¢ School Committee Hours, established this year to 
create additional opportunities for the public to 
meet School Committee members under less formal 
circumstances, continues with a one evening per 
month schedule. 


¢ continued high level of activity by the various 
school building PTO’s has always been a hallmark 
of an involved and creative educational arena. The 
reinvigorated High School PTSO program is par- 
ticularly welcomed. 


e Best Bet continues to be a supportive financial arm 
to the School Department. 


e The Burlington Round Table, comprised of 
representatives from the Burlington community 
business sector, has been supportive of education in 
financial ways and has acted as an advisory group 
to the School Department in program development. 


¢ The School Committee Advisory Board, consisting 
of five high school students, meets with the School 
Committee every other month and apprises us of 
school programs and keeps us in touch with the 
direct recipients of our services — the youth of 
Burlington. 


The School Committee is aware that public infor- 
mation is vital for greater community understanding of 
educational issues and needs and that public participa- 
tion as described above develops the ability to explore 
those issues and provide for those needs. In this regard 
the School Committee commits itself to continued open- 
ness and availability and encourages additional 
cooperative initiatives for education. 


The School Committee appreciates the outstanding 
support of the Town for education as demonstrated by 
town meeting support of budget requirements and by 
the many instances of personal commitment made to the 
various School Department activities, events and pro- 
grams by our valued members of the community. 


Finally, the School Committee is grateful to the 
School Department staff and administration for their 
faithful and dedicated service to education in the town 
of Burlington. I would like to thank my colleagues on 
the School Committee for the active roles they played in 
various subcommittee, liaison and task force 
assignments; my special appreciation to Vice Chairman 
Joan Miles for chairing meetings in my absence and for 
following developments of the Public School Improve- 
ment Bill prior to its enactment as Chapter 188.

The annual report for 1985 as submitted by the 
Burlington School Committee highlights many of the 
events and projects that affected the Burlington School 
Committee and the administration during a very ex- 
citing period of time. The Chairman of the Burlington 
School Committee, Mr. James Dolan, has placed into 
focus those areas of concern affecting the operations of 
the many services that we provide the children of our 
community. My report will deal primarily with two 
segments of the newly enacted statute Chapter 
188—Public School Improvement Act of 1985. The two 


major components of that statute that directly impacted 
the Burlington Public School this past year deal with 
School Improvement Councils and Professional 
Development Grant monies. My attempt in this report is 
to enlighten you to the major components of both of 
these sections within Chapter 188. 


School Improvement Councils 


The School Improvement Councils are composed 
of the principal, three teachers, two parents of children 
in the school, and one community representative. These 
councils are formed voluntarily by schools wishing to 
take advantage of School Improvement Fund grants. 
Councils have the authority, subject to the veto of the 
School Committee, to determine how the monies that 
are appropriated to their school are spent consistent 
with the authorizing statute. They also have the unique 
opportunity to expand the parent and community par- 
ticipation in decision-making in their school and to 
educate the community on the programs and needs of 
their school. 


The School Improvement Fund has been estab- 
lished by the legislature for the purpose of receiving an- 
nual appropriations that will be allocated to School Im- 
provement Councils in the form of grants. Schools that 
establish School Improvement Councils can apply to the 
Department of Education to receive grants from the 
School Improvement Fund that equal the number of 
full-time equivalent students enrolled the previous year 
multipled by $10.00. 


The legislature is interested in increasing the par- 
ticipation of teachers, parents, and community rep- 
resentatives in the educational planning that occurs in 
schools. It recognizes the importance of having local 
citizens help to make determinations about the direction 
that education takes in their schools and hopes that, 
through the incentive grants, it will expand community 
understanding and involvement in the schools. 


The Board of Education also is enthusiastic about 
the potential that councils have for increasing citizen in- 
volvement in the educational process and is taking a 
leadership role in supporting the implementation of this 
legislation. The Board is encouraging schools to take 
advantage of the opportunities that councils present to 
increase their financial resources and to expand the par- 
ticipation of parents and citizens in local educational 
decision making. 


In fiscal year 1986, only schools that contain any of 
the grades K-6 and form School Improvement Councils 
will be eligible for these grants. In fiscal year 1987 and 
each fiscal year thereafter, each school containing any 
of the grades K-12 which has formed a School Improve- 
ment Council will be eligible. 


A school with students in any of grades K-6 will be 
able to form a School Improvement Council and receive 
funds based on the number of students in any of grades 
K-6 in the previous year. Parents of other than sixth 
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grade students and teachers of other than sixth grade 
classes may serve on the council in fiscal year 1986. 


At each school the expenditure of said funds 
(School Improvement Fund grants) shall be determined 
exclusively by a council consisting of the school prin- 
cipal, who shall serve as chairperson; three teachers, 
elected annually by the teachers of the building; two 
parents of children attending said school building 
chosen in elections held annually by the parent-teacher 
organization under the direction of the principal of such 
school or, if none exists chosen by the school commit- 
tee, and one person who is not a parent of a child at- 
tending said school building, appointed by the school 
committee.

The following is a breakdown of the various com- 
ponents of the Professional Development Grants that 
should serve as interest to the citizens of Burlington. It 
should be noted here that the Town Meeting in January 
of 1986 voted to support the Burlington School Com- 
mittee in pursuing State monies regarding this section of 
the law which does not pose any obligations to the com- 
munity for further funding should the State no longer 
make such revenues available. 


The teachers, the School Committee, and the ad- 
ministration are deeply grateful for the action taken by 
Town Meeting Representatives on this matter. 


The information regarding this section of the 
statute is as follows: 


General Overview 


The Public School Improvement Act of 1985, 


Chapter 188, was signed into law in July of 1985 by 
Governor Michael Dukakis after two and one-half years 
of debate. The law speaks to those educational issues of 
major concern both nationally and in Massachusetts 
and provides communities, who choose to do so, access 
to resources to improve their schools to renew their 
teachers and to garner data from testing programs that 
they can use to assist their own programs. 


The specific section of Chapter 188 to which we 
direct your attention deals with Section 13 of the Act 
regarding Professional Development Grants from the 
State to those communities who choose to accept such 
monies. This section makes available to cities, towns, 
educational collaboratives, and independent vocational 
schools who accept the provisions of the section, grants 
of money for a three-year period for the expressed pur- 
pose of supplementing teacher compensation. 


Acceptance of this section and subsequent receipt 
of the grants require a majority vote by the School 
Committee and the local appropriating authority (i.e., 
the Town Meeting or City Council). Regional school 
districts may accept this section by a majority vote of 
the regional school committee and approval by two- 
thirds of the appropriating authorities of the member 
cities and towns. 


For those cities, towns, and districts who accept 
this section, the Act provides for four separate alloca- 
tions (i.e., on or before February 15, 1986; August 15, 
1986; February 15, 1987; August 15, 1987.) A one-time 
acceptance by the School Committee and the ap- 
propriating authority, Town Meeting, will suffice in 
order to receive the four separate allocations. 


The Professional Development Grant program is 
established to supplement teacher salaries, is open to all 
members of the teachers’ collective bargaining unit who 
are appropriately certified, approved, or functioning 
under a waiver. School administrators, nurses, instruc- 
tional aides, permanent substitutes are not eligible 
under this grant program. 


The statewide total for the grants as set out in the 
Statute, Chapter 188, is as follows:

All of the allocated monies returned to the town of 
_ Burlington by the State in four installments must be ex- 
_ pended by no later than June 30, 1988. 
| The total compensation to each teacher stretched 
Over a three-year period will not exceed $953. This 
average $315 per school year compensation per teacher 
is not a large amount, especially when one views what 


will be remaining following state, federal, and other 
deductions. Small as it may be, it does demonstrate the 
confidence and respect that we in the community have 
for our teachers—90% of whom have given 12 to 35 
years of service to the children of our community. 


Points of Interest 


1. The agreement between the Burlington School Com- 
mittee and the Burlington Educators Association 
does not make this part of the teachers’ salary 
schedule but keeps it separate and parallel to the ex- 
isting teacher salary schedule. This prevents the 
Town from having to incur added salary compensa- 
tion should the State no longer fund the Professional 
Development Grant component of Chapter 188. To 
the credit of the Burlington School Committee and 
the Burlington Educators’ Association, both parties 
agreed on this issue. The town of Burlington will in- 
cur no obligations in supplementing these monies 
should the State no longer allocate such monies. The 
Professional Development Grant monies are being 
given directly to the communities who vote to pursue 
such funds without any impact on the local tax struc- 
ture and available local monies. 


2. New programs and additional staff to accommodate 
such new programs was not the intent of this legisla- 
tion. Section 13 was designed solely for compensa- 
tion to be given to existing staff and was not intended 
to supplement school committee budgets throughout 
the Commonwealth. It was designed to improve the 
professional status of teachers in the communities by 
providing them with extra compensation for their 
services. 


3. The main purpose of Section 13 was to infuse a 
denominator of respect to the teaching profession by 
demonstrating the important role they play in our 
society by providing them with monies, little as it 
may be, to supplement their salaries, encouraging 
current teachers to remain in teaching while en- 
couraging young people throughout the Com- 
monwealth to consider teaching as a profession. 


4. The Lexington, Arlington, Bedford, Burlington 


(LABB) Collaborative monies under Section 13 are 
based on the same criteria as noted within the 
framework of this informational sheet involving 
other monies than those for teachers employed by 
Burlington. 


I hope that the explanation of these two 
segments of the statute has provided enough infor- 
mation for the citizens to fully appreciate the im- 
plications of these sections of the law to the town of 
Burlington. In future reports I will keep the com- 
munity updated on any future actions taken on the 
many areas of the statute which have not yet been 
defined by state agencies. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my personal 
thanks for the efforts that Mr. Alfred Perry, recently 


retired Principal of Burlington High School, has 
made to the community during the many years he 
served as teacher, department chairman and prin- 
cipal. He gave the best of himself in the service of our 
high school students who greatly respected his leader- 
ship during some very dynamic years in the history of 
public education in our community. 


I wish to express my gratitude and thanks to the 
members of the Burlington School Committee for 
their untiring efforts to provide the best for our 
children. Their devotion and commitment in fulfill- 
ing their responsibilities to the children, parents, and 
citizens of the community are without parallel. 


We extend our personal thanks to the teachers, 
instructional assistants, and administrators of the 
Burlington Public Schools for their tireless efforts 
and dedication. Thanks are also extended to our 
clerical and secretarial staff, custodians, and 
cafeteria workers for their teamwork in assuring the 
success of our schools’ missions. 


Lastly, we wish to thank the townspeople and 
Town Meeting Representatives for their continuing 


support of public education in Burlington, enabling 


us to provide excellent educational experiences and 
opportunities for our children.

BURLINGTON 
HIGH SCHOOL 


The high school administration has been studying 
the reaccreditation report completed in October 1984 
and has responded to a number of recommendations 
made by the visiting committee. Several changes have 
already been instituted, while others are planned for im- 
plementation at a later date. 


One of the major recommendations made by the 
visiting committee was to enhance and upgrade the ap- 
pearance of the high school facility. This past summer, 
much graffiti has been removed from the structure. 
Hallways and streets have been painted and new fur- 
niture ordered. The arbitrary posting of signs and an- 
nouncements throughout the building has been sharply 
curtailed, contributing to a cleaner learning environ- 
ment. 


Periodic meetings scheduled between custodial 
representatives and the administration have been 
established. These meetings have been very profitable 
since a clear line of communication is now in place, and 
problem-solving in more critical areas is arrived at more 
rapidly. 
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Meetings with the high school PTSO have con- 
tinued and have proven to be informative and helpful. 
More meetings to inform the public of high school ac- 
tivities are being planned. 


Scholarship money offered to our graduating class 
of 1985 exceeded $120,000. We thank and congratulate 
local businesses and private citizens instrumental in sup- 
porting our students. 

The musical, ‘‘My Fair Lady,’’ was presented in 
the spring. John Ed Fogelberg, Burlington School Com- 
mittee, produced the play; Michael Barczak, Science 
Department, directed; and Robert Tyler, Choral in- 
structor, assisted with the music. Susan Suvak, Marshall 
Simonds Music teacher, helped with the choreography; 
and Valerie Barczak, a paraprofessional, provided 
valuable assistance. A special thanks is extended to all 
those individuals who contributed to the success of this 
production. 


Mr. Alfred L. Perry, who served the community of 
Burlington for twenty-four years, retired as principal of 
the high school, a position he held for a decade. We all 
extend our best wishes to Mr. Perry. 


Two important jobs were filled this past year. 
Thomas Imbriglio, guidance counselor, was selected as 
Chairperson of Guidance, while Robert Casey, English 
teacher, was chosen to fill the English Department 
Chairperson position for one year during Maura Nestor 
Bullock’s one-year leave of absence. 


Although I was not a part of the high school ad- 
ministration when the Pine Glen School occupied open 
spaces A and B, I have been informed that the half year 
the children and staff spent here was highly successful. 
Credit for the smooth transition and total lack of pro- 
blems dealing with the Pine Glen residency is extended 
to the high school administration, staff and their 
counterparts from Pine Glen. 


Due to declining enrollments, one administrative 
cutback took place at the high school. Presently, I am 
assisted by three Associate Principals. 


I am grateful that I have been given the opportunity 
to lead Burlington High School through the critical days 
ahead. My commitment to excellence in education, with 
the support of the high school staff and citizens of Bur- 
lington, will continue. 


I wish to personally thank Mr. Otto Contardi, 
Senior Associate Principal, Mr. Samuel Gualtieri and 
Dr. Keith Manville, Associate Principals, for their sup- 
port and cooperation in preparing Burlington High 
School for this year’s fine opening. They have been an 
asset to me personally and professionally.

ART DEPARTMENT 


Burlington High School Art students received 
honors in the regional, state and national Scholastic Art 
- Exhibitions for the nineteenth consecutive year. 


In the Spring of 1985, the department produced its 
twelfth annual ‘‘Exhibition.’’ Over 600 pieces of work 
were exhibited in the library and main lobby. This year 
the exhibition was dedicated to retiring principal, Alfred 
Perry. The Home Economics and Music Departments 
again contributed to the festive opening night by pro- 
viding refreshments and music. 


Burlington art students contributed work to the 
Lahey Clinic permanent collection for the ninth con- 
secutive year. The collection includes art work from 
other schools in the area under the auspices of our 
school department’s task force, ‘‘JOY,’’ Join Our 
Youth. 


Other projects included set designs for the spring 
musical, ‘‘My Fair Lady.’’ The Graphic Design classes 
provided work for the school publications. They also 
created two Super Graphics for the school. Art students 
submitted work to the literary publication, COLLAB. 
Photography students provided photographs for the 
course catalog, yearbook, student newspaper and the 
town newspaper. 


Burlington High School art students continue to 
further their art education. This year, students went on 
to Mass. College of Art, University of Massachusetts, 
Art Institute of Boston and Cooper Union. Only two 
students from Massachusetts were accepted in the art 
division of the tuition-free Cooper Union in New York. 
Both were from Burlington High School. 


Through a Best Bet proposal, the department ac- 
quired a canon NP155 copier. Students now have a 
‘‘hands on’’ experience with more up-to-date equip- 
ment. 


The Department’s five members taught the follow- 
ing studio areas: Design, Ceramics, Graphic Design, 
Painting and Drawing, Photography and Sculpture. 
Enrollment figures show that the department dealt with 
thirty-four percent of the student body during the 
1984-1985 school year.

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BUSINESS EDUCATION 
DEPARTMENT 


Business Education at Burlngton High School con- 
tinues to offer students a variety of skill subjects, 
helpful for part-time, after school work, and career en- 
try into the work place.

The department, staffed by 6 3/5 teachers, spon- 
sors O.E.A. (Office Education Association) as an 
outstanding Business department student organization. 


And I am pleased to report that I was appointed as 
permanent department chairperson of Business on 
September 1, 1985.

ENGLISH DEPARTMENT 


The recommendations contained in the reaccredita- 
tion report of the New England Association of Secon- 
dary Schools and Colleges were studied by the English 
faculty. The recommendation to ‘‘schedule time for 
writing conferences with students”’ is a primary concern 
that we are seeking to address. The commendations 
cited in the report were gratifying proof that the faculty 
successfully teaches reading, writing, and thinking skills 
to students of all abilities. 


While classroom instruction continues to em- 
phasize reading comprehension and language skills, the 
department has also maintained its commitment to of- 
fering a wide array of courses. A new course, Writing 
and Editing, includes instruction in word processing and 
writing. The course meets in the English Department’s 
new computer laboratory, a facility housing sixteen 
microcomputers. The department continues to stress 
writing in all courses with The Devil’s Advocate and 


Collab showcasing the high quality of our students’ 
work. 


Several encouraging signs with respect to student 
achievement give us hope. The basic skills test ad- 
ministered to our freshmen in October suggests that the 
majority of the students enter Burlington High School 
equipped to face the challenges of a high school cur- 
riculum. The news from Princeton, New Jersey, about 
the recently graduated senior class is that our students 
are again scoring above the national average on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Tests. This report was important to 
the English staff because of the high priority teachers 
place on SAT preparation. We feel certain that the dip 
experienced in 1984 was isolated to that particular class. 
We expect the scores to continue to rise. 


In-service instruction for staff is another priority 
this year. In conjunction with the Computer Applica- 
tions Department, the English Department is offering a 
course for teachers, Writing and Editing on the Word 
Processor. With the completion of the course, the ma- 
jority of the English staff will be computer literate word 
processors. Several teachers have availed themselves of 
other opportunities for professional development.

FOREIGN LANGUAGE 
DEPARTMENT 


Approximately seven hundred students or fifty per- 
cent of the High School student body are enrolled in 
Foreign Language classes for the school year 1985/86. 
There are five levels of Spanish, French, Italian and 
German. There are four levels of Latin. Enrollment 
levels in the elementary classes have increased due to the 
new Foreign Language entrance requirements at the 
State colleges and universities. 


The Foreign Language program at the Middle 
School remains strong and is an integral part of the en- 
tire Foreign Language curriculum. 


The fourth German Exchange Program will begin 
in May 1986 with the arrival of thirty students from 
Hockenheim, West Germany. They will be accom- 
panied by their teacher, Mr. Helmut Beck. Burlington 
students will travel to Germany in October 1986. 


Our third French immersion program in the village 
of St. Donat in Quebec Province will take place in 
March 1986. In April 1986, a group of students will 
travel to Italy. 


All of these projects are conducted under the 
auspices of the Foreign Language Department and with 
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the authorization and support of the Superintendent of 
Schools and the School Committee. 


In cooperation with the Audio-Visual Department, 
we have increased our use of cassettes and video tapes in 
the classroom. 


Foreign Language study continues to be an impor- 
tant and viable part of the Burlington High School cur- 
riculum.

GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 


The Guidance Department has worked to meet the 
diverse and complex needs of the student population of 
the high school. Through personal, educational and 
vocational counseling, the Guidance Counselors work 
with students to identify and remediate problem areas as 
well as to help them to develop appropriate educa- 
tional/career goals and courses of action to fulfill those 
goals. 


The program for special needs students continues 
to be effective in identifying learning problems and 
helping students to cope with complex societal issues. 
Support service programs include adjustment counsel- 
ing, tutorial support, learning center placements and 
alternative education. 


The Field Studies Program remains an integral part 
of the Guidance Department and provides career ex- 
ploration experience. Experiences occur within the 
framework of the school and within the community. 


A Fair was held in conjunction with the Burlington 
Business Roundtable. Interest by students and 
employers increased significantly. 


The Guidance Department hosted representatives 
from more than 70 colleges and technical schools who 
spoke to interested students regarding admission re- 
quirements, costs and financial aid information during 
conferences at the high school. Military recruiters also 
scheduled appointments to discuss programs offered by 
the Armed Services. 


The 1985 Burlington Community Scholarship Pro- 
gram continued to produce positive results. The number 
of donors increased to 107, an all-time high. Scholar- 
ships, totaling over $120,000, were distributed to 172 
recipients. Our deepest gratitude is extended to the local 
individuals, civic groups and business organizations 
who contributed to the scholarship program.

MATHEMATICS 
DEPARTMENT 


The Math Department courses meet the needs of all 
student levels by offering a wide variety ranging from 
Advanced Placement Calculus, Advanced Computer 
Programming to Basic Skill Math and Computer selec- 
tions. 


The Computer Programming courses with the addi- 
tion of new equipment have increased in popularity 
from 2% seven years ago to a current enrollment of 
40% of the student population. We expect the interest in 
programming to continue to remain high and, in order 
to best meet this need, equipment must be continually 
upgraded. 


In light of the increased demand for computer 
courses, over 50% of the Math Department members 
have been enrolled in Advanced Computer courses. 
Eleven members of the department currently meet pen- 
ding certification requirements for computer instruc- 


_ tors. Twenty-five percent of the department currently 


either teach computers at local colleges or work as part- 
time consultants for local computer firms. A number of 
former members work full time for computer firms and 
volunteer their services to keep the Math Department 
abreast of industry trends. 


The Math League team had another successful year 
finishing second in the Massachusetts Division II finals.

The following schools are in the division: Woburn, 
Chelmsford, Austin Prep, North Andover, Andover, 
Billerica, Methuen, Dracut and Tewksbury. A number 
of former Math League members are currently atten- 
ding some of the most competitive schools in the coun- 
try, such as Harvard, M.I.T., Cornell, Dartmouth, 
Brown, Worcester Poly Tech and R.P.I. The Math 
League’s team advisors are Mrs. Jean Saxe and Mr. 
David Dube.

READING DEPARTMENT 


All Reading and Basic Skills activities at Burlington 
High School are coordinated through the office of the 
Reading Specialist. Regular classroom instruction, in 
conjunction with the English Department, continues in 
the Review of English Fundamentals speed and com- 
prehension program for eleventh and twelfth graders, 
and in freshman and sophomore Developmental English 
classes. Also a priority of the department is the im- 
plementation of the State of Massachusetts testing pro- 
gram in Basic Skills and in Curriculum Assessment. 
These established programs, together with diagnostic 
testing, consultation services, as well as individual 
prescription and skill instruction, provide necessary 
reading support to students and teachers alike. 


At the present time, various avenues are being ex- 
plored to facilitate expansion of services in the Reading 
Department. With the availability of computer tech- 
nology and the possibility of financial assistance 
through such programs as Best Bet and Chapter 188, ex 
panded reading services: could provide additional skill 
development to a wide spectrum of students.

SCIENCE DEPARTMENT 


In 1985 the Science Department has enrolled well 
over 75% of the student body in the basic and advanced 
courses of the curriculum. Staffing remains at the same 
level as last year with 13 teachers. 


Burlington students continue to evince strong in- 
terest in science education beyond the one course re- 
quired for graduation. If our students took only what 


was required in science the enrollment figure would be 
24%. We see interest thriving in Chemistry, Physics, 
Biology, Human Physiology, Microbiology, Marine 
Science, Astronomy, Geology, Plant Biology, and in the 
two Advanced Placement courses. 


Complementing our well equipped labs are the Ap- 
ple Ile computers, now numbering five. They enable us 
to perform certain experiments that otherwise are overly 
time consuming, such as the acceleration of a falling ob- 
ject, and to repeat it several times within one class 
period. Temperature changes as small as 1/100 degree 
Centigrade can be displayed on the computer and 
printed out for each student for analysis and study. 


To enhance further the role of the visual image in 
teaching science, the department now has a laser-read 
video disk player with a high resolution color TV 
monitor. One such disk can contain as many as 54,000 
color slides. This device, controlled by an Apple com- 
puter, will be able to present lessons drawn from the 
large number of images available, present them in any 
order, review, recall, and rerun them.

SOCIAL STUDIES 
DEPARTMENT 


In the spring of 1985 members of the Social Studies 
Department attended the Northeast Regional Council 
for the Social Studies Convention held in Boston as part 
of our continuing program of professional improve- 
ment and curriculum revision. Department members at- 
tend many professional conferences and participate in 
post-graduate studies at local universities. 


The revision of the World History II curriculum 
was completed and implemented. Strong emphasis is 
placed in the second semester on Latin America, Africa, 
the Middle East, China and Japan. Appropriate audio- 
visual and text materials have been incorporated in the 
course. The Psychology Honors course was revised and 
new student learning activities have been introduced. In 
United States History, the new 2-level course has been 
well-received by both students and teachers. 


Computers have been utilized in the Social Studies 
instruction for the first time. In Economics the students 
have been able to use computers to graph data and to 
solve problems relating to the impact of inflation and 
financing business growth. In Psychology and Soci- 
ology the computers will be helpful in analyzing the data 
garnered from surveys. 


The department sponsored its annual United States 
History field trips to the Freedom Trail and to Lex- 
ington and Concord by bicycle. The Law students 
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visited the Suffolk County Courthouse and were able to 
observe courtroom procedures and the handling of the 
rules of evidence. In addition, many local citizens came 
to the high school social studies classes to share their ex- 
pertise with the students. 


Members of the department continue to be in- 
volved extensively in student extracurricular and other 
out-of-classroom activities, thus contributing to the 
academic and personal growth of our students. 


In conclusion, this has been a year in which the cur- 
riculum has been revised and new techniques introduced 
in order that we might even more effectively meet the 
needs of our students.

MARSHALL SIMONDS 
MIDDLE SCHOOL 


Marshall Simonds Middle School continues to pro- 
mote a true middle school educational philosophy. Its 
academic programs are skill oriented and the ex- 
ploratory curriculum is based on the needs of the 
adolescent. The success of this exemplary middle school 
is directly related to the ‘‘team’’ effort that is fostered 
by all who work at the middle school. Team Leaders, 
teachers, custodians, clerks, and cafeteria personnel all 
contribute to the success of school programs by identi- 
fying student priorities and coordinating their efforts 
for the total educational welfare of the adolescent. 


Once again, several unique programs received 
strong initiatives at Marshall Simonds Middle School. 
TABS a middle school student computer program is an 
abbreviation for Technical Application to Basic Skills. 
TABS gives students the opportunity to improve their 
creative writing skills through the use of the word pro- 
cessor. All students report to the computer lab once a 
week with their language arts teacher to increase their 
basic English skills and to apply them to their classroom 
writing. BEST BET, the business-school partnership in- 
itiated by Jack Rennie, President of Pacer Systems, Inc. 
in Burlington continued to fund a host of middle school 
educational projects. Many student field trips, science 
equipment, texts and supplementary materials, guest 
speakers, and various pieces of multi-media have been 
funded by this generous business initiative. The Home 
economics Department of M.S.M.S. implemented an 
eighth grade course entitled ‘‘Project Aware’’. The pur- 
pose of this course was to enlighten students to the 
needs and lifestyles of the elderly, to understand aging, 
and to provide intergenerational activities. This federal- 
ly funded course was received favorably by students, 
teachers and the senior citizens who participated in 
‘*Project Aware’’. In the Spring the Simonds in- 
strumental music department sponsored a ‘‘Stage Band 


Festival’’. Joining the outstanding M.S.M.S. Stage 
Band were bands from Winchester, Lynnfield, and 
Beverly. A day filled with music workshops, a delicious 
supper and an evening performance for parents made 
this a most memorable occasion for many talented 
young musicians. 


Marshall Simonds celebrated the ‘‘Year of the 
Teacher’’ at the annual ‘‘Spring Open House’’. A 
science fair, academic and exploratory program ex- 
hibits, and numerous examples of student curriculum 
efforts were displayed throughout the classrooms and 
corridors of the school. This extra-curricular activity 
was just one example of a school event beyond the 
classroom that was successful because of the extra ef- 
forts of the Simonds staff. Activity Block, a grade 6 
Haunted House, the annual Night of Vaudeville, and 
many valuable student field trips addressed the diver- 
sified interests of the middle school student. 


A great contributor to the success of M.S.M.S. 
programs and practices, Leonore Kendall a grade six 
teacher decided to leave Burlington and relocate to 
Tampa, Florida. Lee’s ready smile, positive personality 
and willingness to extend her talents beyond the 
classroom will be sorely missed by the M.S.M.S. com- 
munity. 


Marshall Simonds has continued to maintain its 
commitment to the goals of middle school education. 
Academic teaching teams, common planning time for 
teachers, weekly team and curriculum meetings, flexible 
student scheduling, individualized and alternative stu- 
dent programming, and a variety of exploratory cur- 
riculums can be found at Marshall Simonds Middle 
School. The student-centered philosophy in place at the 
school will continue to serve as the foundation for pre- 
sent and future educational ventures.

FOX HILL SCHOOL 


Fox Hill School continues to have a stable enroll- 
ment at all grade levels. It appears that the decline in 
population has evened off. 


We have strengthened and broadened many areas 
of our curriculum in the last year. The most recent edi- 
tion of the Houghton-Mifflin basal reader has been in- 
troduced as our major instructional material in the 
- reading program. We complement and supplement this 
with the Modern Curriculum Press phonics series, 
Science Research Associates reading and _ listening 
laboratories, Barnell Loft Skill Builders and a wide 
variety of teacher-made and audio-visual materials. 


Through special presentations, demonstration 
lessons, and his own teacher materials, the system-wide 
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coordinator of science instruction has added excitement 
and renewed interest to the elementary science program. 


The social studies revision is now in its second year 
in Kindergarten through Grade Five. The enrichment 
activities, in-depth curriculum information and interest- 
provoking text are sequentially developed by grade. 


In-service training after school, teachers’ own in- 
dependent readings, and meetings with outside con- 
sultants have enabled an adaptation of Mastery Learn- 
ing teaching techniques and procedures in reading com- 
prehension and word attack skills in Grades Three 
through Five. 


The faculty has developed BEST BET projects and 
we have received math enrichment materials at Grade 
Three and classroom equipment for the kindergartens. 
In addition, the First Grade received a set of forty-one 
Caldecott Medal-winning books. These books will form 
a travelling library for the four First Grade classrooms. 
At Grade Five we now have a set of world atlases! The 
total cost of these grants was approximately $1400.00. 
THANK YOU, BEST BET. 


Again we have had outstanding support from our 
Parent Teacher Organization. The various fund raisers 
have ensured the continuation of performing groups 
coming into the school. Our school gift this year was a 
VCR for our media center. Many thanks to the parents 
of the Fox Hill School District.

MEMORIAL SCHOOL 


Our enrollment for this school year is 345 which is a 
slight increase over last year’s figure and marks the first 
time since 1974 that our enrollment has not decreased. 
Enrollment by class is as follows:

Emphasis continues to be placed on the basic skills 
of reading, writing, and arithmetic. The children’s work 
in the computer lab is integrated with their classroom 
work. Time spent on the computers has increased for 
grades 3, 4, and 5 where the focus this year is on word 
processing. Results of standardized achievement tests at 
grades 2 and 4 were excellent as were the results of the 
reading tests administered to grades | and 3. 


Some changes in the physical plant were necessary 
due to the reorganization at grade 1. The major change 
was in the construction of a music room in the rear of 
the cafeteria. 


Each classroom has received new student desks and 
chairs and together with fluorescent lighting installed in 
all corridors and the cafeteria the school is brighter than 
ever. 


Special thanks go to our P.T.O. Executive Board 
whose efforts in behalf of the children and teachers con- 
tinue to be tireless, devoted, and successful.

OFFICE OF 
PUPIL SERVICES 


The Department of Pupil Services continues to pro- 
vide a variety of services to the students of Burlington. 
Many of the services are part of the School 
Department’s implementation of both the Federal and 
State Laws such as PL 94-142, Chapter 766, Postural 
Screening and the Compulsory Attendance Law. To 
meet the mandates, the schools have provided services 
in the areas of Special Education, Guidance, Health 
Services and English as a Second Language. 


In order to better meet changing community needs, 
a Survey was conducted to determine the public’s in- 
terest in extended day programs. A committee of Ad- 
ministrators, Parents, and a School Committee 
member, was formed to explore the means by which the 
issue could be addressed. Through the efforts of many 
concerned citizens, a proposal for the establishment of 
the Burlington Elementary Extended Day Program was 
presented to the School Committee for review in the 
fall. As a result, the School Committee endorsed the 
parent run program and agreed to provide space for the 
program at Burlington High School. The program has 
proven successful in providing extended day program- 
ming for elementary age students. 


During the past year, Pupil Services participated in 
a Learning Disabilities School/College Project. The col- 
laborative was funded by the Massachusetts Board of 
Regents in Higher Education. The project had three 
main goals: 


1. Assessment of learning disabled students from par- 
ticipating area high schools to determine their poten- 
tial for employment, training and post secondary 
education. 


2. Development of a comprehensive information clear- 
ing house to provide information to students with 
learning disabilities on the support services and 
educational programs offered at vocational-technical 
schools, community colleges, as well as at ap- 
propriate public and private four year institutions 
throughout New England. 


3. Contact with cooperative area employers to develop 
a job resource file containing precise information 
describing the skills necessary for specific jobs. 


Clearing house information concerning colleges 
and employment opportunities will be maintained in 


computer files. The information will be available to 


high school students, their parents, and high school 
staff. Career assessment services and the resource files 
will be available to interested students at Middlesex 
Community College. 


The Office of Pupil Services continued to have the 
support of the School Committee and the citizens of the 
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Town in the implementation of varied programs.

NURSING SERVICE 


Health room visits numbered 17,915 and accidents 
requiring further medical attention numbered 92 
students and 28 for personnel. School conferences with 
parents numbered 382. 


Fluoride mouthrinse participants totalled 1504. 


Special transportation requests totalled 36, and 
home tutors were recommended for 9 students. 


Postural screening involved a total of 1608 
students, 473 required rescreening and 79 referrals were 
made for further evaluation. As a result, 28 were 
diagnosed as having scoliosis, 26 to be further observed 
and 21 follow-ups were not completed. 


Podiatry screening involved all students and 69 
students were recommended for treatment. 


Vision and audio screening is done yearly on all 
students and results are as follows: vision referrals: 97; 
audio referals: 95. 


Sports examinations were executed by Dr. Charen. 
The School Physician duties were assumed by Dr. Gary 
Goldfarb in the fall. 


Regularly, the nurses conduct a session with the 
fifth grade girls and instruct them on maturation pro- 
cesses. Mothers are present for these sessions. This is a 
most informative program for the girls. 


As time allows, the nurses do try to make their 
resources available for others and enhance the learning 
process in certain areas. This year we were able to in- 
struct in the following areas: measuring blood presure; 
all about head lice; carbon monoxide testing; and 
hygiene aspects. 


We thank all parents and staff for their coopera- 
tion and diligence in continuing a good environment for 
health teaching.

SUPERVISOR OF 
ATTENDANCE 


The Supervisor of Attendance has the legal respon- 
sibility of insuring that all children between the ages of 6 
and 16 years receive an education by attending school 
on a regular basis. Supported by the special programs 
implemented through the Office of Pupil Services, 
students are afforded a better opportunity of developing 
their potential. The attractive features of such programs 
tend to influence students positively and directly effect 
their daily school attendance. 


Students are considered truant if they willfully ab- 
sent themselves from school without the knowledge of 
his parents or school officials. In such cases, parents are 
notified and Administrative action is taken. Habitual 
tardiness, if not corrected, can become a serious prob- 
lem for students. It is recommended that parents of 
Middle and High School students notify the respective 
schools in the case of their child’s absence. This enables 
the department to handle attendance more efficiently. 


LUNCH PROGRAM 


The Burlington School System participates in the 
National School Lunch Program. Students are able to 
purchase a well-balanced meal for 80 cents daily. Cer- 
tain families may find it difficult to purchase these 
lunches at the full price and may apply for free or reduc- 
ed price meals. The price of a reduced meal is 40 cents 
daily. Eligibility for this program is determined by in- 
come guidelines set down by the Federal government. 


WORKING PERMITS 


As Attendance Officer for the Burlington Public 
Schools, I request the cooperation of all citizens in 
abiding by the rules and regulations established by the 
Massachusetts Department of Labor relative to the 
employment of minors. Every child between the ages of 
14 and 18 years must by law have a working permit. 
This must be kept on file at the place of employment. 
On termination of employment, the permit must be 
returned to the Office of Pupil Services within 24 hours. 
A minor is allowed to work only at the job stated on the 
employment permit. If he or she changes to a different 
type of employment, a new permit must be secured. 


A child under the age of 16 cannot work earlier 
than 7:00 a.m. and not later than 6:30 p.m. for a total 
number of hours not to exceed 40 hours in any week. A 
child over 16 years of age may work no later than 10 
p.m. 


Permits may be obtained by the student at the Of- 
fice of Pupil Services, Center Street, any weekday after 
school until 3:30 p.m. 

STATE REPORTS 


The Supervisor of Attendance has the responsibili- 
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ty of coordinating the state reports filed with the 
Department of Education on October 1 and May 1 of 
each year. The School System Summary Report, In- 
dividual School Report, The School-Attending Child 
and the Educational Census present a total picture of 
the educational process for the Burlington Public 
Schools.

SCHOOL PODIATRIST 


I hereby submit my report as the school podiatrist 
for 1985. As of now, the foot screening has been com- 
pleted at the Marshall Simonds Middle School, Pine 
Glen School, Fox Hill and the Burlington High School 
with the exception of the Junior class. The Junior class 
will be screened at the start of the second semester. The 
screening of students at the Memorial School and the 
Wildwood School will be completed shortly. 


The overall foot health of the students is excellent. 
For some unexplainable reason, there has been a very 
slight increase in dermatological condition this year. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the School 
Principals, Teachers, School Nurses, the Physical 
Education Department, and the School Committee for 
their assistance and cooperation.

PLANTS AND 
FACILITIES 


Although energy consumption continued at ap- 
proximately the same rate as last year, electrical costs in- 
creased by approximately 6%, due largely to the extend- 
ed shut-down of the Plymouth nuclear plant. 


All asbestos was removed from the Pine Glen 
School, including ceilings, piping and boiler insulation. 
Extensive tests of air and dust samples showed no trace 
of asbestos remaining. Furniture and equipment was 
moved back from the High School, and normal classes 
were resumed with the opening of school in September. 
During the shut-down, work also was completed on 
replacing the Pine Glen roof. 


A new oil burner was purchased and installed at 
Pine Glen. Increased efficiency should result in a 15% 
energy saving over the obsolete unit replaced. 


In order to obtain a source of water to permit ir- 
rigating the High School athletic field during periods 
when lawn watering is banned, a contract was awarded 
to drill a well adjacent to the field. Six shallow wells and 
two deep wells (740’ and 380’, respectively) were drilled 


at sites considered most promising, based on 
sophisticated test data. Unfortunately, none of the wells 
produced sufficient flow to warrant installation of a 
pump. 


Inspection at the High School revealed no ad- 
ditional structural faults beyond those repaired in prior 
years. 


The program of replacing corroded valves, piping, 
fittings and heating elements, as well as preventive con- 
trols and electrical replacement was continued. 


Plans have been drawn for construction of offices 
to accommodate the move of the School Department 
from the Center School to the High School next year. 


Requests have been submitted to the Department of 
Education School Building Assistance Bureau for reim- 
bursement to the Town for replacement of Memorial 
and Wildwood School roofs.

REPORT OF THE 
COMPUTER APPLICATIONS 
COORDINATOR 


Computer use within the Burlington Public Schools 
has expanded dramatically during the 1985-86 school 
year. The Technology Applied To Basic Skills (TABS) 
project test results have been completed and the staff in- 
volved in this project have used the new computer lab at 
the Marshall Simonds Middle School to introduce 
Students to the use of word processing for Language 
Arts assignments. Professional staff in grades 3-8 who 
teach language arts were involved in four workshops to 
prepare them to use the computer labs in their schools 
for writing. The use of computers to teach writing was 
initiated at Burlington High School: a pilot project in an 
Expository Writing class. Several other English teachers 
completed inservice training in the use of word process- 
ing software now being used in their English classes. 


The social studies department used computers in 
economics classes to aid in the explanation of key 
economic rules and functions. The business education 
department has begun to use Apple Computers to teach 
accounting techniques. The math department has ex- 
panded its computer language offerings to include 
COBOL and FORTRAN. 


A pilot project was also completed in using the 


computer to assist in teaching basic math skills and 


Geometry. The high school reading teacher continues 
in the use of computers to assist students. 
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The addition of a full time computer resource 
teacher for the elementary schools has greatly enhanced 
the services received by students in grades K-5. Mrs. 
Hand has brought a broad base of knowledge in com- 
puters to our elementary schools and has aided our 
elementary staff in learning computer skills they can 
translate into their specific subject assignments. We also 
initiated a pilot project called ‘‘Voyage of the Mimi,”’’ 
an integrated science, math, and computer learning 
package. The package also includes information concer- 
ning the ecology of whales and other science topics. 


The Burlington Public Schools have also begun to 
use Video Disk with the computer in the elementary, 
middle and high schools. This exciting new technology 
demonstrates scientific facts as well as almost any other 
subject matter in a manner which merges computers to 
visual media. Teachers are excited concerning the use of 
this technology in the near future.

HEALTH AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


This past year, a summer curriculum study group 
re-evaluated the health curriculum K-12 and made its 
recommendation to the School Committee in the Fall. 
As a result of their many hours and input from the com- 
munity and staff, we have a new health textbook at 
grade 10 and more defined curriculum for K-12. 


In the area of physical education, elementary 
teachers are reviewing curriculum and upgrading ac- 
tivities while placing strong emphasis on the develop- 
ment of movement exploration. The annual field days 
were the highlights of the Spring season for each of the 
elementary schools. 


At the middle school, there was expansion of our 
aerobics program, as well as continued emphasis on 
team play and individual skill development. The in- 
tramural program continues to be enjoyed by the middle 
school students. 


Physical education at the high school saw the 
upgrading of the Weight Room for both community 
and high school students. Project Adventure continues 
to be enjoyed by grade 10 students with rock climbing 
and canoe trips a voluntary portion of this program. 


INTERSCHOLASTICS 


1985 brought the first undefeated girls basketball 
team and Middlesex League championship in the school 
history, as well as our sixth baseball title since joining 
the Middlesex League. Our baseball coach, Jim Curtin, 


in 1984 was named to the Baseball Hall of Fame and 
subsequently, this year, been nominated as one of the 
six finalists for the National Coach of the Year. 


Ed Cahoon has been named to the Massachusetts 
High School Hockey Coaches Hall of Fame. 


During the past year, Burlington High School 
Athletic Department began a drug and alcohol educa- 
tion awareness program for parents and athletes. The 
initial phases have been received positively by our com- 
munity. 


Our girls basketball team was invited to Warwick, 
Rhode Island for a four-day Christmas Tournament, as 
guests of the Centerville Banks. This was the first time 
one of our teams has been invited to an out-of-State 
tournament and we are proud of the recognition this 
group has earned over the past years under the leader- 
ship of Coach Dennis Thompson. 


The manner in which our young people continue to 
represent their parents, school and community con- 
tinues to be a tremendous sense of pride for all of Bur- 
lington. On behalf of all our students, we appreciate the 
support the community has given.

MULTI-MEDIA 
SERVICES 


The school library/media program remains the hub 
of each of the schools involvement with all types of in- 
structional techniques. These techniques include the use 
of books, computer, films, instructional television and 
cable television. Open and accessible to the entire facul- 
ty and students, the school library/media center is the 
focal point for the school media program which affects 
student learning in all areas of the curriculum. 


Here in Burlington, the school library/media pro- 
fessional oversees programs that integrate technology 
into the school curriculum. The media professional is 
trained to understand the applications and potential of 
all forms of information delivery systems. 


These uses of technology, by the _ school 
library/media professional insure that the most educa- 
tionally sound decisions are made concerning the expen- 
diture of the dollars devoted to technology in our 
schools. 


That society has changed from an industrial to an 
information base is now almost universally accepted as 
fact. Consequently, education must not be reluctant to 
accept and adopt technologies which would make its 
process more efficient and rewarding. Hopefully as a 
result the ‘‘product,’’ the public school graduate, will 
function successfully in a highly technological society. 
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HIGH SCHOOL TELEVISION COURSES 


The average American family watches more than 
five hours of TV each day. Moreover, children watch 
far too many programs that are produced for adult 
viewing. In point of fact over a million young children 
are still watching television at midnight. 


It is becoming increasingly evident that the use of 
TV without parental control can have a negative effect 
upon children. Therefore, it is important that we 
educate our students concerning the long range impact 
of TV on our society. With this in mind we offer our 
high school students courses to introduce them to both 
the techniques of TV productions, as well as the effect 
of such powerful medium. Here students study the 
historical development and the technical aspects of both 
radio and television. They are introduced to the positive 
aspects of TV as an effective teaching tool. 


In the advance media production course, our 
students have produced many outstanding programs 
which have been broadcast over channel 6, our public 
access channel. Programs aired this past year include: 
Teenage Suicide—an award winning program, pro- 
duced in conjunction with channel 6 technical staff; 
Crossfire—Violence In the Media; A Profile of Alfred 
Perry; Profile: Burlington High School; New Focuses 
on Burlington High School; The Dangers of Drinking 
and Driving and others. 


CABLE TV CONTRACT 


The Town of Burlington is currently in the process 
of negotiating the renewal of its cable TV license. 
Therefore, a cable advisory committee has been ap- 
pointed to negotiate with the cable company on behalf 
of the Board of Selectmen. As a member of this com- 
mittee, I view this as an opportunity to increase the 
viewing options for our subscribers and to take advan- 
tage of recent technological advances to benefit our 
school-wide instructional program. The contract, if suc- 
cessfully negotiated, will provide a new television studio 
at the high school. It will also provide additional equip- 
ment facilities and channels for a wider choice of 
children’s programming.

The first two week 
August Band Camp was initiated to prepare for rallies, 
football games, parades and competitions.

In the 1960’s officials in the State Department of 
Education realized that Vocational/Technical education was 
available only to those High School students who lived in 
one of the larger cities such as Boston, Lynn, Springfield, or 
Lowell. With the increasing number of people moving to 
the suburbs, it was apparent that the same educational op- 
portunities be made available to the children who lived in 
the suburban areas of the state. As a result, Shawsheen Tech 
was one of the 27 regional schools that were built at that 


‘time to serve the Vocational/Technical needs of the 


students. Shawsheen Tech, as a regional voca- 


_ tional/technical school, serves five towns which include 


Bedford, Billerica, Burlington, Tewksbury, and Wil- 
mington. The modern facility is located in Billerica con- 
sisting of 21 skill areas, 40 classrooms, a gymnasium, swim- 
ming pool as well as athletic facilities for a number of dif- 
ferent sports. 
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The operation of the school is in accordance with the 
established guidelines set up by the Department of Educa- 
tion, Division of Occupational Education which requires 
that 50% of the time be spent in academic classrooms and 
the remainder in a shop area. In the academic area, students 
have an eight-period day without any study periods, which 
enables them to equate their studies to that of the local high 
school. 


PARENTS NIGHT 


Two parents nights were held for 8th grade students 
and their parents. Those living in Bedford and Burlington 
were invited to tour the building and listen to talks on the 
operation and objectives of Shawsheen Tech on January 
10th. This was repeated for those living in Billerica, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington on January 16, 1985. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


Adult Education continues to be very much in demand in 
this area with some 19 programs in operation. In the fall of 
1985, adult education programs enrolled 417 students. 


MAJOR PROJECTS 


1984-85 House Building Project was an 8-room gar- 
rison house constructed in Burlington. 


The 1985-86 House Buildng Project will be constructed 
in Tewksbury and the owners have chosen a garrison type 
of home. 


Our students also continued to work on the renovation 
of the Buzzell School in Wilmington helping to convert the 
building into a senior citizen center, as well as some restora- 
tion work for the Tewksbury Fire Department, and some 
masonry work at Burlington High School. 


These projects give the construction trade students ex- 
cellent experience in the actual building process. 


EVALUATION 


Shawsheen Tech operates under Chapter 74. An 
evaluation of the school was done this year by the Depart- 
ment of Education. This consisted of visiting teachers from 
other schools evaluating all shop programs at Shawsheen 
Tech. At this time a full report is forthcoming from the 
Department of Education, but the initial reaction and com- 
ents from all evaluators were extremely positive and seemed 
quite pleased with the overall operation of the school. 


ACCREDITATION 


In accordance with the guidelines established by the 
Association of New England Schools and Colleges, an ac- 


creditation of our school is in the process. This is expected 
to be completed by the Spring of 1986. 


CO-OP PROGRAM 


This spring a report was received by Mr. Ken Faulkner, 
our placement counselor, that 167 seniors were working on 
the CO-OP program in conjunction with Business and In- 
dustry. We feel this reflects our excellent placement record 
and enhances the reputation of our school by providing the 
type of training that both industry and business is expecting. 
Some of the local businesses that employ our students are 
Applicon, Burroughs, Cambridge Tool & Mfg. Company, 
Digital, General Electric, High Voltage Engineering, 
Houghton Mifflin, Iverson Ford, Raytheon, RCA, 
Sweetheart Plastics, Tech Welding, United Car, Wang, as 
well as many other companies in the five district towns. 


STUDENT ACTIVITIES 


Many of our students participate in such activities as 
the Vocational Industrial Clubs of America (VICA). We 
were fortunate to have one of our students, Suzanne Ikels, 
win the Gold Medal at the nation-wide competition held in 
Phoenix, Arizona this past summer. Students also take part 
in the drama club, school newspaper, S.A.D.D. program as 
well as the many sports activities offered at the school. 


CRAFT ADVISORY COMMITTEES 


In order to-keep up with the advances in business and 
industry, representatives from various companies meet 
twice a year with our staff. The purpose of these meetings is 
to review the course of study and consider suggested im- 
provements not only in the curriculum area but also the 
equipment. 


OPEN HOUSE 


Open house was held May 9 with an excellent turnout. 
All shops were in operation, and teachers were all on hand 
to explain the skill training as well as the academic re- 
quirements of the school 


Beginning this past November 14, Open House will be 
held in the fall of each year. This will give 8th graders and 
their parents an opportunity to visit the school and to see the 
various shops in operation. In addition, they will receive in- 
formation regarding procedure for acceptance, re- 
quirements for graduation and extra-curricular activities. 


JOB FAIR 


In order to assist not only students from Shawsheen 
Tech but seniors from the five local schools, a Job Fair was 
held on March 12, 1985 at the Shriner’s Auditorium. There 
were over 30 company representatives on hand to discuss 
opportunities available in the job market at that time. It was 
encouraging to see over 800 students from this area attend 
the Job Fair in order to plan for their future. 
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GRADUATION — CLASS OF ’85 


On Sunday, June 9, 1985 diplomas were awarded to 
367 seniors. Graduation took place at the Shriners 
Auditorium with an estimated 4,000 people in attendance. 


Scholarships were awarded to 55 students. It is in- 
teresting to note that 62 of these graduates have been ac- 
cepted into either 2 or 4 year colleges. 


ENROLLMENT STATISTICS 


In accordance with the agreement between the five 
towns, the assessment of costs is based on the percentage of 
enrollment. The enrollment as of October 1, 1985 is as 
follows:

TREASURER/COLLECTORS 
REPORT 1985 


The Town of Burlington completed its second 
revaluation of property to full and fair cash value as of 
1-1-84 for fiscal year 1985. The Town was late setting 
their tax rate because of revaluation and actual tax bills 
were not mailed until March 28, 1985. The value of all 
property in Burlington after the revaluation was 
$14232,1215100: 


Until classification of property the Town has two 
tax rates it uses to allocate the tax burden effectively. 
State classification law allows any community to 
classify its property to a high of 135% of the single tax 
rate applied to commercial/industrial property and as 
low as 65% of a single tax rate to residential property. 
The Town has consistently kept commercial/industrial 
at 121% and residential at 79% since classification was 
enacted. The current value of all property as of 1-1-85 
for fiscal year 1986 was $1,261,488,100. This value 
reflects the enormous growth in property values in Burl- 
ington over the last four years. Commercial/industrial 
property by itself has averaged 63 million dollars a year 


taking both inflation of the market and increased 
building into account. The breakdown of taxes by class 
for fiscal year 1986 is as follows:

Due to the large increase in Commercial/Industrial 
development in Burlington, we have been able to im- 
prove our financial condition handsomely. We presently 
have a very secure and diversified tax base as shown by 
the breakdown above. This has enabled the Town to 
fund all its capital outlay or large infrastructure im- 
provements on an annual basis without increasing taxes 
more than the 2% % allowed by law. It has also enabled 
the Town not to issue any new bonded debt, while help- 
ing fund projects such as water treatment and improved 
distribution at a cost of $1,600,000, new roofs to several 
schools and municipal buildings costing over 
$1,000,000, pavement of our roads $300,000 and a 
satellite water treatment project costing over 
$1,000,000. These projects alone should have cost the 
town over $4,000,000 and an increase in taxes while 
funding them through a five year bond project. Instead 
the town has been able to fund them through annual tax 
rate, (while residential taxes went down) State grant 
programs and taking advantage of surplus cash after the 
operating budgets have all been voted. During this same 
period from FY 1982 through 1986 Town Meeting voted 
a stabilization principal amount of $1,507,681 with 
earned interest of $422,319. The fund now stands at 
$1,930,000. We also have a free cash balance of approx- 
imately $1,500,000 and a potential to increase taxes to 
cover future capital items of over $500,000 due to 
banked growth. 


However, all good planning such as this always 
meets with government realities such as the elimination 
of the Federal revenue sharing program. This program 
has been voted elimination as of 10-1-86 with no future 
funding proposed by the Reagan Administration. The 
Town is scheduled to lose $100,000 in FY 86 funding 
and elimination thereafter leaving the Town with a 
revenue loss of $700,000. 


The State Legislature in their wisdom voted a Hotel 
Motel tax which should net the Town $592,000 in 1986 
-and hopefully more funds thereafter with inflation of 
room prices. Therefore, with expected increases prom- 
ised by the Governor in local aid and this new Hotel tax 
the Town should be able to make up for this loss of 
revenue. Purely for information, the following figures 
from the Treasurer’s office are listed below:

Interest rates for 1985 were very stable. The prime 
lending rate for January was 10.75 and ended the year at 
9.50. The Town’s investment income was increased 
from $400,000 to $600,000. This was again a direct 
result of a healthier cash position. The Town averaged a 
free cash balance of almost $2,500,000 for a good part 
of 1985. This was the second year in a row the Town did 
not borrow tax anticipation money thus saving well over 
$80,000 in interest expense. 


The Town of Burlington’s health insurance rates 
for 1986 had to be increased 10%. This was a direct 
result of a bad claims experience year in 1985 for all 
employees covered in our health insurance programs. 
The Town had saved approximately $47,000 in 1983 
under a self insurance program, in 1984 we lost $18,000 
and 1985 we were projecting a loss of $30,000 because 
of high claims experience. We had to, therefore, raise 
our monthly premiums to cover anticipated high claims 
projected for 1986. The Town took steps to limit their 
liability relating to high claims by taking two positive 
steps. The first was to buy a specific stop loss insurance 
of $30,000 for each employee under Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield. We did this in 1985 and actually saved a possible 
liability of well over $50,000. We have also purchased 
this same insurance for 1986. Secondly, we hired Claims 
Monitoring Service which reviews all our claims mon- 
thly to make sure we are only billed for our correct 
claims and they file for reimbursement and credits for 
any recoveries over stop loss insurance of $30,000. 


Health insurance has become one of the most ex- 
pensive benefits of today. Thanks to the Selectmen’s 
support we have been able to offer diversified and quali- 
ty health insurance programs to all eligible employees 
while reducing costs significantly for both the Town and 
its employees. The following is a listing of gross and net 
payrolls, also withholdings for the years 1981 through 
1985. These are administered and reconciled by the 
Treasurer’s office.

The Real Estate and Personal Property tax com- 
mitment totaled $22,516,841 for fiscal year 1985. This 
represents 70% of the Town’s annual revenue. The ex- 
cise tax commitment on motor vehicles for calendar 
year 1985 was $1,197,887 which is a total increase of 
4.9% in taxes levied. 


Paul Kelley, our Deputy Collector of taxes, col- 
lected $143,314 in delinquent real estate, personal pro- 
perty and excise taxes during 1985 which continues to 
keep the Town of Burlington’s outstanding tax percen- 
tage to one of the lowest in the state. 


I would like to say that professionally speaking the 
Town of Burlington’s financial position is very secure. 
We must continue to look for alternative sources of 
revenue such as the Hotel tax, lease agreements on 
Town owned property and increased State aid. This is 
the only way we can effectively maintain our very suc- 
cessful record of fair tax rates and quality services. The 
tremendous growth we have seen the last ten years can- 
not continue. We must therefore be very conservative 
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not to deplete our entire free cash position or stabiliza- 
tion fund. We must continue to work together as a team 
carefully developing our priorities for capital budget ex- 
penditures for the future. Together with good planning 
and dedicated public officials we can effectively 
preserve the financial stability and success the town has 
enjoyed. 


I would like to publicly thank my entire staff, my 
fellow public officials and residents for their continued 
support. My last ten years as an official serving the 
Town has been professionally exciting, educationally 
rewarding and personally very satisfying.

AUDITORS’ REPORT ON 
INTERNAL CONTROLS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Burlington, Massachusetts: 


We have examined the financial statements of the 
Town of Burlington, Massachusetts for the year ended 
June 30, 1985, and have issued our report thereon, 
which was qualified in several respects, dated September 
24, 1985. As part of our examination, we made a study 
and evaluation of the system of internal accounting con- 
trol of the Town of Burlington to the extent we con- 
sidered necessary to evaluate the system as required by 
generally accepted auditing standards and the standards 
for financial and compliance audits contained in the 
U.S. General Accounting Office Standards for Audit of 
Governmental Organizations, Programs, Activities and 
Functions. For the purpose of this report, we have 
classified the significant internal accounting controls in 
the following categories: 


e Revenue 

¢ Expenditure - purchasing and payroll 
e Treasury 

¢ Financial reporting 


Our study included all of the control categories 
listed above except that we did not evaluate the accoun- 
ting controls over the treasury and financial reporting 
Categories as we believe that substantive audit tests, 
which were performed in those categories, were more 
cost-effective. The purpose of our study and evaluation 
was to determine the nature, timing and extent of the 
auditing procedures necessary for expressing an opinion 
-on the Town’s financial statements. Our study and 
evaluation was more limited than would be necessary to 
express an opinion on the system of internal accounting 
control taken as a whole or on any of the categories of 
controls identified above. 


The management of the Town of Burlington is re- 
sponsible for establishing and maintaining a system of 
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internal accounting control. In fulfilling this respon- 
sibility, estimates and judgments by management are re- 
quired to assess the expected benefits and related costs 
of control procedures. The objectives of a system are to 
provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, 
assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from 
unauthorized use or disposition, and that transactions 
are executed in accordance with management’s authori- 
zation and recorded properly to permit the preparation 
of financial statements. 


Because of inherent limitations in any system of in- 
ternal accounting control, errors or irregularities may 
nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also projection 
of any evaluation of the system to future periods is sub- 
ject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate 
because of changes in conditions or that the degree of 
compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study and evaluation, made for the limited 
purpose described in the first paragraph, would not 
necessarily disclose all material weaknesses in the 
system. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on 
the system of internal accounting control of the Town 
of Burlington taken as a whole or on any of the 
categories of controls identified in the first paragraph. 
However, our study and evaluation disclosed no condi- 
tions that we believe to be material weaknesses. 


This report is intended solely for the use of 
management of the Town of Burlington, the Office of 
Revenue Sharing and other associated federal organiza- 
tions. This restriction is not intended to limit the 
distribution of this report, which, upon acceptance by 
the management of the Town of Burlington, is a matter 
of public record.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


JUNE 30, 1985 


(1) Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


Accounting policies and financial reporting prac- 
tices for municipalities in Massachusetts are prescribed 
by the Uniform Municipal Accounting System (UMAS) 
promulgated by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Department of Revenue. The significant accounting 
policies followed by the town are as follows: 


(a) Basis of Presentation — The accompanying 
financial statements include the financial 
transactions of the Town of Burlington, 
Masssachusetts, except for those transactions 
involving the Burlington Housing Authority, 
the Middlesex County Retirement System and 
the Simonds Park Trust which are activities 
independent of the Town.

Fund Accounting — Financial transactions of 
the Town are recorded in the following funds 
or account group:

The General Fund reflects the financial 
transactions related to general govern- 
mental activities that are not otherwise ac- 
counted for in another fund. The water 
and sewer department activities are 
recorded as part of the General Fund 
because the Town’s philosophy is to fund 
the operations of the water and sewer 
department through a combination of 
user charges and property tax levies. 
Water and sewer rates are approved by 
the Board of Selectmen. 


Included within the General Fund are the 
unreserved fund balance (surplus revenue) 
and overlay surplus — 


— The unreserved fund balance is the 
amount by which unrestricted cash, ac- 
counts receivable and other assets ex- 
ceed liabilities and reserves. 


—The overlay surplus represents the 
unused portion of funds appropriated 
for tax abatements in prior year. This 
surplus is available to fund extraor- 
dinary or unforeseen expenses upon 
vote by the Town Meeting. 


Special Revenue Funds account for the 
proceeds of specific revenue sources 
(other than expendable trusts or major 
capital projects) that are legally restricted 
to expenditures for specified purposes. 
These sources include Federal Revenue 
Sharing funds, which must be expended in

accordance with Federal Revenue Sharing 
guidelines, gifts and grants from outside 
sources, which must be expended in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the grants 
and funds related to specific activities of 
the Town. These funds are available to 
fund future operations as prescribed by 
the Town. 


The Capital Projects Funds account for 
the acquisition of capital facilities fi- 
nanced in whole or in part by long-term 
debt. Other acquired capital facilities 
financed through tax levies are reflected 
as expenditures in the General Fund State- 
ment of Revenues, Transfers, Expen- 
ditures and Changes in Fund Balances. 


The Trust and Agency Funds account for 
money and securities received and held by 
the Town as trustee or custodian for in- 
dividuals, private organizations and other 
governmental agencies. Trust and Agency 
Funds also include, under the custody of 
the Town Treasurer, monies appropriated 
by the Town to fund supplemental con- 
tributions to the Middlesex County 
Retirement System. 


Trust Funds are classified as expendable 
or nonexpendable depending on whether 
the principal portion of the fund balance 
may be expended or whether only invest- 
ment income may be used. 


The General Long-Term Obligations Ac- 
count Group (Note 3) includes the 
liabilities for long-term debt and accrued 
sick pay benefits. The balance payable on 
long-term debt is offset by resources to be 
provided through taxation in future years 
and state reimbursements for the retire- 
ment of the unmatured bonds. 


Under the terms of Chapter 645 of the 
Acts of 1948, as amended, the Town is 
reimbursed by the State over the period of 
the debt service for a portion of its debt 
which was incurred to finance school con- 
struction. These reimbursements are in- 
cluded in General Fund revenue when 
received from the Commonwealth. 


Under the specified conditions of certain 
collective bargaining agreements with 
town employees, a portion of their ac- 
cumulated sick pay is vested and payable 
upon retirement. The Town accounts for 
these payments on a cash basis. Ap- 
propriate adjustments have been made to 
reflect this liability in the accompanying 
financial statements at June 30, 1985.

Accounting for Revenues — Revenues in the 
governmental fund types (General Fund and 
Special Revenue Funds) are accounted for us- 
ing a modified accrual basis whereby the 
receipts during the July 1 to August 31 period 
that are allocable to the preceding fiscal year 
are reflected as revenue for that year. 


Accounting for Expenditures — Disburse- 
ments for material and supply inventories are 
considered expenditures rather than assets at 
the time of purchase. Prepayments are record- 
ed as expenditures at the time of payment and 
are not deferred and amortized. Interest cost 
is recognized when due and is not accrued 
over time. The repayment of long-term debt 
principal is recorded as an expenditure of the 
General Fund. 


Temporary Investments — Temporary in- 
vestments are stated at cost which approx- 
imates market value. 


Accounting for Fixed Assets — Through June 
30,, 1985, the Department of Revenue did not 
require the recording of fixed assets in the 
general ledger. Accordingly, the Town does 
not record General Fund fixed assets in an 
asset account in the Town’s general ledger at 
the time of acquisition, but expenses them 
when purchased. 


Budgetary — GAAP Reporting Reconcilia- 
tion — Accounting principles applied for pur- 
poses of developing data on a budgetary basis 
differ from those used to present financial 
statements in conformity to generally ac- 
cepted accounting principles (GAAP). A 
reconciliation of budgetary-basis to GAAP- 
basis results for the General Fund is presented 
below:

Massachusetts law does not require prepara- 
tion of a budget for grants accounted for in 
the Special Revenue Funds. Since such grants, 
other than Federal Revenue Sharing, are not 
budgeted, a budgetary comparison with actual 
results of operations is not presented. 
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(2) Retirement Plans 


Teachers, certain administrators and other pro- 
fessional employees of the Town’s School Department 
participate in a contributory retirement plan ad- 
ministered by the Massachusetts Teachers’ Retirement 
Board. The Town does not contribute to this plan. 


Substantially all other Town employees par- 
ticipate in the Middlesex County Retirement System (the 
System). Under the provisions of the System, employees 
contribute certain percentages of their pay and are eligi- 
ble for retirement benefits after meeting the prescribed 
age and/or period of service criteria. In addition, the 
Town contributes an annual amount determined by the 
State Division of Public Employee Retirement Ad- 
ministration primarily on the basis of projected annual 
benefit payments for the year (‘‘pay-as-you-go’’). 


In addition to contributions to the Middlesex 
County Retirement System, the Town maintains a 
separate trust fund, which is administered by the 
Treasurer, to provide supplemental funding of the 
Town’s unfunded past service costs in accordance with 
Chapter 559 of the Acts of 1977. This fund’s balance 
was $254,629 at June 30, 1985 and is included in Trust 
and Agency Funds in the accompanying Combined 
Balance Sheet. 


Certain retired former employees of the Town, 
who qualified for a veterans exemption, elected not to 
participate in the System. The Town pays retirement 
benefits to these employees from the general ap- 
propriated funds of the Town. These employees are not 
included in the following actuarial valuation provided 
by the System and there is no available estimate of their 
related actuarial liability. The 1985 pension expense 
relation to these employees was $8,979. 


The latest actuarial valuation of the System (as 
of January 1, 1983) determined that the annual cost, in- 
cluding amortization of past service cost over 30 years, 
would approximate 23.9% of annual payroll cost. The 
amount of pension expense determined under this 
method would be $1,723,641 for 1985. Pension expense, 
recorded by the Town on a ‘‘pay-as-you-go”’ basis for 
1985, including supplemental Chapter 559 funding, was 
$1,160,683.

The actuarial present value of accumulated 
benefits is determined using the Entry Age Normal Cost 
Method by William M. Mercer, Incorporated, actuarial 
consultants, and is the amount which results from ap- 
plying actuarial assumptions to reflect the time value 
of money and the probability of payment to those 
future periodic payments that are attributable under the 
System’s provisions to the service employees have 
rendered. The significant actuarial assumptions are (1) 
life expectancy of participants according to the 1971 
Group Annuity Mortality Table, (2) an investment 
return of 742% per annum, (3) salary increases at a rate 
of 6% per annum and (4) an inflation rate of 4% % per 
annum.

In addition, the Town has carried forward ap- 
propriations totaling $2,646,907 from 1985 and prior 
years for projects authorized by the Town Meeting but 
not yet completed. Amounts carried forward include 
General Fund continued appropriations of $2,556,761 
and Capital Projects Funds continued appropriations of 
$90,146. 


(5) Commitments and Contingencies 


The Town has been named as a defendant in a 
number of lawsuits at June 30, 1985. In the opinion of 
the administration, the ultimate resolution of these legal 
actions will not result in a material loss to the Town. 


In fiscal 1985, the Town received payment for 
fiscal 1982 property taxes of approximately $418,000 in 
excess of the original commitment plus interest related 
to the overdue payment of approximately $128,00. The 
$418,000 has been recorded as deferred revenue until 
such time as a related tax abatement case has been settl- 
ed. At that time, it will be recorded as revenue to the ex- 
tent it is not refunded to the taxpayer as part of the 
abatement settlement. The related interest of approx- 
imately $128,000 was recorded as interest revenue in 
fiscal 1985. In the opinion of Town management, abate- 
ment reserves, overlay surplus plus the $418,000 de- 
ferred revenue are adequate to cover refunds, if any, 
that might be requireu to settle the Town’s abatement 
claims.

Considerable progress has been made this year to 
automate the office which has resulted in increased effi- 
ciency and effectiveness. Much more needs to be done 
and, fortunately, we now have the tools to accomplish our 
goals. 


It was a busy year for elections and thanks to our 
two new Voting Machine Custodians, Harry Greenlaw and 
Arthur Wyman, and our election officers, things went 
smoothly. More coverage at the polls and more flexible 
shifts were implemented this year. In the past, finding 
pollworkers was difficult. Through newspaper ads and 
references, we now have a substantial pool of interested 
people to call upon. 


Town Meeting accepted a State Statute allowing the 
Town to withdraw from the County Dog System which 
will result in added revenue for the Town. In 1987, we will 
be able to offer a one or two year dog license, depending 


on rabies expiration date, which should considerably cut 
down on the administrative time required to license dogs. 


The office continues to be open the first and third 
Saturday mornings of the month, September through 
June, however, few residents are taking advantage of the 
extra hours. The Thursday evening schedule at Town Hall 
has been reduced to the third Thursday of the month. If 
business doesn’t pick up on Saturdays, a determination 
will be made as to going to a seasonal schedule. 


No office operates well without the cooperation and 
expertise of the staff. Thank you Peggie Gelinas, Lois 
Shramek and Mary Lou Raleigh for your professionalism, 
expertise and good nature.

It was moved and seconded to suspend the rules to 
take Article 69 out of order. Unanimously voted to take 
Article 69 out of order. 


ARTICLE 69— 


RE: Zoning By-Law Text Amendment — Article XI, 
Moratorium 


The Article as it appears in the Warrant was moved 
& seconded. The Planning Board voted 6-0 in favor of 
Article 69. UNANIMOUSLY VOTED that the Town 
amend the Zoning By-Law, Article, XI, ‘‘Moratorium 
on Uses Requiring Site Plans and Special Permits,’’ to 
extend the moratorium by fourteen (14) months to July 
13, 1987 by approving the following motion: 


WHEREAS: 


On May 13, 1985, the Burlington Town Meeting 
approved a one year moratorium on uses requiring site 
plans and special permits except for those that would 
not result in more than 7,500 square feet of additional 
floor area per parcel. The existing moratorium expires 
on May 13, 1986. 


On September 5, 1985 the Attorney General cer- 
tified the zoning amendment declaring the moratorium. 


The moratorium was declared because Burlington 
has experienced a high rate of commercial growth and 
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development which has resulted in infrastructure pro- 
blems, the most pressing of which are problems with 
water quality, quantity and distribution; traffic conges- 
tion; inflow and infiltration into the sewage system; and 
inadequate storm drainage. 


Because of the growing impact of commercial 
development on Burlington’s infrastructure, Burlington 
questioned its basic policies concerning growth and 
began to reevaluate its land use policies and develop- 
ment regulations. 


The purpose of the moratorium was to allow the 
Planning Board to make a concerted effort to review the 
town’s land use policies and regulations and to permit 
other town departments to continue the identification of 
courses of action to implement solutions to the town’s 
infrastructure problems. 


The town has worked hard to reconsider its land 
use policies and regulations and to address its in- 
frastructure problems during the moratorium of the last 
year and has made considerable progress. However, 
significant work items remain to be done and are critical 
to directing future growth in Burlington and to accom- 
modating the development impacts of further develop- 
ment. The moratorium should be extended to ensure 
that adequate land use regulations are in place and that 
the town’s infrastructure will be able to accommodate 
additional commercial development before it is permit- 
ted. 


The following is a progress report on the town’s ef- 
forts undertaken pursuant to the moratorium. 


During the moratorium, the following steps have 
been taken to address the INFRASTRUCTURE PRO- 
BLEMS: 


Water Quality, Quantity & Distribution 


An emergency water treatment plant for a 
portion of the ground water wellfield is under con- 
struction and is expected to be completed in July, 
1986. It will treat the water from three wells and 
reclaim approximately 1.2 million gallons. 


The Northern Water Transmission Main, 
Phases I and II, were constructed which will im- 
prove water distribution to the northern residen- 
tial areas of town. 


A warrant article in the amount of $1.125 
million has been submitted to May, 1986 Town 
Meeting to fund the design of a water treatment 
plan for the entire wellfield. 


A warrant article in the amount of $265,000 
has been submitted to May, 1986 Town Meeting to 
fund improvements to the treatment plant at the 
Mill Pond Reservoir, including standby power, 
static mixer, sludge ponds and spill containment 
which will improve the reliability and quality of 
that water source. 


A warrant article in the amount of $960,000 
has been submitted to May, 1986 Town Meeting to 
fund the construction of the Central Connector 
between Greenleaf Mountain and the Center 
Street tanks. 


The Southern Water Transmission Main, 
which would improve service in the commercial 
area adjacent to Route 128 has not yet been 
scheduled for construction. 


While the Environmental Impact Report for 
the emergency water connection through Lex- 
ington has been completed, final approval of the 
connection has not been secured. 


Traffic 


The town is analyzing the intersection of 
Beacon Street, Winn Street and Keans Road and 
designing the roadway improvements that would 
be necessary to improve capacity and operations 
at that location. 


The construction improvements along the 
Middlesex Turnpike from the southern town line 
north to Lexington Street are scheduled to begin in 
Spring, 1986. 


The Gutierrez Company, in consultation with 
the town, and as part of the required im- 
provements for an office park, has redesigned and 
constructed roadway improvements on Cam- 
bridge Street for the Route 128 — Route 3A 
southbound off-ramp through to the Wayside 
Road intersection. 


The town is completing improvements to 
Cambridge Street under a State PWED grant to 
redesign and reconstruct the intersection of Center 
Street with Cambridge Street. 


The town has a PWED grant to complete the 
design of improvements to Wheeler Road which 
provides access to the commercially zoned area 
south of Route 128 and east of the Middlesex 
Turnpike. 


The town is seeking State funding for a free 
right turn from Cambridge Street onto Wilming- 
ton Road. 


The town is seeking funding from the State 
under the PWED program to analyze and design 
improvements for Winn Street from Route 128 
south to the town line. 


The town is seeking funding to continue the 
improvements along the Middlesex Turnpike from 
Bedford Street north to the town line. The design 
work for this project have been completed. 


A warrant article in the amount of $38,000 
has been submitted to the May, 1986 Town 
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Meeting to signalize the intersection of Francis 
Wyman and Cambridge Street. 


Sewer 


The overall improvement of the sewer system 
which Burlington connects into lies with the 
Massachusetts Water Resource Authority. Im- 
provements to capacity in the system will probably 
not occur until the adequate treatment of the ef- 
fluent carried by the existing system has been pro- 
vided. However, Burlington is working through 
the State water pollution control programs to 
remove stormwater and surface drainage flow 
from the sewer system. 


The town has completed Step I, the Inflow 
and Infiltration Study, to identify the cost effec- 
tive areas of removing storm water from the sewer 
system. 


The town has also completed Step II, the 
Sewer System Evaluation Study, to identify 
specific sources of inflow for the three most cost 
effective areas identified in Step I. The town is 
now seeking State funding in the amount of ap- 
proximately $126,000 to begin work on the next 
three most cost effective areas. 


The town has begun Step III, the rehabilita- 
tion work to correct the sources of inflow and in- 
filtration and has completed the work to correct 
infiltration problems in the three most cost effec- 
tive areas. The town is seeking funding to 
rehabilitate the sewer lift stations and to install 
and improve local drainage to take the storm 
water that is now being pumped into the sewer 
system through sump pumps and roof drains. 


Drainage 


In the past year the town has undertaken 
$77,000 of local drainage projects, including im- 
provements in the areas of Locust Street, Peach 
Orchard and Wellseley, Delores Street, and 
Chestnut and Alma Streets. 


The town has scheduled for the 1986 con- 
struction season local drainage improvements for 
Westwood Street, Bedford Street from College 
Road to Middlesex Turnpike, and Mountain Road 
and Burlington Street. The town has also schedul- 
ed the construction of two major culvert systems 
recommended in the Master Drainage Plan. 


For Fiscal 1987, the Engineering Department - 
is seeking $100,000 to continue with its program 
of local drainage improvements. 


A warrant article in the amount of $92,000 
has been submitted to the May, 1986 Town 
Meeting to complete the Master Drainage Plan for 
the town. The 1979 report covered two of the three 
river basins — the Shawsheen and Mystic River 


basins. The proposed study would consider the 
third basin, the Ipswich River basin. 


During the moratorium, the Planning Board has 
undertaken the following in attempting to address the 
LAND USE POLICY ISSUES: 


The moratorium did not begin to reduce the 
workload of the Planning Board and planning 
staff until the beginning of 1986. Initially, the 
moratorium resulted in an increased workload for 
the Planning Board. Because property that is 
recently subdivided is exempt from changes in the 
Zoning By-Law, several property owners filed 
preliminary subdivisions just prior to the May, 
1985 Town Meeting to gain protection from pro- 
posed zoning changes, including the moratorium. 
Most of these property owners also filed definitive 
subdivision plans in November and December, 
1985 to maintain their exemption. The Board had 
to process site plans that had been filed before the 
cut-off date of the moratorium, and the Board 
continues to process site plans for changes, small 
additions and new construction that do not exceed 
7,500 square feet as required by the moratorium. 


The Planning Board has been working on two 
major projects since the moratorium which are 
nearing completion. 


The Planning Board Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations have been virtually upchanged since 
1961. The Board is in the process of reviewing and 
adopting a major revision of these regulations that 
would improve the submission requirements, the 
review procedure and the evaluation criteria for all 
divisions of land to create new lots. The Board 
and staff are also working on a complete revision 
of the construction standards for subdivisions. It 
is projected that the Board will hold public hear- 
ings to consider the adoption of the revised rules 
and regulations in June or July, 1986. 


A planning study of the development and 
redevelopment potential under the existing zoning 
is also nearly complete. The study involved review 
of all the parcels within the town to identify those 
that are vacant and those that could accommodate 
significant additional development under the zon- 
ing. This information has provided the basis for 
two land use maps, one showing publicly owned 
land and one showing the development potential 
of privately owned land. A summary report pro- 
viding the tabulation of the development potential 
and the land use control issues that need to be ad- 
dressed is being drafted and should be available 
shortly. 


This report on remaining development poten- 
tial will provide the basis for the Planning Board, 
in consultation with other town Boards and of- 
ficials, to determine what changes should be made 
in the town’s overall land use pattern, as shown in 
the Zoning Map, and what revisions to the Zoning 
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By-Law are necessary to regulate and manage the 
remaining development potential. The Planning 
Board expects to make revisions to the Zoning By- 
Law its priority this year, now that changes to the 
Subdivision Rules and Regulations are substan- 
tially complete. 


The Planning Board also prepared and sub- 
mitted to the State Executive Office of Com- 
munities and Development a grant proposal to 
undertake a ‘‘Housing Needs and Strategies Plan’’ 
to address Burlington’s affordable housing issues. 
Burlington was not awarded the grant, but Town 
Meeting at their January, 1986 meeting provided 
the funding to hire a consultant to begin the hous- 
ing study anyway. The Planning Board staff is 
working on drafting the request for proposals. 
The Planning Board will select the consultant and 
the study should be underway by May or June, 
1986. 


IN SUMMARY, while Burlington has accomplish- 
ed a considerable amound during the past year, some 
significant work items needed to address the infrastruc- 
ture problems and land use issues will not be complete 
or scheduled prior to the expiration of the existing 
moratorium. Therefore, in order to provide sufficient 
time for Burlington to complete the major infrastruc- 
ture and planning projects necessary to accommodate 
and regulate future commercial development, the 
moratorium should be extended. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by Town 
Meeting that the Zoning By-Law is amended by deleting 
the existing Section 11.1 and replacing it with the 
following: 


11.1 Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
By-Law to the contrary, no use requiring a site 
plan, site plan waiver, or special permit shall be 
approved for one year from May 13, 1985 and this 
time period is further extended for fourteen mon- 
ths from May 13, 1986 to July 13, 1987, WITH 
THE FOLLOWING EXCEPTIONS....

T.M.M.’s were urged to fund financial ar- 
ticles up to $3,000,000. through increased taxation in 
order to maintain a healthy stabilization account in an- 
ticipation of future capital expenditure needs. 


After considerable debate, the members voted to 
adopt the strategy of raising taxes to accommodate 
financial articles by a clear majority.

5.0 Kennels 
Any owner/keeper of four dogs or more three 
months old or over shall apply for a kennel 
license. 


Kennel licenses shall not be issued unless the Dog 
Offficer has made a favorable recommendation to 
the Town Clerk and unless a license has been ob- 
tained from the Board of Health. The recommen- 
dation of the Dog Officer shall be based on an an- 
nual inspection of the premises as provided in 
Chapter 140 section 137C of the Mass. General 
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Laws in addition to complaints registered and 
violations committee in the previous 12 month 
period against the owner/keeper. 


A ‘‘kennel’’ constitutes one pack or collection of 
dogs on a single premise, whether maintained for 
breeding, sale, training, hunting or other purposes 
and including a shop where dogs are on sale, and 
also including every pack or collection of more 
than three dogs three months old or over owned or 
kept by a person on a single premise irrespective of 
the purpose for which they are maintained. 


The Clerk shall upon application issue without 
charge a kennel license to any domestic charitable 
corporation incorporated exclusively for the pur- 
pose of protecting animals from cruelty, neglect or 
abuse and for the relief of suffering among 
animals. 


6.0 Property Damage 

Owner/keeper of dogs, if known, are responsible 
for any damages caused to property, livestock or 
fowl belonging to any other resident. Whoever 
suffers loss by the worrying, maiming or killing of 
his livestock or fowls by dogs, whose owner/keep- 
er is unknown, may inform the Dog Officer who 
shall proceed to the premises where the damage 
was done and determine whether the same was in- 
flicted by dogs, and if so, appraise the amount 
thereof, not to exceed $50.00. The Dog Officer 
shall submit a report of the damages found to the 
Selectmen who shall examine all bills for damages 
and issue an order upon the Treasurer for such 
amounts as they decide to be just and shall notify 
all interested parties of their decision. The 
Treasurer shall pay all orders drawn upon him in 
full for the above purposes.

No reimbursement shall be made for damage by a 
dog to dogs, cats, and other pets. 

6.2 
If any provision of this by-law be deemed unen- 
forceable, the remaining provisions shall continue 
in full force and effect.

tax board. 


b. The licensing authority may deny, revoke or sus- 
pend any license or permit, including renewals and 
transfers held by any party whose name appears 
on said list furnished to the licensing authority by 
the Tax Collector; provided, however, that written 
notice is given to the party and the Tax Collector, 
as required by applicable provisions of law, and 
the party is given a hearing, to be held not earlier 
than fourteen days after said notice. Said list shall 
be prima facie evidence for denial, revocation or 
suspension of said license or permit held by any 
party. The Tax Collector shall have the right to in- 
tervene in any hearing conducted with respect to 
such license denial, revocation or suspension. 


Any findings made by the licensing authority with 
respect to such license denial, revocation or 
suspension shall be made only for the purpose of 
such proceeding and shall not be relevant to or in- 
troduced in any other proceeding at law, except 
for any appeal from such license denial, revoca- 
tion or suspension. Any license or permit denied, 
suspended or revoked under this section shall not 
be reissued or renewed until the license authority 
receives a certificate issued by the Tax Collector 
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that the party is in good standing with respect to 
any and all local taxes, fees, assessments, bet- 
terments, or other municipal charges, payable to 
the municipality as of the date of issuance of said 
certificate. 


c. | Any party shall be given an opportunity to enter 
into a payment agreement, thereby allowing the 
licensing authority to issue a certificate indicating 
said limitations to the license or permit and the 
validity of said license shall be conditioned upon 
the satisfactory compliance with said agreement. 
Failure to comply with said agreement shall be 
grounds for the suspension or revocation of said 
license or permit; provided, however, that the 
holder shall be given notice and a hearing as re- 
quired by applicable provisions of law. 


d. The Licensing Authority may waive such denial, 
suspension or revocation if it finds there is no 
direct or indirect business interest by the property 
owner, its officers or stockholders, if any, or 
members of his immediate family, as defined in 
Section One of Chapter 268 of the General Laws, 
in the business or activity conducted in or on said 


property. 


This section shall not apply to the following license 
or permits: open burning; bicycle permits; sale of ar- 
ticles for charitable purposes; children work permits; 
clubs and associations dispensing food or beverage 
licenses; dog licenses, fishing, hunting and trapping 
licenses; marriage licenses; and theatrical event and 
public exhibition permits.

This past year will always be viewed by this Board 
as the year of change, and reorganization. In June 1986 
Richard Gladstone was appointed Town Administrator, 
replacing the departed Bob Mercier. At this time the ef- 
forts and accomplishments of Phyllis Rogers in her role 
as Acting Town Administrator should be recognized. The 
yeoman service-performed by Phyllis and her associates 
in the Selectmen’s Office kept the ship on an even keel. 
In September 1986 Harold Publicover announced his re- 
tirement and Syamal Chaudhuri was named to replace 
him as Superintendent of Public Works. December found 
us appointing Paul Thibault as Chief of our Fire Depart- 
ment, thus filling the year-long vacancy occasioned by the 
retirement of Chief Herb Crawford. Our veteran Chief 
of Police Ed McCafferty announced his retirement, ef- 
fective March 1987. Over the next few months we will be 
actively seeking qualified candidates for Police Chief and 
Town Engineer. The guard has changed, the distinguished 
veterans have gone on to well deserved retirement. The 
Board anticipates and indeed expects that the level of ser- 
vices we have all become accustomed to will continue, and 
be enhanced by this new cadre of managers. 


During this year we continued to upgrade the quali- 
ty and quantity of water supplied to the town. The 
Emergency Water Treatment Plant for the main well 
field was put on line in September, and we are pleased to 
report that we are recovering 1.6 million gallons per day 
from wells, 3, 4, and 5. The design phase contract for 
the full Treatment Plant has been awarded and work is 
under way. The final two phases of the water distribu- 
tion transmission lines should be completed in a few 
months. Projects relating to our five year Master and 
Local Drainage programs are on schedule. It is impor- 
tant, however, that we expedite and add some more 
local drainage programs. This would allow relief from 
the ‘‘illegal’’ sump connections to our sanitary sewers, 
with the bottom line being the lifting of the DEQE 
moratorium on sewer connections. 
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This Board has signed an agreement with a 
developer to allow approximately 400 housing units to 
be constructed in the Peach Orchard Rd. area. This was 
not a popular or easy decision for this Board. The im- 
pending imposition of Executive Order #215 and the 
resultant loss of state funds due to our ‘‘restrictive hous- 
ing policies’’ left us with no alternative. We at least were 
able to dampen the impact on our community by 
negotiating to 400 units from a high of 530 units. Ona 
similar note this board signed the ‘‘Eminent Domain’”’ 
documents in order to acquire the 270 acres of the 
‘‘Landlocked”’ parcel. It is the intention of this board 
that this parcel of land remain underdeveloped to pro- 
tect our water recharge and Aquifer Zones. 


Over the past several years through a broad tax 
base and sound financial management this town has 
been able to offer its residents services not readily 
available in comparable communities throughout the 
Commonwealth. We still have significant monetary 
reserves in ‘‘free cash’’ and ‘‘Stabilization Funds’’. 
However, massive capital expenditures for Water Treat- 
ment and other infrastructure improvements are in the 
immediate future. To insure we have the necessary 
funds to carry out these programs, the ‘‘Financial 
Management”’ team will be examining various vehicles 
such as levying the tax rate to our full evaluation, 
‘*bonding’’ certain programs etc. The recommendations 
will be acted upon by the Board of Selectman and Town 
Meeting. 


The Chairman of the Board expresses his gratitude 
to his fellow Board members, and to all Town 
employees for their accomplishing all of the above, but 
also: 


a) Negotiating and ratification of four (4) multi 
year union contracts. 


b) The redesign and utilization of the Center 
School building to house our Human Services 


groups, Council on aging with the new Senior 
Citizens Center, Community Life Center, 
Recreation, Board of Health, and Veterans 
services. 


Finally this board is grateful for the compliments 
of what we have accomplished to date and 
acknowledges the encouragement to cope with the enor- 
mity of the tasks before us.

LIBRARY 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


During 1986, the Library Board of Trustees, in ad- 
dition to its normal activities of setting policy, approv- 
ing use of the library’s meeting room, and overseeing 
the financial aspects of library operation, was con- 
cerned with two ongoing projects. The first project — 
automation of library services — is in the second of 
three phases. The staff has worked hard this year at bar 
coding in preparation for entering our collection into 
the Merrimack Valley Library Consortium’s database. 
Town Meeting’s approval of funds for the requisite ter- 
minal and telecommunication equipment in May, 1986, 
has enabled the library to progress to the point where 
automated Interlibrary Loan will soon be possible. This 
will shorten the time needed for Interlibrary Loan from 
about two weeks to one or two days. With access to the 
holdings in the other libraries in the system, a patron 
will know within seconds which library has a particular 
book and if it is on the shelf; the patron may then either 
go to that library or have it sent to Burlington the next 
day. 


The other ongoing project concerns the need for ex- 
pansion. A space needs assessment prepared by Library 
Director, Geraldine Guentner, clarified the need for ad- 
ditional space, and the Board is currently working on 
the commission of a study to determine the feasibility of 
an addition to the library. 


During 1986 Town Meeting approved funds to 
replace the Fire Alarm Control Panel and to modernize 
the telephone system. The new Control Panel was essen- 
tial because the old one was beyond repair, and the new 
telephone system with intercom has been much more ef- 
ficient and allowed more timely response to telephone 
inquiries. 


Members of the Board, in addition to attending 
monthly Board meetings, also attended other meetings 
for informational or lobbying purposes. In September, 
Sarah Nisenson and Janet Comey represented the Burl- 
ington Board at Legislative Day at the State House to 
show support for legislature beneficial to public 
libraries and to learn more about State services to 
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libraries. Chairperson, Deborah Baer, attended the an- 
nual meeting of the Massachusetts Library Trustees 
Association on October 25, 1986, gaining information 
both from formal sessions and from more informal 
dialogue with other trustees. 


The Library Board of Trustees appreciates the 
creativity of the library staff in reaching out to the com- 
munity with excellent programs for both children and 
adults. The Board looks forward to working with Miss 
Guentner and her staff to continue the improvement of 
library services, to proceed with automation, and to 
provide for additional space for library needs.

PUBLIC LIBRARY 


INTRODUCTION 


Big changes are coming! Automation is on the way! 
This year the staff thoroughly weeded the collection to 
eliminate titles which were no longer circulating after a 
period of five years and which had no permanent or 
historical value and titles which were outdated—after 
this was completed, the staff started putting barcode 
labels on every book which was to remain in the collec- 
tion and matching barcode labels on every shelf list 
card. This time — consuming process is about half 
completed and we will be able to start entering the 
library’s collection in the Consortium database early in 
1987. 


The result of this will be access to collections of all 
20 libraries in the Consortium and we will immediately 
be able to serve the needs of Burlington’s citizens better 
and faster. Ultimately, the circulation procedures will 
be computerized, further improving service. 


The staff is excited about using this new tool, while 
bearing in mind the fact that it is only a tool and that 
good library service still requires people with brain 
tissue and — most important of all — kind hearts, ready 
to respond when needed.

ADULT SERVICES 


After careful evaluation of the collection last year, 
the adult services staff has been working to update 
materials through new book purchases and to increase 
the depth of materials in the science section. 


The beginning of library computerization for cir- 
culation control has the staff actively engaged in bar- 
coding over 55,000 volumes in the collection. At the end 
of 1986 half the collection has been processed for com- 
puter input to begin in early 1987. Trips to the Billerica, 
Reading and Chelmsford Public Libraries to see the 
computer circulation systems and discuss procedural 
questions have given the staff an overview of the com- 
puter system prior to its arrival in Burlington. 


Service to senior citizens continued in 1986 with the 
Homebound Delivery Service available to those adults 
unable to come to the Library. The adult services 
department presented lectures on estate and wills, con- 
sumer fraud and real estate facts for retirement years 
for the elderly. In addition, the assistant director with 
the cooperation of the Council on Aging and the Burl- 
ington School Department coordinated a four part 
computer instruction program for senior citizens in Fall, 
1986. 


Besides providing printed materials for adults in 
Burlington, The adult services department held 
numerous lectures in the spring and fall of 1986 in the 
library’s small meeting room. There were three invest- 
ment programs on stocks and bonds plus a program on 
financing college education. Programs aimed at increas- 
ing mental health included talks on basic feelings, stress 
management and weight control. For the high school 
student and his parents, the library sponsored a talk on 
the college application process. Real estate investment 
facts were provided for local residents in a talk at the 
Library. A work reentry program provided women with 
facts needed to rejoin the workforce. 
ed women with facts needed to rejoin the workforce. 


While four year olds participated in story hour pro- 
grams their parents attended talks on children’s 
literature, the child’s emotional needs, transition from 
pre-school to kindergarten, children and money, keep- 
ing children healthy and safety practices for young 
children. 


The assistant director worked with the Council on 
Aging, the Burlington Recreation Department, the Burl- 
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ington School Department, the Burlington Police 
Department, the Burlington Public Health Nurse and 
the Burlington Business Roundtable to provide quality 
library service and programs for adults in the communi- 
ty. 


The local cable TV company taped a number of 
these programs to air to local viewers. We look forward 
to continuing cooperation between cable TV and the 
library. 


The assistant director provided fund-raising direc- 
tion in 1986. The Library received five hundred dollars 
from Raytheon Corporation and two hundred fifty 
dollars from Mixdorf and the Friends of the Library for a 
museum pass to the Computer Museum in Boston for 
the next two years. A special Summer Clearance Book 
Sale in conjunction with the Friends of the Library rais- 
ed over two hundred dollars. 


In October, 1986 the adult services department con- 
ducted an audio-visual survey of Burlington Library 
users. Twenty-nine percent of the 450 respondents asked 
for phonograph record purchases, forty-two percent 
asked for audio cassette purchase, thirteen percent re- 
quested compact discs, and eighty-nine percent want 
video tapes as part of the library collection. As a result 
of this study the library will begin to purchase educa- 
tional audio and video cassettes in 1987. 


REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 


This year the reference department focused on im- 
proving the quality of our science and medical reference 
sections. Many new books were purchased on prescrip- 
tion drugs, diseases, medical specialists and treatments, 
the history of science, medicine, and natural history. 


We also began a project to collect annual reports 
from corporations located in our area. These should be 
a useful addition to the many business directories we 
already own. We also purchased the MHT Directory 
High Tech Companies and the three volume Corporate 
Technology Directory. 


We were fortunate to receive from town hall 
microfilm of early town records. These included tax 
lists, school records, town meeting and selectmen’s 
minutes going back to 1799. 


Mr. James Ashworth of the Burlington Historical 
Commission did an inventory of our Burlington High 
School yearbooks and compiled a chart showing the 
locations of copies held by the library, high school and 
Historical Museum. 


Use of free museum passes jumped from 482 last 
year to 576, an increase of 94 or 20%. Our newest pass 
to the Computer Museum in Boston was received only 
in October and already is proving to be very popular.

CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


During 1986 the Children’s Department provided 
programs for all ages that emphasized the importance and 
the pleasure of reading. Research has shown that if 
children are read to, they will learn to read easier, be 
better readers and get more enjoyment from reading. 


In January and February we offered four-week 
programs for two-year olds that emphasized exposure to 
numbers and letters, fingerplays and books. Later in the 
year we introduced short movies of library books for 
this age level to help introduce good literature to 
children and their parents and to give the very youngest 
a taste of a group experience. In the fall we increased the 
schedule from biweekly to weekly, because of the popu- 
larity of this program. 


We have tried different configurations for story 
hours for three, four and five year olds in an attempt to 
meet the needs of an increasing number of working 
parents. We have held sessions in the morning, early 
afternoon and late afternoon. We ran a late afternoon 
Magic Club for children in grades Kindergarten to 
Grade 4 in which children could perform, learn new 
tricks and listen to magical stories. Looby the Magician 
paid a suprise visit and performed for the group. In Oc- 
tober we added a Mystery Club run by Cynthia Dye. 
During the month of May we ran a weekly story and 
craft program for this age group with a different theme 
each week, attendance at story hour programs was 2215. 


We held our annual May Pole Party on May Day 
and our annual holiday party in December when the 
children trimmed the tree and heard Hannukah and 
Christmas songs performed by Ben Tousley. On No- 
School days in January and November we showed 
feature length films, Willie Wonka and the Chocolate 
Factory and Pippi Longstocking. During February 
school vacation Doug Lipman, a professional storyteller 
and musician, performed and Dr. Mickey had a 
toothbrush exchange. April school vacation was a busy 
week: Larry Sayco, world’s yo-yo champion performed 
and the Friends sold his special yo-yos which he 
autographed. Then Len Cabral, a storyteller, performed 
and, to end the week, McDonalds sponsored a stuffed 
pet show. Attendance at these special events ranged 
from twenty-five at the movies to over one hundred at 
the performances for a total of over eleven hundred. 


The Summer Reading Club was called the 
Seafarer’s Reading Club. We had a T-shirt day, gave 
out weekly pieces of pirate treasure, i.e., puzzles and 
craft kits, and sent postcards out to sea in bottles. 
Answers came from as far away as Nova Scotia and 
Cape Cod. Children earned McDonald sundaes for each 
ten books they read and we distributed Denny’s 
bookmarks. We held story hours two mornings a week 
and a movie once a week. Camp Simonds came to the 
library for self-conducted programs twice a week. Mid- 
summer, we co-sponsored the Gerwick Puppets with the 
Recreation Department through an Arts Lottery grant. 
The show on the Common was attended by four hun- 
dred children. For the end of summer party, Stephen 
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Baird performed on the Common for approximately 
one hundred children. 


The Children’s Department contacted all nursery 
schools and day care centers; visited some and some 
came on a regular basis for library visits. Four hundred 
fifty-two children visited the library and Mrs. Papalegis 
and Ms. Hoyt visited four schools and day care centers. 
Ms. Hoyt gave book talks at Wildwood and Fox Hill 
Schools and visited all the elementary schools in May to 
tell the children about the Summer Reading Club. She 
gave a talk on children’s books as part of the Adult 
Department’s series for the parents of story hour 
children. 


The brochure ITS ALL FREE, for which 
McDonalds donated the cost of printing, was mailed to 
local realtors, distributed to schools and is being used as 
a handout for new patrons. Several book lists on dif- 
ferent topics for various age groups were prepared and 
printed by the staff. 


The increase in the book budget voted by last year’s 
town meeting was used to replace worn and shabby 
materials. A small videocassette collection of books and 
educational, non-commercial materials was purchased. 
A large amount of time has been devoted to barcoding 
the collection, to weeding and to rearranging the 
Children’s Room in order to make the most of the 
limited space we have and in order to better serve the 
public. The new puppet theater that the library purchas- 
ed and the doll house so generously donated are used 
and enjoyed by many children. 


Money and time invested in library service to 
children is worthwhile because introducing children to 
good books now will produce a literate generation of 
children capable of learning throughout their lives. 


PROFESSIONAL ACTIVITIES 


Anna Papalegis was an active member of NOBS, 
the consortium of North of Boston Children’s 
Librarians. 


Cynthia Dye and Anna Papapegis attended a one 
day seminar. ‘‘This Way to Books’’, by Caroline Feller 
Bauer. 


Kathy Lawless was the speaker at NOBS on 
“Reading Readiness and the Story Hour’’. 


Sandy Hoyt finished her term as secretary to the 
New England Round Table of Children’s Librarians 
and is now serving as Vice Chair/Chair-Elect. In this 
capacity she also serves on the New England Library 
Association Board of Directors. At the N.E.L.A. an- 
nual convention she organized the program THE 
FUTURE DIRECTION OF CHILDREN’S LIBRARI- 
ANSHIP: MOVING INTO THE 90’s and conducted a 
training session for the discussion leaders for the pro- 
gram. She is also a member of the N.E.L.A. member- 
ship committee and distributed the new brochure 
“‘Careers in Youth Libraries’’ to the Guidance Depart- 
ment of the high school. 


Miss Guentner continued to serve on the Executive 
Board of the Eastern Region Library Advisory Commit- 
tee until June. 


Mrs. Cameron attended meetings of the Central 
Middlesex Reference Librarians group. 


Miss Weisberg, Mrs. Cameron, Mrs. Lord and 
Mrs. Hoyt attended the annual meeting of the New 
England Library Association. 


DISPLAYS 


In 1986 The Children’s Department displayed 
several collections of art work from the elementary 
schools, arranged through Sandra Olansky, art teacher, 
and work created by the Brownies and the Girl Scouts. 


For fans of The Lonely Doll books, the library ex- 
hibited a painted Edith doll which is a collector’s item. 
We were lucky to have the doll on display. We featured 
Black History month, Dental Health month, Jewish 
Book month, A fireman’s collection of toy fire equip- 
ment and children’s books, a magic collection, a Babar 
display, a Seafarers display, and the Thanksgiving con- 
test posters run by the Jr. Women’s Club. 


The adult display cases featured exhibits of the 
Burlington Garden Club, the Allied Veterans, the Town 
Environmental Engineer, Papski Indian Handicrafts, 
the Burlington Junior Women’s Club and Ella May 
Gurney’s paintings — Several displays by the library 
staff on subject of topical interest were also included. 


DONATIONS 


Donations to the Children’s Department have been 
gratefully received. McDonalds donated sundaes for the 
Summer Reading Club and thousands of the brochure 
IT’S ALL FREE IN THE CHILDREN’S ROOM. Den- 
ny’s gave us summer bookmarks with a reading list and 
coupons attached. John Gulde contributed teddy bear 
bookmarks and trick-or-treat bags. 


The Jr. Women’s Club transported the library’s 
christmas tree which was donated by Mahoney’s Rocky 
Ledge Farm and Nursery. A big thank you goes to the 
Friends of the Children’s Room who held bake sales and 
sold yo-yos. Their dues money and the proceeds from 
the sales paid for the entertainers who performed in the 
library during school vacations and the summer and for 
the December holiday party for the preschoolers. The 
support of the Friends is important for our programs 
which enrich children’s imagination. 


The Burlington Lions Club made a substantial con- 
tribution which enabled us to add to our heavily used 
collection of large-print books for the visually impaired. 


The Nixdorf Company and the Raytheon Service 
Company provided passes to the Computer Museum. 


The Burlington Garden Club continued to maintain 
the planter and the Friends of the Library microfilmed 
the local newspapers. 
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Ms. Paulette Speight continued subscriptions to the 
New England Gardner and the New England Farm 
Bulletin. 


The Veteran’s of Foreign Wars, the Burlington 
Junior Women’s Club, and the Friends of the Library 
continued to provide funds for the other Museum 
passes.

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1. VETERANS’ 


This office provides service in a variety of areas, 
among which are the following: 


BENEFITS— Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 115 grants eligible Burl- 
ington veterans and their dependents food, 
clothing, shelter and medical care. The costs of 
these benefits are usually borne equally by the 
community and the State. In certain instances 
money is recovered from the veterans if he or she 
later receives compensation settlements, court 
judgments or other qualified proceeds. These 
benefits are intended to be temporary in nature and 
not a full time support system. 


. VETERANS ADMINISTRATION—Title 38 


directs federal benefits directly to Burlington 
veterans and their families. These include pensions, 
disability compensation, education, hospitaliza- 
tion, outpatient care, and domiciliary care. In- 
troduction, exploration, evaluation, assistance and 
counseling are offered at the local level to facilitate 
access to these programs. 


. DECEASED VETERANS—Assistance is given to 


families of deceased veterans in reviewing available 
benefits, filing for government insurance, obtain- 
ing burial allowances and obtaining lots in 
Chestnut Hill Cemetery. 


. GRAVES OFFICER—Section 9 of Chapter 115 


MGL requires flags of the United States to be 
placed on graves of deceased veterans each 
Memorial Day. Cooperation in this responsibility 
has always been afforded by the Town’s Cemetery 
Department. Individual markers and wreaths are 
purchased for the graves and for the fourteen com- 
memorative monuments. 


. ALLIED VETERANS COUNCIL—The Veterans 


Agent is a member of the Burlington Allied 
Veterans Council comprised of representatives of 
the American Legion Post #273, VFW Post #7423, 
DAV Post #113 and the Burlington Detachment of 
the Marine Corps League. Much effort is put forth 
to insure proper observances of Memorial Day and 
Veterans Day. The Council further conducts Pop- 
py (Forget-Me-Not) sales through its member 
organizations at the many election sites. 


The Council acquired a hospital bed which can be 
used by bedridden residents, if available, and more 
recently a wheelchair was received. 


In 1986, the Council presented a new flag and 
holder to the youngsters at the Memorial School. ~ 


The MIA/POW flag donated by the Council is 
flown from the Town Hall to help us remember 
those still missing and those who suffered confine- 
ment by our enemies. 


. FUEL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM—Eligible 


Burlington residents under sixty years of age app- 
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ly for this State/Federal program through this of- 
fice. As of January 1, 1987, over seventy five 
families had received funds for the 1986/1987 fuel 
season. During the 85/86 fuel season, over fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000.00) was paid through 
this program for fuel costs of needy Burlington 
residents. 


VETERANS AFFAIRS—Numerous consultations 
with local veterans regarding employment possi- 
bilities, rehabilitation through various programs, 
individual problems, effects of new legislative pro- 
posals and updating of existing programs continue 
to claim a proportionate share of the time spent 
by the office. This agent has been appointed to the 
Massachusetts Veterans Agents Legislative Affairs 
Committee and has been instrumental in the 
passage of several pieces of legislation helping 
veterans and their dependents. 


. SURPLUS FOOD PROGRAMS-—This office, 


with volunteer help, distributed tons of surplus 
food products to needy Burlington residents. 
Cheese, butter, flour, rice and milk were received 
by those who came to the Town Hall and further 
disbursements were made at the elderly housing 
complex. The Recreation Department under Jim 
Marchese and the School Lunch Department under 
John Puzine were most cooperative as are the ever 
faithful and helpful Miriam Mlakasian, Jack Grif- 
fin, Frank Manoli, Harold Smith, Al Wilde and 
David LeBlanc. This office also assists with the 
Thanksgiving basket program managed by the 
Community Pantry and the Burlington Santa pro- 
gram. Over sixty families were helped by these pro- 
grams this past holiday season. 


. CIVIL SERVICE/LABOR SERVICE DIREC- 


TOR —tThis office now has full responsibility 
under Department of Personnel Administration 
rules and regulations for positions under the Labor 
Service. Persons wishing to apply for Civil Service 
positions under the Labor Service may do so by 
coming to our office and filling out the proper ap- 
plication. A person then receives his/her Civil Ser- 
vice number and pending requisitions from the 
various departments for job openings, will be on 
the eligible list. Appointing authorities will con- 
tinue to exercise their existing function as will the 
State Division of Personnel and the Civil Service 
Commission on appeals, tests, and disciplinary 
hearings.

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT

1986 was a very productive year for the Engineering 
Department. 


The Engineering Department has successfully com- 
pleted the design and supervision of construction of the 
local drainage projects for Old Colony Road, Fred Street, 
Cook Street, Mountain Road, and Hanson Road for a 
total cost of nearly $77,000.00. Our Department has once 
again started to implement Master Drainage this year. We 
have designed and supervised construction of two culverts, 
one in Francis Wyman Road and the other in Wing Ter- 
race. After resolving the water problem in Chestnut Hill 
Cemetery, our department has designed and supervised 
the installation of 110 double deep vaults in the cemetery 
for a cost of $50,000.00. Continuation of this program 
will result in a much more effective land utilization in the 
cemetery. 


The construction of Burlington Street/Mountain 
Road, Westwood Street, and Bedford Street was com- 
pleted this year for a total cost of $900,000.00. 


Our Department is continuing the implementation 
of the pavement managment program by performing 
crack sealing and slurry sealing on 20 roadways in the 
town. 


We have also designed and supervised the construc- 
tion of 2,100 feet of water distribution system called Cen- 
tral Connector phase I. The next phase is under design 
and will be constructed next year. 


Besides all of the above activities, our department 
has never failed to perform day to day activities of in- 
spections and interaction with the residents. 


I wish to extend my sincere appreciation for the 
dedicated efforts of the Engineering Staff for their super 
efforts. 


Finally, I wish to thank the Town Administrator and 
the Board of Selectmen for their continuing support and 
cooperation. We trust 1987 will be even more productive 
than 1986.

Four new trucks were purchased during the year.

The four new trucks purchased were a one ton dump truck 
for the Highway Division, one pickup for Central 
Maintenance, a one ton truck with a utility body for the 
Water and Sewer Department, and pickup for the Treat- 
ment Plant. 


January was very busy with all the snow we had. 
There were plenty of plows to be fixed. We replaced every- 
thing from clutches to one complete engine. With all the 
repairs we had to make the men did a fine job keeping 
up with the work. 


Five new cruisers were purchased this year. The old 
dog car was put up on blocks at the Highway garage and 
dismantled for spare parts. The others were assigned to 
other divisions. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION

During 1986, the highway division serviced over 500 
telephone complaints and/or community problems. 


Again the many miles of brooks suffered from debris 
thrown in by careless residents or vandals. Use of the bom- 
bardier (swamp machine) was not accomplished without 
clearance by the conservation commission. To complete- 
ly clean the brooks by hand is almost impossible. 


Twelve (12) snow storms occurred during the 1986 
winter season, total accumulation was approximately 35 
inches. 

Following the winter months the division spent many 
hours repairing and resurfacing roadways, installing 
berms, mail boxes, street and traffic signs, and repairing 
sidewalks and lawns damaged by snow plowing. 

Sidewalks throughout town were swept in prepara- 
tion for street sweeping during the months of June and 
July. 

The division responded to 10 gasoline and oil spills. 

Catch basins were repaired and cleaned. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS: 


Paved road surfaces at Walnut St., Winnmere Ave., 
and Elm Ave. 


Kenmere Ave—graded and widened roadway. 
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Humboldt Ave.—removed high banking at the in- 
tersection of Terrace Hall Ave. for better sight distance. 


Middlesex Turnpike—installed 20’ of drain pipe. 
Mountain Rd.—removed stonewall for resurfacing. 


Bedford St. and Westwood St.—removed stumps for 
new sidewalks. 


Lexington St.—removed stump from edge of 
roadway. 


Mildred Rd. and Fred St.—flushed drain line of 
debris. 


During the month of July and August employees 
completed a brush cutting program which included sight 
problems and growth hanging into the roadways.

Assisted residents in pumping cellars due to flooding 
and. sand bagged the fronts of homes to prevent excessive 
flooding.

WATER & SEWER DIVISION

The division continued its primary role in keeping 
the water and sewer systems of the town in operation such 
as: repairing water main breaks, installation and repair 
of water mains and house connections, replacing, inspec- 
ting and installing hydrants, flushing water mains, clean- 
ing sewer lines and water meter installation. 


List of major accomplishments are as follows: 
Sewer: 


Cleaned and flushed approximately 15,000’ of gravity 
sewers throughout the town. 


Located and raised to grade 20 sewer manholes that 
were missing and discovered by Metcalf & Eddy during 
the sewer system survey. 


Inspected approximately 300 sewer manholes for flow 
study and cleaned as needed. 


Overhauled #1 pump and 200 h.p. motor at the Ter- 
race Hall Station. 


Rebuilt #2 pump at the Grandview Ave. Pumping 
Station. 


Two employees, Ronald Ganley and Dennis Chase, 
attended a pump and seal course provided by AW. 
Chesterton to further their education. 


All 14 pumping stations were upgraded and main- 
tained in a good operating condition. 


A severe sewer blockage on the cross-country line be- 
tween Peach Orchard Rd. and Beacon St., caused by van- 
dalism, was cleared by the sewer division with the help 
of the highway division. 


Rebuilt one 7'2 h.p. pump at the Keans Rd. Pump- 
ing Station. 


Water: 
Installed 225 new water meters with outside viewers. 


Leak survey of the water distribution system was con- 
ducted, revealing six (6) leaks, which were repaired. 


Cold weather caused 8 water service freeze ups. 


Responded to approximately 900 service calls to 
homes and businesses for water and sewer related 
problems. 


Repaired 21 hydrants with leaking main valves in the 
system. 


Dug up and replaced or repaired 7 hydrants that were 
struck and broken by autos. 


Responded to and repaired 9 water main and service 
breaks. 


Approximately 200 fire hydrants were painted with 
the help of part-time summer help. 


Truck W-7 which was in very poor condition (1978 
chevy) was replaced with a new truck in November. Truck 
was upgraded from a %-ton to a 1 ton to allow an in- 
crease in tool and parts capacity. 


ANNUAL REPORT

The year 1986 was again a banner year for the Water 
and Sewer Division with numerous accomplishments, as 
well as directions taken for the future. The completion 
of the Air Stripping facility culminated in late September 
with it producing VOC Free potable water. The comple- 
tion of the Phase I facility is just the first step in the con- 
struction of a complete permanent groundwater facility. 
The Town Meeting appropriated monies for the design 
of a permanent Iron & Maganese Treatment facility which 
will treat water from stations 1,2,3,4,5,6 and possibly sta- 
tion 9. The selection of the design engineers will be com- 
pleted in early 1987. Hopefully its construction will begin 
in 1988-1989. 


The Water Distribution improvement program con- 
tinued with a new section of 20” transmission Main be- 
ing installed in the Birchcrest Street area. 1987 should see 
the installation of the final leg connecting the Center 
Street tank and the Greenleaf Mountain tank. In follow- 
ing years the interconnection of the Blanchard Road tank 
with the other storage facilities will continue. 
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The staff of the water treatment plant continued to 
improve itself with two operators being upgraded to Grade 
III and one operator being upgraded to Grave IV. Two 
operators also attended the internationally acclaimed 
mechanical course. The two satellite station operators 
received extensive operation and maintenance training on 
the new Phase I Air Stripping facility. 


The year 1986 saw several large projects completed— 
not only the Phase I facility treating groundwater but also 
improvement at the Mill Pond Water Treatment Complex. 


The Mill Pond Reservoir received upgrading with the 
installation of a new chemical feed system, new chlorina- 
tion system, and new PH central system to treat aggressivi- 
ty in the distribution system. The design of a new Standby 
Generator system and Sludge Lagoon Storage facility was 
completed in 1986 and should be started and finished in 
1987. 


The year 1986 was indeed a busy and productive year 
and will continue in 1987. 


CEMETERY DIVISION

Drainage was designed and installed in section (P) 
to allow the town to install double deep vaults. The 
cemetery had a total of 102 burials in 1986. The staff again 
this year has been provided with men from the veterans 
work program on an as-needed basis. Looking ahead to 
1987 the town hopes to install more double deep and single 
deep vaults. Since being appointed Assistant Superinten- 
dent of the cemetery I would like to thank the new ad- 
ministration, engineering, highway, recreation and the 
veterans work program for their assistance.

We are happy to report that 1986 was a very suc- 
cessful year for the Recreation Department. A great deal 
of progress was made in developing facilities, expanding 
programs, improving services, and planning for the future. 
The Recreation Department’s efforts have been successful 
primarily because of the tremendous support we have 
received from the community. We could not have ac- 
complished nearly as much without assistance from Town 
Meeting, Ways & Means Committee, community service 
organizations, local businesses, town departments, 
volunteers, and the citizens of Burlington at large. 


Over the past year, the Recreation Department has 
remained steadfastly committed to its primary long-range 
goal, which is to help Burlington people enrich their lives 
by using their leisure time productively. In pursuit of this 
goal, the Recreation Department has sought to promote 
recreational opportunities that enhance the physical and 
mental health of individuals of all ages and provide 
facilities that are safe, attractive, and functional. 


Throughout 1986 the Recreation Department staff 
worked very hard to improve existing programs and 
establish new ones. Major program developments during 
the year include the following: 


e A “Parents & Tots” program was added for 
children under three years old. 


e A new “Summer Fitness” program, directed by 
BHS football coach, Joe Dillon, was established 
to provide physical fitness and weight training for 
high school students and adults. 
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The Department’s one-class workshops for adults 
were expanded to include topics such as wok 
cookery, gardening, stencilling, home decorating, 
machine knitting, skin care, photography, etc. 


The Burlington Chess Club was formed in 
February and soon became a solid organization 
with more than 20 members. 


Enrollments in 1986 summer programs were the 
highest ever. The most popular programs were 
Camp Simonds, Wilderness Adventure, Sailing, 
Sports Weeks, and Pre-School Activity. 


Summer concerts and movies on the Town Com- 
mon were well-attended, except when weather con- 
ditions were not favorable. There are plans to hold 
these events indoors in 1987 when rain is forecast. 


By popular demand, more trips, tours, and vaca- 
tion packages were offered during the past year. 
In addition to traditional bus trips to theatre per- 
formances, ice shows, and sporting events; the 
Department scheduled shopping trips to Fall River, 
Kittery and Freeport, and long-distance tours to 
Canada, New York City, Gettysburg, Ireland, and 
the Caribbean. 


Participation in Recreation Youth Basketball, 
especially girls leagues, increased for the third 
straight year. There are now more than 500 girls 
and boys in grades 3-12 playing Recreation 
basketball.

e Participation increased dramatically in the Recrea- 
tion Department’s ski program held at Nashoba 
Valley Ski area in Westford. Registration for the 
1987 program is nearing the 350 mark, which is 
125 more than registered in 1986. 


e The Burlington and Woburn Recreation Depart- 
ments’ collaborative program for special needs 
people, called ‘Celebrate?’ provided a great varie- 
ty of activities and events for children and young 
adults throughout the year. The program is con- 
sidered to be one of the best of its kind in Massa- 
chusetts. 


¢ Camp Columbus, the Recreation Department’s 
highly acclaimed summer day camp for special 
needs children, continued to expand opportunities 
for pre-schoolers in 1986. The program now in- 
cludes children ages 3-12. 


e Plans were finalized in 1986 for a “Health Walk” 
at the Burlington Mall, and the program is official- 
ly scheduled to open in January of 1987. The Mall 
has agreed to make its corridors available to the 
public each day so that people will have a com- 
fortable place to walk regardless of weather con- 
ditions. 


e Toward the end of the year, plans were being made 
to evaluate all of the Recreation Department’s pro- 
grams and events to make sure they are the best 
they can be with the resources available to us. 


Over the past several years, the Recreation Depart- 
ment has made a concerted effort to improve the town’s 
recreational facilities and school grounds. With support 
from school groups and community organizations, the 
Recreation Department completed a number of improve- 
ment projects in 1986. 


¢ The multi-purpose athletic fields at Marshall 
Simonds School were completely rehabilitated, and 
the entire sports complex was enclosed with chain 
link fence to protect the new facility. The renovated 
fields will provide excellent playing surfaces for 
hundreds of Burlington young people participating 
in youth soccer, Pop Warner football and school 
sports. 
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e The plan to beautify the grounds at Burlington’s 
public schools became a reality in 1986. Working 
in cooperation with the School Department, a 
great deal of landscaping was completed at the 
schools during the year, and additional im- 
provements were planned for 1987. 


e With support from the Wildwood School PTO, the 
Recreation Department was able to construct a new 
playfield and improve existing play areas at 
Wildwood School. Also the perimeter of the 
building was beautifully landscaped, and the traf- 
fic island in front of the School was rehabilitated. 


e The improvement project at United Carr Park was 
near completion at the end of 1986. The multi- 
purpose field was top-dressed and seeded; the 
baseball diamond was repaired; new playground 
equipment was installed; the parking area was re- 
graded; new fencing was installed; and several trees 
and shrubs were planted within the Park’s borders. 


e Major improvements at Rahanis Park over the past 
few years have transformed this facility into one 
of Burlington’s best recreation areas. Beautifica- 
tion of the Park was continued in 1986, and work 
was started on a new multi-purpose athletic field. 


In addition to advances made in developing facilities 
in 1986, a great deal was accomplished during the year 
in the areas of facility utilization and facility planning. 


e The Recreation Department and the Conservation 
Commission collaborated with IEP, Inc. to com- 
plete an ““Open Space & Recreation Plan Update” 
for the town. The document provides a plan of ac- 
tion for the next five years and makes the town 
eligible to apply for federal and state funding. 


e The Recreation Department worked with other 
town agencies and consultants to develop plans for 
utilization of available space at the Center School. 
We also provided recommendations for renova- 
tions to the interior and exterior of the building. 
It is expected that decisions will be made early in 
1987 with respect to space allocations and building 
improvements. The Recreation Department is hop- 
ing to gain a small amount of space in order to 
better serve the recreational needs of the Burl- 
ington townspeople. 


e The Recreation Department assisted with a study 
to determine the feasibility of having the town pur- 
chase or lease the Burlington Ice Pallace. The study 
committee recommended that the town lease the 
skating facility and then sub-lease to the Burl- 
ington Hockey & Skating Association. The lease 
arrangement was approved by Town Meeting and 
the Selectmen, and the Ice Pallace has been 
operating successfully under the agreement since 
July. 


e The Recreation Department reached agreement 
with the Burlington Players permitting the theatre 
group to use one of the buildings at Overlook Park 


as a community theatre. The players have suc- 
cessfully converted the building into a theatre 
facility, enabling the organization to expand pro- 
grams and productions for children and adults. 


¢ Because of the need for off-street parking at Mar- 
vin and Rotary softball fields on South Bedford 
Street, the Recreation Department has made plans 
to construct a parking area between the two 
facilities. Contributions for the project have been 
received from Houghton Mifflin Company, Burl- 
ington Foundry, and adult softball leagues. It is 
hoped that enough funding will be received to 
complete the parking lot in 1987. 


¢ Input was solicited from the Recreation Depart- 
ment by officials at Middlesex Community Col- 
lege concerning planned improvements to 
recreation facilities at the Burlington campus 
(formerly Francis Wyman School). The college 
revealed plans to construct new baseball, softball 
and soccer fields as well as to rehabilitate the three 
existing tennis courts. Construction is expected to 
be completed in 1987. The new facilities will be 
made available to Burlington residents on a limited 
basis. 


¢ In December Pine Glen PTO representatives met 
with the Recreation Commission to discuss plann- 
ed outdoor facility improvements at the school. 
The two groups agreed to work together to finalize 
plans for upgrading playfields and installing 
playground equipment. 


The Recreation Department’s commitment to ex- 
cellence, apparently, was shared by many individuals and 
groups during 1986. The Department’s ability to serve the 
recreational needs of the community was greatly enhanced 
by contributions of time, money, materials, and services 
from a variety of sources. Following are some examples 
of activities that were made possible during the past year 
through the generosity of local people and organizations. 


Rehabilitated tennis courts at Rahanis Park provide an 
ideal facility for youth tennis lessons. (Karwan Photo) 
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¢ Printing of the Recreation Department’s fall pro- 
gram brochure, courtesy of Home Owners Federal 
Savings. 


e¢ Sponsorship of band concerts on the Town Com- 
mon by local businesses and service organizations. 


¢ Sponsorship of summer and winter movies by 
Burger King. 


¢ Funding for Camp Columbus and other special 
needs programs by the Burlington Knights of 
Columbus. 


¢ Support for athletic field improvements by youth 
sports organizations. 


¢ Use of the swimming pool at the Marriott Hotel 
for special needs children, free of charge. 


¢ Contributions for the parking lot project at Mar- 
vin Field by Houghton Mifflin Company and Burl- 
ington Foundry. 


e Assistance for Burlington’s annual 2-Mile Road 
Race and Muscular Dystrophy Carnival by 
volunteers, businesses, and non-profit organi- 
zations. 


¢ Help with planning and funding Burlington’s new 
Coffee House from volunteers, business leaders 
and community groups. 


¢ Conceiving the idea and helping to plan the 
“Health Walk” at the Burlington Mall—Sally Cox 
of the Fortunate Life Center of Bedford. 


¢ Invitation to the public from the Burlington Mall 
to use the corridors of the Mall for walking for 
pleasure or for medical reasons. 


e Printing and distribution of “Health Walk” 
brochures by Choate-Symmes Health Services. 


e Enthusiastic support from BEAM students at Mar- 
shall Simonds Middle School to improve bicycle 
safety in Burlington and establish bikeways in the 
community. 


The Recreation Department experienced a couple of 
unexpected problems in 1986 that will probably cause 
shortfalls in the Recreation Director’s and Maintenance 
Superintendent’s FY 1897 budgets. The first problem 
resulted from unanticipated increases in summer electrical 
rates imposed by Boston Edison. The cost to light cer- 
tain athletic fields during the summer months nearly 
quadrupled. Burlington has joined other municipal recrea- 
tion departments in seeking relief from the Department 
of Public Utilities. 


The second problem was a change in the interpreta- 
tion of certain provisions of the Fair Labor Standards Act 
relative to paying overtime to town employees. The Recrea- 
tion Department has found it necessary to pay time and 
a half to custodians covering recreation events in the 


public schools rather than the budgeted figure of $10 per 
hour. Since school gyms are used extensively for recrea- 
tion basketball programs, we could not avoid over-running 
budget estimates for custodial services. As always, we will 
work closely with the Ways & Means Committee to make 
sure these fiscal problems are handled in the best way 
possible. 


Over the years the Recreation Department has been 
very fortunate to have dedicated individuals serving on 
the Recreation Commission, and 1986 was no exception. 
The Commissioners took an interest in the issues facing 
the Recreation Department and supported the efforts of 
the Recreation Department staff to improve and expand 
recreation programs, facilities, and services. 


There is no question that Al MacWilliam served the 
town with distinction for the past fourteen years. Al, who 
was chairman of the Recreation Commission five times 
during his tenure as a Commissioner, retired from the 
Board in 1986 and moved to Florida. On October 14, Al 
received a special citation from the Massachusetts Recrea- 
tion & Park Association and he was honored by the Burl- 
ington Recreation Commission at his last meeting on 
October 20. The Commissioners presented a plaque to Al 
“for his unparalleled loyalty and dedication to the Recrea- 
tion Department and for his unwavering support of ef- 
forts to improve recreational opportunities for the citizens 
of Burlington?’ It is an understatement to say that the 
Recreation Department and the Town of Burlington will 
miss Al MacWilliam. 


Two other dedicated Recreation Commissioners, 
Mark Sherwood and Ralph D’Agostino, were re-elected 
to the Board in 1986. Following another of MacWilliam’s 
successful years as chairman, D’Agostino was selected in 
April to chair the Commission, and Sherwood was elected 
vice chairman. The two elected members were joined by 
veteran appointees John Vanella (School Committee) and 
Peter Coppola (Planning Board). In December, Ed 
Schuler was appointed to fill the vacancy created by Mac- 
William’s resignation. 


The Recreation Department’s full-time staff was in- 
creased in 1986, as the Department strived to keep pace 
with the growing demand for quality recreational oppor- 
tunities in the Community. At the May session of Town 
Meeting, the Recreation Department received approval to 
establish two new positions—a recreation supervisor and 
an equipment operator/laborer. In July the maintenance 
division of the Recreation Department welcomed Richard 
Monteforte as the new equipment operator. After an ex- 
tensive search, we happily announced in October that 
Janet Joseph had accepted the recreation supervisor posi- 
tion. Both new employees have worked out extremely well, 
and we have already begun to reap the benefits of their 
talents. 


A third new employee, William Baker, was hired in 
April to fill a vacancy created by the resignation of Jerry 
Pattie, a very skilled maintenance employee. Baker has 
performed very capably in Patti’s equipment operator/ 
laborer slot. 
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Jim Marchese, Maintenance Superintendent for the 
Recreation Department, and Al Nelson, an engineer in 
the Department of Public Works, were nominated for the 
1986 Governor’s Design Award for improvements they had 
planned in the Town Common area. Although not selected 
as a finalist, it was an honor to be considered for such 
a prestigious award, which included municipal design pro- 
jects throughout the Commonwealth. We think that Burl- 
ington residents will agree that the Burlington Town 
Common is one of the most attractive and functional 
town greens in eastern Massachusetts. 


We believe the Recreation Department made a 
number of significant gains in 1986 but we realize that 
a great deal remains to be accomplished if the Depart- 
ment is to keep pace with the recreational needs of the 
Burlington townspeople. We look forward to the 
challenges that the new year will bring.

PLANNING BOAR 


RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Planning Board was established by a vote of 
Town Meeting in 1939 in accordance with Massachusetts 
General Laws and the first Board was elected in 1940. The 
Board holds regularly scheduled meetings on the first and 
third Thursdays of each month. As required by the num- 
ber of applications, the circumstances of a specific ap- 
plication, or the need to consider specific issues or topics, 
the Planning Board also holds additional special meetings. 


The Board is responsible for: 


1. Current Planning: By State law, the Board is respon- 
sible for the exercise of subdivision control law in 
Burlington and has final authority regarding sub- 
divisions and Approval Not Required plans (cer- 
tification that a land division is not subject to 
subdivision control law). By authority delegated by 
Town Meeting through the Zoning By-law, the Board 
is responsible for making final decisions on site 
plans, site plan waivers and special permits. The 
Planning Board also conducts public hearings and 
makes recommendations to Town Meeting regarding 
applications for changes in zoning districts and for 
amendments to the text of the Zoning By-Law. 


2. Long Range Planning: The Planning Board initiates 
planning studies to identify existing and future land 
use problems and propose courses of action to ad- 
dress such problems. To implement the recommen- 
dations of planning studies, or in response to 
changes in state or federal law, the Planning Board 
directs the preparation of proposed amendments to 
the Zoning By-Law and Planning Board Rules and 
Regulations and conducts the public hearings re- 
quired for adoption. 


ORGANIZATION AND MEMBERSHIP 
As the result of the Annual Town Elections in April 


1986, Alfred D. Laing was re-elected and Timothy R. 
Tierney was elected to serve on the Planning Board. Mr. 
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Laing was re-elected for a five year term. Mr. Tierney had 
been appointed to the Board in December 1985 to fill a 
vacancy created by the resignation of Charles A. Markey 
in November 1985. He will now serve the four years re- 
maining in the five year term for the position.

In its Fiscal 1987 Budget, the Planning Board asked 
to have the position of Planning Board Agent made full 
time. Consideration of this was postponed until the Town 
received the Pay and Classification Study being prepared 
by the Mass. Municipal Association. The MMA Study 
provided information and recommendations on the ap- 
propriate classification and salary ranges for all the Town 
Hall positions. The postponement of the reclassification 
meant that the position of Agent was funded for only 20 
hours/week for Fiscal 1987. The Planning Board again 
asked to have the position reclassified at the September, 
1986 Town Meeting. However, the MMA Study was re- 
leased just prior to Town Meeting. The Ways and Means 
Committee did not make a recommendation on the 
Agent’s reclassification because it did not have sufficient 
time to review the information from the Study. 


The Planning Board submitted articles for 
reclassification of the Agent’s position to the January, 
1987 Town Meeting Warrant and hopes that the request 
is granted this time. The Board feels strongly that the ad- 
ditional staff time is needed to properly fulfill its respon- 
sibilities. 


DEVELOPMENT APPLICATIONS 


In May, 1986 Town Meeting voted to extend by four- 
teen months the moratorium on those site plans and 
special permits that would result in the construction of 
more than 7,500 sq. ft. of new or additional development. 
The moratorium will expire on July 13, 1987. 


Despite the moratorium, the Planning Board still had 
to spend a significant amount of time in 1986 evaluating 
and taking action on applications for project approval. 
The Board also had to negotiate with applicants to en- 
sure that agreements, necessary to implement conditions 
of approval and satisfactory to the Board, were prepared 
and signed. 


The following is a summary of the applications for 
project approvals that the Planning Board handled in 
1986. 


UNDER SUBDIVISION CONTROL LAW: 
Preliminary Subdivisions 


The purpose of a preliminary subdivision is to per- 
mit the subdivider to submit to the Planning Board and 
the Board of Health for review and comment a concep- 
tual proposal for the road layout, utilities, drainage and 
lot lines of a new subdivision. The advantage of such a 
submission is that the town has an opportunity to review 
the plan early before being required to make a final deci- 
sion on the subdivision and the subdivider may be ad- 
vised of changes that should be made in the subdivision 
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before incurring the expense of the detailed engineering. 
A preliminary subdivision is not required in order to file 
a definitive subdivision and the approval or denial of a 
preliminary subdivision does not limit the actions of the 
Planning Board in reviewing the definitive subdivision. 


Two preliminary subdivisions (one residential, one 
commercial) were filed in 1986 and five for commercially 
zoned property were carried over from 1985. The status 
of these plans as of December 31, 1986 was as follows:

Definitive Subdivisions 


A definitive subdivision plan shows specifically how 
a new subdivision road will be laid out, the location and 
dimensions of utilities such as water and sewer lines, and 
how the proposed lots will be laid out and drained. The 
Planning Board must review the submitted plan for con- 
formance with the Board’s adopted Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations and the Board of Health’s recommendations 
and approve the plan unless it does not conform with 
those provisions. 


Two residential definitive subdivisions were filed in 
1986 and six (five commercial and one residential) were 
carried over from 1985. An amendment to an approved 
residential subdivision was also filed. The status of these 
plans as of December 31, 1986, was as follows:

Approval Not Required Plans 


By state law, certain divisions of land are not 
regulated under subdivision control law and the Plann- 
ing Board had no authority to review and approve them. 
Generally, where all the lots in a proposed land division 
have the minimum required frontage on an existing road 
that will provide adequate access to each lot, the Plann- 
ing Board does not have any review authority. However, 
the plan must be submitted to the Planning Board for a 
determination that “subdivision approval is not required’ 
If the lots shown have the minimum required frontage, 
the Planning Board must sign the plan to acknowledge 
that it is not subject to subdivision control law so that 
the Middlesex Registry of Deeds will accept the plan for 
recording. 


There were 24 “Approval Not Required” (ANR) plans 
filed with the Board in 1986. 22 were approved, one re- 
ceived constructive approval by the Board choosing to take 
no action, and one was denied. 


UNDER THE ZONING BY-LAW: 
Site Plans 


Site plans must be filed for the development, 
redevelopment, or improvement of commercial, multi-unit 
residential and municipal services projects. The Plann- 
ing Board reviews the proposals to check that the develop- 
ment of each site is done in a proper manner and will not 
result in problems with respect to town utilities or result 
in adverse impacts on adjacent property. 


Five site plan applications were carried over from 
1985 and thirteen new plans were filed in 1986. These ap- 
plications were all for either small additions (within the 
7,500 sq. ft. limit of the moratorium) or for changes in 
use. The status of these applications as of December 31, 
1986, was as follows:

Site Plan Waivers 


A property owner may receive permission to make 
minor changes to the development of a parcel of land, 
provided that a site plan has previously been approved 
for the land, by applying for a site plan waiver. In some 
cases, the Planning Board will grant a site plan waiver to 
accept a plan in conjunction with a special permit applica- 
tion in lieu of a full site plan. 


The Planning Board received 10 requests for site plan 
waivers. The Board approved 9 requests, and one request 
was withdrawn by the applicant. 


Special Permits 


Certain land uses are permitted in Burlington only 
with a Special Permit. The purpose of a special permit 
is to control uses which may be appropriate, depending 
on the location and the manner in which the use is 
developed and operated. Through a public hearing pro- 
cess, the Planning Board reviews the particular cir- 
cumstances of a proposed special permit use, determines 
if the use should be allowed and what conditions should 
be required. Burlington has special permits for three types 
of use: 


e certain land uses determined to require conditional 
review throughout development the town. 


¢ certain land uses and site development, such as dis- 
charge of storm water into a wetlands, which have 
the potential to adversely affect wetlands. 


¢ certain uses and site development which have the 
potential to adversely affect the aquifer and water 
resources areas. 


Six applications were carried over from 1985 and 
twenty-five new applications were filed in 1986. The 
following table summarizes which special permits were re- 
quested and the Board’s decisions.

The Planning Board collects application fees for site 
plans and special permits which go into the general 
revenue fund of the town. In 1986, the following fees were 
collected: 


For special permits: $2,100 
For site plans: 3,050 
TOTAL: $5,150 


Revenue from applications fees sharply declined in 
1986 compared with previous years. No applications for 
major projects are being filed because of the various 
moratoriums in effect in Burlington. 


CHANGES IN THE ZONING BY-LAW 


There are two kinds of zoning amendments actions: 
(1) the change of zoning district designation for one or 
more parcels of land (rezoning), and (2) amending the text 
of the zoning By-Law to revise the regulations governing 
use of property and the procedures for seeking develop- 
ment approval (text amendment). 


The Planning Board must conduct public hearings 
on proposed zoning amendments and make recommen- 
dations to Town Meeting. Town Meeting has the final 
responsibility to approve or deny a zoning amendment.

1. The Gutierrez Co. filed a text amendment to per- 
mit directory signs on property zoned General 
Business. This text amendment was withdrawn 
when the applicant’s request for a rezoning of a 
small area from General Business to General In- 
dustrial was approved because this rezoning per- 
mitted the sign for which the applicant was 
seeking approval. 


LITIGATION 


Two lawsuits were filed against the Planning Board 
in 1986. 


1. The Planning Board disapproved a Definitive 
Subdivision entitled, “Burlington Center Office 
Park;’ filed by the Trammell Crow Company for 
a parcel on Cambridge Street. The Trammell 
Crow Company has filed suit over the Board’s 
decision. 


2. Bellwether Properties filed suit over the Plann- 
ing Board’s decision not to grant an extension to 
the site plan approval for a second story addi- 
tion to the Burlington Mall. Bellwether then 
worked to fulfill several of the conditions of the 
site plan approval that had been incomplete and 
filed a second request for the extension. The 
Board granted the second extension request and 
Bellwether withdrew its lawsuit. 


The 1985 lawsuit over the Board’s denial of a site plan 
to permit a drive through window at the McDonald’s on 
Cambridge Street was withdrawn in 1986. However, several 
other lawsuits against the Planning Board were pending 
as of December 31, 1986. These included: 


from 1984: Appeal by the applicant of the Denial 
of the Definitive Subdivision, “Center 
Heights:’ 


Appeal of site plan approval for the A.J. 
Rose Carpet site at 9 Bedford Street by 
abutters, Virginia and Raymond Harris. 


from 1985: Appeal by the applicant of the Denial 
of a site plan for Gallagher’s Restaurant. 


PLANNING STUDIES 


In December 1985, the Planning Board submitted a 
grant application to the Executive Office of Communities 
& Development (EOCD) for funding under the Strategic 
Planning Grant Program. The grant proposal was to hire 
a consultant to prepare a Housing Needs & Strategies Plan 
for Burlington. In January 1986, Town Meeting approved 
$20,000 to begin the housing study in the event that the 
State did not choose to fund the Planning Board’s grant 
application. The Planning Board was notified in February, 
1986 that its grant application was not successful in the 
first funding round of the new grant program. 


The Planning Board has begun the housing study 
with the funding provided by Burlington Town Meeting. 
The Planning Board prepared a Request for Proposals to 
solicit work programs and budgets for the housing study 
from consultants, reviewed the submitted proposals, and 
in conjunction with the Selectmen chose Abt Associates 
of Cambridge to undertake the housing study. 


The consultant began work in September, 1986. The 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee (CAC) is serving as the 
coordinating and review group for the study and the Plan- 
ning Board is responsible for managing the consultant 
contract. Abt Associates is drafting a report that provides 
information about the existing housing stock and house- 
holds in Burlington, its neighboring housing objectives 
for Burlington to consider adopting. The report should 
be published early in 1987. 


In August 1986, the Planning Board submitted a new 
grant proposal to EOCD for funding in the second round 
of the Strategic Planning Grant Program. The grant pro- 
posal requested funding for the consultant to continue 
the housing study. Following the adoption of housing ob- 
jectives, Burlington will need to develop and implement 


specific strategies to encourage housing product in accor- 
dance with the objectives. In October 1986, the Planning 
Board was notified that Burlington had received an 
$18,000 grant under the Strategic Planning Grant Program 
to continue with its housing study in response to its sec- 
ond grant application. This grant is being withheld pend- 
ing the Board of Selectmen negotiating a Memo of Agree- 
ment with EOCD regarding the Town’s efforts to address 
its housing needs and avoid being found in non-compli- 
ance with Executive Order 215. 


The housing study is intended to permit the Town 
to have greater control over how its future housing needs 
are met. 


The Planning Board also continued working on two 
planning studies started in 1985:— (1) the revision of its 
Subdivision Rules and Regulations, and (2) the study of 
vacant and undeveloped land to determine the remaining 
development potential under the existing zoning. 


In May, 1986 the Planning Board reviewed an admin- 
istrative draft from the Planning Director of proposed 
revisions to the Subdivision Rules and Regulations. The 
proposed revisions included revised submission re- 
quirements, the review process and criteria for approval. 
The Board directed staff to work on corrections and com- 
plete the draft so that the Board could conduct the public 
hearings required for adoption. 


The planning staff has not yet completed this work 
because of the current planning workload, the reduction 
in the Agent’s hours from 30 hours/week in Fiscal 1986 
to 20 hours/week in Fiscal 1987, and the resignation of 
the Agent in October, 1986. 


In December, 1986 the Planning Board received the 
administrative draft from the Planning Director of the 
Development Status Report for Burlington. This study 
provides information on the amount of existing, approved 
and potential development for both residential and com- 
mercial property. The Board is in the process of review- 
ing this report and appproving it for public release. 


The Planning Board will use the completed Develop- 
ment Status Report as a basis for deciding what kinds of 
amendments to the Zoning By-Law should be undertaken 
to address existing development issues. The Planning 
Board also hopes that the information in the report will 
be useful to town officials and the other Town Boards.

1986 was a year during which the Fire Department 


was again called upon in unprecedented numbers to serve 
the community. We responded as always with the dedica- 
tion and professionalism with which we are associated and 
which the community has come to expect. 


During the year we experienced a larger than nor- 
mal amount of Hazardous Material Incidents. This ap- 
pears to be a trend which the town must recognize and 
support our efforts by increasing the training budget and 
working towards providing equipment to adequately 
enable Fire Department personnel to cope with this very 
dangerous problem. 


I want to commend Firefighter Bibbey for organiz- 
ing a volunteer group of firefighters consisting of Kevin 
Browne, George Creamer, William Devereaux, William 
Gangestad, John Hunt, Ronald Kullman, Michael Nolan, 
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Leonard Sawyer, David Sullivan, Paul Sullivan, Paul Thi- 
bault, Charles White and Steve Yetman into a High Level 
Rescue Unit. These men, all volunteers, devoting their own 
time and money are truly remarkable and add a very 
specialized skill available to us all. They deserve our 
thanks and appreciation. 


During 1986 Engine 3 was refurbished by E.J. Mur- 
phy Company and is again the first line pump at Station 
2. The refurbishing included increasing the water carry- 
ing capacity to 500 gallons of water. This makes the engine 
more effective. All the first line pumpers were equipped 
with 4” hose, giving the Department much greater water 
capabilities at a fire scene. We did have several injuries 
during the year and at the close of 1986 had three 
firefighters and one Lieutenant out on injury. 


The town also lost an excellent firefighter due to 
retirement during 1986, William Lundgren. He gave much 
to the Department and will be missed. 


The Fire Department is still undermanned and with 
the increased needs for fire service response personnel 
should be added. The Department also needs to be re- 
structured. 


The Emergency Medical training was again provid- 
ed by Lieutenant Devereaux and trauma suits are now 
being introduced into training. This is a very specialized 
aspect of training and will allow our firefighters to be 
more effective. An Advance Life Support Unit 
(Paramedics) in a Bronco-type vehicle is being used in our 
area now. It is supported by the area hospitals and is used 
in conjunction with the Fire Department personnel. The 
backup ambulance is being used as an emergency replace- 
ment vehicle by four towns, which split the operational 
costs. 


In 1986 a Public Safety Space Needs Committee was 
very active and presented to Town Meeting Members a 
report on existing problems and possible solutions. The 
purpose of the report was to identify needs of Police, Civil 
Defense and Fire Departments. The members worked long 
and hard and the report is good. The proposed work is 
needed and I hope that in their wisdom the various Board 
members and Town Meeting members support the 
findings. 


During the year there were two Civil Service exams, 
one for Lieutenant and one for Chief. Paul Thibault was 
the only one who passed the Chief’s exam and was ap- 
pointed Chief starting January 1, 1987. I wish him luck 
and best wishes as Chief. 


I want to thank both the Fire Prevention Officer and 
Mechanic for their help and support and all the officers 
and men who helped me during the past year. 


I also want to thank Steve Duke and the Civil Defense 
for their help, cooperation and support during 1986.

The year 1986 was a very good year for the Police 
Department and the Town of Burlington. 


Many major and difficult decisions had to be 
made...We completely reorganized the Command 
Structure, and finally, with the approval of the Civil 
Service nine new Officers were hired to fill the vacancies 
caused by injuries, resignations, and a death during the 
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last three years (our list was held up by Civil Service). 
The median age of these new men is 27 years. 


A great deal of effort went into the screening and 
selection process and training. The new officers received 
14 weeks of extensive training at the M.D.C. Police 
Academy in Medford, under the rigid control of the 
Mass Criminal Justice Police Training Council. We 
have high hopes and expect these officers to be a credit 
to the Town of Burlington and to Law Enforcement. 


We also sent all of our present Command Officers 
to the new Command Officers Training School 
(N.E.R.P.I.) in Tewksbury for one week of Special 
Command Training. All of the Patrolmen also received 
a week of Special Training given by the Mass Training 
Council, plus the in-service training for First Aid and 
First Responder. 


We have also encouraged all of our Officers to im- 
prove themselves, our department and the Town of 
Burlington at college level, via our incentive program. 


I, in particular, would like to take this opportunity 
to thank all of the people in the Town of Burlington, 
past and present, for all that they have done to make 
Burlington a better and safer place to live, work and 
play.

ENVIRONMENTAL 
ENGINEER 


The Environmental Engineer performs a variety of 
functions for the town. One important function is to ad- 
minister and enforce ‘““The Control of Toxic and Hazar- 
dous Materials” by-law. 


This particular by-law requires local businesses to 
register with the Board of Health when they use, store, 


or handle toxic or hazardous materials. At the end of | 


1986, a total of 204 businesses have registered. In addi- 
tion, special registration requirements are necessary for 
storage tanks containing toxic and hazardous materials. 
A total of 145 businesses have registered their storage tank 
systems which have a combined capacity of 750,000 
gallons, including 90 with underground storage systems. 


Beginning July 1, 1986, a new by-law requiring a 
precision tank test on certain underground storage tanks 
went into effect. This by-law will help detect leaking 
underground storage tanks before they become a serious 
problem. Such testing has resulted in the detection of 
several leaking tanks including (3) gasoline stations last 
year alone in the town. The Environmental Engineer also 
responded to emergency response calls for the Burlington 
Fire Department, including the spill at Burlington High 
School involving aluminum phosphide. 


This Office also helped to organize Burlington’s se- 
cond Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day, which 
was a complete success. This collection allowed residents 
to safely dispose of their household hazardous waste, such 
as: paints, waste oils, and pesticides. 


Also, I continued to work with the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering to have local hazar- 
dous waste sites cleaned up and secured. 


The Environmental Engineer will continue to serve 
the Town of Burlington in the coming year with particular 
concern for protecting and ensuring a cleaner and safer 
environment, and also strive to become more involved in 
the areas of Right-to-Know training, water quality issues 
and emergency response.

HEALTH 
AGENT/SANITARIAN 


The Board of Health is concerned with the inspec- 
tion and regulation of the Town’s natural and man- 
made environment to ensure the protection of the health 
of the general public. These areas of concern include: 
food establishments, housing, environmental pollution, 
general nuisances, rodent control, public bathing areas, 
recreation and day care camps, and public and private 
sewage disposal systems. 


FOOD ESTABLISHMENTS 


In accordance with Chapter X of the State Sanitary 
Code, ‘‘Minimum Sanitation Standards for Food 
Establishments,’’ all retail markets and food establish- 
ments are inspected and regulated by this Office. The 
various types of establishments regulated by this Office. 
The various types of establishments regulated under this 
Code include: restaurants, supermarkets, variety stores, 
coffee shops, cafeterias, cafe, sandwich shops, taverns, 
bars, delicatessens, catering operations, mobile and 
temporary vendors. 


All establishments are inspected routinely for com- 
pliance with the Code. Also, all food service complaints 
by consumers, and reported food-borne illnesses are in- 
vestigated. 


When a food establishment is to be constructed, ex- 
tensively remodeled, a new operation is to be added, or 
a structure to be converted for use as a food establish- 
ment, properly prepared plans are submitted to this of- 
fice for approval and/or modification. 


The goal of the Board of Health is to improve food 
handling and sanitation practices and upgrade facilities 
and equipment to ensure the health and safety of the 
general public. 


HOUSING 


The Board of Health enforces the regulations of the 
state sanitary code II — ‘‘Minimum Standards of 
Fitness for Human Habitation’’. Housing-related com- 
plaints are investigated and, if violations exist, a correc- 
tion order is issued to the property owner as mandated 
by the code. 


ENVIRONMENTAL POLLUTION 
See Environmental Engineer’s report. 
GENERAL NUISANCES 


A nuisance is any of several different types of con- 
ditions which obstruct, inconvenience, or create an ob- 
jectionable situation to the general public. Nuisances 
such as overgrowth, trash, dumpsters, junk vehicles, the 
keeping of animals (chickens, rabbits, etc.) odors, and 
noise pollution are investigated and orders of abatement 
are issued to the offending parties. 
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RODENT CONTROL 


The Board of Health attacks rodent problems by 
several different methods. Complaints are investigated 
and private property owners are educated on steps to 
prevent and control infestations. This past year, the 
Board of Health employed a licensed pest control firm 
for treatment of a problem area. 


Also, the Board may require restaurants and pro- 
perty owners (private homes, businesses, apartment 
buildings) to employ a licensed pest control firm if a 
problem exists. 


PUBLIC BATHING AREAS 


Camp and public pools are issued licenses annually 
and inspected seasonally to ensure compliance with Title 
2 of the state environmental code, ‘‘Minimum Stan- 
dards for Swimming Pools’’. 


RECREATIONAL AND DAY CARE CAMPS 


The Board of Health enforces the regulations of 
Chapter IV of the State Sanitary Code, ‘‘Minimum 
Sanitation and Safety Standards for Recreational 
Camps for Children’’. Items of concern when conduc- 
ting an inspection range from adequate supervision by 
qualified counselors to proper equipment and housing 
for the children. 


PUBLIC AND PRIVATE SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL SYSTEMS 


In accordance with Title V of the State En- 
vironmental Code, ‘‘Minimum Requirements for the 
Subsurface Disposal of Sanitary Sewage’’, all private 
subsurface sewage disposal systems are regulated by the 
Board of Health. 


Design proposals for new systems are submitted to 
this office to be reviewed for compliance with the state 
code. Septic system complaints are investigated, and if 
the system is found to be failing, an emergency tie-in 
(due to the sewer moratorium) is granted to eliminate 
the problem. 


The Board of Health is petitioned for connection to 
the municipal sewer and, if approved, a Sewer Drainage 
Permit is granted and this information is forwarded to 
the Building Inspector’s office. 


As the new Health Agent/Sanitarian, I en- 
thusiastically look forward to working with and for the 
Town of Burlington.

EAST MIDDLESEX 
MOSQUITO CONTROL 
PROJECT 


The East Middlesex Mosquito Control Project con- 
ducts a program in Burlington consisting of mosquito 
and wetland surveillance, larval and adult mosquito 
control, water management and public education. 


The goal of the survey program is to target mos- 
quito breeding areas and to measure changes in the lar- 
val and adult mosquito populations caused by weather. 
The Project surveys wetlands to develop information on 
characteristics which are related to mosquitoes. Larval 
mosquito population data is collected by field crews 
during spring and summer control operations. Adult 
mosquito populations are monitored regularly at 4 sites 
in Burlington. This data aids the Project in determining 
the need for and impacts of control. The State Public 
Health utilizes some of this data as part of an effort to 
monitor those species associated with Eastern 
Encephalitis. 


During the 1986 mosquito season, several fluctua- 
tions in the mosquito population occurred. Abnormally 
dry conditions during the winter and spring of 1986 
resulted in a below average spring mosquito population. 
Heavy rains in June of 1986 produced a large popula- 
tion of the summer reflood species. These coincided 
with the annual late June emergence of the cattail marsh 
species producing the largest nuisance mosquito popula- 
tion since 1982. 


Larval control is the treatment of wetlands where 
high densities of the immature aquatic stage of a mos- 
quito are encountered. This year 64 acres of wetland 
were sprayed to control larvae. Another 20 acres of 
frozen wetland were sprayed to prevent the emergence 
of the spring brood of mosquitoes. 


Adult mosquito control consisted of spraying 1,856 
acres at night using truck mounted aerosol sprayers. 
Another 80 acres of recreational or wetland area were 
sprayed during the day by field crews carrying portable 
sprayers when adult mosquitoes were encountered. For 
both larval and adult mosquito control, acreage is 
counted more than once when sprayed more than one 
time. 


Water management reduces the source of mos- 
quitoes by eliminating unnecessary stagnant water. This 
is accomplished by maintaining existing ditches in 
wetlands where blockages have accumulated causing 
poor drainage. During 1986 the Project cleaned out 
1,389’ of ditch in a wetland adjacent to Locust St. near 
Makechnie Rd. A Project crew also cleaned out approx- 
imately 1,206’ of ditch which exits a wetland adjacent 
to Beacon Village. 


The Project distributed educational pamphlets 
through the Board of Health on ‘‘Personal Protection 
from Mosquitoes’, ‘‘How To Prevent Mosquitoes 
From Breeding Around The Yard and Home’’, and 
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“Information on Eastern Encephalitis’’. These pam- 
phlets were described in two national journals in the 
past year: The Journal of Environmental Health and 
The Journal of the American Mosquito Control 
Association.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


I herewith submit my Annual Report as Director of 
Civil Defense for the calendar year ending December 31, 
1986. 


Civil Defense emergency preparedness has been called 
“Civil government acting in a period of extraordinary 
emergency” but it is much more than that. Local govern- 
ment agencies do provide the core, but many non- 
government agencies must be involved as well as state and 
federal agencies. The operation of these groups must be 
effectively coordinated if an emergency occurs. The con- 
cept of emergency readiness can be summarized by say- 
ing the forces of government and all others with 
emergency missions must be able to do “the right things 
at the right time?’ when the chips are down. 


Civil Defense is not a separate function set apart 
from the normal responsibilities of government. On the 
contrary, Civil Defense operations occur whenever a local 
government responds to any extraordinary emergency such 
as a hurricane, flood, tornado, earthquake, forest fire, bliz- 
zard, or other natural disaster; a major fire, accident, or 
explosion; or the release of radioactive materials or toxic 
chemicals. Civil Defense and preparedness would also be 


required should the most massive emergency of all occur, 
a nuclear attack upon the United States. 


The responsibilities of the Civil Defense Direc- 
tor/Coordinator include making resources available to key 
local governmental agencies, and to acquire assistance 
from other local governmental agencies and non- 
governmental units whenever possible, and to coordinate 
and advise the local key government executives how best 
to utilize these resources to help our citizens under con- 
ditions of emergency. 


HIGHLIGHTS AND ACTIVITIES 


1986 was a year of progress for the Burlington Civil 
Defense. Many of the goals we set in the previous year 
have been reached. Several major projects were undertaken 
by the Department, including the following: 


A. Completed the Hazard Identity and Analysis 
Study with assistance from State and Federal 
Civil Defense Agencies and, once completed, was 
used in part to help formulate the Comprehen- 
sive Emergency Management Plan. 


B. Completely updated and revised the Emergency 
Operations Plan for the town. This revision has 
been renamed “The Comprehensive Emergency 
Management Plan” because it encompasses far 
more than an Emergency Operations Plan. This 
Plan details contingency plans for dealing with 
all types of emergencies. 


C. Members of the Auxiliary Fire and Rescue Ser- 
vice continue to work diligently to refurbish and 
maintain their vehicles and equipment. Due to 
the expertise and ingenuity of these volunteers 
much equipment which, over the years has been 
deemed surplus by other town departments, has 
been refurbished and is in service in the Auxiliary 
Fire and Rescue Service, all at no labor cost to 
the town. 


D. Two (2) Pager Units are now in service allowing 
more rapid contact of Civil Defense personnel. 


E. Improvements were made to the Emergency 
Operating Center at the Town Hall to expand our 
communications capabilities. 


F. Your Civil Defense Director served on the Public 
Safety Space Needs Committee. This Commit- 
tee was formed to study the space needs for all 
public safety departments and to make recom- 
mendations for present and future needs to the 
town. 


The Auxiliary Fire and Rescue Service continues to 
provide assistance to the fire department on numerous oc- 
casions (with the lighting and rescue truck and the two 
fire trucks as needed); they also spent many long, cold 
hours pumping out flooded cellars and other areas follow- 
ing heavy rainfall and the occasional broken water pipe. 
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Burlington Civil Defense is an active member of the 
North Shore Civil Defense Council, established several 
years ago to provide local Civil Defense Agencies with 
more rapid access to trained personnel and equipment 
during times of emergency. This Council meets monthly 
and maintains a list of equipment such as pumps, gen- 
erators, vehicles, and specialized equipment available to 
member communities on short notice. The Council con- 
ducts joint training sessions on a regular basis throughout 
the area. The area includes communities as far north as 
Amesbury, south to Quincy, and west to Concord. The 
Council has established a separate radio frequency used 
as a mutual aid frequency throughout the entire Council 
and also as a local Civil Defense frequency for normal 
day-to-day activities within each Community. This 
separate radio frequency now allows better communica- 
tion between local agencies that previously shared local 
frequencies (i.e. Police, Fire, and D.PW.). 


The Civil Defense continues to provide first aid 
coverage at many public and civic functions including road 
races, scouting events, drum & bugle corps competitions, 
parades, etc. The ambulance and the Civil Defense mem- 
bers were also present at many training classes and exer- 
cises, spending many hours improving their knowledge 
and skills while getting valuable practice under controll- 
ed conditions, preparing for the time when the members 
and equipment are needed for emergency use. 


A joint effort between the Communications unit and 
the Auxiliary Fire and Rescue Unit took place in May 
when a nationwide radio network test was held. This 
“Field Day” as it is known, was a good exercise for us. 
We were given the opportunity to test our communica- 
tions from an alternate location (on top of the old NIKE 
site) with alternate power (mobile generator on a trailer) 
and an alternate base of operations (a small camping 
trailer). I am pleased to report that this was a complete 
success, with contacts made with other radio units across 
the entire country and other parts of the continent.

The Civil Defense Communications Unit remains an 
active and valuable asset, keeping the town’s emergency 
communications network in excellent condition. As in the 
years past, this unit assisted in the July 4th celebration, 
providing needed communications throughout the parade 
route. They also assisted the Police Department on Hallo- 
ween with active mobile and base coverage focusing on 
the schools. This unit had its usual 100% participation 
in the monthly statewide Civil Defense Radio Network. 
Several members toured the FE.M.A. (Federal Emergency 
Management Administration) Communications Center in 
Maynard, Mass. and received demonstrations of the 
capabilities there. 


Some of the functions of the Communications Unit 
include maintaining the operational readiness of the 
emergency operating center and all of the radio equip- 
ment located there. They also maintain and operate mobile 
radio equipment providing valuable communications to 
and from almost anywhere. In addition, they also help 
maintain the thirty thousand watt diesel generator located 


at the rear of the Town Hall. Frequent tests were con- 
ducted using this alternate power source to supply the en- 
tire Town Hall and E.O.C. 


Burlington is the designated Net Control Station for 
Sector 1D of the Statewide Emergency Communications 
Network. Test and emergency messages are generated at 
the State or National level and passed down the chain to 
the local communities. 


Radiological Defense. The Town Civil Defense stock- 
piles an adequate supply of Radiological Monitoring 
equipment. This equipment is maintained by the state 
Civil Defense Agency, and is inspected and rotated on a 
regular schedule. 


A Plan for dealing with radiological defense, in- 
cluding industrial and transportation accidents was im- 
plemented. Included is an updated listing of facilities 
located in Burlington licensed to handle and store radioac- 
tive materials.

PROGRAM FOR 1987 


1. Conduct a full-scale emergency operations test 
including all town departments. This simulated 
disaster will test our readiness to respond to the 
real emergency should the need arise. 


2. Continue the program stated several years ago to 
update and replace radio equipment, some of 
which dates back to the early 1950’s. The pur- 
chase of 1 or 2 modern multi-channel radios each 
year allows expanded communication capabili- 
ties. The radios we have already purchased under 
this program now allow the Civil Defense to com- 
municate directly with Fire, local Civil Defense, 
Police, DPW, State Civil Defense, and area hos- 
pitals, from a single unit rather than using in- 
dividual radios for each agency. 


3. Continue to explore ways to get our senior citi- 
zen involved in Civil Defense. There seems to be 
a valuable wealth of knowledge and experience 
that has thus far been untapped. 


4. Continue to increase membership in both Com- 
munications and Fire & Rescue Unit. 


5. Work closely with the Fire Department to train 
and equip a hazardous materials response unit. 


CONCLUSION 


The Town of Burlington is very fortunate to have 
within it a group of dedicated, unselfish volunteers who 
are willing to take time away from families and jobs and 
donate their time and talents to help their fellow citizens. 


It gives me great pride to list the accomplishments of these 
men and women who are named in the Civil Defense 
roster. I say thank you from the citizens of Burlington 
and especially from myself—you are living the philosophy 
of the Burlington Civil Defense: “What can I do to help 
you?” 


For all the support of the town officials, department 
heads and individual workers we say Thank you—you 
helped us make it work.

ANIMAL INSPECTOR 


Four stables were inspected. When it was found 
necessary, suggestions and recommendations were made 
for the better housing and protection of the animals. My 
survey involved six horses, two ponies. 


There were seventy-nine (79) dog bite cases during 
the year. Each case requires quarantining of the animal 
for ten (10) days, and proper reports to the Division of 
Animal Health. 


In two of these dog bite cases, decapitation was 
necessary for subsequent rabies analyses at Wasserman 
Laboratories. Luckily, in both instances, results were 
negative. 


Worth repeating to all dog owners is that, besides be- 
ing the law, it is most important for all dogs to display 
their tag and rabies numbers for the proper handling in 
such cases.

COMMUNITY LIFE 
CENTER 


The Burlington Community Life Center is the Town’s 
Department with the responsibility for providing mental 
health and social services to families with teenage children. 
Located in the Center School building, and in operation 
for over 10 years, the BCLC works with adults and young 
people on such diverse problems as drug and alcohol use, 
parenting skills, family conflict, marriage and relation- 
ship problems, depression and suicide and neglect and the 
like. The BCLC is funded by the Town of Burlington in 
order to provide a free-of-charge service to residents; the 
BCLC also receives some funds and is licensed by the 
Department of Public Health as an outpatient clinic. 
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The BCLC offers individual, group and family 
therapy services to residents of the town, and our 
philosophy is oriented toward involving entire families in 
treatment whenever possible. Since it is within family that 
these problems are most acutely felt, and these same 
families often possess the best and most available 
resources to resolve these problems, we feel that family 
therapy is often the most useful and effective means of 
treatment. 


The BCLC is also affiliated with other mental health 
agencies and professionals in the area; these affiliations 
enable the BCLC to assist in arranging for specialized 
mental health or other services when necessary. During 
the past year the BCLC has strengthened and expanded 
our relationship with the Cambridge Psychiatric Asso- 
ciates; this group provides BCLC staff and clients with 
medical and psychiatric consultations. The BCLC during 
1986 also continued its relationships with the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center and the Boundaries Therapy Center 
for other kinds of consultative services. 


BCLC staff work collaboratively with other Town 
departments and other mental health and social service 
agencies. During 1986, BCLC staff chaired meetings of 
the Town’s Task Force on Drugs and Alcohol, co- 
sponsored (with the Burlington School Department) the 
Alcohol Peer Education Project, participated in a Parent’s 
Drug and Alcohol Awareness Night, assisted in trainings 
for the Police Department, regularly met with members 
of the Burlington Clergy Association, and were involved 
in local and regional meetings of agencies and programs 
concerned with mental health or social services (Depart- 
ment of Mental Health, Department of Social Services, 
Adolescent Services Communities, and the like). 


As in previous years, during 1986 the BCLC receiv- 
ed more referrals for therapy services than it was able to 
accommodate. Over 100 new individuals or families con- 
tacted the BCLC during the past year;.an average of 220 
people were involved in treatment each month. The aver- 
age length of treatment for individuals or families has re- 
mained at approximately 7-9 months. Residents were 
referred for treatment last year from the Burlington 
School Department, Police Department, Woburn District 
Court, Department of Social Services, area hospitals, 
clergy, and young people or families seeking help for 
themselves. One of the more recent trends is that we are 
getting more and more word-of-mouth referrals from 
former or present clients who have experienced difficulties 
in their lives but found the Life Center to be a positive 
place to try to work on their struggles. 


This year has brought some significant changes as 
the former director Armand Henault resigned in May after 
seven productive years at BCLC. Armand and his family — 
have moved to northern New England where he is work- 
ing in a large mental health clinic and developing a private 
practice. Armand’s contributions, to BCLC, the town and 
many of its residents, were great and he will be sorely 
missed. 


On June second, Wes Simons was appointed Ex- 
ecutive Director by the Board of Selectmen following a 


unanimous recommendation by the BCLC Board of 
Directors. Mr. Simons had been involved at BCLC as a 
full-time therapist for five years prior to his appointment 
doing individual, couple and group psychotherapy. 
Miriam Weisberg, M.SMW. was hired in July to fill this 
vacancy and brings a variety of experience and expertise 
to the Life Center. Both Ms. Weisberg and Ms. Kleinjans 
(who was hired in Dec. ’85) have contributed a great deal 
to BCLC, not only doing excellent work, but by in- 
tegrating well with the rest of the team. 


Our best wishes to Elaine (Arsenault) Suleski, former 
secretary, who resigned in December to start a family. The 
staff acknowledges her dedication and contributions over 
the past years. 


We welcome Carol Smith as our new secretary who 
has taken little time demonstrating her commitment and 
skills in office management. 


PROGRAMS AND SERVICES 


These services are available by referral or by personal 
contact with the BCLC during its office hours of 9am to 
Spm Mondays through Fridays (telephone #273-1300), in- 
cluding walk-ins during the daytime hours. Evening ap- 
pointments can be scheduled for working family members, 
but must be arranged by contacting the BCLC offices dur- 
ing the daytime hours. During the evening hours and on 
weekends, the BCLC’s telephone answering machine will 
collect messages for BCLC staff members and refer callers 
to a 24-hour back-up emergency mental health service if 
there is an immediate crisis which cannot wait until staff 
are available. 


GROUPWORK: 


As in previous years, the BCLC offers a range of 
group treatment services to adolescents and adults. Dur- 
ing 1986, for example, the BCLC offered several ongoing 
(academic year long) activity therapy groups for younger 
teens, as well as discussion groups (held at the Burlington 
High School) for older teens. Some of the groups for 
younger teens involved the use of a set of Honda mini- 
bikes through the National NYPUM program as a be- 
havioral tool to change specific undersirable behaviors. 
Other groups focused on such issues as school truancy, 
drug and alcohol use, increasing self-esteem, developing 
socialization skills and the like. All groups provide for an 
atmosphere in which to meet new people and work on 
personal problems either through discussion or group ac- 
tivities. 


Selectman Bert Kelley was successful in securing a 
new van for BCLC so that kids involved in the many 
groups at BCLC would have a safe and reliable means of 
transportation. Many thanks to Bert for his efforts in this 
regard because our groups run much more smoothly with 
a vehicle we can count on. 


Once again BCLLC staff led a 4-day camping trip in 
August for a group of adolescents involved in the NY- 
PUM program. This year’s trip was held in Connecticut 
with several other NYPUM groups from the northestern 
part of the country. This event provides a more intense 
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opportunity for kids in the program to learn about them- 
selves and how their behavior effects others. 


The BCLC also offers groups for parents of teen- 
agers, in which they can explore the range of normal 
adolescent behaviors, develop strategies for becoming 
more effective as parents and receive support from others 
who have encountered similar difficulties. 


SOCIAL SERVICES: 


The BCLC also offers community residents a range 
of social services including the operation of the Burlington 
Covenant for Basic Needs (an emergency fund establish- 
ed by the Burlington clergy to help with financial emer- 
gencies), the Community Pantry (a food supply for 
families with emergency food shortages), and an exten- 
sive information and referral service, through which BCLC 
staff can often assist residents in locating the particular 
social service they are seeking. Special note should be 
given here to the tireless efforts and special dedication of 
Miriam Malkasian with her involvement in the Communi- 
ty Pantry program. 


In addition, BCLC staff have assisted young people 
and their parents in situations requiring hospitalizations, 
finding appropriate emergency or residential care, foster- 
care and the like. The BCLC collects information about 
available employment and training opportunities for both 
young people and adults. In addition to the operations 
of these specific programs and services, during 1986 the 
BCLC also coordinated services with the Burlington Santa 
program, providing meals and gifts for families during 
the Christmas and Thanksgiving holidays. 


OTHER COMMUNITY SERVICES: 


As in previous years, during 1986 the BCLC provided 
administrative and other support to a number of programs 
in the community of benefit to Burlington residents. The 
Rent-a-Kid program provides teenagers available to do 
odd jobs for families and senior citizens (such as yard 
work, painting, babysitting, etc.). The coordination of the 
FISH program matches residents in need of transporta- 
tion services with volunteer drivers. The BCLC provides 
office space and support to such programs as a Young 
Persons Alcoholics Anonymous meeting, the Children’s 
Hearing Project, Superior Court Probation Officer, the 
Massachusetts Rehabilitation Commission, and the like. 
Over the past year, hundreds of Burlington residents have 
made use of these programs. 


TRAINING: 


The BCLC provides training to graduate student in- 
terns as a part of their professional education, as well as 
to a small group of community residents who volunteer 
their services to the Life Center. During 1986 BCLC pro- 
vided field placement training to graduate students from 
Lesley Graduate School, Tufts University, and North- 
eastern University. 


Members of the permanent staff themselves par- 
ticipated in training programs over the past year at various 
family therapy training institutes and in workshops on 


topics pertaining to mental health, family therapy, adoles- 
cent development, and the like. 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS: 


The Board of Directors at the Community Life 
Center continued their active involvement during 1986, 
in establishing policy directives for the Center, coor- 
dinating fundraising activities for the NYPUM program 
(which is supported through Board efforts and through 
a small grant from the State Department of Public 
Health), evaluating BCLC services through surveys of our 
clients, and the like. My thanks to the Board of Directors 
for their support in a year where leadership changed 
hands. 


Regular meetings of the Board of Directors are held 
monthly on the second Tuesday of each month.

BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Burlington Assessor’s office had a busy and pro- 
ductive 1986 calendar year. The office staff processed 665 
statutory exemptions, 55 real estate abatement applica- 
tions, 500 deed transfers, 300 building permits, 300 per- 
sonal property forms of list, and 22,000 + excise tax bills. 


The Town’s third triennal up-date of Real and Per- 
sonal Property Value is underway with the firm of Cole- 
Layer-Irumble Company (CLT) starting with the prelim- 
inary sales analysis and neighborhood delineation on Resi- 
dential Properties. The Commercial and Industrial 
Properties are being valued in-house by the Town’s Ap- 
praiser/Assistant Assessor. A door-to-door survey of all 
businesses is necessary to list and revalue all taxable per- 
sonal property in the Town of Burlington. The values are 
certified by the State Department of Revenue and will pro- 
vide additional revenue to the town. The State Depart- 
ment of Revenue has mandated that all communities in 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts update their values 
every three years, and that those values, by class, Resi- 
dential, Open Space, Commercial, Industrial and Personal 
Property, be certified by them. These values will be as of 
January 1, 1987 for Fiscal Year 1988 and will be reflected 
on the November 1987 tax bill. 


Properties will not require an on-site inspection of 
all buildings, only those properties which have had 
building permits issued will be inventoried. This update, 
as in the past, will utilize statistical analysis of a signifi- 
cant sampling of sales which occurred in 1986 within the 
Town of Burlington. The existing computerized valuation 
system, with the new sales information, enables the town 
to have uniform and equitable assessments for all taxpayers. 
The program is scheduled to be completed and ready for 
State Certification in June of 1987, in time for the 
November tax bill. (The State Department of Revenue has 
sent a directive to the Board suggesting a complete 
re-inspection of all properties for the Fiscal 1991 Revalua- 
tion Program.) 


At this writing, the Burlington Mall ATB case is set 
for sometime in February. Although expenses for defense 
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of this case have been high, the board anticipates a favor- 
able decision for the town along with substantial savings 
in tax revenue. 


The Assessors’ office has had a computer terminal 
and software for a tax billing system installed. This will 
allow the staff to make changes and access files quickly 
and accurately in the future. 


The Board of Assessors has contracted with Cole- 
Layer-Irumble Company to install an in-house residen- 
tial valuation software system in calendar year 1987. This 
capability will greatly reduce the need for and the high 
cost of updating real property values in Burlington by out- 
side consulting firms. 


We thank our assessing staff, Russell Washburn, 
Marjorie Pearson, Patricia Golden and Rita Arseneaux 
for their tireless efforts and dedication on behalf of the 
people of Burlington.

BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


This year the Conservation Commission and the 
Recreation Department submitted to the State an update 
of Burlington’s Open Space and Recreation Plan. This 
document inventories Burlington’s recreation and conser- 
vation land, describes our goals and objectives, analyzes 
our needs, and sets out a five year action plan. The Con- 
servation Commission’s goals are to protect Burlington’s 
water resources, to develop environmental awareness 
among the citizens, to implement conservation manage- 
ment practices on Commission holdings, to develop a 
unified open space network throughout the town, and to 


preserve and acquire open space. The first and most im- 
portant action to be undertaken by the Commission under 
the five year action plan is the acquisition of a full-time 
conservation officer to help in implementing our goals. 


The Conservation Commission recommended to the 
spring Town Meeting that a 2.7 acre parcel of land in the 
watershed of the reservoir be taken by the Town to pro- 
tect the reservoir and to add to the Commission’s holdings 
at the reservoir. Much of the watershed of the reservoir 
is owned by the town, but this parcel could have been 
developed for house lots. The Town Meeting voted to take 
the land, and the Commission applied for State funding 
to help in the acquisition. 


The Conservation Commission enforces the State’s 
Wetlands Protection Act for the town. Wetlands are pro- 
tected because of their values for public, private and 
ground water supplies, for flood control, for storm dam- 
age prevention, for prevention of pollution, and for 
fisheries. At public meetings during the year, the Com- 
mission determined whether the law applied to activities 
at seven sites in the town. When the Commission deter- 
mines that wetlands could be affected by activities in or 
near wetlands, the owner or developer must submit a de- 
tailed description of the project and must prove that the 
wetlands will not be affected. At a public hearing, the 
Commission issues a set of conditions for the work to in- 
sure the protection of the wetlands. Such hearings and 
Orders of Conditions were issued during the year for:

A large residential development off Mill Street

The Conservation Commission meets on the second 
and fourth Tuesdays of the month at 8:00 p.m. in the Town 
Hall second floor meeting room. The meetings are open 
to the public, and the Commission is seeking volunteers 
to help us with the work outlined in our five year plan.

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BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals of the Town of Burlington is 
created under Section 9.5.1 of the Zoning By-law, pursuant 
to Chapter 40A of the Massachusetts General Laws. Its 
purpose is to hear and decide appeals from an adverse 
decision of the Building Inspector or any town board, to 
make determinations in Flood Hazard Districts, to hear 
and decide petitions for variances, in particular instances 
to permit signs in a Business or Industrial Zoning Dis- 
trict larger than those specified in the Zoning by-law, and 
to issue comprehensive permits under MGL Chapter 40B. 


The vast majority of cases heard by the Board are 
petitions for variances from strict compliance with the 
Zoning by-law. After giving notice by mail to the abut- 
ters of the affected parcel and giving notice to all others 
by newspaper publication, the Board holds a public hear- 
ing to hear all of the evidence either in favor of or in op- 
position to the granting of the variance. 


In order to grant a variance from the strict re- 
quirements of the applicable zoning by-law, the Board 
must find that, owing to circumstances relating to the soil 
conditions, shape or topography of such land or struc- 
ture which is the subject matter of the petition for a 
variance, and especially affecting such land or structure, 
but not affecting generally the zoning district in which 
it is located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the 
zoning by-law would involve substantial hardship, finan- 
cial or otherwise, to the petitioner and that desirable relief 
may be granted without substantial detriment to the public 
good and without nullifying or substantially derogating 
from the intent and purpose of the by-law. 


The burden upon the Board of Appeals is a great one 
and cannot be taken too lightly because the collective deci- 
sion that it makes will have a lasting effect upon the town 
and its citizens. It is the only town board with explicit ~ 
authority given the state legislature to actually allow 
citizens to avoid complying with the law, in appropriate 
situations. 


There is no set formula by which the Board can make 
its decisions so that every decision appears compatible 
with the other. What may be substantial derogation of 
the intent and purpose of the zoning by-law in one area 
of town may not be so in another part of town. Conse- 
quently, it is difficult to compare any one decision of the 
Board with another. Each case must be treated individual- 
ly and must stand on its own merits and not be decided 
by precedence. 


The Board has also seen a dramatic increase in the 
number of petitions to grant variances to existing dwell- 
ings which were in the process of changing ownership 
when the lending institution discovered sideline, setback, 
or frontage dimensions that differed from the existing zon- 
ing by-law and requested that they be made legal (granted 
a variance) as a condition of obtaining financing. 


The membership of the Board remained the same in 
1986 with Jane Hyde being reappointed a permanent 
member. The Town Administrator also reappointed Ar- 


thur Ferriera to a one year term as first alternate and Brian 
Downer to a one year term as second alternate. 


In 1986 the Board heard 56 cases which generated 
$5,445.00 in fees. Total expenses, including mailing ex- 
penses and newspaper publications were $4,312.25.

This year, we adopted the new EOCD Regulations 
regarding tenant selection which mandates Affirmative 
Action with regard to minorities. We also were among the 
first in the state to make use of the “Emergency Case” 
section of these regulations. 


The following events were notable during the year: 


We had nine turnovers in our one bedroom elderly 
units—but only two turnovers in our family units. 


In September of this year, we were notified that we 
had been awarded $175,000 in Modernization monies for 
use at “Birchcrest Arms?’ 


The latter part of the year brought about the strong 
possibility that funding would be made available to put 
additional elderly units on our Mall Road property and 
family units on land at the end of Route 3, awarded us 
by the town as part of their ongoing efforts to meet the 
goals of affordable housing. 


The “Teller Program” is showing signs of life, with 
the IMG Developers slowly overcoming local objections. 
We will act as FMG’s Fiscal Agent, underwriting the 
development bonds, when requested. 


Our heartfelt thanks to all Town Boards for their ef- 
forts in our behalf.

1986 JOINT 
ANNUAL REPORT 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE/ 
SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


In 1986 the public schools focused on a variety of 
vital issues affecting the education of children in Burl- 
ington. With enrollments at Burlington High School 
having dropped from 2370 in the mid-1970’s to an en- 
rollment of 1281 in 1986/87, it became apparent that 
better utilization of the largest facility in the community 
be realized. With that objective, the Burlington School 
Committee, upon the recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, voted to turn the Center School over 
to the Board of Selectmen in order that it better accom- 
modate its functions in providing services to the citizens 
of the community. In so doing, the Central Office and 
the Burlington School Committee meeting room were 
moved to House A at Burlington High School in August 
of 1986. The accommodations provide more space for 
the operations of the Burlington Public Schools while 
meeting the objective of more effectively using space 
within our school facilities. 


As a result of town elections, Mrs. Ruthann Covino 
became a member of the School Committee, replacing 
Mrs. Joan Miles; Mr. James Dolan was reelected to a se- 
cond three-year term. In its organization, Mr. John 
Vanella and Mr. John DeGiorgio were elected to share 
the chairmanship of the Burlington School Committee 
for the 1986/87 year. 
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Recognizing the outstanding contributions that 
Mrs. Joan Miles made on behalf of the young people 
and citizens of the community, the Burlington School 
Committee, upon the recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent, voted to name the Burlington High School 
Library in her honor. This gesture is a justifiable tribute 
to a fine and gracious lady. 


The major thrust of our report will be to provide 
the community with information regarding the Massa- 
chusetts Educational Assessment Program mandated 
throughout the Commonwealth of Massachusetts by the 
passage of Chapter 188. This information is presented 
in order to provide the general public with the intent of 
the state’s assessment program and the ways in which 
the Burlington Public Schools will utilize such results in 
helping to improve school curriculum as well as 
boosting student achievement. 


Massachusetts Educational Assessment Program 

The purpose of the assessment, as authorized under 
Chapter 188, is to improve curriculum and instruction 
in all public schools. This assessment is not designed to 
identify individual students needing assistance in 
mastering the basic skills in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic nor is it a measurement of student achieve- 
ment. 


It is the first attempt of statewide testing that has 
occurred in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts deal- 
ing with curriculum assessments. Until such time that 
such assessments are perfected over several years of use 
in the public schools of the Commonwealth, their true 
validity will not be determined. A sample of data that is 
used is the comprehensive test for basic skills that we 
have administered to our children for many years. The 


CTBS provides us with longitudinal studies of the per- 
formance of our children in basic skills. 


The state’s involvement is the beginning of a pro- 
cess that over a long period of time will more appropri- 
ately indicate a validity to curriculum assessment that 
will be more indicative of areas of strengths and 
weaknesses that school districts may be experiencing in 
their instructional programs. We are taking a positive 
and constructive approach in dealing with the informa- 
tion from the state tests. Administrators and teachers 
will be discussing the data with teachers and parents and 
will review very carefully its implications on curriculum 
programs in the reading, mathematics, and science 
grades K-12. The initial step in the dissemination of in- 
formation was made available to the general public 
through the television media (Channel 6) on two occa- 
sions. 


The true value of the assessments will be deter- 
mined over the next several months as they are discussed 
and interpreted giving staff time to analyze what we are 
offering in our curriculum, what time parameters are 
used in providing such programs to our students, and 
what recommendations for change may be necessary. 
The process which we undertake in involving teachers, 
administrators, and parents in the discussion of the 
assessment results will be the true test of the value that 
the Massachusetts Educational Assessment Program 
will have on school districts. 


THE MOST COMMONLY ASKED QUESTIONS 
ON CURRICULUM ASSESSMENT TESTING 


1. What is the difference between Curriculum Assess- 
ment Testing and Basic Skill Testing? 


As well as requiring the Assessment Program, 
Chapter 188 also authorized annual statewide basic 
skills testing to replace the current Basic Skills Im- 
provement Policy. The focus of basic skills testing 
is to identify individual students needing assistance 
in mastering basic skills. Assessment testing, on the 
other hand, focuses on program improvement not 
simply in reading, writing, and mathematics but in 
all major curriculum areas. In addition, assessment 
testing will evaluate student learning of both basic 
and higher order skills and cognitive processes. 


2. Who and what was tested? 


Third, seventh, and eleventh grade students were 
tested in reading, mathematics, and science in 1986. 
Future curriculum areas to be assessed will be deter- 
mined by the State Board of Education. 


3. How were the tests chosen? 


First, various curriculum area committees (reading, 
science, and mathematics), composed mainly of 
teachers and curriculum specialists from across 
Massachusetts, reviewed and modified objectives 
proposed by NAEP. To insure the appropriateness 
of these objectives, a copy was mailed in the fall of 
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1985 to every superintendent and building principal 
for review and comment. Based on the feedback 
from these educators, the final form of the objec- 
tives was developed. 


The committees then reviewed both NAEP and 
other proposed test items for their match with final 
objectives. New items were developed where needed 
and field tested in schools within the state during 
the fall of 1985. In addition, an equity concerns 
committee examined all test materials to insure that 
they were equally fair and relevant to students of all 
ethnic, racial, and cultural backgrounds. 


Did students take the same test? 


No. The assessment tests were quite lengthy because 
they covered a broad range of content. Since the 
focus of the Assessment Program was at the school 
building and district levels (and not the individual 
student level as in the basic skills program), it was 
not necessary to give each student the entire test 
battery. Instead, the total battery was divided into 
several forms with each student taking only one 
form. This type of testing, called ‘‘matrix 
sampling,’’ is used frequently in assessments when 
the focus of reporting is on groups of students, 
rather than individual students. Results will be ac- 
curate and valid at the school level while at the same 
time keeping testing time at a minimum. 


Did all students take the test? 

All students at the grade levels in which testing oc- 
curred were tested with two exceptions. One excep- 
tion permitted parents of special needs students to 
waive testing requirements for such students after 
being informed of the right by the school system. 
The second exception was for limited English ability 
students who were exempted if they had been in the 
bilingual program three years or less. However, 
such students were to be tested if their parents made 
such a request. Those who were in a program for 
more than three years were required to take the test. 


Will there be comparisons between schools and 
among districts? 


Yes, there are four comparisons. In addition, Na- 
tional comparisons will be released next spring. The 
four comparisons are: 

1) Comparison to the state norm (1300) 

2) District wide comparison by grade level 

and subject area 
3) Kind of community comparisons 
4) Comparison score bands. 


The Kind of Community Classification 


Through a study conducted by the Department of 
Education in 1985, all the communities in the state 
were divided into seven groups, based upon 1980 
census data and other information available from 
state agencies. The average test score for schools in 
the Kind of Community (KOC) in which your 


school lies is given along with the state wide average 
and the average for your district. 


8. The Comparison Score Bands. 


The Comparison Score Band is a statistic that per- 
mits a school or district to compare its results to 
schools with similar background factors. The 
Background Factor information for grades 7 and 11 
was derived, for the most part, from the student 
questionnaires. The Comparison Score Band is 
computed in two steps. First, the center of the band 
is computed. This is done by determining the rela- 
tionship (in the form of an equation) between the 
background factors and test scores for all schools. 
Those equations then are used to determine the 
center of the Comparison Score Band for your 
school for each content area. Then, a value depen- 
dent upon the number of students included in your 
report is added to and subtracted from the center of 
the band to create the full range of the Comparison 
Score Band. 


An important point to note about the Comparison 
Score Band is that it does not say where a school 
should score, but only where the middle 50 percent 
of the schools with a similar set of background fac- 
tors did score. As a consequence, 25 percent of the 
results statewide are above the Comparison Score 
Band, indicating higher achievement than similar 
schools, and 25 percent are below their Comparison 
Score Band. 


9. Release of Test Results. 


The results were released by local school superin- 
tendents on November 14, 1986. The State Depart- 
ment of Education released all district results along 
with an analysis of those results on November 24. 


10. Cost of the Assessment Tests. 


Advanced Systems of New Hampshire is the con- 
tractor for the assessment and basic skills testing 
programs. The contract is $810,000 for the 1986 
Assessment test and $1,350,000 for the 1986 and 
1987 Basic Skills tests. The Commonwealth will 
reimburse school districts for costs they incur in ad- 
ministering the testing program. 


The assessment is NOT the ultimate measure of 
achievement in a school, nor should it be the sole 
measure of achievement. The results are NOT a judg- 
ment on the effectiveness of teaching nor on the in- 
telligence of students. The results are NOT a prediction 
of the future nor are they independent of the particular 
group of students who were tested. Finally, the results 
are NOT the same as those which you would receive 
from commercial testing programs. 
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The reports represent a beginning. The assessments 
give useful information on how a particular group of 
students (the grade tested) performed at a particular 
time in a wide range of skills and processes, but they can 
provide much more than that. They can be used as a 
basis for program improvement in schools. Used in this 
way, their purpose is not to give answers but to generate 
questions.

In general terms, the district profile of Burlington 
in the elementary and middle school programs covering 
the subjects of reading, mathematics, and science, hit at 
the state average level or above in all categories. The 
results of these assessments will be used as the major 
thrust for our administrators and teachers during the 
year to determine the effectiveness of our curriculum 
and instruction as measured by these assessment results. 
Parents will be very much involved at their respective 
school buildings in interacting with teachers and ad- 
ministrators in jointly analyzing and determining the 
courses of actions and/or recommendations that will be 
made following such analyses. 


Personnel 


During the year several staff members retired after 
providing many years of service to the students, 
teachers, and parents. Ruth Schnide and Janice Brooks, 
teachers at Pine Glen, retired after many years of suc- 
cessful teaching in Burlington. Bernard Maslow, Direc- 
tor of Plants and Facilities, retired after many years of 
service within which he tackled many unique problems; 
such as, closing of facilities, asbestos removal, and 
moving the central administration from the Center 
School to Burlington High School. Eugene Driscoll, 
Principal of the Memorial School, who also had served 
as Principal of the Meadowbrook School, retired 
following 22 years as an administrator, during which 
time he provided leadership in enhancing the elementary 
science program. 


The secretarial staff felt a deep loss in the retire- 
ment of Helen Thomson who provided valuable service 
not only to the Office of the Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools but the Superintendent of Schools as well and 
who was instrumental in organizing the centralization of 
our personnel files. All of these individuals deserve the 
accolades and best wishes from all members of the Burl- 
ington School Committee and the community for the 
services they provided to so many people. 


We are pleased that we were able to make several 
outstanding appointments to fill the voids of the 
aforementioned retirees. Ann McNamara, formerly a 
guidance counselor in the Burlington Public Schools, 
was appointed as the Principal of the Memorial School; 
Thomas Flaherty, formerly of Wang Corporation and a 
resident of the town who has played many vital roles in 
youth programs as well as in town government, was ap- 
pointed to fill the position of Director of Plants and 
Facilities. 


In keeping with our tradition of noting the years of 
dedicated service of employees of the Burlington Public 
Schools, 25-year plaques were awarded to Robert 
Brosnahan, Otto Contardi, Marjorie Faulkner, John 
Kalinen, Gary Koltookian, Victor Loukas, Peter Ma- 
cione, Phillip Russo, Ruth Schnide, Paula Thomas, 
Richard Verzone, and Marie Yazbak. 


The School Department was saddened to hear of 
the death of Mr. Lynn Wetherill. Mr. Wetherill retired 
as a science teacher at Burlington High School in 1984. 


Inservice 


The Burlington Public Schools has maintained a 
strong commitment to staff and curriculum develop- 
ment. In 1986 there was further revision to the health 
and physical education curriculum K-12. The 
mathematics curriculum K-8 was completely revised. 
The revision included a revision of a progress monitor- 
ing system and the adoption of a new textbook. Art K-8 
was revised; a new reading program was developed at 
the middle school; and the (TABS) Technical Applica- 
tion to Basic Skills curriculum project was continued. 


The School Department maintained its affiliation 
with the Merrimack Education Center, the New 
England School Development Council, and the Harvard 
Principal Center. MEC and NESDEC provide in- 
valuable consultant services to the School Department 
as well as inservice and training programs for ad- 
ministrators, teachers, and secretaries. 


A one-day inservice day with a variety of workshop 
offerings was conducted for all teachers on January 21, 
1986. The topics included early alcohol and drug educa- 
tion programs, helping children to deal with death and 
dying, assessing techniques to incorporate peace issues, 
and other critical societal needs within the curriculum 
that schools are called upon to address. Many teachers 
went out of the system to participate in training sessions 
and several continued to work at local universities. 


The Bank of Boston, through the Governor’s 
Alliance Against Drugs, provided $3,000 for the train- 
ing of classroom teachers at the elementary level. The 
training, conducted by the Mount Auburn Alcohol 
Prevention Training Center, aimed at helping children 
make choices and learn factual information about the 
dangers of drugs and alcohol. 


One of the most successful community outreach 
programs conducted by the schools was the Drugbusters 
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program sponsored by WBZ-TV and the Governor’s 
Alliance Against Drugs. The program, aimed at fourth, 
fifth, and sixth grade children and their parents drew 
over 800 people to the presentation which took place on 
September 25th at Fogelberg Auditorium. 


The School Department has been actively involved 
in the community task force dealing with the drug and 
alcohol issues on a townwide basis. Through the efforts 
of Mr. James Trentini, coaches, and members of the 
Health Department, as well as through the initiatives of 
the Director of the Department, Mr. Richard Verzone, 
we have pursued excellent forums dealing with drug and 
alcohol abuse in which many parents and students have 
participated. This is an area of vital concern to the Burl- 
ington Public Schools’ administration, teachers, and 
parent groups and will continue to remain high on our 
agenda. 


As an outgrowth of a grant through the Massa- 
chusetts Association of School Superintendents, 
building principals continued in their training in the Ex- 
cellence Program, which is designed to improve 
management skills and techniques. The work is based 
upon the work of the authors of In Search of Ex- 
cellence. 


Budget 


The 1986/87 school budget, initially proposed in 
the amount of $15,562,526, was arduously debated by 
Town Meeting primarily because of two new program 
improvements that the Burlington School Committee 
and the Superintendent of Schools highly recommend- 
ed. One was extending our current kindergarten pro- 
gram frrom a 2% hour session to a 4% hour session. 
The second was the introduction of a minicomputer for 
the curriculum to be used by teachers and students at 
Burlington High School. After great debate, the Burl- 
ington school budget was cut back to $15,078,600. The 
minicomputer for educational purposes has been pur- 
chased and has now been installed at Burlington High 
School. The recommendation to improve our kinder- 
garten program by increasing the number of hours for 
children will be made for the forthcoming school year. 


Another impact on the budget was reflected in the 
closing of the portables at the Marshall Simonds Middle 
School, which, after 18 years of use, outlived their pur- 
pose. This has enhanced the appearance of the Marshall 
Simonds Middle School in the process. . 


The Burlington School Committee and the Superin- 
tendent of Schools are aware that public information is 
vital for greater community understanding of educa- 
tional issues and needs. Public participation in our 
schools and at school committee meetings is encouraged 
and welcomed. We take pride in the openness and 
availability of administrators and school committee 
members to the general public, and we will continue to 
pursue meeting those vital objectives and initiatives for 
education that directly and indirectly impact our 
youngsters, their parents, and all other citizens of Burl- 
ington. 


We appreciate the outstanding support by the 
citizens of the town of Burlington and the many in- 
stances of personal commitment that people have made 
in participating in School Department activities, events, 
and programs conducted by administrators, teachers, 
and students. The School Committee is especially 
grateful to the teachers, administrators, clerical and 
custodial staffs, and the cafeteria personnel for their 
faithful and dedicated service to the children and 
citizens of our community. Their continued support 
enable us to provide quality education for the children 
in Burlington.

BURLINGTON 
HIGH SCHOOL 


The 1985-86 school year was marked by many 
changes at Burlington High School. I assumed the 
duties of Principal in August of 1985, and with my three 
associates, Mr. Otto Contardi, Mr. Samuel Gualtieri 
and Dr. Keith Manville, we prepared for the opening of 
school. Because of declining enrollments, we experi- 
enced a reorganization of staff. Mr. Michael Pace, 
Associate Principal, returned to his teaching duties in 
mathematics at Burlington High School. The situation 
was reversed in December 1986, when Dr. Manville 
resigned to become Principal of Beverly High School. 
Mr. Pace was recalled to his administrative position as 
Associate Principal. 


The student enrollment in September of 1985 
dropped to 1377, approximately 100 fewer students 
from the previous year. In 1986 the high school opened 
with 1287 students. With the administrative reorganiza- 
tion, many new policy changes at the high school were 
implemented to increase student accountability within 
the school building and to reduce school vandalism. The 
overall academic climate was enhanced through an 
assessment of all curricula and co-curricula programs. 


The newly formed Faculty Senate met regularly 
with me to review and reassess all school policies and 
regulations. The many short and long range goals 
developed and refined by the efforts and energy of the 
Faculty Senate proved productive. The Burlington High 
School Parent-Student-Teacher Organization met each 
month with a scheduled agenda of speakers and ac- 
tivities. The year’s program was designed to improve 
communication between the community and the high 
school administration and staff. A forum consisting of 
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Superintendent Thomas Michael, Assistant Superinten- 
dent Michael Malinowski, Principal Richard Connors 
of the Marshall Simonds Middle School and myself 
responded to questions regarding the recent high school 
reaccreditation report. 


The Burlington High School Marching Band 
underwent a major facelift. Through extensive efforts 
of the Band Booster Club President, Robert Aloisi, we 
raised $25,000 for new uniforms and equipment. Band 
membership increased significantly because of the add- 
ed support from the community and the school depart- 
ment leadership. 
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Burlington High School Band and Show Squads 


The Drama Club’s Spring production ‘‘Charlie 
Brown’’ had three successful performances. Through 
the efforts of the local Arts Council, additional funding 
was available to underwrite the production. 


A Burlington High School Beautification Program 
was instituted and landscaping work at the school was 
continued. With the assistance of alumnus, Brian 
McSweeny, a Burlington High School sign on Cam- 
bridge Street was constructed. To further improve the 
appearance of the building, red lettering indicating 
Burlington High School was affixed to the main en- 
trance. 


We are continuing to assess our academic programs 
to insure that the best possible educational oppor- 
tunities are provided to students at Burlington High 
School. I would like to thank the School Committee, 
Central Office, the Burlington High School staff, and 
the community for their support in welcoming me and 
in seeking to achieve the goal of academic excellence. 
Special thanks to Dr. Manville for his particular support 
during the past year. He has been an invaluable © 
associate, and I wish him well in his new position.

ART DEPARTMENT 


Burlington High School art students received 
honors in the regional, state and national Scholastic Art 
Exhibitions for the twentieth consecutive year. 


In the spring of 1986, the department produced its 
thirteenth annual ‘‘Exhibition.’? Over 600 pieces of 
work were exhibited in the library and main lobby. The 
Home Economics and Music Departments again con- 
tributed to the festive opening night by providing 
refreshments and music. 


Burlington art students contributed work to the 
Lahey Clinic permanent collection for the tenth con- 
secutive year. The collection includes art work from 
other schools in the area under the auspices of our 
School Department’s task force, ‘“‘JOY,’’? Join Our 
Youth. 


Other projects included set designs for the spring 
musical, ‘‘You’re A Good Man, Charlie Brown.’’ The 
Graphic Design classes provided work for school 
publications and created three Super Graphics. They 
also developed ideas for a new school seal. Caroline 
Mewing’s design was selected and will be used on of- 
ficial school documents. Art students submitted work to 
the literary publication, COLLAB. Photography 
students provided photographs for the course catalog, 
yearbook, student newspaper and the town newspaper. 


Burlington High School art students continue to 
further their art education. This year, students went on 
to Framingham State, the University of Connecticut 
and the Mass. College of Art. 


Through Best Bet proposals, the department ac- 
quired new cameras and studio equipment. The depart- 
ment also began involvement in a pilot project utilizing 
computers in art, funded by the Federal Block Grant for 
1986-87. 


The department’s five members taught the follow- 
ing studio areas: Design, Ceramics, Graphic Design, 
Photography, Painting and Drawing.

BUSINESS EDUCATION 
DEPARTMENT 


Business Education at Burlington High School of- 
fers students a variety of skill subjects, helpful for part- 
time, after school work, and career entry into the work 
force. Students going on to one, two, or four year col- 
leges also participate in and benefit from the courses. 


Typewriting is still the most popular subject in the 
department with Accounting becoming more popular 
each year. 
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Most of the equipment within the department is 
current with the office equipment in use today. Over the 
next few years the typewriters will all be of the electronic 
variety. There are a few Apple Ile computers, with 
printers being utilized in the Accounting and Office 
Machine courses, and the number of computers should 
moderately increase in the future. 


The department uses Wang Word Processors. The 
equipment is used by teachers, administrators, and the 
Burlington Adult Evening School. 


The Office Education Association, a Business 
Department sponsored activity, had a very successful 
year. In February the students went to the State Leader- 
ship Conference in Danvers, Mass. Out of this con- 
ference two students went on to the O.E.A. National 
Leadership Conference at Columbus, Ohio in April of 
1986. 


Due to declining enrollment, the Business Depart- 
ment staff now stands at five.

ENGLISH DEPARTMENT 


Students at Burlington High School continue to 
demonstrate academic achievement in the verbal areas. 
The class of 1986 posted a seven point increase over the 
previous class on the Scholastic Aptitude Test. The in- 
crease brings the average scores of our students above 
state and national norms. The state’s curriculum assess- 
ment test administered to eleventh graders also yielded 
encouraging results. The scores in the reading section of 
the test place Burlington students well above the state 
average and also indicate that our students perform very 
well when measured against students from comparable 
communities. All of this fairly good news means that we 
must continue our mission to stress reading, writing, 
vocabulary and critical thinking skills in the English cur- 
riculum. 


Computer technology is playing a larger role in 
English instruction. Several teachers have availed 
themselves of training opportunities and are now 
guiding their classes in new uses of the computer. On an 
average day, several writing classes will meet in the lab 
to work on essays; a college board review class will be 
working with a software program to improve 
vocabulary, while a developmental class will be working 
on reading comprehension. Teachers have also found 
that the computer can make their own work a little 
easier, especially in preparing tests and maintaining stu- 
dent records. 


The major goals for the current year include a 
review of the curriculum. The staff, mindful of declin- 
ing enrollments, is studying the possibility of con- 
solidating and restricting electives and instituting full 
year courses. The major concern is to ensure that every 
student who attends Burlington High School receives a 


comprehensive English education. Finally, the depart- 
ment is looking at the feasibility of implementing a sum- 
mer reading program.

FOREIGN LANGUAGE 
DEPARTMENT 


Approximately six hundred and _ seventy-five 
students or 50% of the High School student body are 
enrolled in foreign language classes for the school year 
1986-87. We have been able to maintain five levels of 
language study in Italian, German, Spanish and French. 
Latin is now taught up to level four. Our level two 
classes have remained constant due to the foreign 
language program at the Middle School. The one excep- 
tion is German which was not offered in 1986, but 
which we hope to have reinstated once a qualified Ger- 
man teacher returns to the staff. 


The Exchange Program with Germany took place 
in May and October, 1986. Thirty German students 
lived with host families in Burlington in May; twenty- 
eight of our high school students, accompanied by 
myself and Assistant Superintendent, Mr. Malinowski 
visited Hockenheim, West Germany in the Fall. Our 
fifth year in the Immersion Program in the Province of 
Quebec took place in 1986. In April a group of students 
visited Italy. All these activities are conducted under the 
auspices of the Foreign Language Department and with 
the authorization and support of the Superintendent of 
Schools and the School Committee.

GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 


The Guidance Department has worked to meet the 
diverse and complex needs of the student population of 
the high school. The Guidance Counselors, through the 
use of varied counseling techniques, work with students 
to identify and remediate problem areas as well as to 
help them to develop appropriate educational/career 
goals and courses of action to achieve those goals. 


The program for special needs students continues 
to be effective in identifying learning problems and for 
helping to cope with complex societal issues. An in- 
crease in the variety of course offerings for special needs 
students was implemented this past year. These addi- 
tional offerings provide for greater academic diversity 
while maintaining in-depth special needs support. 


The Guidance Department again hosted represen- 
tatives from more than 70 colleges and technical schools 
who spoke to interested students regarding admission 
requirements, costs and financial aid information dur- 
ing conferences at the high school. Military recruiters 
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also scheduled appointments to discuss programs of- 
fered by the Armed Services. 


A college computer information system (COL- 
LEGE COUNSEL) was made available to the student 
body. This system is an excellent method for a student 
to become involved in the college selection process. 
Each participant receives a personalized booklet detail- 
ing those colleges that appear to best meet his needs, 
interests and abilities. This information when used in 
conjunction with the expertise of the Guidance 
Counselors will provide the necessary information for a 
student to make a positive collegiate choice. 


The 1986 Burlington Community Scholarship Pro- 
gram continued to produce positive results. The number 
of donors increased to 110, an all-time high. Scholar- 
ships, totaling over $123,000, were distributed to 184 
recipients. Our deepest gratitude is extended to the local 
individuals, civic groups and business organizations 
who contributed to the scholarship program.

MATHEMATICS 
DEPARTMENT 


The Math Department courses attempt to meet the 
needs of all levels by offering a wide variety ranging 
from Advanced Placement Calculus, Advanced Com- 
puter Programming to Basic skill math and computer 
selections. 


The Computer Programming courses with current 
state of the art equipment IBM’s, Apple IIE and a new 
Prime system have increased in popularity from 2% of 
the school eight years ago to 40% of the current student 
population. We expect the interest in computers to con- 
tinue to remain high with our modern equipment and 
staff. 


In light of the increased demand for computer 
courses, over 50% of the Math Department members 
have been enrolled in Advanced Computer courses the 
past few years. Over 25% of the Math teachers teach 
computers at local colleges or work part time as com- 
puter consultants. A number of former members work 
full time for computer firms and volunteer their services 
to keep the department abreast of industry trends. 


The Math League team had another successful year 
finishing near the top in the Massachusetts Division II 
finals. The following schools are in our division: An- 
dover, Chelmsford, Woburn, Winchester, Austin Prep, 
North Andover, Billerica, Dracut and Methuen. A 
number of former members are currently attending 
some of the most competitive schools in the country 
such as: M.I.T. (6), Harvard, Cornell, Dartmouth, 
Worcester Poly Tech, R.P.I., Brown, etc. 


Thanks to the support of the ‘‘Best Bet’’ program 
we have been able to continue with a Computer Science 
League team under the direction of Mr. Arnold 
Strickman.

READING AND 
BASIC SKILLS 


The Reading Specialist at Burlington High School 
continues to coordinate all aspects of reading, study 
skills, and basic skills development. Regular classroom 
reading instruction, team taught with various members 
of the English Department, occurs at all high school 
grade levels. Other areas of support provided by the 
Reading Specialist include individual and group testing, 
individualized reading programs, textbook evaluation, 
and consultation services. Since the key to any suc- 
cessful supportive services program involves effective 
communication, the Reading Specialist initiates and 
maintains ongoing dialogue with administrators, 
counselors, teachers, parents, and students throughout 
the academic year. 
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In conjunction with new State legislation entitled 
Chapter 188, the Reading Specialist also functions as 
the Basic Skills Facilitator at Burlington High School. 
The responsibilities in this program include organiza- 
tion, supervision and implementation of the Massa- 
chusetts Testing Program in Basic Skills and in Cur- 
riculum Assessment. These testing programs provide 
valuable information which should help improve 
classroom instruction and basic skills development.

SCIENCE DEPARTMENT 


In 1986 a Laser-Video-Disc system was acquired 
through the initiative of the Computer Applications 
Coordinator, Arthur Fallon. 


BHS students continue to select science courses 
beyond graduation requirements. The number presently 
enrolled is 78%. Of particular interest is increased 
enrollment in two electives related to our natural sur- 
roundings: Marine Science has expanded to four sec- 
tions and 81 students; Plant Biology and Environmental 
Science has expanded to three sections and 75 students. 
They have planted some 1000 bulbs around the campus 
in a project funded by BEST BET. It was necessary to 
increase chemistry from 11 to 13 sections. Biology at 
standard and at honors levels was returned to six 
periods a week of instruction from the five per week it 
was moved to in 1975. 


BHS hosted the November meeting of the West 
Suburban Science League. All arrangements for the suc- 
cessful meeting were coordinated by David Luther.

SOCIAL STUDIES 
DEPARTMENT 


In the spring of 1986, members of the Social 
Studies Department again attended the Northeast 
Regional Council for the Social Studies Convention 
held in Boston. Through the many clinics and seminars, 
department members were able to participate in discus- 
sions relating to varied techniques and continue to at- 
tend many professional conferences and to participate 
in post-graduate studies at local universities. 


The revision of the 9th grade World History I cur- 
riculum was completed and implemented. Strong em- 
phasis is placed on developing skills in reading and 
critical thinking. Curriculum development work on the 
2-level United States History course was begun, with 
special emphasis on developing reading and writing 
skills within the course. The Consumer Economics 


course was revised, with particular emphasis placed on 
the inclusion of computer-assisted-learning materials. 


Computers were utilized more extensively in Social 
Studies instruction in Economics, Consumer Education 
and Psychology. In Economics students are able to 
analyze stock market movements and indicators, as well 
as to plot data and solve problems relating to inflation 
and the value of money. In Consumer Economics 
computer-assisted-learning is employed extensively. In 
Psychology students are plotting data with the aid of 
computers and are analyzing data garnered through 
surveys. The students have responded positively and en- 
thusiastically to the inclusion of computer applications 
in these courses. 


The department-sponsored field trips were suc- 
cessful once again. Many local citizens were invited to 
speak to social studies classes and to share their 
knowledge and experience with the students. 


Members of the department continue to be involv- 
ed extensively in student extra-curricular and other out- 
of-classroom activities, thus contributing to both the 
academic and personal growth of our students. 


In conclusion, this has been a year in which cur- 
riculum review and revision took place and new techni- 
ques were implemented in order that we might even 
more effectively meet the needs of our students.

MARSHALL SIMONDS 
MIDDLE SCHOOL 


Marshall Simonds Middle School continued to apply 
all of its human and physical resources to the academic 
and developmental needs of its sixth, seventh, and 
eighth grade students. The year, 1986, was characterized 
by many examples of student excellence and creativity. 
Nine instrumental music students from Marshall 
Simonds were honored by being chosen as members of 
the highly selective state-wide Junior District Band. 
Many eighth grade students who had received a B+ 
average or better during the sixth, seventh and eighth 
grade were recognized at the final assembly with 
Presidential Awards in the form of an engraved cer- 
tificate and pin from the White House. Prestigious 
recognition was also given in 1986 to several outstan- 
ding writers, artists and young scientists at M.S.M.S. 


During the past year Marshall Simonds students 
have been the benefactors of two school-community 
programs, namely, Project Business, and BEST BET. 
The children have been able to talk with business leaders 
who represent major banks, hospitals, and shopping 
centers. The continued generosity of Jack Rennie, Presi- 
dent of Pacer Systems, Inc. brought substantial educa- 
tional benefits to M.S.M.S. students in the form of field 
trips, educational materials, and staff development 
endeavors. 
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The diversification of student programs was evi- 
dent throughout 1986. M.L. Carr, a former Boston 
Celtic player, and Congressman Edward Markey spoke 
to the student body and asked them to ‘‘Stand Tall 
Against Drugs.’’ The second annual M.S.M.S. Stage 
Band Festival welcomed talented musicians from 
Newburyport, Beverly and Danvers to our school 
auditorium. The 1986 edition of the Spring Open House 
featured visual examples of middle school curriculums 
under the theme, ‘‘Foundation For The Future’’. The 
sixth grade Haunted House, Activity Block, Night of 
Vaudeville, and several school assemblies highlighted 
the Middle School’s commitment to the developmental 
needs of the adolescent. 


The major physical change in Marshall Simonds 
Middle School was the removal of the portable 
classrooms located on the Winn Street side of the 
school. The famous ‘‘X’’ and ‘‘D’’ corridor was 
dismantled in 1986. All of us at M.S.M.S. welcome this 
departure since it improves the appearance of the 
school. An ambitious langscaping project was com- 
pleted in the Fall that should further enhance the out- 
side grounds of the school. A beautifully constructed 
new soccer field was also established at the rear of 
M.S.M.S. These major improvements in the exterior of 
M.S.M.S. will certainly enhance the spirit and pride that 
both students and faculty will feel for their school.

OFFICE OF 
PUPIL SERVICES 


The Office of Pupil Services provided a wide range 
of programs for the students in the Burlington Public 
Schools. The department was involved in the implemen- 
tation of State and Federal Laws such as the Immuniza- 
tion Law, Basic Skills, P.L. 94-142, Chapter 766, 
Chapter 1 and School Attendance Law. 


As part of Burlington’s ongoing implementation of 
P.L. 94-142 and Chapter 766, the School Committee 
must develop an Annual Program Plan for Special 
Education. The public is encouraged to provide input 
and consultation in the development of the Plan. 
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The Burlington Elementary Extended Day Pro- 
gram, which provides for the needs of students after the 
regular school day, completed its second year at Burl- 
ington High School Open Space B area. A review of the 
program by the parent board and school administration 
led to contacting the North Suburban YMCA to explore 
the joining of the two programs. After careful review, 
the School Committee approved a restructuring of the 
program to allow for the YMCA to assume the manage- 
ment of the program. The new agreement allows the 
program to be on a more solid fiscal ground and will 
allow the program to continue to provide quality after 
school programming for Burlington youngsters. 


During the past year, the Burlington community 
has continued to provide a high level of support to the 
areas of Special Education, Guidance, Health Services, 
and English as a Second Language. This wide variety of 
programming allows for the individual needs of the 
diverse student population to be met.

SUPERVISOR OF 
ATTENDANCE 


The Supervisor of Attendance has the legal respon- 
sibility of insuring that all Burlington residents between 
the ages of 6 and 16 years receive an education by atten- 
ding school on a regular basis. Supported by the special 
programs implemented through the Office of Pupil Ser- 
vices, students are afforded a better opportunity of 
developing their potential. The attractive features of 
such programs tend to influence students positively and 
directly affect their daily school attendance. 


Students are considered truant if they willfully ab- 
sent themselves from school without the knowledge of 
their parents or school officials. In such cases, parents 
are notified and administrative action is taken. Habitual 
tardiness, if not corrected, can become a serious pro- 
blem for students. It is recommended that parents of 
Middle and High School students notify the respective 
schools in the case of their child’s absence. This enables 
the department to handle attendance more efficiently. 


LUNCH PROGRAM 


The Burlington School System participates in the 
National School Lunch Program. Students are able to 
purchase a well-balanced meal for 80 cents daily. If a 
family finds it difficult to purchase these lunches at the 
full price, they may apply for free or reduced price 
meals. The price of a reduced meal is 40 cents daily. 
Eligibility for this program is determined by income 
guidelines set down by the Federal government. 


WORKING PERMITS 


As Supervisor of Attendance for the Burlington 
Public Schools, I request the cooperation of all the 


citizens in abiding by the rules and regulations estab- 
lished by the Massachusetts Department of Labor 
relative to the employment of minors. Every child bet- 
ween the ages of 14 and 18 years of age must by law 
have a working permit. This must be kept on file at the 
place of employment. On termination of employment, 
the permit must be returned to the Office of Pupil Ser- 
vices within 24 hours. A minor is allowed to work only 
at the job stated on the employment permit. If he or she 
changes to a different type of employment, a new per- 
mit must be secured. 


A child under the age of 16 cannot work earlier 
than 6:30 a.m. and not later than 6:00 p.m. for a total 
number of hours not to exceed 40 hours in any week. A 
child over 16 years of age may work no later than 10 
p.m. 


Permits may be obtained by the student at the Of- 
fice of Pupil Services in the Administrative Unit at Burl- 
ington High School any weekday between the hours of 8 
a.m. and 4 p.m. 


STATE REPORTS 


The Supervisor of Attendance has the responsibili- 
ty of coordinating the state reports filed with the 
Department of Education on October 1 and May 1 of 
each year. The School System Summary Report, In- 
dividual School Report, The School-Attending Child 
and the Educational Census present a total picture of 
the educational process for the Burlington Public 
Schools. 


HOUSE BILL 4608 


On May 12, 1986 at the request of Representative 
Barbara Hildt of Amesbury, Ma., 5 Supervisors of At- 
tendance met at the State House to discuss House Bill 
4608 - An Act to Strengthen the Implementation and 
Enforcement of Children in Need of Services Statues. 
(CHINS) Rep. Hildt welcomed input from the Super- 
visors to help her strengthen the language of the bill. 
This effort, if successful, would ultimately better serve 
all the children of the Commonwealth.

NURSING STAFF 


In order to assist in identifying health problems in 
school age children, the school department conducted 
screenings in the following areas: Vision and Hearing, 
Podiatry, and Postural. As a result of these screenings, 
the following referrals were made for further examina- 
tions: 


Postural—53 
Podiatry—42 


Hearing—71 
Vision—192 


During the school year, 124 cases of communicable 
diseases were reported to the Board of Health. Strep- 
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tococcal infections are no longer required to be reported 
to the Board of Health. 


While health room visits have slightly declined due 
to lower enrollment at some levels, nursing services de- 
mand increased with the need to provide for the 
medically involved students who now attend public 
school. Such clinical procedures as catheterization and 
suctioning, once reserved for the home or hospital 
scene, are now being done in school. 


Health Room records indicated the following: 


112 reported accidents of students and staff 

19 requests for special transportation 

18 requests for home tutoring 

75% participation in the Fluoride Rinse Program 


To keep abreast of trends in medical issues that ef- 
fect schools, the nursing staff attended seminars related 
to the following issues: Care of Eye Injuries; Stress in 
the School Age Child; Anorexia and Bulemia; AIDS; 
Frequently Encountered Psychiatric Syndromes. 


We welcome Mrs. Mary Connor, R.N. who joined 
our ranks at the Middle School. She replaces Mrs. 
Maureen McLaughlin, R.N., who ably filled the post 
for over a year. 


We wish to thank the staff and parents, as well as 
our school physician, and podiatrist for their support in 
our efforts to service the students of Burlington.

COMPUTER 
APPLICATIONS 
COORDINATOR 


The acquisition of a Prime minicomputer system 
for academic use provides math department teachers at 
Burlington High School state-of-the-art equipment to 
teach computer programming to students. Prime Com- 
puter has provided excellent support during the installa- 
tion of the system. Math staff have participated in train- 
ing sessions for use of the system. Advanced BASIC, 
Pascal, COBOL, and Fortran will be taught on this 38 
terminal system. Other high school departments will use 
the Apple computers currently used in programming 
classes to increase computer use in their subject areas. 


The high school guidance department has been us- 
ing the College Counsel computer service to assist 
students in selecting colleges. A data sheet is prepared 
by the counselor, student and his or her parents. The in- 
formation is transmitted to a data base and a college 
profile is prepared which indicates those colleges that 
best meet a student’s profile. This profile provides a 
basis for an informed application process by all students 
who plan to attend a college or university. This program 
has been well received by parents and students. 
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The art department has acquired computer equip- 
ment to assist instruction in graphic art courses. Com- 
puter equipment and software will be used to give 
students skills in computer generated graphics and video 
image enhancement. The art staff are working with the 
coordinator to complete this project. 


The computer literacy program in the elementary 
and middle school continues to provide computer skills 
for the staff and students to become practical users of 
computers. Mrs. Patricia Hand and Mrs. Beverly Reber 
provide instruction in these programs. A pilot computer 
project designed to teach phonics and reading skills is 
underway at the Wildwood and Memorial Schools. The 
learning centers at the middle school are using com- 
puters to improve student achievement in basic skills. 
The reading program at MSMS also provides computer 
activities to assist student learning. 


The Burlington Public Schools work with the Mid- 
dlesex Collaborative consisting of seven area towns in 
the development of a training program for high school 
department heads. The collaborative has recently been 
awarded a grant from the State. 


The use of video discs in the schools has expanded. 
Video discs are used in the social studies and science 
departments at Burlington High School and will be used 
by other departments as more discs and equipment 
become available. The use of this technology has been a 
cooperative venture of the media services and computer 
departments. 


The computer department has provided training 
programs in wordprocessing for teaching and support 
staff. The computer department has also supported 
community use of computers. Classes have been taught 
in the evening adult education program. Special pro- 
grams were designed for introducing computers to the 
Police Department and senior citizens through the 
Council of Aging. A program to assist area adults in ob- 
taining a GED certificate has been supported by the 
computer department. Since these programs have been 
well received, we intend to assist the citizens of Burl- 
ington in similar projects as needed in the future.

HEALTH, PHYSICAL

In Project Adventure, all sophomore students were 
introduced to ‘‘Trying Is Important’’ and many volun- 
teered to attend the canoe and rock climbing field trips. 


The Crotched Mountain Ski Program continued to 
be tremendously successful and well attended. This 
year, the Physical Education Department again spon- 
sored a Rape Prevention program for grades 9 through 
12, in conjunction with the Burlington Police Depart- 
ment. 


The 1986 interscholastic season continued with its 
outstanding success in the boys’ and girls’ gymnastics 
programs under the able direction of Mrs. Nina Warner 
and Mr. Richard Hayes.

BENNETT REPORT STRESSES IMPACT 
OF SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


In an 83-page report on the nation’s elementary 
schools and curriculum released in September, Secretary 
of Education William J. Bennett notes that no study has 
been made of the condition and direction of elementary 
education since 1953 and states ‘‘The time has come to 
do so-not because elementary schools are in deep trou- 
ble, but because they are so deeply important.’’ 


Among his observations and recommendations 
relating to specific curricula areas, Bennett maintains 
that every school should have a library, and every child 
a public library card. 


Bennett, emphasizing the importance of books in 
all areas to encourage reading stated, ‘‘What our 
children need are lessons that explore unfamiliar 
possibilities, that play on their imaginative capacities 


while teaching core democratic values like respect for 
persons, property and truth.’’ 


CABLE TV CONTRACT FINALIZED 


As chairman of your Town Cable Advisory Com- 
mittee, I stated in last year’s annual report that we were 
in the process of negotiating the renewal of your cable 
TV license. The contract has been renewed and granted 
to the Greater Boston Cable Committee for a ten (10) 
year period. Burlington’s first cable contract, signed in 
1972, consisted of two (2) pages while the new contract 
which will take effect in June of this year totals ninety- 
eight (98) pages. The new contract will benefit each 
subscriber with a wider choice of quality channels, 
which includes new Super Stations, Pay Channels, 
Entertainment and Children’s Channels, as well as a 
Town Access, Government and Educational Channels.

MUSIC DEPARTMENT 


Elementary schools continued to focus primarily 
upon classroom instructional programs, offering music 
twice weekly for half hour periods to all students. In ad- 
dition, elective choral and recorder groups in each 
school rehearsed on a regular weekly basis. Elementary 
band students that received instruction in their respec- 
tive schools throughout the year, combined for a cul- 
minating concert on June 11 at Burlington High School, 
All elementary schools held performances during school 
hours and, on some occasions, during the evening as 
well. 


Classroom music programs at the Marshall 
Simonds Middle School were offered all sixth and 
seventh graders twice weekly for forty minute periods. 
Choral groups combined with the recorder ensemble for 
a concert on May 15 and December 22. A special out- 
door choral pops concert was scheduled on June 10. In 
December, Marshall Simonds Middle School students 
were invited to sing at Quincy Market in Boston during 
the holiday season. 


The MSMS Concert and Stage Bands performed 
concerts on May 6 and December 16 and, in addition, 
held a special stage band festival on March 26. Guest 
stage bands included Newburyport, Danvers and Bever- 
ly. The MSMS Stage Band entered the University of 
New Hampshire Jazz Festival on March 29 and received 
very high scores from adjudicators. An exchange pro- 
gram was scheduled with the Amesbury Middle School 
Concert Band on March 5 and March 10. A special 
awards night was held on May 14 to honor all deserving 
students in the program. 


The Burlington High School Band and Chorus held 
joint concerts on May 8 and December 17. In addition, 
**Spring Sing’’ was held on March 27 featuring smaller 
units of the chorus as well as the BHS Stage Band. 
Choral students combined with drama students for a 
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special school assembly on December 23. Students sang 
for the Massachusetts Retired Teacher’s Association on 
October 8 and for Senior Citizens on December 17. Dur- 
ing the holiday season the BHS Chorus and Chorale 
performed at the Caldor Mall, Jordan Marsh and the 
Marriott Hotel. 


The BHS Band held a marching band camp two 
weeks prior to school opening in September in prepara- 
tion for the football season, competitions and parades. 
Combined with majorettes, pom pom girls and the flag 
squad, they impressed their audiences with perfor- 
mances that were accurate and precise both in sound 
and movement. They participated in the Memorial Day 
Parade in May and the Woburn Halloween Parade in 
October. In addition, they performed for a special 
observance of Veteran’s Day on November 11. Special 
invitations were extended by several business organiza- 
tions including the ‘‘Old Stone Bank”’ and ‘‘AFSCME”’ 
for performances at their conferences. 


The BHS Band Booster Organization under the 
leadership of President Robert Aloisi, raised sufficient 
funds to purchase new band uniforms which greatly 
enhanced the image of the BHS Band. Later in the year, 
BHS Band and Choral students joined with their 
parents in fund raising efforts for an April vacation trip 
to Disneyworld and Seaworld in Florida where students 
are scheduled for special performances. 


The school budget provided a generous allocation 
to partially update the instrumental inventory in the 
middle and high schools. Older flugel horns, sax- 
ophones and baritone horns were replaced with new in- 
struments. 


Over 300 elementary and middle school students 
were escorted to Symphony Hall by 24 parent 
chaperones and six teachers to hear performances by the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra on March 17, April 30 and 
November 7. High school students attended separate 
concerts that were designed for their age level. 


Special awards programs were held on June 2 and 
December 10 to reward deserving students in the high 
school music program including those selected for 
district and all-state performances. 


Personnel changes included Itamar Lubetzky, who 
resigned after a two year leave of absence. Roger Roth 
was hired as Memorial Elementary Music Specialist. 


On behalf of music teachers and their students, I 
would like to express appreciation to school ad- 
ministrators, teachers, parents and the business com- 
munity for the continued support they have provided © 
our program.

As a regional vocational/technical school, Shawsheen 
Tech. serves five towns which include Bedford, Billerica, 
Burlington, Tewksbury and Wilmington. Our prime con- 
cern is to train students for gainful employment. Since 
80% of the jobs in today’s world of work do not require 
a college education, the vocational and technical train- 
ing offered at Shawsheen Tech results in just about all 
of the graduates getting jobs in their area of training. 


As with every year, many activities take place which 
affect students, parents, and districts townspeople. Listed 
below are several such activities. 


OPEN HOUSE 


This past year, Open House was held on January 21, 
1987. Invitations were sent to all 8th grade students and 
their parents in order to give them the opportunity to visit 
the school and see the shops in operation. Teachers were 
on hand to explain the skill training in the different shop 
areas while the academic teachers were available to answer 
questions concerning the academic requirements of the 
school. This was by far one of the largest turnouts of any 
Open House held by the school. 
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ADULT EDUCATION 


Adult Evening Education was offered once again this 
past year and continues to be extremely popular with over 
400 adults enrolled in approximately 19 different 
programs. 


ACCREDITATION 


This past year Shawsheen Tech hosted a visiting com- 
mittee comprised of members of the New England Asso- 
ciation of Schools and Colleges. The committee spent 
three days at Shawsheen Tech evaluating the school in 
terms of our stated philosophy and objectives and the ex- 
tent to which the school meets the educational needs 
of the students and the district communities. The visiting 
committee submitted their final report to the Commis- 
sion on Vocational, Technical and Career Institutions, and 
at the 101st Annual Meeting of the New England Asso- 
ciation of Schools and Colleges at the Copley Plaza Hotel 
in Boston, Shawsheen Tech was awarded initial institu- 
tional accreditation. This indicates we have met standards 
of membership and complied with requirements for ex- 
tensive evaluation and peer group review by the Associa- 
tion which monitors accredited schools and colleges to 
ensure that standards of membership are maintained. 


BUDGET 


In accordance with guidelines established in past 
years, the final budget was reviewed and passed by the 
Regional School Committee on January 27, 1986. 


CRAFT ADVISORY MEETINGS 


In keeping with our past practice, Shawsheen Tech’s 
Craft Advisory Committee met in the fall and spring of 
this past year. We have been most fortunate in having a 
large and very interested group of advisors whose guid- 
ance over the years has been extremely valuable to the 
school. 


STUDENT ACTIVITIES 


Shawsheen Tech offers many extra-curricular ac- 
tivities to students attending our school. This year 
students took part in such activities as the Vocational In- 
dustrial Clubs of America (VICA), Toys For Tots, school 
newspaper, drama club, and pop band as well as the many 
sports teams fielded by the school. 


OUTSIDE PROJECTS 


Our house building project for the 85/86 school year 
was built in Tewksbury, and the students work was com- 
pleted in June. Our students also continued to work on 
other outside projects during the year: such as, the Wilm- 
ington Senior Center, Tewksbury Fire Department, and 
Burlington High School. This year’s house project is be- 
ing undertaken in the town of Billerica and should be 


completed by this June. These projects give the construc- 
tion trade students excellent experience in the actual 
building process. 


LOOKING AHEAD 


The year ahead promises to be an exciting and 
challenging one as well as a year of transition for the 
students and staff of Shawsheen Tech. Mr. Benjamin 
Wolk, whose name grew to be synonymous with the in- 
stitution “Shawsheen Tech?’ has retired. The contributions 
of this extraordinary individual will be permanently felt 
in this school district. 


On December 16, 1986 the School Committee voted 
Mr. Charles Lyons the school’s new Superintendent- 
Director. Mr. Lyons began his appointment the beginning 
of February. Until that time, Mr. Robert Cunningham 
acted as Interim Superintendent for the school. 


ENROLLMENT STATISTICS 


In accordance with the agreement between the five 
towns, the assessment of costs is based on the percentage 
of enrollment. The enrollment as of October 1, 1986 was 
as follows:

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TREASURER/COLLECTORS 
REPORT 1986 


The Town of Burlington for the first time in several 
years had a seventy cent tax increase in both residential 
and commercial/industrial rates. This was voted by 
Town Meeting in order to fund $3,000,000 in capital 
budget projects to improve the distribution and quality 
of our water, pavement management plan to improve 
streets, and renovations to various recreation fields and 
municipal buildings. This was funded by increasing 
taxes over 22 percent by taking advantage of $943,000 
of banked real estate growth. Town Meeting also voted 
to take $720,000 out of free cash and the remaining 
$1,337,000 came from available funds after voting 
operating budgets. 


The town still has approximately $1,900,000 in 
banked growth that could be used in future years to levy 
taxes above 22 percent if voted by Town Meeting. This 
is a distinct possibility since the town will be looking at 
Capital Budget requests totaling over $10,000,000 in the 
next five years. 


The town still has a stabilization fund of 
$2,190,000 and free cash of $1,500,000 that can be used 
to fund some of the Capital Budget requests. However, 
we will still be looking for approximately $6,000,000 if 
Town Meeting decides to vote all capital projects: 
therefore, the town could be looking at floating a future 
bond issue to finance some of these projects. 


The federal government voted elimination of 
federal revenue sharing funding, leaving the town with a 
$700,000 revenue loss. However, the new state law tax- 
ing hotels is expected to bring in approximately 
$720,000 in new revenue in 1987 to offset this large 
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revenue loss. Purely for information, the following 
figures from the Treasurer’s office are listed below:

The prime lending rate in 1986 fell two basis points 
starting at 9.50 in January and ending at 7.50 in 
December. Mortgage rates and interest rates on in- 
vestments were the lowest in eight years. The town’s in- 
vestment income was $596,000, down from $600,000 in 
1985. This small change was a direct result of lower in- 
terest rates. This was the third year the town did not 
borrow tax anticipation money and saved approximate- 
ly $80,000 in interest expense. The town did close all its 
checking accounts in 1986 and transferred all remaining 
small balances into money market accounts earning in- 
terest. This became legalized through new deregulation 
in the banking community allowing municipal accounts 
to write checks and also earn interest. This will allow the 
town to incfease its interest income and decrease its 
bookkeeping and reconciliation function by managing 
fewer accounts. 


There was also a major change that took place 
relative to the way cities and towns manage and pay for 
their banking services. New legislation was enacted, 
Chapter 740 of the Acts of 1985, to set up new guide- 
lines for maintaining compensating balance agreements 
by municipalities and districts. After soliciting quota- 
tions on what bank services would cost the town 
through compensating balance arrangements VS direct 
payment of computer Services Bureau fees, we deter- 
mined that the town could save considerable time and 
money by investing the money ourselves and paying 
computer services through an appropriation from Town 
Meeting. 


This new legislation will cost cities and towns 
thousands of dollars in bank services that previously 
were not billed. Most banks maintained good relation- 
ships with their municipalities and did not charge any 
direct fees for services because of the business generated 
by the city and town accounts. 


The Town of Burlington Health Insurance rates for 
1987 had to be increased 20%. This was the continua-

tion of bad claims experience for two years. The town is 
insured against individual employees claims exceeding 
$30,000 in a calendar year. However, we are on a self- 
funding basis and pay all other claims up to the $30,000 
figure. The town over a four year period has had an 
average yearly increase of only 10%. The national 
average for health insurance rates has been between 
15% to 25% over that same four years. The Town of 
Burlington has saved itself and employees thousands of 
dollars in insurance premiums by the self-funding 
mechanism. The towns health insurance expense will 
continue to increase over 10% if legislation is not passed 
to change the reimbursement formula for Health 
Maintenance Organizations. Presently the town must 
pay the same dollar amount in premium as it does to its 
indemnity type coverage rather than in the same 
““percentage’’ amount as its contributions to traditional 
indemnity type insurance. This means the town is pay- 
ing more than 50% of the yearly premium for health

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maintenance contracts and the enrollment yearly is in- 
creasing. 

The following is a listing of gross and net payrolls, 
also withholdings for the year 1982 through 1986. 

These are administered and reconciled by the 
Treasurer’s office. I might also add that the amount of 
time spent administering the towns benefit package for 
the employees has doubled. New federal legislation has 
increased both the reporting and monitoring guidelines 
for all benefits. The new Medicare tax and Internal 
Revenue reporting for new W-4 forms and tax changes 
is a confusing mess. The number of employees the town 
employs and the retirees we handle benefits for has in- 
creased significantly. The Town Meeting is going to 
have to address the increase workload in all departments 
with more resources and employees if we are going to be 
able to provide the same level of services. 


The Real Estate and Personal Property tax commit- 
ment totaled $24,568,005 for fiscal year 1986. This 
represents 69% of the town’s annual revenue. The ex- 
cise tax commitment on motor vehicles for calendar 
year 1986 was $1,394,773, which is a total increase of

17% in excise tax levied. Paul Kelley, our Deputy Col- 
lector of Taxes, collected $119,077 in delinquent real 
estate, personal property and excise taxes during 1986. 


The Tax Collectors Real Estate and Personal Pro- 
perty billing and receivable system is in the process of 
being transferred from Arlington Trust Co. (a Service 
Bureau) to our In House IBM system 36. We are hope- 
ful that this new transition will improve the information 
flow as well as the time it takes to issue regular and 
delinquent bill notices. This new system should enhance 
the cash flow of taxes paid and reduce the outstanding 
tax balances to even lower balances. 


I would like to publicly thank my entire staff. The 
pressures to perform more work while meeting dead- 
lines weekly is increasing monthly. They have responded 
in a professional manner and do provide a very valuable 
service to the employees of the town and especially to 


you the residents. They work many hard hours with 
small recognition for the responsibility they handle. 


I must also publicly acknowledge the dedicated ser- 
vice to the Town of Burlington by one super lady Har- 
riet Turnquist. Harriet worked in the Tax Collectors of- 
fice for thirty years. Nineteen with Ed Fogelberg and 
eleven years with me. Her personal commitment of 
time, energy and public service to the Town of Burling- 
ton cannot go unnoticed. Her preciseness to detail and 
efficiency in the collection and record keeping of twenty 
million dollars in taxes made our office run efficiently. 
Harriet will be more than missed by both the town and 
myself. I wish she and husband many happy and healthy 
years of retirement. They both have surely earned it.

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ARTICLE 27—General By-Law—Control of Dogs 


The article as it appears in the Warrant was mov- 
ed and seconded. It was moved and seconded to refer 
to the By-Law Review Committee to report back at the 
May Town Meeting. Motion failed. The main motion 
carried. VOTED that the Town amend General By-Law 
Article V—Control of Dogs—by adding thereto a new 
section, 7.0, to read substantially as follows: 


Section 7.0—Regulation of Vicious Dogs 
7.1— Declaration of Purpose 


a. It is hereby declared that vicious 
dogs have become a serious and 
widespread threat to the safety 
and welfare of citizens of the Town 
of Burlington, in that vicious dogs 
have in recent years assaulted 
without provocation and seriously 
injured numerous individuals, par- 
ticularly children, and have killed 
numerous dogs. Many of these at- 
tacks have occurred in public 
places. 


b. The number and severity of these 
attacks is also attributable to the 
failure of owners to register, con- 
fine and properly control vicious 
dogs. 


c. It is further declared that the own- 
ing, keeping or harboring of vicious 
dogs is a nuisance. 


d. It is further declared that because 
of the danger posed to the public, 
health, safety and welfare by 
vicious dogs this By-Law con- 
stitutes an emergency measure 
providing for the immediate preser- 
vation of the public health, safety 
and welfare of the citizens of the 
Town of Burlington. 


Section 7.2— Definitions 


As used in Sections 1 through 8, in- 
Clusive, of this By-Law, the following 
words and terms shall have the follow- 
ing meanings, unless the context shall 
indicate another or different meaning 
or intent: 


a. “Vicious Dog” means: 
(1) Any dog that when unprovoked 


inflicts bites or attacks a human 
being or other animals, either on 


public or private property, or in a 
vicious or terrorizing manner ap- 
proaches any person in apparent 
attitude of attack upon the streets, 
sidewalks, or any public grounds or 
places; or 


(2) Any dog with a known propen- 
sity, tendency or disposition to at- 
tack unprovoked, to cause injury or 
to otherwise endanger the safety 
of human beings or domestic 
animals; or 


(3) Any dog which attacks a human 
being or domestic animal without 
provocation; 


(4) Any dog owned or harbored 
primarily or in part for the purpose 
of dog fighting, or any dog trained 
for dog fighting; or 


(5) Any dog licensed according to 
Town law. “Vicious dog” shall in- 
clude the breed of dog known as 
the American Staffordshire Pit Bull, 
Pit Bull Terrier, Bull Terrier or the 
American Pit Bull. 


“Enclosure” means a fence or 
structure of at least six (6) feet in 
height, suitable to prevent the en- 
try of young children, and confine 
a vicious dog. “Enclosure” also 
means other measures which may 
be taken by the owner or keeper, 
such as tethering of the vicious 
dog. Such enclosure shall be 
securely enclosed and locked and 
designed with secure sides, top 
and bottom and shall be designed 
to prevent the animal from escap- 
ing from the enclosure. 


“Dog Officer’ means any person 
designated by the Town Selectmen, 
and may be a Police Officer or 
Constable. 


“Impounded” means taken into the 
custody of the public pound. 


“Person” means a natural person or 
any legal entity, including but not 
limited to, a corporation, firm, part- 
nership or trust. 


“Muzzle” means a device con- 
structed of strong soft material or 
a metal muzzle. Such muzzle may 
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not interfere with the vision or 
respiration of any dog, nor shall it 
Cause any injury to the dog. It must 
prevent the dog from biting any 
animal or person. 


Section 7.3—Requirements for Registration. 


a. 


Every dog three months old or 
older shall be licensed pursuant to 
G.L. c140,§137. No vicious dog 
shall be licensed by the Town of 
Burlington for any licensing period 
commencing after January 1987 
unless the owner or keeper of such 
vicious dog shall meet the follow- 
ing requirements: 


(1) The owner or keeper shall pre- 
sent to Town Clerk or other licens- 
ing authority proof that the owner 
or keeper has procured liability in- 
surance in the amount of at least 
one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00), covering any damage 
or injury which may be caused by 
such vicious dog during the twelve 
(12) month period for which licens- 
ing is sought. The policy should 
contain a provision requiring the 
Town to be named as additional in- 
sured for the sole purpose of the 
Town Clerk or other licensing 
authority to be notified by the in- 
surance company of any cancella- 
tion, termination or expiration of 
the liability insurance policy. 


(2) The owner or keeper shall main- 
tain and not voluntarily cancel the 
liability insurance required by this 
Section 3 (1) (a) during the twelve 
(12) month period for which licens- 
ing is sought, unless the owner or 
keeper shall cease to own or keep 
the vicious dog prior to expiration 
of such license. 


(3) The owner or keeper shall have 
a licensing number assigned to 
any vicious dog, or such other 
identification number as the Town 
Clerk or other licensing authority 
shall determine. That number shall 
be noted on the city or town licen- 
sing files for such vicious dog. 


(4) The owner or keeper shall 
display a sign on his or her 
premises warning that there is a 
vicious dog on the premises. The 


sign shall be visible and capable of 
being read from the public highway 
or roadway. 


(5) The owner or keeper shall, on or 
prior to the effective date of such 
license for which application is be- 
ing made, have a fenced enclosure 
for the vicious dog on the proper- 
ty where the vicious dog will be 
kept or maintained. 


(6) The owner or keeper shall notify 
the licensing dog is unconfined, 
has attacked another animal or 
has attacked a human, or has died 
or has been sold or given away. If 
the vicious dog has been sold or 
given away, the owner or keeper 
shall also provide the licensing 
authority with the name, address 
and telephone number of the new 
owner of the vicious dog. 


(7) The Dog Officer is hereby em- 
powered to make whatever inquiry 
is deemed necessary to ensure 
compliance with the provisions of 
this By-Law, and such Dog Officer 
is hereby empowered to seize and 
impound any vicious dog whose 
owner or keeper fails to comply 
with the provisions hereof. 


Section 7.4—Control of Vicious Dogs 


a. All vicious dogs shall be confined 


in an enclosure. It shall be unlawful 
for any owner or keeper to maintain 
a vicious dog upon any premises 
which does not have a locked 
enclosure. 


It shall be unlawful for any owner 
or keeper to allow any vicious dog 
to be outside of the dwelling of the 
owner or outside of the enclosure, 
unless it is necessary for the owner 
or keeper to obtain veterinary care 
for the vicious dog, or to sell or give 
away the vicious dog or to comply 
with commands or directions of 
the Dog Officer with respect to the 
vicious dog, or to comply with the 
provisions of this By-Law. In such 
event, the vicious dog shall be 
securely muzzled and restrained 
with a chain having a minimum 
tensile strength of three hundred 
(300) pounds and not exceeding 
three (3) feet in length, and shall be 
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under the direct control and super- 
vision of the owner or keeper of the 
vicious dog. 


Section 7.5—Purpose or Intent—Harboring 


a. No person shall own or harbor any 


dog for the purpose of dog 
fighting, or train, torment, badger, 
bait or use any dog for the purpose 
of causing or encouraging said 
dog to unprovoked attacks upon 
human beings or domestic 
animals. 


No person shall possess with in- 
tent to sell, or offer for sale, breed, 
or buy or attempt to buy within the 
Town any vicious dog. 


Section 7.6—Vicious Dog—Seizure 


a. 


In the event that a Dog Officer or 
law enforcement agent has cause 
to believe that a vicious dog is be- 
ing harbored or cared for in viola- 
tion of this By-Law, the Dog Officer 
or law enforcement agent may 
order the seizure and impound- 
ment of the vicious dog pending 
trial. 


Section 7.7—Action for Damages—Destruction of 
Offending Vicious Dog 


a. 


If any vicious dog shall kill or 
wound, or assist in killing or woun- 
ding any sheep, lamb, cattle, horse, 
hog, swine, fowl or other domestic 
animal, belonging to or in the 
possession of any person, or shall 
attack, assault, bite or otherwise 
injure any person, or assist in at- 
tacking, assaulting, biting or other- 
wise injuring any person while out 
or within the enclosure, whether or 
not such vicious dog escaped 
without fault of the owner or 
keeper, the owner or keeper of 
such dog shall be liable to the per- 
son aggrieved for all damage sus- 
tained, pursuant to G.L.c. 140,§155. 


Upon any attack or assault by a 
vicious dog, the Dog Officer of the 
Town is hereby empowered to con- 
fiscate and destroy such vicious 
dog after a hearing as provided by 
Section 8 of this By-Law, if the con- 
duct of such vicious dog or its 
Owner or keeper constituted a 
violation of the provisions of this 
By-Law. 


Section 7.8—Penalties for Violation 


a. Any vicious dog, except those rul- 


ed vicious for violation of Section 
2 (a) (5) solely: 


(1) Whose owner or keeper does 
not secure the liability insurance 
coverage required in accordance 
with Section 3 (1) (a) of this By-Law, 
or 


(2) Which is not maintained on pro- 
perty with an enclosure; or 


(3) Which shall be outside of the 
dwelling of the owner or keeper, or 
outside of an enclosure except as 
provided in Section 4 (2), 


may be confiscated by a Dog Of- 
ficer and may be destroyed in an 
expeditious and humane manner 
after a hearing as provided in Sec- 
tion 8 of this By-Law. In addition, 
the owner or keeper shall pay a ten 
dollar ($10.00) fine for each offense. 


If any vicious dog shall kill, wound 
or assist in killing or wounding any 
domestic animal, described in Sec- 
tion 7 (1) of this By-Law, the owner 
or keeper of said dog shall pay a 
twenty-five ($25) dollar fine, and for 
each subsequent violation pay a 
fine of fifty ($50) dollars. The Dog 
Officer is empowered to confiscate 
and destroy said vicious dog, after 
a hearing as provided in Section 8 
of this By-Law. 


If any vicious dog shall attack, 
assault, wound, bite or otherwise 
injure or kill a person, the owner or 
keeper shall pay a twenty-five ($25) 
dollar fine and for each subse- 
quent violation pay a fine of fifty 
($50) dollars. The Dog Officer is em- 
powered to confiscate and destroy 
said vicious dog, after a hearing as 
provided in Section 8 of this 
By-Law. 


All fines paid pursuant to this sec- 
tion shall be paid to the Town of 
Burlington. 


No dog shall be destroyed within 
ten (10) days of being impounded; 
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f. If the owner or keeper of an animal 
impounded for an alleged violation 
of Sections 3 to 7 inclusive of this 
By-Law believes that there has not 
been a violation of such Sections, 
the owner or keeper may file a 
complaint in the District Court. The 
impounded dog shall not be 
destroyed pending resolution of 
the owner's or keeper’s complaint 
if the compliant shall have been fil- 
ed within ten (10) days of impound- 
ment of such dog. If the court shall 
find that there shall not have been 
a violation of Sections 3 to 7 in- 
Clusive of this By-Law, such dog 
may be released to the custody of 
the owner or keeper upon payment 
to the poundkeeper of the expense 
of keeping such dog, as determin- 
ed in accordance with G.L.c. 
140,§157. 


Section 7.9—Severability 


If any provision of this By-Law, or 
the application thereof to any per- 
son or circumstances, is held in- 
valid, the validity of the remainder of 
the By-Law and the application of 
such provisions to other persons 
and circumstances shall not be af- 
fected thereby.

7.0 REGULATION AND LICENSING OF 
VICIOUS DOGS 


71 Declaration of Purpose 


a. It is hereby declared that vicious dogs 
have become a serious and wide- 
spread threat to the safety and welfare 
of citizens of the Town of Burlington, 
in that vicious dogs have in recent 
years assaulted without provocation 
and seriously injured numerous in- 


dividuals, particularly children, and 
have killed numerous dogs. Many of 
these attacks have occurred in public 
places. 


b. The number and severity of these at- 
tacks is also attributable to the failure 
of owners to register, confine and pro- 
perly control vicious dogs. 


c. It is further declared that the owning, 
keeping or harboring of vicious dogs is 
a nuisance and if such dog is not pro- 
perly controlled its license should be 
revoked. 


d. it is further declared that because of 
the danger posed to the public, heealth, 
safety and welfare by vicious dogs, this 
By-Law constitutes an emergency 
measure providing for the immediate 
preservation of the public health, safety 
and welfare of the citizens of the Town 
of Burlington. 


7.2 Definitions 


As used in this By-Law, the following words 
and terms shall have the following mean- 
ings, unless and context shall indicate 
another or different meaning or intent: 


a. “Vicious Dog” means: 


(1) Any dog that has bitten or attacked 
a human being or animal; 


(2) Any dog owned or harbored pri- 
marily or in part for the purpose of 
dog fighting, or any dog trained for 
dog fighting; or 


(3) Any dog of the breed or recogniz- 
able mixture of the breed of dog 
Known as the Pit Bull (including 
without limitation American Staf- 
fordshire Pit Bull, Pit Bull Terrier, 
Bull Terrier or the American Pit 
Bull). If the Licensing Authority or 
Dog Officer shall identify a dog as 
a Pit Bull or recognizable mixture 
thereof and its owner shall contest 
this, both Dog Officer and the. 
owner shall present evidence at a 
hearing before the Selectmen who 
shall decide the question on this 
issue. 


b. “Encosure” means a fence or structure 


of at least six (6) feet in height, suitable 
to prevent the entry of young children, 
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and confine a vicious dog; but not to 
include a whole yard if the fence is 
greater than six feet in height. Such en- 
closure shall have sides, top and bot- 
tom and shall be designed to prevent 
the animal from escaping from the 
enclosure. 


“Dog Officer’ means any person 
designated by the Town Selectmen, 
and may be a Police Officer or 
Constable. 


“Impounded” means taken into the 
custody of the Dog Officer or other 
designated agents of the Town. 


“Person” means a natural person or any 
legal entity including but not limited to, 
a corporation, firm, partnership or trust. 


“Muzzle” means a device constructed 
of strong, soft material or a metal muz- 
zle. Such muzzle may not interfere with 
the vision or respiration of any dog nor 
shall it cause any injury to the dog. It 
must prevent the dog from biting any 
animal or person. 


“Licensing Authority” means the Office 
of the Town Clerk or other duly author- 
ized licensing authority. 


7.3 Requirements for Licensing 


a. Every dog kept in the Town of Burl- 


ington which is three months old or 
older shall be licensed. The Animal In- 
Spector shall notify the Licensing 
Authority of all vicious dogs as defined 
in this By-Law. No vicious dog shall be 
licensed by the Town of Burlington for 
any licensing period commencing after 
January 1987 unless the owner or 
keeper of such vicious dog shall meet 
the following requirements: 


(1) The owner or keeper shall present 
to the Licensing Authority proof 
that the owner or keeper has pro- 
cured liability insurance in the 
amount of at least one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00), 
covering any damage or injury 
which may be caused by such 
vicious dog during the twelve (12) 
month period for which licensing is 
sought. The policy shall contain a 
provision requiring the Town to be 
named as additional insured for 
the sole purpose of the Licensing 
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(2) 


(4) 


(5) 


Authority to be notified by the in- 
surance company of any cancella- 
tion, termination or expiration of 
the liability insurance policy. 


The owner or keeper shall maintain 
and not voluntarily cancel the li- 
ability insurance required by this 
section during the twelve (12) 
month period for which licensing is 
sought, unless the owner or keeper 
shall cease to own or keep the 
vicious dog prior to expiration cf 
such license. 


The owner or keeper shall have a 
licensing number assigned to any 
vicious dog, or such other identifi- 
cation number as the Licensing 
Authority shall determine. That 
number shall be noted on the city 
or town licensing files for such 
vicious dog. 


The owner or keeper shall display 
a sign on his or her premises warn- 
ing that there is a vicious dog on 
the premises. The sign shall be 
visible and capable of being read 
from the public highway or road- 
way. 


The owner or keeper shall, on or 
prior to the effective date of such 
license for which application is be- 
ing made, have a fenced enclosure 
for the vicious dog on the property 
where the vicious dog will be kept 
or maintained. 


The owner or keeper shall notify 
the Licensing Authority if said dog 
is unconfined, has attacked an- 
other animal or has attacked a 
human, or has died or has been 
sold or given away, the owner or 
keeper shall also provide the Licen- 
sing Authority with the name, ad- 
dress and telephone number of the 
new owner of the vicious dog. 


The Dog Officer is hereby em- 
powered to make whatever inquiry 
is deemed necessary to ensure 
compliance with the provisions of 
this By-Law, and such Dog Officer 
is hereby empowered to seize and 
impound any vicious dog whose 
owner or keeper fails to comply 
with the provisions hereof. 


7.4 Control of Vicious Dogs 


a. 


All vicious dogs shall be confined in an 
enclosure. It shall be unlawful for any 
owner or keeper to maintain a vicious 
dog upon any premises which does not 
have a locked enclosure. 


It shall be unlawful for any owner or 
keeper to allow any vicious dog to be 
outside of the dwelling of the owner or 
outside of the enclosure, unless it is 
necessary for the owner or keeper to 
obtain veterinary care for the vicious 
dog, or to sell or give away the vicious 
dog or to comply with the commands 
or directions of the Dog Officer with 
respect to the vicious dog, or to comp- 
ly with the provisions of this By-Law. In 
such event, the vicious dog shall be 
securely muzzled and restrained with 
a chain having a minimum tensile 
strength of three hundred (300) pounds 
and not exceeding three (3) feet in 
length, and shall be under the direct 
control and supervision of the owner or 
keeper of the vicious dog. 


7.5 Purpose of Intent—Harboring 


a. 


No person shall own or harbor any dog 
for the purpose of dog fighting, or train, 
torment, badger, bait or use any dog for 
the purpose of causing or encouraging 
said dog to unprovoked attacks on 
human beings or domestic animals. 


No person shall possess with intent to 
sell, or offer for sale, breed, or buy or 
attempt to buy within the Town any 
vicious dog. 


7.6 Vicious Dog—Seizure 


a. 


In the event that a Dog Officer or law 
enforcement agent has cause to 
believe that a vicious dog is being har- 
bored or cared for in violation of this 
By-Law, the Dog Officer or law enforce- 
ment agent may order the seizure and 
impoundment of the vicious dog. 


7.7 Revocation of Licenses and Review 


a. 


The license of a vicious dog shall be 
liable to revocation if said dog is kept 
in violation of this By-Law, or attacks 
a person or animal. 


If the Dog Office shall determine that 
any vicious dog is being kept in the 
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Town in violation of this by-Law, or any 
vicious dog has attacked a person or 
animal, the Dog Officer shall so notify 
the Selectmen. After giving notice to 
the owner of the hearing, the Select- 
men shall hold a public hearing on 
whether to revoke the license of said 
dog. If the Selectmen revoke the li- 
cense of said dog, they shall notify the 
owner or keeper of the dog and the Li- 
censing Authority that said dog will be 
impounded and destroyed if it is found 
within the Town. 


c. If the Selectmen revoke the license of 
a vicious dog, once a seven day notifi- 
cation period after the revocation has 
occurred, the Dog Officer or other 
authorized agent shall impound and 
destroy such dog as unlicensed if 
found within the Town, pursuant to this 
By-Law and the practice of M.G.L. c.140, 
s.157 or the procedure therein. 


7.9 Severability 


If any provision of this By-Law, or the ap- 
plication thereof to any person or cir- 
cumstances, is held invalid the validity of 
the remainder of the By-Law and the ap- 
plication of such provisions to other per- 
sons and circumstances shall not be af- 
fected thereby.

WHEREAS: 


The Aquifer and Water Resources Districts were 
established by Town Meeting January 12, 1983. 


Currently, the Town uses a paper exhibit 11”x17” 
entitled “Figure 9-1 (revised) Vinebrook Aquifer 
and Water Resource Overlay District;’ which was 
included in a report submitted by Metcalf and 
Eddy, Inc. on January 6, 1983 entitled “The Burl- 
ington Aquifer Protection Plan, 1983” as the of- 
ficial map showing these districts. The exhibit 
is difficult to read, reproduce, or present at this 
scale (1 inch=2000 feet). Also, the 1979 Zoning 
Map was used as the base map for this exhibit. 
As there are changes in zoning, the base map 
for the Aquifer and Water Resource Districts gets 
more outdated. 


A new map has been prepared by the Town 
Engineering Department using the Burlington 
Street Map as a base. This map is easier to read, 
and more accurately shows the Aquifer and 
Water Resource District boundaries. It does not 
have the 1979 Zoning Districts shown. The new 
map does not change the Aquifer and Water 
Resource District boundaries. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by Town 
Meeting that the Zoning By-Law is amended as 
follows:

l. Amend subsection 8.1.3 “Definitions,” by adding 
the following definitions: 


“5. For the purpose of this section, lowest floor 
means the lower floor of the lowest enclosed 
area. An unfinished or flood resistant 
enclosure, usable solely for parking of 
vehicles, building access or storage in an area 
other than a basement area, is not considered 
a building’s lower floor, provided that such 
enclosure is built in compliance with the pro- 
visions of Subsection 8.1.6 (4). 

6. For the purpose of this section, manufactured 
home means a structure, transportable in one 
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or more sections, which is built on a perma- 
nent chassis and is designed for use with or 
without a permanent foundation when con- 
nected to the required utilities and shall not 
include prefabricated homes. For flood plains 
management purposes the term manufac- 
tured home also includes park trailers, travel 
trailers, and other similar vehicles placed on 
a site for greater than 180 consecutive days. 


Amend subsection 8.1.6 (1) by adding the phrase 
“including manufactured homes” to the first line 
so that the paragraph reads as follows: 


“For residential buildings, including manufac- 
tured homes, the lowest floor, including the 
basement of all development within the Flood 
Plain District, shall be elevated to or above the 
base flood elevation, as shown on the FIRM 
maps.” 


Amend section 8.1.6 “Requirements for Develop- 
ment within the Flood Plain District?’ subsection 
8.1.6 (3) by adding the phrase, “and for proposed 
subdivisions,’ after the word development in the 
first line, so that subsection (3) will read as 
follows: 


“For all development, and for proposed sub- 
divisions, the related utilities and_ utility 
facilities, such as sewer, water, gas and elec- 
trical systems, shall be located and con- 
structed to minimize or eliminate flood 
damage.” 


Amend subsection 8.1.6 “Requirements for 
Development within the Flood Plain District,” by 
deleting the current subsection 8.1.6 (4) and by ad- 
ding to the subsection 8.1.6 the following: 


“4. For all development, including manufactured 
homes and substantial improvements, fully 
enclosed areas below the lowest floor that are 
subject to flooding shall be designed to auto- 
matically equalize hydrostatic flood forces on 
exterior walls by allowing for the entry and exit 
of flood waters. Designs for meeting this re- 
quirement must either be certified by a 
registered professional engineer or architect 
or must meet or exceed the following 
minimum criteria: 


A minimum of two (2) openings having a total 
net area of not less than one square inch for 
every square foot of enclosed area subject to 
flooding shall be provided. The bottom of all 
openings shall be no higher than one foot 
above grade. Openings may be equipped with 
screens, louvers, or other coverings or devices 
provided that they permit the automatic en- 
try and exit of flood waters. 


A record of such certification and/or compliance 
shall be maintained by the Inspector of Buildings. 


5. The design standards for utilities are as 


follows: 


a. Mechanical and utility equipment must be 
elevated above the base floor elevation or 
designed so as to prevent water from 
entering or accumulating within the 
equipment components.’ 


b. Electrical, heating, ventilation, plumbing, 
and air-conditioning equipment and other 
service facilities shall be designed and/or 
located so as to prevent water from enter- 
ing or accumulating within the com- 
ponents during conditions of flooding. 


c. New or replacement water supply 
systems shall be designed to minimize, or 
eliminate infiltration of flood waters into 
the system. 


d. New or replacement sanitary sewage 
systems shall be designed to minimize or 
eliminate infiltration of flood waters into 
the systems and discharges from the 
systems into flood waters. 


e. On site waste disposal systems shall be 
located to avoid impairment to them or 
contamination from them during flooding. 


All manufactured homes shall be installed us- 
ing methods and practices which minimize 
flood damage. For the purposes of this re- 
quirement, manufactured homes must be 
elevated so that the lowest floor of the 
manufactured home is at or above the base 
flood elevation and anchored to resist flota- 
tion, collapse, or lateral movement. Methods 
of anchoring may include, but are not limited 
to, use of over-the-top or frame ties to ground 
anchors. This requirement is in addition to ap- 
plicable State and local anchoring re- 
quirements for resisting wind forces. 


Where base flood elevation data and/or 
flooding data provided on the Flood Insurance 
Rate Maps (FIRM) or on the Flood Boundary 
and Floodways Maps (FB FM), base flood 
elevation and floodway data available from a 
Federal, State or other source may be used. 
The determination of a base flood elevation 
or floodway boundaries pursuant to this 
subsection shall be subject to the review and 
approval of the Planning Board or the Inspec- 
tor of Buildings, as provided for in section 
8.1.7.

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ARTICLE 74—Zoning Text Amendment—Article 9.3.2.1, 
Filing Fee for Site Plan & Site Plan Waiver.

“9.3.2.1 A filing fee shall be submitted to the Town

5.3.1 A lot zoned for single family use shall 
be protected from increased re- 
quirements for area, frontage, front, 
side and rear yards as provided for in 
Section 9.4.6 of this By-Law, in addi- 
tion to protections that may also ex- 
ist under the provisions of State Law.

UNANIMOUSLY VOTED to amend the Zoning By- 
Laws to add a new article, Article XII—Special Zon- 
ing Districts, and to create a new zoning district, 12.1, 
“Planned Development District; by adopting the 
following: 


ARTICLE XII—SPECIAL ZONING DISTRICTS 
12.1 Planned Development District 
12.1.1 Purposes 


The Planned Development (PD) District is 
intended: 


e to permit a developer to propose, and for the 
Town to vote on, a development proposal that 
specifies a mixture of commercial, industrial, 
residential, open space or other uses and the 
site development requirements to be used for 
a specific site. 


e to permit considerable flexibility in the 
development of individual tracts of land by re- 
quiring few pre-determined standards. 


e to permit the use of development standards 
tailored to a specific site and more detailed 
than those for the standard zoning districts. 


e to permit the Town to evaluate the potential 
impacts of a proposed development and to 
authorize the Planning Board, as the Special 
Permit Granting Authority, to require that the 
development of the site substantially conform 
to site development standards approved as 
part of the rezoning to PD District and intend- 
ed to migrate or compensate for the poten- 
tial impacts. 


121.2 General Requirements 


No land shall be rezoned to PD District unless 
and until a Concept Plan as described in Subsection 
121.4 has been submitted to Town Meeting and 
approved. 


No use is permitted and no development may oc- 
cur in a PD district except in conformity with the Con- 
cept Plan approved by the Town Meeting, the provi- 
sions of Section 12.1 and a Special Permit with Site 
Plan review pursuant to a PD District rezoning 
(hereinafter referred to as a “PD Special Permit”) 
granted by the Planning Board. 


The development and uses approved in a rezon- 
ing to PD District must be commenced by obtaining 
a PD Special Permit as required in Subsection 12.1.5 
within two years. Until such time as the required PD 
Special Permit is granted and recorded by the property 
owner or if a PD Special Permit is not obtained within 
two years, the development of the property shall be 
governed by the provisions presently in effect in the 
zoning district for which the land was zoned im- 
mediately prior to its inclusion in the PD District. 


The PD District does not have any minimum lot 
size and there is no minimum lot area required to seek 
a rezoning to the PD District. 
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12.1.3 Procedure for Rezoning to “PD” District 


The developer and property owner if different 
from the developer shall submit a Concept Plan to the 
Board of Selectmen together with a letter petitioning 
for a rezoning to the PD District requesting that the 
matter be placed on the next Town Meeting warrant. 


The Board of Selectmen shall refer the rezoning 
application and the Concept Plan to the Planning 
Board within 14 days. 


Within 65 days of receiving the rezoning applica- 
tion and Concept Plan, the Planning Board shall hold 
a public hearing on the requested rezoning. 


Following the public hearing, the Planning Board 
shall prepare a detailed report regarding the requested 
rezoning and concept plan and shall recommend to 
Town Meeting whether the requested rezoning should 
be approved, amended and approved or denied. 


In order to be approved a rezoning to the PD 
District must receive a two-third’s vote at Town 
Meeting. 


12.1.4 Submission Requirements for a PD District 
Rezoning 


The application for a PD District rezoning shall 
include a Concept Plan and the required submission 
fee. 


1. Submission fee—The Planning Board shall 
specify submission fees for a PD District Rezon- 
ing in its Rules and Regulations. In no case shall 
the fee be less than $350. The required fee shall 
be submitted with the rezoning request and Con- 
cept Plan. 


2. Concept Plan Requirements—A Concept Plan 
shall include the following:

7. the proposed drainage system. 
8. proposed landscaping. 
9. building elevations. 


Uses to be permitted or allowed by Special 
Permit in the buildings, which may be a nar- 
rative describing the type and character of 
uses and/or a listing, by cross-reference, of 
uses to be permitted as they appear in Sec- 
tion 4.2.0, 4.3.0 and 4.4.0 “Use Regulations 
Schedules.” 


Other zoning provisions; this may be a nar- 
rative describing special regulations unique to 
the development and/or a cross-reference to 
provisions of this By-Law that will apply to the 
PD District. 


Special conditions, if any, applicable to the 
proposed development which may include 
grants of benefits to the Town such as land 
for public purposes, construction of im- 
provements (or financial contributions 
therefor) in behalf of the Town, or other 
development limitations such as aesthetic 
features. 


e. A table showing: 


1. total land area. 

2. developable site area. 

3. common or usable open space, if any. 
4. site coverage of buildings. 

5. area covered with impervious surface. 
6. impervious surface ratio. 


7. gross floor area of all non-residential 
buildings. 


8. floor area ratio, if applicable. 


9. density of dwelling units, or their 
equivalent, if applicable. 


10. number of off-street parking spaces and, 
if applicable, loading bays. 
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a 


A locus-context map of all land within 500 feet 
of any part of the tract and showing: 


1. all dwellings and principal buildings. 
. the land use of each lot. 
. lot and right-of-way lines. 


. existing contours at two-foot intervals.

. principal natural features in general such 
as: 
¢ significant rock outcroppings. 


¢ water systems (including standing sur- 
face water, brooks or streams, the 
direction of drainage, wetlands, and the 
100-year flood elevation). 


e significant vegetation (including 
mature trees, unique specimens of 
vegetation, and vegetation that in- 
dicates wetness). 


6. zoning district boundaries. 


7. record easements on the site and within 
the 500 foot locus.

5. the boundaries of any common open 
space or usable open space. 


h. A utilities analysis showing: 


1. the location and size of the Town’s ex- 
isting water mains, fire hydrants, sanitary 
sewers, and storm drains. 


2. the proposed location and the approx- 
imate size of utilities to be constructed on 
the site and their proposed connections 
to the Town's utilities, and any special 
features, such as culverts or pumping sta- 
tions, that might affect the ability of the 
Town to service the development. 


A traffic analysis to be conducted by a traffic 
engineer who will certify that he/she qualifies 
for the position of member of the Institute of 
Transportation Engineers (ITE). The analysis 
shall include: 


1. traffic counts on arterial streets that pro- 
vide access to the development site show- 
ing data on Average Daily Traffic (ADT) and 
a.m. and p.m. peak periods (conducted for 
two hours divided into 15-minute 
segments);

4. estimated trip generation showing the 
projected inbound and outbound 
vehicular trips for the a.m. and p.m. peak 
periods and a typical one hour off-peak 
trip generation; 


5. the estimated distribution of new trips by 
approach streets; 


6. the effect of additional traffic generated 
by the development on traffic “levels of 
service” on each approach street; 


7. estimated off-street parking and loading 
requirements and time of peak 
accumulation. 
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12.1.5 PD Special Permit Requirements 


Development pursuant to a PD District rezoning 
is subject to the approval of a PD Special Permit as 
outlined in this subsection. 


Application for a PD Special Permit under this 
Section shall be made to the Town Clerk by submit- 
ting nine (9) copies of all submission material and pay- 
ing the required application fee. Circulation of the PD 
Special Permit application to Town departments shall 
be as outlined in Subsection 9.2.2.1. 


The application for a PD Special Permit under 
this Section shall include a Site Development and Use 
Plan as described in this Section together with the 
required submission fee. 


1. Submission Fee 


The Planning Board shall specify a submis-

d. a site grading plan showing proposed 
changes in contours and identifying landscap- 
ing materials, species of plants and sizes and 
specific plans for any common open space. 


e. a traffic analysis including proposed 
mitigating measures, if any, to maintain an ac- 
ceptable traffic level of service. 


f. preliminary drafts of any deed, easement, of- 
fer or agreement to carry out any special 
condition. 


g. such other information as the Planning Board 
may specify in its Rules and Regulations from 
time to time for Special Permits pursuant to 
a PD District rezoning. 


12.1.6 Public Hearing 


The Public Hearing shall be held in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 9.6.0. 


12.1.7 Criteria for Approval 


The Planning Board shall approve the PD Special 
Permit if the Board finds that all the following condi- 
tions are met: 


1. the Site Development and Use Plan is substan- 
tially in conformance with the Concept Plan ap- 
proved by Town Meeting. The Planning Board may 
permit minor changes in light of the more detail- 
ed survey and engineering design provided that 
they do not conflict with the intent of the Con- 
cept Plan but the Board shall not approve any 
change in minimum setbacks, maximum building 
height, maximum total square feet of develop- 
ment, or uses. 


2. The Concept Plan approved by Town Meeting and 
the Site Development and Use Plan are incor- 
porated into the PD Special Permit by reference. 


3. Methods satisfactory to the Planning Board of en- 
suring the performance of any special conditions 
included in the Concept Plan have been submit- 
ted by the developer. 


4. Any land designated as common open sapce on 
the Concept Plan shall be either conveyed to the 
Town or protected by an easement granted to the 
Town. 


The Planning Board is granting a PD Special Per- 
mit may impose such additional conditions as the 
Planning Board finds will serve the public interest and 
are consistent with the intent of the Concept Plan ap- 
proved by Town Meeting. 


The Planning Board may deny an application for 
PD Special Permit and base its denial on the finding 
that the development proposed in the Site Develop- 
ment and Use Plan did not meet one or more of the 
four criteria for approval. 


12.1.8 Changes in a Site Development and Use Plan 


Changes in uses or substantial changes in the 
site development from that shown on the Site 
Development and Use Plan referenced in the PD 
Special Permit are not permitted without the approval 
by Town Meeting of a new Concept Plan in accor- 
dance with the procedures outlined in Section 12.1.3 
followed by the issuance by the Planning Board of a 
new PD Special Permit based on the new plan. 
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12.1.9 Use Allowed by Special Permit in the PD District 


Application for a Special Permit for a particular 
use within a PD District shall be made concurrent with 
a PD Special Permit or subsequent to its approval. The 
approval criteria for the Special Permit for a particular 
use shall be those set out in Section 9.2.0.

A motion to amend the amount to $791.00 was 
seconded. VOTED to transfer from free cash the sum 
of $791.00 to fund the position of Assistant 
Maintenance Superintendent in the Recreation 
Department, same to be spent under the direction of 
the Recreation Commissioners. 


At 10:00 PM a motion to adjourn to Monday, 
September 28, 1987 at 7:30 PM was seconded and so 
voted.

BOARD OF 
LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The past, the present and the future were strong 
forces that directed the course of the Burlington 
Public Library in 1987. 


The Library Board was sadly reminded of the 
past when former Library Trustee Alsace M. Sleeper 
died unexpectedly. Mrs. Sleeper’s support of the library 
will be missed. 


Trustee Gary Ruping resigned in order to further 
his school studies. 


The members of the Board joined State Repre- 
sentative Augie Grace in bidding farewell to Marie 
Seminatore who served as a Trustee for 20 years. She 
helped to bring the Burlington Public Library from its 
modest beginning to “high-tech” automation as the | 
library prepared to “go on-line” 


This was also the year that the Trustees were 
able to welcome Barbara Adler and Nancy Nyren to 
the Board. Diane Shea also joined the meetings to 
serve in the capacity of Library Board Secretary. 


The future met the present this year as the 
Library Board faced the problem of severe over- 
crowding. The Board Members needed expertise and 
guidance in order to tackle such a huge project. Mr. 
Tom Ploeg, Program Consultant for the Massachu- 
setts Board of Library Commissioners, assisted in 
outlining the correct direction and form of activities 
that would be needed to finalize the goal of a new, 
larger public library facility. 


The first step to be accomplished was a com- 
parison of Burlington and its library to other local 
communities. Completing this study showed that Burl- 
ington could be better served if additional staff 
members were added to the current library workforce. 


The next step is the “Citizen Survey of Library 
Needs and Use in Burlington” which is currently be- 
ing worked on by the Trustees. The community will be 
polled by telephone and through the mail. The final 
results will help form a clear picture of the needs of 
a new library facility for Burlington. 


The quest for future expansion has not deterred 
the Trustees from coping with the problems of the pre- 
sent. The library staff work under crowded and 
strained conditions. This was partially alleviated in a 
small but effective way. Miss Guentner graciously 
allowed a portion of her office to be enclosed and con- 
verted into a smoker's lounge for the staff. This ac- 
tion has reduced some of the congestion in the 
Technical Services area. 


The interior public rooms were also freshly 
painted this year to clean up and enhance the 
facilities. 


The needs and requests of the Burlington com- 
munity are always of paramount importance to the 
Trustees and the library staff. In this spirit, a commit- 
ment was made to establish a video cassette collec- 
tion. This has proved to be overwhelmingly popular 
in both the Children and Adult Departments with over 
1,000 video cassettes circulated since the collection’s 
inception. 


Automation is entering the final phase. The full 
membership in the Merrimack Valley Library Consor- 
tium will enable the library to circulate materials via 
computer in addition to electronically generate in- 
terlibrary loans. In the future, library patrons will look 
up the library’s holdings at a computer terminal in- 
stead of using the traditional card catalog. The library 
Staff will continue to input new materials into the com- 
puter data base. 


Miss Guentner and the entire library staff are to 
be congratulated for their continued hard work and 
Creative efforts to serve the public. 
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The Board of Library Trustees look forward to the 
challenge of the coming year and feel assured of 
future Success.

PUBLIC LIBRARY 


INTRODUCTION 


Much of the library staff's focus this year has 
been on continuing the automation process. With the 
acquisition of one terminal and the hook-up with the 
Consortium’s database in Andover, we started enter- 
ing our holdings in that base. This process is approx- 
imately 36% complete. Funds will be requested in next 
year’s budget to acquire the other terminals and 
materials needed to go on-line for circulation 
functions. 


While concentrating on automation, the day to 
day services of providing books, magazines, audio- 
visual materials and answering reference questions, 
both simple and complex, has not been neglected. 


Collection building is also going forward. This 
year we updated and expanded the travel collection, 
added more books on science projects for middle 
school grades, continued updating of science and 
literature and began building up the history collection. 


Other projects and highlights of our service to 
the community are detailed in the library’s departmen- 
tal reports which follow.

The 
staff was sorry to see her go, as are the many 
members of the community she served so well 
throughout these years. We wish her much enjoyment 
in her new Florida home. 


Brita Flemming, formerly a circulation assistant, 
was promoted to the position Mrs. Howells vacated. 


ADULT SERVICES 
AUTOMATION PROJECT 


The library embarked on an automation project 
to provide online circulation control for the public. The 
assistant director coordinated the start of data entry 
work and the subsequent training of all staff to par- 
ticipate in the automation project. The software ven- 
dor, CLSI, presented a one-day training session in 
August, 1987 for the professional staff. The library will 
eventually input information for approximately 60,000 
items before the library can begin automated circula- 
tion control in late 1988 or early 1989. As a by-product 
of the conversion program, the Library will also have 
to reregister all borrowers for bar-coded library cards 
in 1988. 


AUDIO-VISUAL COLLECTIONS 


The library began two new materials collections 
in the audio-visual area. Books on tape and music 
audio-cassettes have been added to the library 
holdings. The new video cassette collection, con- 
sisting of documentaries and a few film classics has 
been greeted with enthusiasm by library borrowers. 
In the coming year more selections will be purchas- 
ed for both new collections including feature films in 
video format. 


The assistant director conducted an audio survey 
in the Fall, 1987. Only twenty-three percent now own 
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compact disc players and only seventeen percent plan 
to purchase a CD player in 1988. However, sixty-one 
percent of the respondents asked the library to pur- 
chase compact discs as opposed to thirty-six percent 
wanting phonograph records, sixty-seven percent wan- 
ting books on tape and sixty-two percent wanting 
music on cassette. A limited number of compact discs 
will be purchased in 1988 and if demand increases 
more will be added in future years. 


ADULT PROGRAMS 


The library sponsored a tax series to explain the 
new tax law in the Spring, 1987. Pre-school informa- 
tional programs held in the Spring pointed to a need 
for more information on the parenting process. A plan- 
ning meeting with parents and representatives of the 
Delphi Center led to a six week parenting series in 
the Fall, 1987 which was well attended. There were 
also programs on gifted children and the college ad- 
mission process. One hundred sixty-three adults at- 
tended programs at the library in 1987. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS 


The library published a monthly activities calen- 
dar entitled “Take Note” to give the community infor- 
mation on programs and activities at the Library. 


During 1987 several organizations and individuals 
exhibited materials at the Library. Among them were 
the Burlington Citation Drum and Bugle Corps, The 
Burlington Historical Society, the Burlington Fire 
Department, the Allied Veterans, the George Meyer’s 
rock exhibit, the Brita Flemming sea shell collection, 
and a Bicentennial of the U.S. Constitution display. 


BOOK COLLECTION DEVELOPMENT 


In 1987 the Library resumed the practice of bind- 
ing books that cannot be replaced easily through 
regular order channels. Binding will help restore many 
books for patrons to continue using at the Library. 


REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 


The Reference Department saw a change in staff 
this year, when Reference Assistant Lois Howells 
retired with her husband to their new home in Florida. 
A long time resident of Burlington with many diverse, 
interests, we will miss her cheerfulness and will- 
ingness to help whenever needed. We wish her good 
health, happy days, and thank her for her many years 
of service to the library and people of Burlington. 


Our new Reference Assistant, Brita Flemming, 
transferred from the library’s Circulation Department. 
She brings a scientific background which will add 
another dimension to our service. 


Use of the computer to process interlibrary loans 
has reduced the interval between request and delivery 


of books borrowed from other libraries from and 
average two weeks to two or three days. 


Lack of space within the library has forced us 
to convert several of our back issues of periodicals 
into microfilm in order to free space for other 
materials. This also ensures that the information can 
be stored indefinitely, and is always available for use. 


We have also purchased a fiche adapter for use 
on our microfilm reader/printer, which will enable us 
to use materials which are only available in the form 
of microfiche. This will become increasingly important 
in the future, as more reference works are being 
published in this more compact and economical 
format. 


CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 


This year in the circulation Department, we add- 
ed a new system of sending overdues which is much 
more efficient. The new system consists of typing the 
overdue notice just once, in triplicate and sending the 
notices when the books are two weeks overdue and 
if books are still not returned, we send the next notice, 
after another two week period. 


The amount of time spent on overdues has been 
cut by using this new system, however, the following 
statistics show that patrons have not improved on 
returning their books on time. 


Overdue First Notices Sent: 2817 
Overdue Second Notices Sent: 1036 
Certified Letters Sent: 296 


CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


Housekeeping has been the keynote of 1987. 
Every single item, books, paperbacks, records, cas- 
settes, puzzles, filmstrips, reference materials and 
periodicals, has been examined for physical condition, 
appeal, sexism and accuracy. Many items were dis- 
carded and all those remaining were barcoded. Ap- 
proximately 35% of the collection has been put into 
the computer. The staff in the Children’s Department 
is enthused about eventually going on-line. 


At the same time we tried to maintain our usual 
programs for the public with only small cut-backs. 
Throughout the Winter, Spring and Fall we have had 
a movie program for 2 year olds, story program for 
preschoolers, ages 3 and up, and after school pro- 
grams for elementary aged children. The clubs magic, 
mystery and cooking were especially successful. The 
Cooking Club was co-sponsored by the 4H Club. In 
addition we had special programs during school vaca- 
tions. In February, Dr. Mickey came to talk about Den- 
tal Health Month, Sumner Maclain told stories and 
Cheezo the Clown performed. One hundred seventy- 
five children attended the 3 performances. Fanny 
Farmer donated jelly beans for a guess-the-number- 
in-the-jar contest. 
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In April, You and Me puppets performed THE 
SELFISH GIANT by Oscar Wilde. One hundred eighty- 
six children attended. In May, 158 children attended 
a Teddy Bear’s Picnic, Yucky Oobleck Day, a Decorate- 
the-Children’s Room Party and a Pet Day. 


Nursery schools, Scout troops, Day Care Centers 
and Kindergartens attended story hours in the library 
and the Children’s Librarian and Anna Papalegis 
visited classrooms in the 4 elementary schools and 
nursery schools throughout the school year. The 
Children’s Librarian gave talks to the 4 BEAM classes 
on editing and showed them the book she edited, 
GROWING UP INDIAN, in its various states from con- 
cept to finished product. 


The busy schedule of discarding books, bar- 
coding, inputting and story programs intensified dur- 
ing the summer months. Each week we ran a story 
hour, one movie and a class for Camp Simonds. For 
163 children who were not yet readers we ran a 
listeners club called PIG OUT ON BOOKS. Three hun- 
dred sixty readers joined THE HARE’ WHODINI 
READING SPECTACULAR. Each week members of 
both clubs received magic tricks, games, stickers, etc. 
For every 10 books read or 20 books listened to the 
members received a McDonald's certificate for an ice 
cream cone, cookies or apple pie. We are grateful to 
McDonalds for their generosity. The events of the 
summer ended with a magic show by Steve Rudolph. 


The staff of the Children’s Department, the PTO’s 
and The Friends worked all year to organize the first 
annual Authorfest. Four authors gave talks at the 
elementary schools and a book sale and autographing 
party was held in the public library on April 13. We 
received many donations from businesses and a grant 
from Mr. John Rennie of Pacer Systems, Inc. (Best Bet) 
which made the event possible. 


To celebrate the year of the Constitution, Sandi 
Hoy, a MSMS teacher, brought some sixth grades to 
the library to discuss the Bill of Rights and to sign 
a facsimile of the Constitution which the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews will forward to 
Washington, DC. 


The Children’s Department displayed several col- 
lections that were on loan to the library or which the 
library owns. They included cats, dolls, magic artifacts, 
Berenstein Bear miniatures, rocks and a fire preven- 
tion collection. 


School children exhibited Indian models 
(Memorial), Handprints (the May Center), the Constitu- 
tion (MSMS), and Art work (Wildwood first grade). 


The Cubs and Boy Scouts made crafts. Story 
Hour produced a show of flowers and the Children’s 
Department had posters for Book week and Jewish 
Book Month. 


The staff of the Children’s Department is com- 
mitted to providing good literature and art for Burl- 
ington. We hope to share the joy of reading with all 
who come to the library. 


PROFESSIONAL ACTIVITIES 


Miss Guentner, Mrs. Flemming, Mrs. Hoyt and Miss 
Weisberg attended the Massachusetts Library 
Association Annual Convention. 


Mrs. Flemming, Mrs. Cameron, Mrs. Hoyt, Mrs. 
Lord, Miss McMakin, Mrs. Rae and Ms. Weisberg at- 
tended the New England Library Association Annual 
Convention. 


Miss Guentner and Miss Weisberg, in her role as 
coordinator of the library’s automation project, attend- 
ed administrator meetings of the Merrimack Valley 
Library Consortium. 


Mrs. Cameron, Mrs. Hoyt, Mrs. Saklad and Mrs. 
Barron attended various meetings of automation 
groups within the Consortium. 


Mrs. Sandy Hoyt, Children’s Librarian, was 
elected chair of the New England Round Table of 
Children’s Librarians at the fall conference of the New 
England Library Association. 


She is a founding mother of the new Children’s 
Issues Section of the Massachusetts Library Associa- 
tion which will come to a vote of the membership in 
May of 1988. 


She has been active in forming the Boston 
Children’s Book Collaborative which is a network for 
people working in the field: authors, illustrators, 
publishers and librarians. 


Miss Guentner attended a planning workshop 
sponsored by the Board of Library Commissioners. 
This workshop covered role setting and output 
measurement for libraries and should prove valuable 
in determining future goals of the library. 


DONATIONS 


The Children’s Department was the recipient of 
many donations of display items, books, toys and 
labor during the past year. The Burlington Junior 
Woman's Club bought a book for the Children’s Room 
and transported the Christmas tree donated by the 
Lions Club. Special mention should be made of Heidi 
Jacobi and Darlene Marcoccio who performed for 
story hour audiences. We appreciate the support from 
the community, but special mention belongs to The 
Friends of the Children’s Room. Without their finan- 
cial help in providing special programs, their support 
for increasing materials and services and their en- 
thusiasm, the Children’s Department would be a duller 
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place. Janet Zahora, president, and Diane Gilberti, 
treasurer, have worked many hours on Authorfest, 
bake sale, and performances which children enjoy. 


The Friends of the Burlington Public Library pro- 
vided funds to purchase a VCR, monitor, and stand 
for the library. 


Baybank/Middlesex paid for the printing of 
bookmarks. 


The trial Court of the Commonwealth, District 
Court Department, Woburn Division sent a check for 
$500.00 for new books as part of the court’s Communi- 
ty Restitution Program. 

Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Crawford and AFSCME 
Local 1703 gave memorial books. 


Ms. Paulette Speight has provided subscriptions 
to the New England Farm Bulletin and the New 
England Gardner.

This office provides service in a variety of areas, 
among which are the following: 


1. VETERANS’ BENEFITS—Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 115 grants eligible Burl- 
ington veterans and their dependents food, 


clothing, shelter and medical care. The costs 
of these benefits are usually borne twenty-five 
per cent by the community and seventy-five per 
cent by the Commonwealth. In certain in- 
stances money is recovered from the veteran 
if he or she later receives compensation set- 
tlements, court judgments or other qualified 
proceeds. These benefits are intended to be 
temporary in nature and not a full time support 
system. 


. VETERANS ADMINISTRATION—Title 38 directs 
federal benefits directly to Burlington veterans 
and their families. These include pensions, 
disability compensation, funeral expenses, 
education, hospitalization, mortgage 
assistance, outpatient care, and domiciliary 
care. Introduction, exploration, evaluation, 
assistance and counseling are offered at the 
local level to facilitate access to these 
programs. 


. DECEASED VETERANS—Assistance is given 
to families of deceased veterans in reviewing 
available benefits, filing for government in- 
surance, obtaining burial allowances and ob- 
taining lots in Chestnut Hill Cemetery. 


. GRAVES OFFICER—Section 9 of Chapter 115 
MGL requires flags of the United States to be 
placed on graves of deceased veterans each 
Memorial Day. Cooperation in this responsibi- 
lity has always been afforded by the Town’s 
Cemetery Department. Individual markers and 
wreaths are purchased for the graves and for 
the fourteen commemorative monuments. 


. ALLIED VETERANS COUNCIL—The Veterans 


Agent is a member of the Burlington Allied 
Veterans Council comprised of representatives 
of the American Legion Post #273, VFW Post 
#7423, DAV Post #113 and the Burlington 
Detachment of the Marine Corps League. Much 
effort is put forth to insure proper observances 
of Memorial Day and Veterans Day. The Coun- 
cil further conducts Poppy (Forget-Me-Not) 
sales through its member organizations at the 
many election sites. 


The Council acquired a hospital bed which can 
be used by bedridden residents if available and 
more recently a wheelchair was received. 


Also available is a breathing machine, if needed 
by anyone with respiratory problems. 


The MIA/POW flag donated by the Council is 
flown from the Town Hall to help us remember 
those still missing and those who suffered con- 
finement by our enemies. The memorial flag 
pole at Chestnut Hill Cemetery is now lighted 
at night so that our flag can fly proudly there 
twenty-four hours daily. 
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Christine Baker shows her patriotism. 


6. FUEL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM—Eligible Burl- 


ington residents under sixty years of age ap- 
ply for this State/Federal program through this 
office. As of January 1, 1988, seventy families 
had received funds for the 1987/1988 fuel 
season. During the 86/87 fuel season, over forty- 
five thousand dollars was paid through this pro- 
gram for the fuel costs of needy Burlington 
residents. 
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VETERANS AFFAIRS—Numerous consulta- 
tions with local veterans regarding employment 
possibilities, rehabilitation through various pro- 
grams, including the State and Federal 
Outreach Centers, individual problems, effects 
of new legislative proposals and updating of 
existing programs continue to claim a propor- 
tionate share of the time spent by the office. 
This agent has been appointed to the 
Massachusetts Veterans Agents Legislative Af- 
fairs Committee and been instrumental in the 
passage of several pieces of legislation help- 
ing veterans and their dependents. 


. SURPLUS FOOD PROGRAMS—This office, 


with volunteer help, distributed tons of surplus 
food products to needy Burlington residents. 
Cheese, butter, flour, rice and milk were re- 
ceived by those who came to the Town Hall and 
further disbursements were made at the elderly 
housing complex. The Recreation Department 
under Jim Marchese and the School Lunch 
Department under John Puzine were most 
cooperative as are the ever faithful and helpful 
Miriam Malkasian, Jack Griffin, Stacey Roach, 
Harold Smith, and Al Wilde. This office also 
assists with the Thanksgiving basket program 
managed by the Community Pantry and the 
Burlington Santa program. Over sixty families 
were helped by these programs this past holi- 
day season. Over two hundred families avail 
themselves of the surplus food at each 
distribution. 


CIVIL SERVICE/LABOR SERVICE DIRECTOR 
—This office now has full responsibility under 
Department of Personnel Administration rules 
and regulations for positions under the Labor 
Service. Persons wishing to apply for Civil Ser- 
vice positions under the Labor Service may do 
so by coming to our office and filling out the 
proper application. A person then receives 
his/her Civil Service number and pending re- 
quisitions from the various departments for job 
openings will be on the eligible list. Appointing 
authorities -will continue to exercise their ex- 
isting function as will the State Division of Per- 
sonnel and the Civil Service Commission on 
appeals, tests, and disciplinary hearings. 


GENERAL— It is requested that appointments 
be made if at all possible to allow the most ef- 
ficient allocation of time and to allow sufficient 
attention to each veteran, dependent or citizen 
inquiring of these many programs.

Water & Sewer Division

The Water & Sewer Division experienced a very 
heavy maintenance and repair program through 1987. 
Some of the major accomplishments were as follows: 


Cleaned and flushed approximately 21,100 ft. of 
Sewer lines ranging in sizes from 8 inches to 15 in- 
ches in diameter. 


Inspected 250 sewer manholes for infiltration and 
inflow problems. Cleaning as needed. 


Located and raised twelve (12) manholes that 
were not accessible. These were discovered as a result 
of the Metcalf and Eddy S.S.E.S. study. 


Resleeved #3 Pump and repaired the variable 
speed pump controller at the Terrace Hall Station. 


Rebuilt #2 pump at Lexington Street Station. 


Three employees were enrolled in and completed 
the Back-Flow Prevention Course during the month 
of October. 


A 2400 Ib. crane was installed on one of the 
sewer vehicles to use in replacing underground sewer 
pumps. 


Two hundred and fifty (250) new water meters 
with outside viewers were installed in homes during 
the year. Most were replacements of stopped meters. 
A continued effort will be made to prevent the enter- 
ing of homes for purpose of reading water meters. 


The division responded to approximately 850 ser- 
vice calls to homes and businesses relating to water 
problems. 


Five hydrants were replaced due to accidents in- 
volving automobiles. 


Engineering Department 
Stephen K. Olsen, PE. 
Town Engineer 


1987 was an extremely busy and productive year 
for the Engineering Department. 


The Master Drainage Program was advanced 
with the replacement of the Violet Road and Morrison 
Road culverts. This completes the necessary im- 
provements to the Vine Brook watershed area. Due to 
the incidence of severe flooding this Spring at Mill 
Street from the Sawmill Brook and adjacent to Sarah 
Street from the Ipswich River, the designs of these two 
Culvert replacements were fast tracked. These projects 
were bid and the contracts awarded. Construction will 
start in early Spring. 


In conjunction with the Local Drainage Program, 
improvements were designed and completed at Gar- 
rity Road, Hampden Avenue, Cedar and Sewall Streets, 
Eastern Avenue and Crystal Circle. The two undersized 
culverts in Rahanis Park were removed and access 
restored by a pedestrian bridge. 


The second phase of the Central Connector Dis- 
tribution System was designed and constructed. This 
involved the installation of 2800 feet of 20 inch water 
main along Arlington Road, Anna Road and Sunset 
Drive to feed the Greenleaf Mountain standpipe. The 
old cement water line that served the residents of 
these streets was also replaced during this project. 
Due to the high incidence of breaks on a section of 
the Cocoran Road water line, the old cement line was 
replaced with ductile iron. 


There were 100 double depth vaults installed in 
the Chestnut Hill Cemetery. Under the Pavement Man- 
agement Program, Bedford Street, Wilmington Road, 
Leroy Drive and Terrace Hall Avenue each received a 
1% overlay treatment and 32 local streets received a 
slurry seal crack treatment. 


The intersection improvement project at Francis 
Wyman Road and Cambridge Street was bid and con- 
structed this year. This will greatly help ease the con- 
gested and hazardous situation in this area. 
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In addition to the above, our department has un- 
failingly done the necessary inspections and super- 
visions and responded to the public’s requests for 
survey and engineering information. 


| wish to extend my sincere appreciation to the 
many residents who granted easements and tolerated 
the inconveniences of the many construction opera- 
tions, and to the excellent staff of the Engineering 
Department, whose expertise and dedicated efforts 
made these improvements to the Town of Burlington 
possible. 


Twenty five hydrants were repaired due to leak- 
ing valves or broken stems. 


Responded and repaired twelve water main and 
service leaks. 


Repainted 250 hydrants with the help of part-time 
summer help. 


Cold weather caused five water service freeze- 
ups which were thawed by the division. 


In addition, the Division experienced several 
water main breaks during the year causing damage 
to adjacent pavements, which had to be repaired after 
the mains were fixed.

Following the winter months the division spent 
many hours repairing and resurfacing roadways, in- 
Stalling berms, mail boxes, street and traffic signs, 
sidewalks, lawns and shrubs damaged by snow 
plowing. 


Special Projects 
In excess of 1 million dollars were spent in the 
construction and resurfacing of town streets. 


Following the Pavement Management survey 
many streets, identified in the plan, were either 
reconstructed, overlayed, patched, or crack-sealed. 


Those paved included: 


Mall Road: 600 ft. of special bituminous concrete 
(verglemite) was placed on the hill in front of the Lahey 
Clinic. This type of surface is used in areas with high 
volume traffic to reduce ice build up. 


Terrace Hall—from Bedford Street-Middlesex 
Turnpike. Wilmington Rd.—from Jonathan Ra- 
Cambridge Street. Bedford Street—from Cambridge 
St-Francis Wyman Rd. Mellin Rd.—from Francis 
Wyman Rd-University Ave. Hope St. from James St. 
to Mark St. 


Seal coat: Cutting Lane, Jonathan Rd., Winnmere 
Ave., Newbridge Ave., Gardner Way, Algonquin Drive. 


Equipment: The division had a record year in 
equipment replacement; three (3) 35 GVW Dump 
trucks with plows were purchased, One (1) sidewalk 
machine consisting of a five foot snow blower attach- 
ment and a five foot sidewalk broom. 


Central Maintenance

Central maintenance personnel labored many 
hours during the winter of 1986 and 1987 although 
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there were not numerous snowstorms, there were 
many sanding operations that caused much strain on 
the vehicles and sanders. 


During the summer we converted one of our 
dump trucks to a full time sander. It is used for oil 
spills in the summer and sanding in the winter. 


This year the Town Meeting was very generous. 
They gave us enough money to replace eight pieces 
of equipment; three new GMC’s with plows replacing 
the three Macks, two 1976 and one 1966. We also 
ordered a sidewalk tractor which can be used for 
sidewalks in the winter and a sweeper in the summer. 
With all this new equipment the town is in better 
shape to fight any size snow storm. 


The Police Department also replaced four 
cruisers, putting the old ones into service; one at the 
Fire Department, one to the Dog Officer, replacing the 
1980 Checker and the others went to the Public Works 
Department. 


Water Treatment Plant 
W.D. Keene 


The year 1987 was a busy year for the Water 
Treatment group of the D.PW. The Mill Pond Reservoir 
experienced its lowest level in over ten years due to 
an extended dry period necessitating an extensive 
town wide water ban. The dry spell clearly pointed out 
the need for continued vigilance in water conserva- 
tion and the need to expand the water resources to 
meet future goals. 


The Mill Pond Reservoir Water Treatment Plan 
completed four projects in 1987. The first being the 
completion of an improved and more flexible chemical 
feed system. The project was completed at a cost of 
$126,000, of which $58,000 will be reimbursed by the 
DEQE under its Water Treatment Plant Rehabilitation 
Program. The second project completed was the final 
installation of the Static Mixer to improve mixing of 
chemicals at the plant, meeting new drinking water 
standards. The third project was replacement of the 
Filter Media, equalizing filter loads and improving year 
round filters effluent quality. The fourth project to be 
completed in 1988 is work on contracts for the 
building of a Standby Generator Facility and a sludge 
lagoon area. This project will complete the rehabilita- 
tion of the plant with some state funds leaving only 
the upgrading of the Plant’s instrumentation. 


The plant staff also completed in 1987 the first 
full year of operations of the Ground Water Treatment 
Plant. The Plant removed 100% of all organics and 
improved Burlington's position during the drought 
period. The Ground Water Plant was also the sight for 
the testing needed on the phase II Iron & Mangenese 
removal facility for the Water Station. 


The Water Treatment Staff continued to upgrade 
as well with three operators receiving their Grade IV 
certifications. The State Mandated Cross Connections 
Program resulted in three operators receiving the 
Cross Connector Certification. Further operator certi- 
ficates of other personnel is expected. 


In closing, the year 1987 exposed the shortcom- 
ings of the present, and expresses the hope for the 
future in the Phase II groundwater design work. The 
proper management of what we have now and con- 
tinued vigilance in our planning for the future will keep

Ninety two (92) burials were conducted during 
1987. The second phase of double deep vaults were 
installed in Section P of the Cemetery. At the close 
of the year, a total of 204 double deep vaults had been 
installed. 


Cemetery personnel continued their arduous task 
of repairing fences, gates, turf, etc. Two flag poles were. 
erected, with flood lights installed to shine on the 
flags in the Veterans section. Fences and buildings 
were repainted. 


Due to the tremendous workload, it was still 
necessary to supplement the permanent staff with 
workers from the Veteran’s Administration. 


RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


It’s worth the wait to try the new slide at Simonds Park. 


For many years Recreation Department officials 
have realized the importance of working cooperative- 
ly with community groups and other government 
organizations, but collaborative efforts have never 
been more critical than in 1987. The decision to tem- 
porarily relocate the Recreation Department during the 
renovation of the Center School could have had 
devastating consequences if department ad- 
ministrators and elected officials did not work 
together to find space for recreation programs. 
Because of the understanding and support extended 
to the Recreation Department, all recreation programs 
and services were retained in 1987, and the outlook 
for 1988 looks very bright. 


When the Selectmen advised the Recreation 
Commission that it would be necessary to vacate the 
Center School during the renovation project, the 
search for space began. Not only was space needed 
for programs held at the Center School, but a facility 
was also required for the Recreation Department of- 
fices. The Recreation Department received offers of 
assistance from the business community, local chur- 
ches, Northeastern University, and the Burlington 
School Department. It soon became obvious that the 
best alternative for the citizens of Burlington would 
be to utilize the public schools as much as possible. 
School Committee members and School Department 
administrators were extremely supportive, and 
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meetings with Recreation Department officials were 
more productive than we could have hoped. Through 
innovative scheduling and working with other users 
of school facilities, space was found for almost all 
of the activities regularly scheduled at the Center 
School. Thanks to the School Department’s efforts, it 
appears that none of the Recreation Department’s pro- 
grams will have to be discontinued in 1988 because 
of the renovation project at the Center School. 


In December, Town Meeting approved funding for 
the temporary relocation of the Recreation Depart- 
ment, and plans were made for the move to take place 
in January, 1988. The Recreation Department's offices 
will be moved to the Joe Visco Building at Simonds 
Park, and the ceramics classroom will be relocated 
to Overlook Park. It is anticipated that-the Recreation 
Department will move back into the Center School in 
approximately one year. 


Progress was made in several other areas dur- 
ing 1987 as a result of collaboration with the business 
community, service organizations, Town departments, 
and other municipalities: 


1. A sports lighting system was donated to the 
Recreation Department by Boston College, and 
the Recreation Commission transferred the 
equipment to the School Department for in- 
Stallation at Varsity Field. 


2. The Recreation Department and the School 
Department worked together to improve 
policies concerning the use and maintenance 
of school athletic fields. 


3. The City of Boston Trust Office granted permis- 
sion to the Recreation Department to continue 
using the Cummings Estate for the popular 
Wilderness Adventure program. Use of the 200 
acre tract of fields and woodlands was shared 
with Kamp for Kids East, a new day camp for 
able-bodied and disabled children. 


4. Opportunities for special needs children were 
expanded through collaborative programming 
with Woburn, Winchester, Lexington, Billerica, 
Bedford, and Concord. 


5. The Recreation Department was invited to join 
other Town Departments and service agencies 
as a member of the Burlington Drug and 
Alcohol Task Force. 


6. Burlington Ice Pallace and the Recreation 
Department worked together to provide ice 
skating lessons for special needs children and 
young adults. 


7. The Knights of Columbus contributed $3,000 to 
Camp Columbus, the Recreation Department’s 
summer day camp for special needs children. 


8. Construction of a parking area at Marvin Field 
was made possible by donations from 
Houghton Mifflin Company and Burlington 
Foundry. 


9. The Health Walk at the Burlington Mall was 
developed through the collaborative efforts of 
the Recreation Department, Choate-Symmes 
Health Services, the Fortunate Life Center of 
Bedford, and the Burlington Mall. 


10. Access to TRW Park from Mall Road was 
greatly improved with assistance from the 
Board of Selectmen, the Town’s Engineering 
Department, and the Department of Public 
Works. 


The Recreation Department’s accomplishments 
in 1987, as always, were due primarily to the people 
who serve the Department as Commissioners, full- 
time employees, part-time staffers, and volunteers. We 
wish to report a few items of interest regarding the 
people who keep the Department on the move. 


e Veteran Commissioner Mark Sherwood was 
elected Chairman of the Recreation Commis- 
sion in April, succeeding Ralph D’Agostino, who 
had served the Recreation Department with 
distinction during his one-year term as Chair- 
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man. First year Board member, Ed Schuler, was 
elected vice chairman and was also appointed 
to represent the Recreation Commission on the 
Citizens Advisory Committee. John Vanella and 
Peter Coppola were re-appointed to the Recrea- 
tion Commission as representatives of the 
School Committee and Planning Board, respec- 
tively. 


e In July Douglas Gillingham was promoted to 
the newly-created position of Assistant Direc- 
tor of Maintenance, and Joseph Maclver was 
elevated to a Working Foreman’s slot. 


e Director of Recreation, Don Roberts, served as 
co-chairman of the Massachusetts Recreation 
& Park Association State Conference held 
November 19 at the Sheraton Boxborough. 


e Rick Beaumont, long-time director of the 
Recreation Department’s Wilderness Adventure 
program, resigned prior to the 1987 summer 
season to pursue other opportunities. Beau- 
mont was honored by the Recreation Commis- 
sion for his outstanding work in developing 
Wilderness Adventure into one of the Town’s 
most popular summer programs. Mike Maguire 
was promoted to the Director’s position in July. 


e Janet Hofferty, Director of Camp Columbus, in- 
formed the Recreation Department that she 
would not be returning for the 1988 summer 
season. Janet worked for the Recreation 
Department for more than ten years as a 
volunteer, supervisor, and program director; and 
she was one of the most valuable part-time 
employees the Recreation Department has ever 
had. 


e Jack Cornell, tennis coach at Woburn High 
School, was hired in June to direct the Recrea- 
tion Department’s summer youth tennis 
program. 


e Carla Beaulieu, who had directed the summer 
playgrounds for several years, became the first 
director of Safeplay, a new summer program for 
5 and 6 year olds. 


In order to serve the recreational needs of all 
Burlington citizens, the Recreation Department con- 
tinued its efforts to expand and improve leisure-time 
opportunities. Throughout 1987 we remained stead- 
fastly committed to the Recreation Department’s goal 
to provide the highest quality programs possible for 
Burlington residents of all ages. There were several 
significant developments regarding Recreation 
Department programs and services during the past 
year. 


1. New programs offered in 1987 included: Kids 5. The Recreation Youth Basketball program con-

Department has invested in a computer and special- 
ized software. We expect to implement computeriza- 
tion of program registrations in the spring of 1988 and 
then expand use of the computer for a variety of other 
applications. 


A Massachusetts law enacted in July, 1987 has 
very positive implications for municipal recreation 
departments and youth sports organizations. The new 
law strictly limits the liability exposure of volunteers 
who work in non-profit youth sports groups. Because 
the Recreation Department counts heavily upon 
volunteers to help with sports programs, it is a great 
relief to be able to inform them that their legal respon- 
sibility for injuries to children in the programs is ex- 
tremely limited. It should be pointed out, however, that 
safety still remains one of the Recreation Depart- 
ment’s primary concerns. 


The Maintenance Division of the Recreation De- 
partment is responsible for maintaining and improv- 
ing all of the Town's parks, playgrounds, athletic fields, 
school grounds, and recreation buildings. Recreation 
Department employees worked very hard in 1987 to 
keep up with the tremendous day-to-day demands in- 
volved in maintaining approximately 300 acres of 
Town-owned land. In addition to the regular mainte- 
nance tasks, the Maintenance Division completed a 
number of improvement projects during the past year. 


e The main athletic field at Marshall Simonds 
School was completely rehabilitated and of- 
ficially dedicated to the memory of Ron Brush, 
sp 


e A drainage project was undertaken at Pine Glen 
School in order to prevent flooding of playfields 
and classrooms. The School’s athletic fields 
were also rehabilitated as part of the project. 


e A multi-purpose athletic field was constructed 
at Rahanis Park. 


e In order to provide off-street parking for users 
of Marvin Field, a parking lot was constructed 
at this heavily-used softball facility. Funding for 
the project came from local businesses and 
from user fees. 


e The two lower tennis courts at Simonds Park 
were prepared for resurfacing, and the tennis 
lighting system was upgraded. The courts will 
be finished and new fencing installed in 1988. 


¢ Working collaboratively with the Wildwood 
School PTO, new playground equipment was 
erected at Wildwood School in the fall. 


e¢ New fencing was installed at the Simonds Park 
Little League field and at the multi-purpose 
field at TRW Park. 
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e As part of the Recreation Department’s ongo- 
ing beautification project, landscaping im- 
provements were made at the Town Common 
and at several of Burlington’s parks and public 
schools. 


We believe that the Recreation Department made 
progress in 1987 primarily because of the support we 
received from the Burlington Townspeople. We expect 
to face even greater challenges in 1988, but we are 
confident that the citizens of Burlington will work with 
us to meet each challenge successfully.

PLANNING BOARD 


RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Planning Board was established by a vote 
of Town Meeting in 1939 in accordance with 
Massachusetts General Laws and the first Board was 
elected in 1940. The Board holds regularly scheduled 
meetings on the first and third Thursdays of each 
month. As required by the number of applications, the 
circumstances of a specific application, or the need 
to consider specific issues or topics, the Planning 
Board also holds additional special meetings. 


The Board is responsible for: 


1. Current Planning: By State law, the Board is 
responsible for the exercise of subdivision con- 
trol law in Burlington and has final authority 
regarding subdivisions and Approval Not Re- 
quired plans (certification that a land division is 
not subject to subdivision control law). By 
authority delegated by Town Meeting through the 
Zoning By-law, the Board is responsible for mak- 
ing final decisions on site plans, site plan 
waivers and special permits. The Planning Board 
also conducts public hearings and makes 
recommendations to Town Meeting regarding ap- 
plications for changes in zoning districts and for 
amendments to the text of the Zoning By-Law. 
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2. Long Range Planning: The Planning Board in- 
itiates planning studies to identify existing and 
future land use problems and propose courses 
of action to address such problems. To imple- 
ment the recommendations of planning studies, 
or in response to changes in state or federal law, 
the Planning Board directs the preparation of 
proposed amendments to the Zoning By-Law 
and Planning Board Rules and Regulations and 
conducts the public hearings required for 
adoption. 


ORGANIZATION AND MEMBERSHIP 


As the result of the Annual Town Elections in 
April 1987, John A. DeFrancesco and Pete G. Peters 
was re-elected to serve on the Planning Board for five 
year terms. 


The Planning Board’s officers and committee ap- 
pointments following the April 1987 election were as 
follows:

Site Plan Waivers 

A property owner may receive permission to 
make minor changes to the development of a parcel 
of land, provided that a site plan has previously been 
approved for the land, by applying for a site plan 
waiver. In some cases, the Planning Board will grant 
a site plan waiver to accept a plan in conjunction with 
a special permit application in lieu of a full site plan. 


The Planning Board received 14 requests for site 
plan waivers. The Board approved 12 requests, one re- 
quest was withdrawn by the applicant, and one re- 
quest is pending. 


Special Permits 

Certain land uses are permitted in Burlington on- 
ly with a special permit. The purpose of a special per- 
mit is to control uses which may be appropriate, 
depending on the location and the manner in which 
the use is developed and operated. Through a public 
hearing process, the Planning Board reviews the par- 
ticular circumstances of a proposed special permit 
use, determines if the use should be allowed and what 
conditions should be required. Burlington has special 
permits for three types of use: 


e certain land uses determined to require condi- 
tional review throughout development the town. 


e certain land uses and site development, such as 
discharge of storm water into a wetlands, which 
have the potential to adversely affect wetlands. 

e certain uses and site development which have 
the potential to adversely affect the aquifer and 
water resources areas. 

Fourteen new applications were filed in 1987. The 
following table summarizes which special permits 
were requested and the Board’s decisions.

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Planned Development District 


Article 77, adopted at the May 1987 Town Meeting, 
incorporated this special zoning district into the Burl- 
ington Zoning By-Law as Article XII, “Special Zoning 
Districts”. The Planned Development District (PD 
District) is intended: To permit a developer to propose, 
and for the Town to vote upon a development proposal 
that specifies a mixture of commercial, industrial, 
residential, open space or other uses, and the site 
development requirements to be used for a specific 
site; To permit considerable flexibility in the develop- 
ment of individual tracts of land by requiring few pre- 
determined standards; To permit the use of develop- 
ment standards tailored to a specific site and more 
detailed than those for the standard zoning districts; 
And finally, to permit the Town to evaluate the poten- 
tial impacts of a proposed development and to 
authorize the Planning Board, as the Special Permit 
Granting Authority, to require that the development of 
the site substantially conforms to site development 
standards approved as part of the rezoning to PD 
District and intended to mitigate or compensate for the 
potential impacts. 


There was one PD District Rezoning Application 
filed in 1987. This application is on the Warrant for the 
January 25, 1988 Town Meeting. The applicant is Tram- 
mell Crow Company and is for an existing parcel of 
land off of Cambridge Street located in a General In- 
dustrial Zoning District. This application is still pending. 


APPLICATION FEES: 


The Town Clerk collects fees for applications 
made to the Planning Board for site plans, site plan 
waivers, special permits and planned development 
district rezoning applications which go into the general 
revenue fund of the town. In 1987, the following fees 
were collected: 


For special permits $1,400 
For site plans: 2,700 
For site plan waivers: 350 
For PD District Rezonings: 5,000 
TOTAL: $9,450 


Revenue from applications fees increased in 1987 
compared with previous years because of the adop- 
tion of new filing fees into the Zoning By-Law and Plan- 
ning Board Rules and Regulations governing the sub- 
division of land. No applications for major projects are 
being filed because of the various moratoriums in ef- 
fect in Burlington. 


CHANGES IN THE ZONING BY-LAW 


There are two kinds of zoning amendments ac- 
tions: (1) the change of zoning district designation for 
one or more parcels of land (rezoning), and (2) amen- 
ding the text of the Zoning By-Law to revise the regula- 


tions governing use of property and the procedures for 
seeking development approval (text amendment). 


The Planning Board must conduct public hearings 
on proposed zoning amendments and make recom- 
mendations to Town Meeting. Town Meeting has the 
final responsibility to approve or deny a zoning 
amendment. 


REZONING: 


One rezoning was carried over from 1986 and two 
rezonings were sent to the Planning Board for public 
hearings in 1987. Both were initiated by property 
owners. The status of the rezonings as of December 
31, 1987 was as follows:

TEXT AMENDMENTS: 


The Planning Board held public hearings on nine 
proposed text amendments in 1987. Two were initiated 
by the Planning Board: 


Approved: 


1. Add Article XIl, “Special Zoning Districts~— 
Section 12.1, “Planned Development District.” 


2. Delete the existing Section 5.3.0, “Exemptions” 
and adopt a new Section 5.3.0. and an infor- 
mation appendix, “Appendix A: Historic 
Demensional Requirements.” 


3. Amend Article XI, Moratorium on Uses Requir- 
ing Site Plan and Special Permits,” to extend 
the moratorium by Twelve (12) months to July 
13, 1988. 


4. Amend the current Zoning By-Law, Section 
8.1.0, “Requirements for Development within 
the 100 Year Flood Plain District; to modify the 
provisions regulating development within the 
100 Year Flood Plain District to comply with the 
August 25, 1986, “Final Rule” regulations 
adopted by Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) which amendments include 
the regulation of manufactured homes, and 
design standards for utilities and enclosures 
below the lowest floor. 
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5. Amend The Zoning By-Law, Section 9.3.2, ‘{Site 
Plan] Procedure,” Subsection 9.3.2.1 to increase 
the Site Plan filing fee and to adopt a filing 
fee for a Site Plan Waiver. 


6. Adopt as the Town's official map for the boun- 
daries of the Aquifer and Water Resource 
Districts the map entitled: “Town of Burlington, 
MA. Aquifer-Water Resource District”, prepared 
by the Town Engineering Department and 
dated January 1, 1987 in place of the map en- 
titled “Figure 9-1 (revised) Vinebrook Aquifer 
and Water Resource Overlay District” 


7. Amend Article 2.0, “Definitions” Section 2.29, 
“Frontage,” and Section 2.49, “Lot, through.” to 
require that minimum frontage requirement be 
met by continuous uninterupted footage. 


Withdrawn: 


1. Add a new Section 5.21, “Maximum Lot 
Area/Parimeter Ratio,’ which will require that 
lots be compact in area and regularly shaped 
and discourage the creation of attenuated, ir- 
regularly shaped lots. 


2. Amend Sections 2.0, “Definitions;” 4.2.0, “Prin- 
cipal Use Regulations Schedule;” and 4.3.0, 
“Accessory Use Regulations Schedule’ relative 
to child care to permit day care centers in 
residential areas by special permit and to add 
the uses, “family day care homes” and “after 
school day care” to the Use Schedule. 


LITIGATION 


Two appeals were filed against the Planning 
Board in 1987. 


1. The Planning Board failed to take action on a 
Definitive Subdivision Application within the 
appropriate time and therefore Constructively 
Approved the Definitive Subdivision entitled, 
“Casa De Angels’, submitted by Robert 
DeAngelis for a parcel of land off of Highland 
Way. The Board of Selectmen filed an appeal 
over the Planning Board’s failure to act and 
notify the applicant and Town Clerk of their ap- 
proval or disapproval of the definitive 
subdivision. 


The Board of Selectmen have since withdrawn 
their appeal of the Constructive Approval. 


2. The Planning Board voted to approve the Site 
Plan Application of Shell Oil Company for pro- 
perty located at 140 Cambridge Street to in- 
crease their underground storage capacity. The 
Board of Selectmen have appealed the Plann- 
ing Board’s decision to approve the Site Plan. 
This Appeal is still pending. 


There are other lawsuits against the Planning 
Board that were still pending as of December 
31, 1987. These include: 


from 1986: The Planning Board disapproved a 
Definitive Subdivision entitled, “Burl- 
ington Center Office Park. filed by 
Trammell Crow Company for a parcel 
of land on Cambridge Street. The 
Trammell Crow Company has filed suit 
over the Board’s decision. This suit is 
still pending because of the Planning 
Board’s filing of an appeal. 

from 1984: Appeal by the applicant of the Denial 
of the Definitive Subdivision, “Center 
Heights” 


PLANNING STUDIES 


in December 1985, the Planning Board submitted 
a grant application to the Executive Office of Com- 
munities & Development (EOCD) for funding under the 
Strategic Planning Grant Program. The grant proposal 
was to hire a consultant to prepare a Housing Needs 
& Strategies Plan for Burlington. In January 1986, Town 
Meeting approved $20,000 to begin the housing study 
in the event that the State did not choose to fund the 
Planning Board’s grant application. The Planning Board 
was notified in February, 1986 that its grant applica- 
tion was not successful in the first funding round of 
the new grant program. 


The Planning Board has begun the housing study 
with the funding provided by Burlington Town Meeting. 
The Planning Board prepared a Request for Proposals 
to solicit work programs and budgets for the housing 
study from consultants, reviewed the submitted pro- 
posals, and in conjunction with the Selectmen chose 
Abt Associates of Cambridge to undertake the hous- 
ing study. 


The consultant began work in September, 1986. 
The Citizens’ Advisory Committee (CAC) is serving as 
the coordinating and review group for the study and 
the Planning Board is responsible for managing the 
consultant contract. Abt Associates is drafting a report 
that provides information about the existing housing 
stock and households in Burlington, its neighboring 
communities and for the region as a whole. The report 
recommended housing objectives and goals which 
were adopted at the Joint Committee Meeting of May 
28, 1987 by a vote to adopt the goals in the “Housing 
Needs & Strategies Plan: Phase | Final Report” sub- 
mitted to the Town of Burlington By Abt Associates, 
Inc. and dated May 5, 1987. 


In August 1986, the Planning Board submitted a 
new grant proposal to EOCD for funding in the second 
round of the Strategic Planning Grant Program. The 
grant proposal requested funding for the consultant to 
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continue the housing study. The consultant selected 
to continue the Housing Study will develop and imple- 
ment specific strategies to encourage housing produc- 
tion in accordance with the objectives of Phase I. In 
October 1986, the Planning Board was notified that 
Burlington had received a $18,000 grant under the 
Strategic Planning Grant Program to continue with its 
housing study (in response to its second grant applica- 
tion). This grant is being used to pay for the services 
of Land Use, Inc., of Hadley, Massachusetts, the Con- 
sultants involved in this second phase of the Housing 
Study since June of 1987. 


The housing study is intended to permit the Town 
to have greater control over how its future housing 
needs are met. 


The consultant has submitted an administrative 
draft of the “Housing Strategies for Burlington” report 
in October, 1987 and the Housing Task Force has held 
a number of public information meetings and 
workshops working to revise and prioritize the infor- 
mation presented in the report for the final draft. Mov- 
ing into the year 1988, the Task Force and the Consul- 
tant will look forward to meeting with Town Meeting 
Members at the January Town Meeting to review the 
report and receive feedback on the strategies 
presented. 


The Planning Board also continued working on 
two planning studies started in 1985:— (1) the revision 
of its Subdivision Rules and Regulations, and (2) the 
study of vacant and undeveloped land to determine the 
remaining development potential under the existing 
zoning. 


In July, 1987 the Planning Board reviewed an ad- 
ministrative draft from the Planning Director of propos- 
ed revisions to the Subdivision Rules and Regulations. 
The proposed revisions included revised submission 
requirements, the review process and criteria for ap- 
proval. The Board directed staff to work on corrections 
and complete the draft so that the Board could con- 
duct the public hearings required for adoption. 


The planning staff has not yet completed this 
work because of the current planning workload, and 
the recent resignation of the Planning Director in Oc- 
tober 1987. 


In December, 1986 the Planning Board received 
the administrative draft from the Planning Director of 
the Development Status Report for Burlington. This 
study provides information on the amount of existing, 
approved and potential development for both residen- 
tial and commercial property. The Board is in the pro- 
cess of reviewing this report and appproving it for 
public release. This Status Report is still pending due 
to the recent resignation of the Planning Director in 
October 1987. 


The Planning Board will use the completed 
Development Status Report as a basis for deciding 
what kinds of amendments to the Zoning By-Law 
should be undertaken to address existing development 
issues. The Planning Board also hopes that the infor- 
mation in the report will be useful to town officials and 
the other Town Boards.

This was again a busy year for the Fire Depart- 
ment, taxing personnel and resources to the extreme. 
Our Firefighters responded with dedication and pro- 
fessionalism which the Community has come to 
expect. 


On behalf of myself and the Department, | would 
like to express our gratitude to Deputy Chief Lawrence 
Rice for filling in during the transition period of Chief 
Crawford’s retirement. 


There have been several retirements over the past 
year; Firefighter Thomas Chaplin and Lieutenant 
Walter Mountain both have served the Town for over 
twenty years with dedication and professionalism. 
Also, Firefighter William Gangestand resigned to fur- 
ther his education and to seek a profession in Fire 
Administration. 


Several new appointments have been made this 
year; two Firefighters, Gerard Hanafin and Timothy 
Browne. Also appointed were two Lieutenants, Edward 
Costa and Michael Nolan. Their help in the ranks will 
be greatly appreciated. 


Two vehicle bids were awarded this year; one to 
Ranger, Division of American Modular in Smithfield, 
Rhode Island, for a 1250 GPM Custom Pumper with 
foam capabilities. This is to replace a 1962 Mack 
Pumper. The second is for a new and greatly needed 
Hazardous Material vehicle which was awarded to 
Hackney & Sons, North Carolina. Both vehicles are 
expected sometime early 1988. 


On updating of equipment, we purchased a new 
compressor for filling SCBA (self-contained breathing 
apparatus). This-gives us the capability of filling the 
new 4.5 (4500 PSI) one hour bottles. 


In May, Town Meeting approved funding for the 
second step in the Public Safety Space Needs Study. 
The Committee has continued its excellence in obtain- 
ing the architectural drawings for the first phase. | ex- 
press my thanks to the members from the various 
boards who have dedicated their time to serve on the 
Committee. 


The Emergency Medical training was again pro- 
vided by Lieutenant Devereaux and trauma suits are 
now being introduced into training. This is a very 
specialized aspect of training and will allow our 
firefighters to be more effective. Emergency Medical 
Training is done on a weekly in-service training pro- 
gram and more specialized monthly training program. 
Each EMT must meet a State requirement of 48 hours 
of special emergency training as well as completion 
of a CPR Recertification training class yearly. An ex- 
ample of the specialized programs are extricate, High 


Rise Rescue Training, CPR, Emergency Childbirth and 
Hazardous Material training. 


A special thanks to the Paramedic Unit for their 
assistance over the past year. 


FIRE PREVENTION 


The Fire Prevention Office has seen a noticeable 
rise in the issuance of Blasting Permits due to the 
large developments under construction. New blasting 
regulations now require on-site inspection of every 
blast. Also, an increase in occupancy permit inspec- 
tions due to many renovations involving the Mall pro- 
perty, office buildings, industrial buildings, resident 
changeovers and new construction. 


Due to the Town accepting Chapter 26-C, most 
buildings are fully sprinkled and most are directly con- 
nected to our Fire Alarm System. 


During the year all schools had and practiced all 
fire drill operations and many witnessed hands on 
demonstrations from Rescue and Engine Companies, 
as well as the Department’s new High Level Rescue 
operations. 


Underground tanks continue to be an area of ma- 
jor concern; leaking, unused and replacement inspec- 
tions continue to be rising. 


FIRE & ARSON INVESTIGATION 


With the institution of a new Arson Investigation 
program, we are seeing a drop in vehicle arson fires. 
Several incidents in the town have included help from 
the State Fire Marshal’s office and are still under 
investigation. 


HAZARDOUS MATERIAL 


Over the past year training has begun on hazar- 
dous materials response. The hazardous materials 
response vehicle has been purchased along with 
necessary equipment to handle incidents. 


The vehicle is due to arrive in mid February, at 
which time more extensive training will be done. A 
target date of mid-March has been set to put the vehi- 
cle into service and ready to respond to incidents. 


FIRE ALARM 


All municipal building and school master box 
systems have been tested and found to be in good 
working order. Recommendations made for updating 
the Fire Alarm Systems in some of the schools has 
begun with changes being mtade at the Fox Hill 
School Fire Alarm System. 


The new Fire Alarm Truck was put into service 
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in October and the old truck (12 years) was taken out 
of service. 


All town-owned traffic lights have been rebulb- 
ed, a minimum of twice during the year, and down 
time for repairs has been estimated at .3%. Seven new 
Master Boxes have been added to the municipal 
system for 1987. The Fire Alarm Division made 378 
residential Smoke Detector Inspections and 97 Oc- 
cupancy Permits, residential and commercial. 


AMBULANCE 


In 1987, Burlington Fire Department Emergency 
Medical Technicians were called upon in un- 
precedented numbers to assist the public in times of 
medical emergencies. These men showed great pro- 
fessionalism and dedication in a wide variety of 
critical situations which required quick assessments, 
proper treatment, and transportation to medical 
facilities. They also accomplished these tasks with 
compassion and special caring for their patients, 
which is a great credit to this department and the 
Town of Burlington. In 1987, the Burlington Fire Depart- 
ment Emergency Medical Technicians were instrumen- 
tal in saving many lives and were directly responsi- 
ble for bringing several patients “Back to Life”. 


Mutual Aid figures are normally higher, but for 
part of 1987, Burlington had initiated a system of com- 
bining monies from four surrounding towns and us- 
ing Burlington’s old rescue (RESCUE-II) as a back-up 
unit to be used as needed by these towns. However, 
because of age, frequent disrepair, and rapid and 
severe deterioration, RESCUE-II was unable to pass 
the state’s regular inspection and certification test of 
ambulances and had to be taken off the road.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


As in 1986, the year 1987 proved to be a year of 
significant change for the Town and our Board of 
Selectmen. As anticipated, Police Chief McCafferty 
resigned in March of 1987 and on March 30, 1987 Cap- 
tain Ted Ferguson was confirmed as our new Acting 
Police Chief. In April, we were convinced by the Con- 
servation Commission to support a full time Conser- 
vation Administrator. The May Town Meeting voted 
unanimously to fund this position, and in September 
the Town Administrator appointed Mr. Brian Monahan 
as the town’s first Conservation Administrator. With 
his coming on board, the Town now has significant 
expertise in the crucial area of controlled growth. 


In this same area, the Board of Selectmen sup- 
ported the Planning Board’s initiative to create 
“Planned Development Districts” in our Zoning By-law. 
With the overwhelming passage of this concept by 
the May Town Meeting, the Town reached a milestone 
in its ability to control growth in a rational manner. 
At the time of this writing, the January 1988 Town 
Meeting passed its first concept plan under this new 
legislation for the Trammel Crowe site on Cambridge 
Street. The Board itself saw its first change in four 
years when Selectman Bert Kelley decided not to run 
for office again. While we all recognize the many 
significant contributions of Selectman Kelley we were 
pleased to welcome Ann Marie Baden as our newest 
member, and first woman to be elected to the Board.

As mentioned in last year’s annual report, design 
work for revitalization of the Center School was finish- 
ed. After two bids, in early February, 1988 contracts 
were let to complete this project. We expect to be able 
to take occupancy of this building in the spring of 
1989. This project also raised the issue of the status 
of all our capital buildings (are they indeed capable 
of housing our present and projected work force?). A 
study design to visit the question was completed 
before the end of the year. This project will examine 
our ultimate .workforce numbers and our present 
capital buildings (i.e., Town Hall, Center School, Fire 
Station—as well as all other town-owned buildings), 
and their ability to house that workforce. 


The object of this program is to establish a 
capital building plan to either renovate existing 
buildings or to consider construction of a new facili- 
ty, where indicated. Both the Town Administrator and 
the Planning Director are working on this project, 
demonstrating a new level of cooperation between the 
Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board. 


We continued all year on the full treatment plant 
for our well field. Indications are that this plant will 
be much more costly than originally anticipated and 
the Board is currently looking at additional 
alternatives. 


The Board, along with the Department of En- 
vironmental Quality and Engineering (DEQE), con- 
tinues to pursue compensation from the Potentially 
Responsible Parties (PRP’s) for the pollution of our 
well fields. In addition, the Board has entered into 
negotiations with the PRP’s for a substantial monetary 
settlement in the hope of avoiding a lengthy, costly 
court battle. 


In addition to the many good experiences we 
have had this year, we have also had some hard times. 
For example, when the Board of Selectmen took the 
“landlocked parcel” by eminent domain we made pro 
tanto payments in accordance with the appraisal that 
the town obtained. The landowners sued the Town and 
as the year came to an end, we learned that the jury 
had awarded the landowners 10.5 million dollars, plus 
interest. The Town has since obtained the services of 
Attorney Francis Bellotti to represent its interests in 
this case. 


The Town also lost one of its comprehensive per- 
mit cases. As a result, land is currently being cleared 
in the center of town for construction of the develop- 
ment known as “Pheasant Ridge”. 


In the other comprehensive permit case, the 
Board successfully negotiated a significant reduction 
in the density of the IMG site located on Peach Or- 
chard Road. Originally proposed to consist of 502 ren- 
tal apartments, this development, known as “Arbor- 
wood”, will consist of 312 units of rental apartments 
and 87 condominium units. 


As Chairman of the Board, | want to express my 
appreciation and gratitude to my fellow Board 
members and staff for a successful year in office.

TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


In March of 1987, after nine months on the job, 
| sat with the Board of Selectmen while they review- 
ed my performance as Town Administrator. The net 
result of that process was a modest increase in salary 
and a two year contract renewal as your Town Ad- 
ministrator. That contract will expire in June of 1989. 
If some view that process as meaning that I’ve had 
some success as your Administrator, | will be the first 
to credit what | believe is one of the best staffs I’ve 
had occasion to work with in a management career 
spanning nineteen years. 


Most of the folks | work with are long-time 
employees of the Town. | can simply state that | and 
the Town have been very fortunate in their quality. 
None of my staff is bad, most are good, a few are ex- 
ceptional, and one is truly outstanding. At this point, 
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after a year and eight months on the job, | feel that 
| can make this assessment. 


Syamal Chaudhuri was the Town Engineer when 
| accepted the position of Town Administrator. | ap- 
pointed him Superintendent of Public Works in Oc- 
tober of 1986. Since then Syamal has proven himself 
to be an outstanding manager in every aspect. The 
DPW is simply not a department that takes much of 
any time. It is performing all tasks as assigned, with 
few employee problems. Any problems that do arise, 
are handled in a timely manner by Syamal. Syamal 
has accepted and performed many tasks outside his 
job as DPW Director, all in outstanding fashion. He 
is in my view the best employee | have, and if | have 
enjoyed any success here in Burlington, it can be at- 
tributed to a staff which includes a man of Syamal’s 
capabilities and performance. 


Having observed our own unique Town Meeting 
format in my first Town Meeting of September 1986, 
| decided to initiate a practice of providing extensive 
backup material for Town Meeting members. We 
started this practice in January of 1987, and | have 
continued it to date. With Town Meeting members be- 
ing well-informed in advance of the meeting, our 
meetings have generally gone smoothly and in a time- 
ly fashion. Because Town Meeting members are bet- 
ter informed, there is little need for extensive infor- 
mational presentations. | will continue this practice 
and look for ways to improve it. 


In the Public Safety area, it became painfully 
clear very quickly that when officers or firefighters left 
their respective departments for whatever reason, it 
was taking an inordinately long time to obtain 
replacements. It is in this area, in particular, that the 
State Civil Service system, of which we are a part, is 
dysfunctional. This leads to vacancies and expensive 
overtime. To eliminate this problem, we have instituted 
a cadre of reserves for both the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. We can now obtain our permanent officers and 
firefighters in the least expensive way presently allow- 
ed under the system in which we operate. 


In the last days of 1987, we received word from 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield that our new rates be raised 
by 25 percent. This increase has set off a chain reac- 
tion of events that will cost the Town substantial 
monies. All legal avenues to alleviate this burden have 
proven fruitless and we will have to pay these in- 
creases. The Town intends to support changes to 
health insurance legislation that will help us to avoid 
the consequences of such rate increases. 


| would like to take this opportunity to thank all 
town employees whose dedication has made Burl- 
ington an example of excellent service provision in the 
public sector in the Greater Boston area. In particular, 
| wish to extend my warmest appreciation and thanks 
to the staff in the Selectmen’s Office: Phyllis Rogers, 


Anna Webb, Marge Douglass, Toni Faria and Mary 
Whalen who make up the finest secretarial support 
staff that | have had the pleasure of working with.

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ENVIRONMENTAL ENGINEER 


An important function of the Environmental 
Engineer is to administer “The Control of Toxic and 
Hazardous Materials” by-law. This by-law requires local 
businesses to register with the Board of Health when 
they use or handle toxic or hazardous materials. To 
date a total of 179 businesses have registered. In ad- 
dition, special registration requirements are necessary 
for storage tanks containing toxic or hazardous 
materials. A total of 145 businesses have registered 
their storage tanks which have a combined capacity 
of over 750,000 gallons. A recent by-law mandates that 
all underground storage tanks which have been in ser- 
vice for 20 years or more and have greater than 1000 
gallons capacity must be tested annually for leaks. 


The Environmental Engineer also assists other 
town departments in pertinent matters. This includ- 
ed summerizing recent amendments to the “Safe 
Drinking Water Act” as it affects Burlington’s water 
supply. Special input concerning issuance of Special 
Permits for businesses with potential chemical 
hazards is required as well as reviewing specifications 
for underground storage tanks. 


In cooperation with the East Middlesex Mosquito 
Control Project and Middlesex County, a documentary, 
entitled Mosquito Control in Middlesex County, is be- 
ing produced. 


Close contact with the Department of Environ- 
mental Engineering (DEQE) is necessary not only dur- 
ing releases of hazardous materials, but during 
remediation of local hazardous waste sites. As of Oc- 
tober 15, Burlington had a total of 10 such sites. 


The Environmental Engineer also performs the 
duties of the Right to Know Coordinator for the town. 
As an extension of this function a training program 
was developed and given to town employees who 
come in contact with toxic or hazardous materials. 


Through efforts of the Environmental Engineer, 
the Board of Health, and the Burlington Garden Club, 
the town had its most successful Household Hazar- 
dous Waste Collection Day—215 households parti- 
cipated. As a result of efficient waste consolidation 
the town realized significant cost savings when com- 
pared to previous collections. 


The Environmental Engineer will continue to 
serve the Town of Burlington in the coming year with 
particular concern for protecting and ensuring a 
cleaner and safer environment, and to strive to 
become more involved in areas of community right to 
know and emergency response as required by the 
Superfund Amendments and Reauthorization Act, as 
well as water quality issues.

This report reflects a tremendous increase in the 
number of Tuberculosis testing—i.e. 600 tests as com- 
pared to 221 in 1986. Burlington is reflecting the 
natural trend of a general rise in Tuberculosis in- 
cidence throughout the country. 


The Town was confronted with three newly 
diagnosed cases of Tuberculosis in the year 1987—2 
Burlington residents and the third a long-time 
employee in an industrial plant located in the Town. 
As a result of these three diagnoses two separate in- 
dustries required epidemiological follow-up. This in- 
cludes skin testing and follow-up on all close contacts 
as well as group and individual education. Even with 
the excellent cooperation of family and business ad- 
ministration, this is obviously a tremendous drain on 
our limited nursing staff hours. 


Despite this we were able to implement two 
brand new programs—a pediatric eye screening con- 
ducted by Deborah Zuckerman, M.D., Pediatric 
Ophthalmologist and two cholesterol screening pro- 
grams, one in cooperation with Choate/Symmes 
Hospital and the second for senior citizens utilizing 
a new machine which involves a finger stick (as op- 
posed to a vein puncture) and has the added advant- 
age of providing immediate results. We are negotiat- 
ing for the use of this machine on an annual basis. 


Attendance at the Thursday evening Walk-In 
Clinic, 4 to 7 p.m. each week continues to increase. 
These extended hours are made available to accom- 
modate working persons and residents who are 
without daytime transportation. No appointment is re- 
quired during these hours. Blood pressure monitoring, 
blood sugar screening, diet counselling, immuniza- 
tions, and general health counselling are provided dur- 
ing these hours. 
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Again, | wish to thank a most supportive Board 
of Health, all my faithful volunteers and the Burlington 
newspapers for their excellent coverage of all my 
health programs.

EAST MIDDLESEX 
MOSQUITO CONTROL 
PROJECT 


The East Middlesex Mosquito Control Project 
conducts a program in Burlington consisting of mos- 
quito and wetland surveillance, larval and adult mos- 
quito control, water management and public 
education. 


The goal of the survey program is to target mos- 

quito breeding areas and to measure changes in the 
larval and adult mosquito populations caused by 
weather. Wetlands are surveyed to develop informa- 
tion on characteristics which are related to mos- 
quitoes. Larval mosquito population data is collected 
by field crews during spring and summer control 
operations. Adult mosquito populations are monitored 
regularly at 4 sites around the town. This data aids 
the Project in determining the need for and impacts 
of control. The State Public Health utilizes some of 
this data as part of an effort to monitor those species 
associated with Eastern Encephalitis. 


Larval control is the control of mosquitoes when 
they are in their immature aquatic stage. The Project 
relies on the biological pesticides, BTi and Arosurf, 
for this control. A helicopter was utilized in April to 
disperse BTi granules over 97 acres of the wetland 
bordered by Terrace Hall Ave., Woodside La., and the 
Burlington Mall. Field personnel sprayed 42 acres from 
April through the summer when high densities of lar- 
vae were found breeding in stagnant water. 


Adult mosquito control consisted of spraying 
3,276 acres at night using truck mounted aerosol 
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sprayers. This year the Project began using the 
pesticide, resmethrin; and alternating it’s use with 
malathion. Recent studies have shown resmethrin to 
be more effective controlling adult mosquitoes dur- 
ing cool nights while malathion is more effective on 
warm nights. Another 56 acres of recreation or 
wetland area were sprayed during the day by field 
crews carrying portable sprayers when adult mos- 
quitoes were encountered. For both larval and adult 
mosquito control, acreage is counted more than once 
when sprayed more than one time. 


Water management reduces the source of mos- 
quitoes by eliminating unnecessary stagnant water. 
This is accomplished by maintaining existing ditches 
in wetlands where blockages have accumulated caus- 
ing poor drainage. This year field crews cleared 666’ 
of ditch located in a wetland area adjacent to Mill St. 
and Locust St. Another 570’ of ditch was cleared of 
fallen trees and debris west of Rt. 3. The funding for 
this latter effort was provided by the town of Lexington 
since the wetland is located adjacent to a residential 
section of Lexington. 


Educational pamphlets were distributed through 
the Board of Health on “Personal Protection from 
Mosquitoes’, “How To Prevent Mosquitoes From 
Breeding Around The Yard and Home’, and “Informa- 
tion on Eastern Encephalitis’ A press release infor- 
ming residents how they can prevent mosquitoes from 
breeding on their property was distributed to local 
newspapers. 


The Project carried out a survey in the East Mid- 
dlesex District to determine whether the tick species, 
Ixodes dammini, which is the vector for Lyme disease 
was present. Since the survey did not produce any 
ticks of this species, it can be assumed that Lyme 
disease does not pose a significant threat to 
residents.

These activities 
were partially funded by a Massachusetts arts lottery 
grant and are being administered by two young 
women; one of whom is a Burlington native.

ANIMAL INSPECTOR 


During the year, five stables were inspected. 
When necessary, suggestions and recommendations 
were made for the better housing and safety of the 
animals. My survey revealed nine horses and two 
ponies. 


There were 81 dog bite cases during the year, 
each requiring a ten-day quarrantine and resulting 
peper work to the Division of Animal Health. In two 
of the cases, decapitation was necessary for subse- 
quant rabies analyses at Wasserman Labs. 


This brings up again the importance of all dogs 
not only displaying their Town tag number, but also 
their rabies tag, for proper handling in such cases.

COMMUNITY LIFE 
CENTER 


The Burlington Community Life Center is a 
Department for the Town with the responsibility for 
providing mental health and social services to families 
with adolescents and young adults. BCLC also pro- 
vides information and referral services for all Burl- 
ington residents of any age. 
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Located in the Center School building, and in 
operation for over 10 years, the BCLC works with 
adults and young people on such diverse problems 
as drug and alcohol use, parenting skills, family con- 
flict, marriage and relationship problems, depression 
and suicide, neglect and the like. The BCLC is funded 
by the Town of Burlington in order to provide a free- 
of-charge service to residents; the BCLC also receives 
some funds and is licensed by the Department of 
Public Health as an outpatient clinic. 


The BCLC offers individual, group and family 
therapy services to residents of the town, and our 
philosophy is oriented toward involving entire families 
in treatment whenever possible. Since it is within the 
family that these problems are most acutely felt, and 
these same families often possess the best and most 
available resources to resolve these problems, we feel 
that family therapy is often the most useful and ef- 
fective means of treatment. 


BCLC staff work collaboratively with other Town 
departments and other mental health and social ser- 
vice agencies. Wes Simons and Peggi Stallings 
Durand were co-chairs of the Town’s Task Force on 
Drugs and Alcohol. BCLC staff also co-sponsored 
(with the Burlington School Department) the Alcohol 
Awareness Night, regularly met with members of the 
Burlington Clergy Association, and were involved in 
local and regional meetings of agencies and programs 
concerned with mental health or social services 
(Department of Mental Health, Department of Social 
Services, and other adolescent service organizations: 
Arlington Youth Consultation Center, Woburn Coun- 
cil of Social Concern and Replace of Lexington). 


The BCLC is also affiliated with other mental 
health agencies and professionals in the area; these 
affiliations enable the BCLC to assist in arranging for 
specialized mental health or other services when 
necessary. The BCLC also continued its relationship 
with the Mystic Valley Mental Health Center and the 
Boundaries Therapy Center for other kinds of con- 
sultative services. 


Following are some statistical notes: 


370 total clients involved in psychotherapeutic 
services. These clients were referred from the follow- 
ing sources: 


166 of total cases referred to BCLC by School 
Departments (including Elementary Schools, Middle 
School, High School and Shawsheen Tech). 108 peo- 
ple referred by their families or by themselves. 21 
clients referred by community departments/ 
organizations: 


—6 by local clergy 
—5 by the Veteran’s Office 


—5 by Psychiatric Emergency Services at Choate 
Hospital 

—3 by Woburn Court 

—2 by Burlington Police 


20 clients referred by a friend; 14 of these friends 
had been clients at BCLC. 


13 clients had unknown referral sources 


11 clients obtained services at BCLC as a result 
of our staff’s recommendation for these people to in- 
volve other family members. 


11 referrals came from the Department of Social 
Services 


5 clients were referred from private practices 
5 clients were referred from psychiatric hospitals 


In the past, 70-80% of our referrals came from 
the School Department. These figures show 49% 
came from the School Dept. with self, family and 
friends making up about 37% of the above referrals. 
This dramatic shift shows that fewer people are be- 
ing “told” to receive services by the Schools, but 
rather, more people are seeking our services out on 
their own. This is evidence of a broader base of sup- 
port in the community as more people are aware and 
confident in BCLC’s therapeutic services. 


Our former secretary Carol Smith had to resign 
due to a stroke in the Spring. We wish her well in her 
recovery. Our secretarial services are now in the very 
capable hands of Julie Anderson who started with us 
in the fall. 


BCLC was also granted a 20 hour therapist posi- 
tion completely funded by the Department of Mental 
Health. In June, we hired a highly qualified and com- 
petent therapist, Jane Burgess, to fill this position. 
Already many residents have benefited by her sensi- 
tivity and expertise. 


PROGRAMS AND SERVICES 


Our services are available by referral or by per- 
sonal contact with the BCLC during its office hours 
of 9am to 5pm Mondays through Fridays (telephone 
#2731300) including walks-ins during the daytime 
hours. Evening appointments can be scheduled for 
working family members, but must be arranged by 
contacting the BCLC offices during the daytime hours. 


During the evening hours and on weekends, the 
BCLC’s telephone answering machine will collect 
messages for BCLC staff members and refer callers 
to a 24-hour back-up emergency mental health service 
if there is an immediate crisis which cannot wait un- 
til staff are available. 
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GROUPWORK: 


As in previous years, the BCLC offers a range of 
group treatment services to adolescents and adults. 
BCLC offers several ongoing (academic year) activity 
therapy groups for younger teens, as well as discus- 
sion groups (held at the Burlington High School) for 
older teens. Some of the groups for younger teens in- 
volved the use of a set of Honda minibikes through 
the National NYPUM program as a behaviorial tool to 
change specific undesirable behaviors. Other groups 
focused on such issues as school truancy, drug and 
alcohol use, increasing self-esteem, developing 
socialization skills and the like. All groups provide for 
an atmosphere in which to meet new people and work 
on personal problems either through discussion or 
group activities. 


Once again BCLC staff led a 4-day camping trip 
in August for a group of adolescents involved in the 
NYPUM program. This year’s trip was held in Connec- 
ticut with several other NYPUM groups from the north- 
eastern part of the country. This event provides a more 
intense opportunity for kids in the program to learn 
about themselves and how their behavior effects 
others. 


The BCLC also offers groups for parents of teen- 
agers, in which they can explore the range of normal 
adolescent behaviors, develop strategies for becom- 
ing more effective as parents and receive support from 
others who have encountered similar difficulties. 


SOCIAL SERVICES: 


The BCLC also offers all Burlington residents a 
range of social services including the administration 
of the Covenant for Basic Needs. This fund was estab- 
lished by the Clergy Association for financial emer- 
gencies and is funded by contributions primarily from 
the Burlington Santa as well as local churches and 
residents. 


Similarly, we help administrate the Community 
Pantry for those families experiencing emergency food 
shortages. We would again like to make special note 
here for the tireless efforts and special dedication of 
Miriam Malkasian for her involvement in the Com- 
munity Pantry. BCLC also maintains an extensive in- 
formation and referral service to assist any resident 
in locating the particular social service that a resident 
may require. BCLC staff have assisted young people 
and their parents in situations requiring hospitaliza- 
tions, finding appropriate emergency or residential 
care, fostercare and the like. The BCLC collects infor- 
mation about available employment and training op- 
portunities for both young people and adults. In ad- 
dition to the operations of these specific programs 
and services, the BCLC also coordinated services with 
the Burlington Santa program, providing meals and 
gifts for families during the Christmas and Thanks- 
giving holidays. 


OTHER COMMUNITY SERVICES: 


As in previous years, the BCLC provided admin- 
istrative and other support to a number of programs 
in the community of benefit to Burlington residents. 
The Rent-a-Kid program provides teenagers available 
to do odd jobs for families and senior citizens (such 
as yard work, painting, babysitting, etc.). The coordina- 
tion of the FISH program matches residents in need 
of transportation services with volunteer drivers. Over 
300 rides were provided through this service in 1987. 
The BCLC provides office space and support to such 
programs as a Young Persons Alcoholics Anonymous, 
the Children’s Hearing Project, Superior Court Proba- 
tion Officer, the Massachusetts Rehabilitation Com- 
mission and the like. Over the past year, hundreds of 
Burlington residents have made use of these 
programs. 


TRAINING: 


The BCLC provides training to graduate student 
interns as a part of their professional education, as 
well as to the community residents who volunteer 
their services to the Life Center. During 1987, BCLC 
provided field placement training to graduate students 
from Boston University, Lesley Graduate School, Tufts 
University, and Northeastern University. 


Members of the permanent staff themselves par- 
ticipated in training programs over the past year at 
various family therapy training institutes and in work- 
shops on topics pertaining to mental health, family 
therapy, adolescent development and so on. 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS: 


The Board of Directors at the Community Life 
Center continued their active involvement during 1987 
in establishing policy directives for the Center, coor- 
dinating fundraising activities for the NYPUM program 
(which is supported through Board efforts and through 
a small grant from the State Department of Public 
Health), evaluating BCLC services through surveys of 
our clients and the like. My thanks to the Board of 
Directors for their help and support.

The goal of the Program is to 
share and learn the stages of life ex- 
perience of the older and younger genera- 
tions, sensitivity of the aging process and 
nurturing of socialization with youthful joy 
and affirmation. This year 18 elders and 
18 students are enjoying their new found 
friendship and gaining greater insight in- 
to their own attitudes about aging.

BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


During calendar year 1987 the Board of 
Assessors completed the Town's third triennial update 
of Real and Personal Property. Cole-Layer-Trumble 
Company was contrected to appraise all residential 
properties. The Commercial and Industrial properties 
were appraised in-house by our Appraiser/Assistant 
Assessor. The Personal Property was contracted to 
Real Estate Research Consultants to collect and ap- 
praise all personal property. The values were certified 
by the State Department of Revenue to be 100% full 
and fair cash value as of 1/1/87. 


The Assessor's staff had a busy year. In addition 
to the Fiscal Year 1988 Revaluation, the office staff 
processed 600 statutory exemptions, 50 real estate 
abatement applications for FY. ’87, 400 deed transfers, 
630 building permits and 22,000+ motor vehicle excise 
tax bills. The office received approximately 260 real 
estate over-valuation applications and approximately 
50 personal property over-valuation applications due 
to the update of valuations. The office is working on 
these applications at this writing. 


The Burlington Mall ATB case was settled by the 
Board of Assessors with a substantial savings to the 
Town. 


The records in the office are being updated in 
the computer and the tax bills were run from our 
system for the first time in October for billing of FY. 
88. 


We thank our assessing staff, Russell Washburn, 
Marjorie Pearson, Patricia Golden and Rita Arseneaux 
for their tireless efforts and dedication on behalf of 
the people of Burlington.

DEVELOPMENT APPLICATIONS 


In May, 1987 Town Meeting voted to extend by 
twelve months the moratorium on those site plans and 
special permits that would result in the construction 
of more than 7,500 sq. ft. of new or additional develop- 
ment. The moratorium will expire on July 13, 1988. 


Despite the moratorium, the Planning Board still 
had to spend a significant amount of time in 1987 
evaluating and taking action on applications for pro- 
ject approval. The Board also had to negotiate with 
applicants to ensure that agreements, necessary to 
implement conditions of approval and satisfactory to 
the Board, were prepared and signed. 


The following is a summary of the applications 
for project approvals that the Planning Board handl- 
ed in 1987. 


CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission changed in many 
ways in 1987. The Commission, with the greatly ap- 
preciated support of the Town Meeting Members, 
received funding for a full-time professional staff 
position—a Conservation Administrator. After a 
lengthy screening process in which many good ap- 
plications were reviewed the position was filled by 
Brian Monahan in September. Also, two Conservation 
Commissioners left the Commission after many years 
of dedicated service. Marylee Everett and Edward Gaf- 
fey both chose not to seek reappointment to the Com- 
mission. Their services to the Commission will be 
missed. Marylee was the past Chairman of the Com- 
mission and spent a great deal of time on behalf of 
the Commission. The Commission also continues to 
try to replace the services long provided by Vita 
Wilkins, Recording Secretary. Her years of involvement 
are difficult to replace and her contribution is sorely 
missed by the Commissioners. 


One area of concern of the Conservation Com- 
mission is activities in bordering vegetated wetlands 
(swamps, marshes and bogs), the 100 year floodplain, 
on the banks of streams, ponds and rivers and land 
under water bodies. The jurisdiction of the Commis- 
sion extends 100 feet from these areas, except for the 
100 year floodplain. The Commission has two means 
to review an activity with respect to its impact on 
these resource areas: a Request for a Determination 
of Applicability; and a Notice of Intent. This latter 
document involves a public hearing and the issuance 
of an Order of Conditions results in a more thorough 
review of projects. The Notice of Intent is generally 
required for activities involving work in one of the 
resource areas listed above. Both procedures repre- 
sent the formal means by which the Conservation 
Commission offers its expertise to people.

In 1987 the Conservation Commission held duly 
advertised public meetings to consider approximately 
a dozen Determination of Applicability applications. 
In most of these cases the Commission found the ac- 
tivity proposed did not require the filing of a Notice 
of Intent. The Commission is increasingly issuing a 
negative conditional Determination of Applicability 
where work is in a buffer zone and under proscribed 
limitations will not have an adverse impact on the 
wetlands. This procedure, in a sense of “mini-permit,” 
has initially appeared to be quite successful. 
Residents are urged to check early with the Conser- 
vation Commission if they are contemplating work in 
an area near a wetlands or stream. The cooperation 
of other Town officials has been very important in ex- 
pediting most of these applications. The Commission 
has adopted recommended submission requirements 
to assist them in making timely accurate decisions. 


The Conservation Commission also held a 
number o/ public hearings to consider projects with 
greater intrusion into resource areas, most particularly 
the wetlands. A number of public hearings were held 
in 1987, the largest project being the comprehensive 
permit for Burlington Arboretum. This involves approx- 
imately 400 residential units on a parcel with exten- 
sive wetlands. This project, as well as the commence- 
ment of construction on another comprehensive per- 
mit under the jurisdiction of the Conservation Com- 
mission, involves a great deal of time and resources 
both in reviewing the material and in monitoring the 
work once it has begun. The Commission has many 
outstanding Order of Conditions which involve either 
on-going work or work that has begun after some 
delays. The addition of Staff will enable the Commis- 
sion to spend more time at these sites assuring that 
the Conditions are adhered to and new violations do 
not occur. The complexity of proposals involving work 
near and in the wetlands greatly increases as the 
supply of land decreases and the pressure to use 
marginal land grows. The impact of the proposals can 
be significant if not thoroughly reviewed and regulated 
for a wide variety of issues including changes in 
drainage, flooding, water supply and potential for 
water contamination and pollution. Therefore, addi- 
tional protection will be required for the future. 


The Conservation Commission continues to be 
committed to the acquisition of land and the manage- 
ment of existing properties. Citizen interest and in- 
volvement is critical in maintaining viable land avail- 
able for passive recreational uses for all of the resi- 
dents. This year the Commission had requests from 
both the Girl Scouts and the Boy Scouts to use Con- 
servation land for activities. The reasonable use of 
these lands, by all persons, is encouraged and the 
Conservation Commission will work towards increas- 
ing these types of activities in the future. The Com- 
mission hopes, using both volunteers and Staff 
assistance, to continue to pursue the maintenance of 
these lands and to encourage the correct use of the 
properties by residents. 


On November 1, 1987 the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering (DEQE) adopted regula- 
tions for the newest interest protected by the 
Wetlands Act—Wildlife Habitat. This does not expand 
the area of jurisdiction of the Conservation Commis- 
sion but does add a new item to be reviewed with 
respect to possible impact caused by an activity. The 
Commissioners encourage Burlington residents to 
assist with the review of wildlife habitat by noting and 
reporting evidence and sightings of wildlilfe in your 
neighborhood. While the new regulations do not pro- 
tect wildlife, an inventory of wildlife will be extremely 
useful to the Commissioners as they review projects. 
Wildlife may be mammals, birds, reptiles, and amphi- 
bians as all depend upon wetlands, ponds, streams 
and land under water bodies for their habitat and/or 
propagation. Your input will be greatly appreciated by 
the Conservation Commission. 


1988 promises to be an even busier year for the 
Commission. With the availability of more resources 
the Commission has seen its involvement in activities 
grow. The Conservation Commission hopes that both 
a local Wetlands By-Law and a by-law for the non- 
criminal disposition of violations will be on the Town’s 
agenda for consideration and adoption. As fiscal con- 
straints mount the availability of greater flexibility in 
assessing costs and when necessary, penalties is 
even more important. Both these by-laws offer greater 
opportunity for the Commission to allocate these 
costs. 


In closing, the Conservation Commission again 
wishes to thank the Town Meeting members who in 
1987 supported our efforts to create the position of 
Conservation Administrator. We hope that residents 
will meet with the Administrator and seek assistance 
in properly doing work near wetlands. We also thank 
those Town officials who have been most supportive 
in our efforts.

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BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals of the Town of Burlington 
is created under Section 9.5.1 of the Zoning By-law, 
pursuant to Chapter 40A of the Massachusetts 
General Laws. The two alternate and five permanent 
members of the Board are appointed by the Town Ad- 
ministrator to unpaid terms of one and five years 
respectively. Its purpose is to hear and decide appeals 
from an adverse decision of the Building Inspector or 
any Town Board, to make determinations in Flood 
Hazard Districts, to hear and decide petitions for 
variances, in particular instances to permit signs in 
a Business or Industrial Zoning District larger than 
those specified in the Zoning By-law and, to issue 
comprehensive permits under MGL Chapter 40B. 


The vast majority of cases heard by the Board 
are petitions for variances from strict compliance with 
the Zoning By-law. After giving notice, by mail, to the 
abutters of the affected parcel and giving notice to 
all others by newspaper publication, the Board holds 
a public hearing to hear all of the evidence either in 
favor of or in opposition to the granting of the 
variance. 


In order to grant a variance from the strict re- 
quirements of the applicable zoning by-law, the Board 
must find that, owing to circumstances relating to the 
soil conditions, shape or topography of such land or 
structure which is the subject matter of the petition 
for a variance, and especially affecting such land or 
structure, but not affecting generally the zoning 
district in which it is located, a literal enforcement of 
the provisions of the zoning by-law would involve 
substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the 
petitioner and that desirable relief may be granted 
without substantial detriment to the public good and 
without nullifying or substantially derogating from the 
intent and purpose of the by-law. 


The burden upon the Board of Appeals is a great 
one and cannot be taken too lightly because the col- 
lective decision that it makes will have a lasting ef- 
fect upon the Town and its citizens. It is the only Town 
Board with explicit authority given by the state legisla- 
ture to actually allow citizens to avoid complying with 
the law, in appropriate situations. 


There is no set formula by which the Board can 
make its decisions so that every decision appears 
compatible with the other. What may be substantial 
derogation of the intent and purpose of the zoning 
by-law in one area of town may not be so in another. 
Consequently, it is difficult to compare any one deci- 
sion of the Board with another. Each case must be 
treated individually and must stand on its own merits 
and not be decided by precedence. 


The Board has also seen a continuing increase 
in the number of petitions to grant variances to ex- 


isting dwellings that were in the process of changing 
ownership when the lending institution discovered 
sideline, setback, or frontage dimensions that differed 
from the existing zoning by-law and requested that 
they be made legal (granted a variance) as a condi- 
tion of obtaining financing. 


In 1987 the Town Administrator appointed John 
Sullivan to a one year term as second alternate, reap- 
pointed Carl Giannelli a permanent member and reap- 
pointed Arthur Ferriera to a one year term as first 
alternate. 


In 1987 the Board heard 54 cases which 
generated $5,580.00 in fees. Expenses not including 
salaries were $5,735.00. The Board has requested, and 
the Selectman have approved, an increase in the fees 
charged petitioners.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Burlington Housing Authority (BHA) was 
celebrated as one of only a few to process a suc- 
cessful “Teller” development. The Teller Program will 
give the BHA 62 units of housing for low-income 
families on our waiting list. These apartments are be- 
ing constructed at the “Arboretum at Burlington” on 
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Peach Orchard Road and should be ready in 1989. The 
developer is Burlington Arboretum Apartments 
Associates of Boston. 


Staff changes were regretfully accepted during 
1987. Mrs. Eileen Perkett resigned in September. She 
had been office manager for 15 years. Mr. Edward 
“Doc” Malone, Executive Director, stepped down in 
December after 20 active years of bringing housing 
programs to our community. Robert Wittington, our 
maintenance man, also left in December. These 
dedicated employees are sorely missed by our tenants 
who considered them family. We will have great dif- 
ficulty replacing such loyal employees. 


During the year we noted that applications stress 
that housing is a serious program for those in our 
community who do not own homes. Condo conver- 
sion continues to displace elderly and low-income 
families. We see the need for more housing for all 
segments of our community elderly, family, and peo- 
ple with special needs. 


We continue to manage 105 units of elderly hous- 
ing at Birchcrest and Tower Hill under the state-aided 
667 program, 2 units of family housing on Chapter 705, 
and 76 units of state and federal rental assistance 
scattered throughout Burlington. 


Our board members continue their efforts to add 
to our programs and advocate for those needing hous- 
ing in our town. 


Organized in 1966, the Authority operates under 
the provisions of Chapter 121B of MGL as amended.

UNDER SUBDIVISION CONTROL LAW: 
Preliminary Subdivisions 


The purpose of a preliminary subdivision is to 
permit the subdivider to submit to the Planning Board 
and the Board of Health for review and comment a 
conceptual proposal for the road layout, utilities, 
drainage and lot lines of a new subdivision. The ad- 
vantage of such a submission is that the town has 
an opportunity to review the plan early before being 
required to make a final decision on the subdivision 
and the subdivider may be advised of changes that 
should be made in the subdivision before incurring 
the expense of the detailed engineering. A preliminary 
subdivision is not required in order to file a residen- 
tial definitive subdivision but is required for all others, 
and the approval or denial of a preliminary subdivi- 
sion does not limit the actions of the Planning Board 
in reviewing the definitive subdivision. 


Four preliminary subdivisions (all residential) 
were filed in 1987. The status of these plans as of 
December 31, 1987 was as follows:

Definitive Subdivisions 


A definitive subdivision plan shows specifically 
how a new subdivision road will be laid out, the loca- 
tion and dimensions of utilities such as water and 
sewer lines, and how the proposed lots will be laid 
out and drained. The Planning Board must review the 
submitted plan for conformance with the Board’s 
adopted Subdivision Rules and Regulations and the 
Board of Health’s recommendations and approve the 
plan unless it does not conform with those provisions. 


Two residential definitive subdivisions were filed 
in 1987. The status of these plans as of December 31, 
1987, was as follows:

There were no residential Subdivisions accepted 
by the Planning Board as complete nor were there any 
securities, posted to ensure the construction of the 
required roadways and utilities, released: 


Approval Not Required Plans 


By state law, certain divisions of land are not 
regulated under subdivision control law and the Plan- 
ning Board had no authority to review and approve 
them. Generally, where all the lots in a proposed land 
division have the minimum required frontage on an 
existing road that will provide adequate access to 
each lot, the Planning Board does not have any review 
authority. However, the plan must be submitted to the 
Planning Board for a determination that “subdivision 
approval is not required.” If the lots shown have the 
minimum required frontage, the Planning Board must 
sign the plan to acknowledge that it is not subject 
to subdivision control law so that the Middlesex 
Registry of Deeds will accept the plan for recording. 


There were eighteen “Approval Not Required” 
(ANR) plans filed with the Board in 1987. Seventeen 
were approved, one was denied. 


UNDER THE ZONING BY-LAW: 
Site Plans 


Site plans must be filed for the development, 
redevelopment, or improvement of commercial, multi- 
unit residential and municipal services projects. The 
Planning Board reviews the proposals to check that 
the development of each site is done in a proper man- 
ner and will not result in problems with respect to 
town utilities or result in adverse impacts on adjacent 
property. 


One site plan application was carried over from 
1986 and nine new plans were filed in 1987. These ap- 
plications were all for either small additions (within 
the 7,500 sq. ft. limit of the moratorium) or for changes 
in use. The status of these applications as of 
December 31, 1987, was as follows:

1987 was a year in which the School Committee 
and the administration faced a number of diverse 
challenges while continuing to strive for excellence 
in the education of Burlington’s children. 


While we offered our gratitude to John DeGiorgio 
for six years of dedicated and distinguished service, 
we welcomed Christine Monaco as his replacement 
on the Committee. 


In an effort to maximize use of public facilities 
under the control of the Committee, the following was 
developed: 


e A lease agreement was signed with Greater 
Boston YMCA North Suburban Branch for space 
in House “B” of the High School to be effective 
January 1, 1987 through June 30, 1989. 


e To assist the Recreation Department, various 
school facilities were made available for its pro- 
grams while the Center School is rehabilitated. 


Many efforts continued in the review of cur- 
riculum and attempts to further strengthen course 
content and method of presentation. Summer cur- 
riculum workshops continue to be held. A new course, 
Human Genetics, was approved. In addition, AIDS 
education as a part of the health curriculum was ap- 
proved. The extended day kindergarten program was 
started in 1987, after appropriate funding approval by 
Town Meeting, with initial positive results reported. 


A School Advisory Committee (SAC) was 
established by the School Committee to review 
curriculum-related concerns. SAC is comprised of 
parents and teachers representing each of the Burl- 
ington schools and Mr. Michael Malinowski, Assistant 
Superintendent for Curriculum and _ Instruction, 
representing the central administration. SAC will be 
developing recommendations for consideration by the 
School Committee. 


Negotiations during the year resulted in settle- 
ment of the teachers’ contract through June 1990. In 
addition, settlement of the clerical employees’ con- 


tract was achieved as well as that of the 
custodial/maintenance workers. Other negotiations 
are either nearing completion or remain to be resolv- 
ed at this point.

This year marked the formation of the Burlington 
Community Scholarship Foundation Trust under the 
leadership of Mrs. Joan Miles, who had previously pro- 
vided valued service on the School Committee. The 
Foundation is intended to provide financial assistance 
to residents of Burlington who have a goal of further 
education. 
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Finally, the School Committee and the ad- 
ministration of the Burlington Public Schools are 
grateful to the staff for their faithful and dedicated ser- 
vice to education. The continuing cooperation and 
support of the entire educational community have 
allowed us to provide meaningful instructional pro- 
grams for the children of Burlington.

Students who attend Burlington High School — 
continue to have available course offerings to meet 
a variety of personal and career interests. As a com- 
prehensive high school, BHS has housed within it ex- 
tensive learning opportunities in each of the core Cur- 
ricula areas, as well as in the Fine and Performing Arts 
and Occupational Education areas. Even though stu- 
dent enrollment continues to reflect a decline, 
academic offerings remain varied and challenging. 


Additional strengths of Burlington High School 
are evident through the Speakers Assembly Program, 
staff in-service, and student travel available through 
academic course work. Some visitors to Burlington 
High School over the past year have been Senator Ed- 
ward Kennedy, Congressman Edward Markey, Former 
Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti, Channel 4 news 
reporter John Henning, New England Patriots lineman 
Brian Holloway, Channel 5’s Dr. Tom Cottle, Dr. Robert 
Brooks, and the United States Air Force Band. 


A highly successful AIDS in-service program for 
students, staff and parents was held and was 
facilitated by Miss Suzanne Landolphi, Educational 
Service Volunteer for the AIDS Action Committee. 


Over the past year, staffing changes took place 
as a result of retirements and job changes. Dr. Keith 
Manville, Associate Principal, was appointed Principal 
of Beverly High School. This vacancy was filled by the 
reappointment of Mr. Michael Pace, Math teacher at 
Burlington High School, who had been riffed as an 
administrator in 1985 due to declining enrollments. 


Miss Carol Cannon, Social Studies Department 
Head, was appointed Housemaster at Westford 
Academy in Westford. She was succeeded by Mr. Jef- 
frey Hoyt, a member of the Social Studies Department 
at Burlington High School for the past 20 years. Mr. 
Phillip Russo, Business Department Head, retired and 
was succeeded by Mrs. Kathleen Nasson, formerly of 
the Business Department. Other retirees were Miss 
Norma Smith and Miss Anne Hughes, Business 
Department teachers, Mr. Nicholas Raftopoulos 
Social Studies teacher, Mrs. Jacqueline Jones, Math 
teacher, and Mrs. Mariantonia Lanza, Physics teacher.

Improvement has been noted in student involve- 
ment and academic performance, and as we assess 
our program on a yearly basis, we are developing new 
goals that will continue to meet the needs of the Burl- 
ington community.

The tenth grade elective 
courses were abolished in favor of a new full year 
course. While many of the elements of the elective 
program were retained, the new course ensures that 
all students are introduced to a variety of authors and 
types of literature. All juniors will be required to study 
American Literature as of September, 1988. The re- 
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quirement, partially implemented in 1987, will 
guarantee that every student at Burlington High 
School develops an awareness of the writers whose 
ideas have our nation’s identity. Currently, the depart- 
ment is contemplating a revision of the senior cur- 
riculum with implementation scheduled for 
September, 1989. 


While the department has added new re- 
quirements, the commitment to offering a wide array 
of supplemental courses remains strong. A new elec- 
tive for freshman and sophomores, Writing on the 
Computer, introduces students to the fundamentals 
of creative and expository writing while teaching them 
to use the computer. The department continues to of- 
fer courses in speech, writing, journalism and media 
along with a college board review. 


Our students continued to score well on a varie- 
ty of standardized tests. For example, the results of 
the state curriculum assessment tests were encourag- 
ing. Burlington students, when compared with 
students from similar types of communities, posted 
strong performances in vocabulary, reading com- 
prehension and study skills. The annual basic skills 
exam reconfirmed our belief that the overwhelming 
majority of ninth graders enter high school prepared 
for the challenges of a secondary school curriculum. 
In the Scholastic Aptitude Tests, the class of 1987 ver- 
bal test scores were right on the national average 
while the English Achievement Test scores were above 
the state and national average. Finally, 14 graduates 
of the class of 1987 passed the Advanced Placement 
English Examination and were awarded college 
credits for their senior English course.

FOREIGN LANGUAGE 
DEPARTMENT 


For the school year 1987/88, 600 students or ap- 
proximately 55% of the High School student body are 
enrolled in foreign language classes. Our class se- 
quence is now level | to Level V in Spanish, French, 
German and Italian. Latin did not have a level V this 
year. One new teacher joined the Department in 
September 1987. She is Ms. Laurie Donahue. At pre- 
sent, she is teaching three classes of Spanish. 


This year the Foreign Language Department 
celebrated its tenth year in our Exchange Program 
with West Germany. Mr. Helmut Beck arrived in May 
with his students who lived with Burlington families. 
Over 125 students from each side of the Atlantic have 
participated in this Program. Dr. Walter Weidner, the 
Principal of our Partner School, also accompanied the 
group. Miss Suzi Beck, Mr. Beck’s daughter, remain- 


ed for the entire school year and graduated with the 
class of 1987. A new group will arrive in May 1988 and 
Burlington students will travel to Hockenheim in Oc- 
tober 1988. 


In March 1988, Burlington students will again par- 
ticipate in our French immersion Program with St. 
Donat, Quebec, Canada. During April vacation, Mr. Del 
Duca will accompany a group to Italy and Ms. 
Donahue will travel to Spain with Burlington students. 
Foreign language study continues to remain a viable 
and relevent component of the Burlington High School 
curriculum.

GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 


The Guidance Department has worked to meet 
the diverse and complex needs of the student popula- 
tion of the high school. Guidance Counselors, through 
the use of varied counseling techniques, work with 
students to identify and remediate problem areas as 
well as to help them develop appropriate educa- 
tional/career goals and courses of action to achieve 
those goals. 


The program for special needs students con- 
tinues to be effective in identifying learning problems 
and for helping to cope with complex societal issues. 
Mrs. Pamela Baafi has assumed the position of 
Special Needs Work Study Coordinator and Mrs. 
Eleanor Packer has returned to her position of School 
Adjustment Counselor. 


The Guidance Department again hosted 
representatives from more than 80 colleges and 
technical schools who spoke to interested students 
regarding admission requirements, costs and finan- 
cial aid information during conferences at the high 
school. Military recruiters also scheduled appoint- 
ments to discuss programs offered by the Armed 
Services. 


The college computer information system (COL- 
LEGE COUNSEL) was utilized by 240 students during 
the past school year. Each participant received a per- 
sonalized booklet detailing those colleges that appear 
to best meet their needs, interests and abilities. This 
information used in conjunction with the expertise of 
the Guidance Counselors provided the necessary in- 
formation for the student to make a positive collegiate 
choices. 


The 1987 Burlington High School Scholarship 
Program continued to produce positive results. The 
number of donors increased to 112. an all-time high. 
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Scholarships, totaling over $125,500, were distributed 
to 187 recipients. Our deepest gratitude is extended 
to the local individuals, civic groups and business 
organizations who contributed to the scholarship 
program.

MATHEMATICS 
DEPARTMENT 


The Math Department courses attempt to meet 
the needs of all levels of students by offering a wide 
variety of courses ranging from Advanced Placement 
Calculus and Computers to Basic Skill Courses in 
Math and Computer selections. 


The Computer Programming courses with current 
state-of-the-art equipment (Prime Computer System, 
IBM’s and Apple Il E) have increased in popularity 
each year from 2% of the school to approximately 
40% at present. We expect the interest in computers 
to continue to remain high with our modern equip- 
ment and our highly trained staff. 


In light of the increased demand for computer 
courses, over 50% of the Math Department members 
have been enrolled in Advanced Computer courses the 
past few years. Over 25% of the Math teachers teach 
computers at local colleges or work part time as com- 
puter consultants. A number of former Math Depart- 
ment members work full time in the computer field 
and have volunteered time and expertise to help keep 
the department abreast of industry trends. 


Mrs. Jacqueline Jones, a Math teacher for many 
years, retired this past year from full time service and 
has returned as a part time consultant under “Best 
Bet” to do a research project on Math assessments 
and Basic Skill results which we anticipate will im- 
prove our results. 


The Math League team had another successful 


year finishing tied for first in the Eastern Mass Divi- 


sion Three competition with Wayland. The following 
schools were in our division: Winchester, Woburn, 
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Chelmsford, Andover, North Andover, Dracut, Billerica, 
Wayland, Austin Prep and Methuen. Last year five 
former members were in the graduating class at M.I7. 
and one from Harvard. The team’s advisors are Jean 
Saxe and David Dube. 


Thanks to the support of “Best Bet” the Com- 
puter Science League Team under the direction of Ar- 
nold Strickman was able to have a successful year.

BASIC SKILLS 


At Burlington High School, reading instruction is 
an integral component of all areas of the curriculum. 
To supplement this instruction, the Reading Specialist 
provides testing, diagnosis, evaluation, and instruc- 
tional support services in all verbal areas.

SCIENCE DEPARTMENT 


Science enrollment is at 79% of the student 
body, up from the previous 76%. 


After fifteen years of service Mariantonia Lanza, 
physics teacher, followed her 1986-1987 sabbatical 
with her announcement of retirement. Mrs. Lanza had 
been cited by the MIT Guidance Department as a 
teacher who had a significant influence on her 
students. 


Virginia Cerrati-Bisson left our staff to return to 
the Middle School. 

New additions as science teachers are Charles 
Wood in biology and Maura Mastrogiovanni in 
physics. 


Science students participate enthusiastically for 
the third year in Science Olympiad under the direc- 
tion of David Luther. This year we rank fourth of twelve 
schools after the first three meets. Mr. Luther and 
Wayne Little, Art teacher, were co-recipients of a 
Horace Mann Grant in Micro/Macro Photography. Art 
students and those in Botany benefit. Mr. Luther also 
wrote the request for School Improvement funds that 
has led to the installation of a large screen projec- 
tion system in Science Lecture Hall 169. Arthur Fallon, 
Computer Applications Coordinator, has coordinated 
all the work to bring this project to reality. The system 
has multiple capabilities, including any VCR output 
to the large screen, laser video disc, microcomputer 
imaging, and cable TV. 


Operation Environment at Harold Parker State 
Forest was again conducted by Richard Beaumont 
with seventy five biology students living and learning 
in the woods for five days. Mr. Beaumont was the reci- 
pient over the summer of a grant from Earth Watch 
entailing sixteen days of research for the shrimp 
fishing industry at Southwestern Louisiana University. 


The Marine Science Club spent the April vaca- 
tion week at Grand Cayman in the Cayman Islands 
under the direction of Donald Tocci. Twenty four 
students attended. 


The Arrowhead, BHS’ yearbook, continues under 
the direction of science teachers Michael Barczak, Ar- 
thur Fundeklian, and Mr. Tocci. 


A new course will be offered this fal! to Burl- 
ington students: Genetics. This timely subject was 
researched by Phyllis Sonnenschein with a Horace 
Mann grant, supported by the Administration, and 
unanimously approved by the School Committee. 


Science room 157 sports phosphorescent star 
patterns of the night skies. Astronomy students of Mr. 
Fundeklian used unique materials and techniques to 
bring the stars, as seen at night, into the classroom.

SOCIAL STUDIES 
DEPARTMENT 


Members of the Social Studies Department at- 
tended the Northeast Regional Council for the Social 
Studies Convention in Boston in the spring of 1987 
as part of our program of continuing professional im- 
provement. The teachers of Law also attended the an- 
nual Law-Related Education Conference held at the 
University of Massachusetts, Amherst. In addition, 
many teachers were enrolled in local universities 
throughout the year. 
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Students enrolled in the Law classes attended 
sessions at the Suffolk County Courthouse in the 
spring and fall semesters. These annual field trips 
allow students to observe live courtroom procedures 
and relate lessons from class to “real” cases. Eight 
seniors from Honors Law classes comprised the Burl- 
ington High School Mock Trial Team. The state-wide 
competition was sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Bar Association. The Burlington team placed second 
in Middlesex County. Mr. Joseph Spinale, Esq., a Burl- 
ington High School graduate and resident, was the 
local attorney-coach that helped organize and train the 
team. Valuable help was provided by the Burlington 
Public Library and St. Margaret’s Church, both of 
which provided facilities for weekend practice ses- 
sions. On the Massachusetts Bar Association’s 
“Lawyer in a Classroom Day,’ two attorneys visited 
Law classes and shared their expertise with the Law 
students. 


Constitution Day, developed and executed by 
members of the high school Social Studies staff, was 
celebrated on September 16, 1987 (one day earlier than 
the exact date) to commemorate the 200th anniver- 
sary of the writing of the United States Constitution. 
Following the keynote address by retired Attorney 
General Francis X. Bellotti, students attended two ses- 
sions to hear specialists on various aspects of the 
Constitution. Topics included: Search & Seizure, Cen- 
sorship, Freedom of Choice, Environmental Law, the 
Right to Bear Arms, the Military Justice System, 
Nuclear Issues and the Constitution, and AIDS and 
the Constitution. Guest speakers for the day includ- 
ed: John Henning of WBZTV, State Senator Carol 
Amick, State Representative Augusto Grace, Inspec- 
tors Crocker and Sheppard and Lieutenant Sciuto of 
the Burlington Police Department, Michael Callahan 
of the FBI, Dr. Sanford Kurtz of Lahey Clinic, Peter 
Kent of Bentley College, Lt. Colonel William R. Cunn- 
ingham of the United States Army, Sheriff John 
McGonigle, Assistant District Attorney Michael Fab- 
bri, Eric Brass of WGBH-TV and Attorneys Thomas 
Murphy, Jr., Paula Carey, James Henchey, Anne 
Berger, Corinne Diana, Harold DuLong, Amy Wolsky 
and John Gulde, Jr. A special note of recognition must 
be given to Miss Cannon for her many hours of labor 
in planning and coordinating Constitution Day which 
was well received by students, faculty and the 
community.

MARSHALL SIMONDS 
MIDDLE SCHOOL 


1987 was a school year characterized by a high 
degree of stability and student excellence at Marshall 
Simonds Middle School. The enrollment for the three 
grades was 830 students and a ratio of 24 students 
per teacher existed in all academic classrooms. The 
experienced faculty brought a high degree of in- 
itiative to their classrooms which resulted in a diver- 
sity of honors for the students. Instrumental and 
vocal students from the Middle School were selected 
to participate in the prestigious Northeast Junior 
District Band and Chorus; grade eight students were 
honored for their academic achievements with 
engraved certificates from President Reagan; and 
seventh and eighth grade students in the Simonds 
BEAM program for high achieving students won gold 
and silver medals for their outstanding performances 
in the state-wide “Olympics of The Mind” competi- 
tion. During 1987 the sixth grade students at Marshall 
Simonds participated in the first state-wide testing 
of basic skills. The subjects of reading, mathematics, 
and writing were the areas designated by the State 
for student evaluation. The sixth graders performed 
in a most exemplary manner, as they produced 
scores in these basic skills over the 90th percentile 
which were comparable to the best student scores 
in Massachusetts. The teachers used these tests to 
identify particular student weaknesses that could be 
addressed in the sixth grade curriculum. 


Marshall Simonds continued to stress the 
developmental needs of the adolescent. Activity 
Block again proved to be a popular student offering; 
intramural activities which included floor hockey, 
gymnastics and softball enriched the extra-curricular 
program at Simonds; and the ever popular “Night of 
Vaudeville” gave close to two hundred middle school 
students the opportunity to display their unique and 
varied talents. Ron Burton, a former professional ath- 
lete spoke to the student body at a school-wide 
assembly that highlighted the dangers of drugs and 
alcohol. His message was most positive and inspira- 
tional as he used his personal life to illustrate the 
importance of hard work and determination. 


Parents were invited to attend a host of special 
events at Marshall Simonds. The annual Spring Open 
House stressed the theme of “Reading Across the 
Grades;” special orientation meetings to explain mid- 
dle school programs and curriculums were held for 
parents in grades five, six, and seven; three separate 
“Back To School” nights were held for each grade 
level at the school; and the annual parent con- 
ferences were held to discuss the progress of in- 
dividual students. The involved Simonds Parent- 
Teacher Organization sponsored a program of parent 
education by having noted psychologist Dr. Robert 
Brooks speak to over 300 parents on the subject of 
Adolescence. 
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The Marshall Simonds Middle School Improve- 
ment Council recommended over $8,000.00 of State 
funding to be used for important programs at the 
school. A teacher workshop held during the summer 
of 1987 on “student learning styles” was a direct 
result of Council funding. 


Rita Bird, the Cafeteria Manager at M.S.M.S. 
retired in June of 1987 after completing twenty years 
of service to the Burlington school community. Mrs. 
Bird worked at the Union School and Francis Wyman 
Middle School before coming to Marshall Simonds. 
All of us at Simonds wish Rita Bird our best wishes 
for a well-earned retirement. Anna Brundige, formerly 
the Cafeteria Manager at the Memorial School has 
been appointed as new Cafeteria Manager at Mar- 
shall Simonds. 


Four new teachers joined the Middle School 
faculty in 1987. Julie Hennessey, a graduate of Bates 
College who recently taught in Wakefield is teaching 
grade 8 Language Arts; David Pearl, a graduate of 
Boston College, who has taught in Needham and 
Boston joins the language arts department in grade 
7; Linda Post, a graduate of the University of Toledo 
who comes to Burlington from a teaching position 
in Houston, Texas is a new French teacher; and Karen 
Isaac, a graduate of Boston College has joined the 
school special education department. We welcome 
these new staff members to the outstanding faculty 
that has been assembled at Marshall Simonds to ad- 
dress the academic and developmental needs of the 
pre and early adolescent. 


We now look forward to 1988 as a year for new 
and exciting challenges for both students and 
teachers. We continue to maintain high goals in the 
areas of academic excellence, student achievement, 
and program evaluation. Parent-school communica- 
tion and system-wide curriculum coordination are 
two specific educational issues that will be em- 
phasized in the coming year. We appreciate the sup- 
port of the community in helping us to make these 
middle school years educationally profitable and 
rewarding for the boys and girls we serve.

OFFICE OF 
PUPIL SERVICES

SUPERVISOR OF 
ATTENDANCE 


The Supervisor of Attendance has the legal 
responsibility of insuring that all Burlington residents 
between the ages of 6 and 16 years receive an educa- 
tion by attending school on a regular basis. Supported 
by the special programs implemented through the Of- 
fice of Pupil Services, students are afforded a better 
opportunity of developing their potential. 


Students are considered truant if they willfully 
absent themselves from school without the 
knowledge of their parents or school officials. In such 
cases, parents are notified and administrative action 
is taken. Habitual tardiness can become a serious pro- 
blem. It is recommended that parents or guardians 
of all school age children notify the respective school 
in the case of their child’s absence. This enables at- 
tendance to be handled more efficiently. 


LUNCH PROGRAM 


The Burlington School System participates in the 
National School Lunch Program. Students are able to 
purchase their lunch for 90 cents daily. If a family finds 
it difficult to purchase these lunches at the full price, 
they may apply for free or reduced price meals. The 
price of a reduced meal is 40 cents daily. Eligibility 
for this program is determined by income guidelines 
set down by the Federal government. Applications for 
the program are available at the schools or may be 
obtained at the Office of Pupil Services. Students may 
apply to the program at anytime. 
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WORKING PERMITS 


The number of middle and high school students 
involved in employment in the Burlington community 
has dramatically increased in the last few years. Re- 
cent newspaper articles in the Boston Globe and else- 
where point to the greater availability of jobs for 
teenagers. The world of work provides students with 
both economic and learning opportunities. However, 
there is a growing concern that many students are not 
maintaining a balance between the job and their aca- 
demic studies. Many students work more than 40 
hours a week in “part-time” positions. This often leads 
to tardiness, absenteeism and failed subjects in 
school. These young people are students first and 
employees second and attention to their academic 
preparation should be their primary focus and 
concern. 


| would appeal to both parents and employers in 
our community to make a cooperative effort in adher- 
ing to the regulations established by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Labor relative to the employment 
of minors. Every child between the ages of 14 and 18 
years of age must by law have a working permit. This 
must be kept on file at the place of employment. On 
termination of employment, the permit must be re- 
turned to the Office of Pupil Services within 24 hours. 
A minor is allowed to work only at the job stated on 
the employment permit. If he or she changes to a dif- 
ferent type of employment, a new permit must be 
secured. 


A child under the age of 16 cannot work earlier 
than 6:30 a.m. and not later than 6:00 p.m. for a total 
number of hours not to exceed 40 hours in any week. 
A child over 16 years of age may work no later than 
10 p.m. 


Permits may be obtained by the student at the 
Office of Pupil Services in the Administrative Unit at 
Burlington High School any weekday between the 
hours of 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. 


It is incumbent upon us as educators and mem- 
bers of the community to guide students in achiev- 
ing a healthy balance between education and 
employment. 


STATE REPORTS 


The Supervisor of Attendance has the respon- 
sibility of coordinating the state reports filed with the 
Department of Education on October 1 and May 1 of 
each year. The School System Summary Report, In- 
dividual School Report, the School-Attending Child 
and the Educational Census present a total picture 
of the educational process for the Burlington Public 
Schools. The Massachusetts Public School Improve- 
ment Act of 1985-Chapter 188 has generated the In- 
dividual School Student Data Report which is com- 


pleted by the schools and returned to the Department 
of Education at the end of every school year. 


CHINS COMMISSION 


The Commission of Children in Need of Services 
(CHINS) was established as a result of House Bill 
4608—An Act to Strengthen the Implementation and 
Enforcement of Children in Need of Services Statues. 
The Commission was formed to study the status of 
the systems and policies which deal specifically with 
CHINS adjudicated youth. Representative Barbara 
Hildt is the House Chairman and has welcomed in- 
put from the Supervisors of Attendance around the 
state. The Commission anticipates the release of its 
findings and recommendations this Spring.

COMPUTER APPLICATIONS 
COORDINATOR 


Computer use within the Burlington Public 
Schools has continued to expand during the 1987-1988 
school year. Students have become adapted to the 
Prime minicomputer environment. Classes in advanc- 
ed Basic, COBOL, Fortran, and Pascal programming 
languages are currently being taught on the 38 sta- 
tion computer system. The students are provided after 
school lab time in the Prime and IBM labs to com- 
plete assignments Monday-Friday from 2:00-4:00. 


The Science department developed a school im- 
provement grant proposal which allowed the media 
and computer departments to cooperate in placing a 
Novabeam 100 projection system and a sophisticated 
control panel for use by teachers in presenting video 
and computer related media on a large screen. Video 
disc, %2 inch video, 34 inch video, Apple and IBM com- 
puter images can be used on the same screen with 
the flick of a switch to the proper setting on the panel. 


The Art department has begun a pilot project in 
art applications using computer technology in graphic 
design, photography, and painting classes. The Ap- 
ple GS and Macintosh computers are used as addi- 
tional tools to provide students new mediums to use 
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skills they have learned in traditional art mediums. 
They have adapted them to computer formats. Several 
members of the high school art department have been 
selected to make a presentation on art applications 
using technology for the National ASCD Conference 
to be held in Boston in March 1988. 


Mrs. Patricia Hand has been replaced during her 
maternity leave by Nancy Hedberg as elementary 
computer resource teacher. 


The use of computers in the elementary and mid- 
dle schools has been augmented by the addition of 
portable carts for computers to be used in a lab set- 
ting as well as in individual classrooms when need- 
ed. A project on Irish immigration using data bases 
and other software tools has been undertaken by the 
computer coordinator and several 6th grade social 
studies teachers. Additional projects will continue in 
social studies and science classes with special sup- 
port from Apple Computer Company. 


Computer use continues to grow in evening adult 
education with several courses in wordprocessing and 
a new course in Lotus 1-2-3 on the IBM computer be- 
ing offered for the first time. The computer coordinator 
extends his thanks to the Director of the Evening 
Education program for his support of computer 
projects. 


The school district has become a participant in 
a 16 district cooperative project with the Merrimack 
Education Center to provide central office administra- 
tion with an on-line communication network system 
through a host computer located in Chelmsford: Burl- 
ington central office staff will have access to over 20 
computer software tools to assist them in planning. 
One station is in the superintendent’s area and several 
other stations are set for use in other offices in year 
two of the project. The potential for the school district 
use of this system has generated a high level of ac- 
tivity within the superintendent’s office area. 


The use of computers for students writing music 
has begun at Burlington High School. The band direc- 
tor and students received two Apple GS computers 
under grant funds to assist students in music theory 
classes. The director of music has supported this pro- 
ject by providing synthesizers and musical keyboards 
that music theory students can use in performing 
music through the use of computers. This project has 
had an exciting beginning.

BURLINGTON CABLE ACCESS 
TELEVISION CORPORATION 


As stated in last years annual report, the Burl- 
ington TV Advisory Committee presented a new 10 
year Telecommunication Cable Contract to the Board 
of the Selectmen for their approval. The Board of 
Selectmen approved the new contract, effective June 
23rd, 1986. Pursuant to Massachusetts general laws, 
chapter 180, the next important step for the town was 
to organize a non-profit corporation for the purpose 
of organizing and administrating the new studio and 
access channels. The Burlington Cable Access Televi- 
sion Corporation’s major purposes are exclusively 
charitable, scientific and educational, within the 
meaning of Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954, as amended, and include the following: 
1) To produce non-commercial community program- 
ming for the residents, institutions and organizations 
of Burlington Massachusetts: and 2) To allocate chan- 
nel space and channel time to Burlington residents, 
institutions and organizations for programming pur- 
poses, as well as ensuring overall access to the Cor- 
poration’s equipment and other facilities: and 3) To pro- 
vide training to Burlington residents, organizations and 
institutions in the use of public access facilities and 
channels: and 4) To conduct public information, 
educational, cultural and social activities: and 5) To 
provide financial, technical and other assistance for 
local access programming and other non-profit uses 
for the Burlington cable television system. 


COMMUNITY ACCESS— 
EDUCATIONAL TELEVISION STUDIO 


Community programming is what makes cable 
television a unique medium. Our new studio will give 
the community an expanded medium for expression 
on television, which is simply not available at this 
point in time. The Burlington School Department is 
proud of its record of providing our students with 
quality responsive educational programming over the 
past decade. We plan to continue and expand that 
quality programming capability in several ways: First, 
by working with community groups and organizations 
to take advantage of unique programming opor- 
tunities, which will become available via our new 
studio. Second, to encourage program production by 
town residents. Third, by expanding television 
coverage of town news and events by providing pro- 
duction equipment which will be dedicated for the 
town’s use. Our access and school staff will work with 
interested teachers, students and cable subscribers 
to produce programming that is interesting and rele- 
vant both to our school curriculum and town interests.

MUSIC DEPARTMENT 


Classroom music was scheduled for two half 
hour periods in grades one through five in all 
elementary schools. Culminating performances for 
choral, recorder and classroom programs were 
scheduled in the Spring. The Wildwood and Pine 
Glen Schools held performances in December. 
Elementary bands combined for a concert at Burl- 
ington High School on June 10. 


The Marshall Simonds Middle School schea- 
uled classroom music twice weekly in grades six 
and seven for forty minute periods. In addition, 
choral and instrumental classes rehearsed weekly 
for performances that took place throughout the 
year. 


Recorder ensembles combined with singers 
for two school concerts on May 21 and December 
17. The seventh and eighth grade chorus performed 
an exchange concert with Beverly, MA on March 25 
and April 2. Tours of the elementary schools were 
scheduled for December 21. 


The Marshall Simonds Middle School concert 
and stage bands held performance on May 5 and 
December 15. An exchange concert with Newbury- 
port, MA took place on March 4 and 6. 


The Stage Band Festival was scheduled for 
March 18 featuring Middle School students from 
Wayland, Beverly, Newburyport and Burlington. The 
concert band toured elementary schools in April 
and a special awards banquet was held on May 13. 


A six week instructional program was scheduled 
during the summer for instrumental music students 
who wished to continue lessons. Middle School 
students from Burlington were well represented in 
the 1987 Northeastern District Concert. 


Concerts took place at Burlington High School 
on May 14 and December 21 featuring the High 
School Concert Band and Chorus. In March, 
“Spring Sing” was scheduled providing perfor- 
mance opportunities for smaller vocal and in- 
strumental groups. Burlington High School choral 
groups received invitations to perform for the 
Superintendents Association, the Rotary Club and 
Senior Citizens. 


The Burlington High School marching band, 
majorette, pom pom and flag units held a two week 
camp in preparation for parades, competitions, 
football rallies and games that took place in the 
fall. A special performance was scheduled during 
the April vacation at Disneyworld in Florida. This 
huge undertaking, which involved the Burlington 
High School chorus as well, was made possible by 
the many supportive parents who worked tireless- 
ly to raise the funds that were a necessary prere- 
quisite. Students assisted as well in a number of 
fund raising events that made the trip possible. 


An awards banquet was held on June 1 for 
high school music students and parents. Another 
banquet was held to present Burlington High 
School marching band awards on December 8. 


Special programs included “Youth Concerts at 
Symphony Hall” which involved 300 students in 
grades three through seven. The Burlingtcn Arts 
Council approved a grant which made it possible 
to offer this opportunity at a reduced ticket rate. In 
September, students in grades four, five, and six at- 
tended a special demonstration of band instru- 
ments featuring noted Boston musicians including 
Dick Johnson, leader of the Artie Shaw Orchestra. 


A two week review of the curriculum by staff 
members took place in early August resulting in 
modifications of the curriculum.

The principal 
objective is to provide comprehensive voca- 
tional/technical training experiences for approximately 
fourteen hundred secondary high school students 
residing in the towns of Bedford, Billerica, Burlington, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington. Upon graduation, 
students acquire both a comprehensive academic 
high school diploma and certification in their chosen 
vocational/technical discipline. Therefore, graduates 
receive two educations during their four years of study 
enabling them to either directly enter the world of 
work as experienced technicians and craftsmen, 
and/or immediately enter college due to their quality 
academic preparation. 


In June of 1987 three hundred and twenty seven 
students graduated from Shawsheen Tech, with over 
ninety-six percent of the graduates either acquiring 
jobs within their skilled professions or pursuing higher 
education. These statistics are consistent with the 
past performances of graduating classes from 
Shawsheen Tech, which have existed since the 
school’s formation in 1970. 


Many activities took place during 1987 which 
deserve special recognition: 


e The district was saddened with the retirements 
of two outstanding individuals who helped 
establish Shawsheen Tech's reputation of be- 
ing one of the nation’s finest voca- 
tional/technical secondary institutions. 


Mr. Benjamin Wolk, Superintendent/Director 
since 1970, announced his retirement in late 
1986. His dedication to serving the needs of 
youngsters in vocational/technical education 
spanned four decades, and his service as the 
leader of Shawsheen Tech began in 1966 as the 
District’s first employee. The 1987 graduating 
class dedicated its Yearbook in honor of Mr. 
Wolk, and the Shawsheen Valley Technical 
School Committee established an annual 
scholarship to be awarded to the top male and 
female graduates in his name. This dedicated 
professional educator continues to serve the 
students and staff of Shawsheen Tech as a 
member of the school’s General Advisory 
Committee. 


Mr. Joseph L. Rogers, who represented the 
town of Bedford as a member of the Regional 
School Committee since 1970, announced his 
decision to end his seventeen years of public 
service by not seeking re-election in March of 
1987. Current and former School Committee 
members organized an appropriate ceremony 
in April of 1987, where Mr. Rogers received well 
earned thanks and commendations from the 


School Committee, faculty and students. In 
March of 1987, Mr. Mark Trifiro of Bedford, a 
former student in Shawsheen Tech’s afternoon 
program, was elected by Bedford residents to 
the existing vacancy. 


In February of 1987, Mr. Charles Lyons, former 
Executive Director of the Massachusetts 
Association of Vocational Administrators, 
began his service as Superintendent/Director. 
Mr. Lyons has been in the field of Voca- 
tional/Technical Education since 1976, serving 
as a teacher, fiscal analyst and administrator. 


In September of 1987, Mr. Robert Cunningham 
was appointed Assistant Superintendent/Direc- 
tor and Mr. John McDermott was appointed 
Assistant Superintendent/Director for Com- 
munity Services. 


There were some significant modifications to 
the high school’s academic program. Since 
students are required to spend 50% of their 
time in their vocational/technical program and 
an equal amount of time in academic and 
related instruction, these modifications re- 
quired changes to the master schedule while 
maintaining the school’s practice of providing 
no study periods during the school day. 
Changes included the following: 


—The Science program implemented the 
recommendations of the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges. 
Freshmen Biology was expanded from five 
to eight periods per week, the teaching of 
Chemistry and Physics was transferred from 
the Math Department to the Science Depart- 
ment, and a comprehensive chemistry/phy- 
sics lab was constructed during the summer 
of 1987. A new telescope was purchased to 
assist in the teaching of astronomy, and a 
new Senior elective course is planned for the 
fall of 1988. Professional staff was expand- 
ed from three full-time and several part-time 
instructors to six full-time science teachers. 


— A Health Education Task Force was organiz- 
ed in March of 1987 consisting of parents, 
teachers, administrators, School Committee 
members, and the school doctor. The Task 
Force assisted in the development of new 
9th and 11th grade curriculum in Health 
Education. A new 9th grade course entitled 
Decision Making for Better Health was in- 
itiated to help 9th graders clarify their values 
and attitudes while educating them to health 
problems that result from risk taking or 
failure to follow sound decision-making prac- 
tices. The 11th grade health curriculum add- 
ed CPR training to the swimming course. In- 


terest in fitness was stimulated by the pur- 
chase of a new universal and an aerobic ex- 
ercise machine. 


— The Social Studies Department modified the 
ninth grade social studies curriculum, and 
the teaching of Civics was expanded to in- 
clude all students at the 10th grade level. 
Students participated in the school’s annual 
Student Government Day activities, and two 
Shawsheen Tech students were elected to 
serve on the Department of Education’s 
Regional Advisory Council. 


— The Math Department added Trigonometry 
Technical Math 11, Calculus and Geometry 
as Senior electives, and pre-Algebra was in- 
itiated as a new Freshman course offering. 
The Math and English Departments also in- 
itiated planning to examine applicable soft- 
ware for the proposed Apple Computer 
Basic Skills laboratory expected to be built 
during the summer of 1988. 


—The English Department implemented the 
major revisions of the curriculum modified 
during the 1986-87 school year. Great care is 
taken to insure that students are appropri- 
ately placed in groups and levels thus insur- 
ing that their individual writing, reading and 
speaking needs are met drawing on tea- 
chers’ strengths and resources. 


The aforementioned changes and enhance- 
ments to the academic program insures that 
all students comply to the school’s academic 
graduation standards and all college entrance 
requirements. Copies of Shawsheen Tech's 
Academic Program of Studies are available 
from the Guidance Department upon request. 


Shawsheen Tech continued to offer quality 
training within the twenty-one vocational/tech- 
nical career offerings. In May of 1987, students 
from Shawsheen Tech captured five gold 
medals in the statewide Vocational Industrial 
Clubs of America annual competition. 


Over 300 local businessmen continue to serve 
on the twenty-one Advisory Committees which 
oversee training in each vocational/technical 
area. Historically, seventy-two percent of Shaw- 
sheen Tech graduates enter jobs within the 
borders of member towns, with each gradua- 
ting class earning and contributing over 3 
million dollars annually to the local economy. 


Entering Freshmen are able to explore twelve 
of the twenty-one vocational/technical areas 
during an intensive Freshmen exploratory pro- 
gram which concludes in April of their first year. 
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They then choose the area in which they wish 
to major for the next 3.25 years of their high 
school experience. Selections include: 


Air Conditioning and Auto Mechanics 
Refrigeration Business Technology 


Autobody Chemical Laboratory 
Carpentry Technician 
Cosmetology Culinary Arts and 
Diesel Mechanics Bakery 
Electronics Drafting 

Graphic Arts Electrical 


Machine Technology Health Technology 

Metal Fabrication Masonry 

Plumbing Maintenance Mechanics 
Technical Illustration and Commercial Art 


Upon graduation, there are approximately 
five job offers for every graduate who fulfills 
the curriculum requirements. 


Many community projects were completed by 
various vocational/technical departments dur- 
ing 1987 including: 


—The annual house building project coor- 
dinated by the Carpentry, Masonry, Electrical 
and Plumbing departments was completed 
for the Roy family in Billerica during the 
spring. Another house building project was 
initiated for the Wilson family in Bedford in 
September of 1987. Guidelines for next year’s 
house building project may be obtained from 
the Director of Vocational Technical Pro- 
grams on April 1, 1988. 


— The Masonry Department constructed a con- 
crete field house for the Billerica School 
Department on the High School field. 


— Autobody painted a police cruiser and fire 
car for the Town of Tewksbury and a police 
cruiser for the Town of Burlington. 


—A handicap ramp was constructed for the 
Disabled American Veterans quarters in 
Billerica, and access to a home for a handi- 
capped youngster was facilitated in Burling- 
ton. 


— Graphic Arts served the printing needs for 
various public groups from each of the five 
member towns. 


1987 was a banner year for Shawsheen Tech 
students in interscholastic athletic competition. 
Overall 1987 teams compiled an impressive 
record of 139 wins, 53 losses and 1 tie. League 
Championships were generated in Wrestling, 
Girls Softball, Tennis, Soccer and Cheerleading. 
In addition, the Hockey Team reached the Divi- 


sion 3 semi-finals of the State’s MIAA tourna- 
ment, and the Baseball Team reached the Divi- 
sion 2 quarter-finals of the State’s MIAA tour- 
nament. In the fall of 1987, the Cheerleading 
squad finished second in Division 1 of the state 
finals, and Girls Volleyball was added to the ex- 
tensive sports program. 


Shawsheen Tech completed one of its most 
successful summer programs in its history in 
1987. In addition to its annual Summer School 
courses for high school students and a suc- 
cessful Computer Camp for elementary age 
youngsters, Shawsheen applied for and re- 
ceived from the Commonwealth a grant to 
assist in the re-training o: unemployed adults. 
This program served the needs of over seventy 
adults, most of whom were laid off at Avco in 
Wilmington in June. Over one thousand peo- 
ple benefited from the summer programs of- 
fered at Shawsheen Tech. 


Shawsheen continued to serve the needs of 
member towns through its Adult Education pro- 
gram which served over 700 customers. Its 
facilities were made available to community 
groups upon request, and its tradition of pro- 
viding six hours each week of free pool use by 
each of the five towns continued. 


Shawsheen Tech initiated other programs to 
serve the needs of the unemployed and under- 
employed. In cooperation with Alpha Industries, 
an Electronic Assembly Training program was 
initiated for twenty adults in late afternoon and 
early evening hours in November of 1987. This 
program was funded by Bay State Skills Cor- 
poration. Also, in cooperation with the Cam- 
bridge Private Industry Council, the District ac- 
quired funding for an EKG Technician’s Pro- 
gram expected to begin in February of 1988. 
Residents of the member towns are encourag- 
ed to take advantage of the district’s expanding 
job training opportunities by contacting the of- 
fice of the Assistant Superintendent/Director for 
Community Services. 


The Massachusetts State Legislature, recogniz- 
ing the significant value of Vocational Technical 
Education, enacted in late December of 1987 
the Vocational Technical Reform Act. This land- 
mark legislation, co-authored by Mr. Charles 
Lyons, Shawsheen Tech's Superintendent Direc- 
tor, will increase State Aid to Shawsheen Tech 
by 527 thousand dollars in fiscal year 1989 to 
be used to reduce assessments to member 
towns, and will provide the District approx- 
imately 500 thousand dollars in needed equip- 
ment grants. This legislation sets a new floor 
for state reimbursement for operational costs 
equaling thirty-five percent of a previous year’s

expenditures. The School District, member 
towns and local town taxpayers were well 
served by all local legislators. 


e In March of 1987, the Massachusetts Board of 
Education officially notified Shawsheen Tech 
that its anticipated sixty percent reimburse- 
ment on repairs conducted in 1986 on its 
school roof would be forthcoming. The first an- 
nual payment is expected during 1988 thereby 
saving local taxpayers a yearly cost of over 102 
thousand dollars. 


Members of tne Shawsheen Valley Technical 
High School community are very grateful for the 
cooperation and support received during 1987 from 
local boards and officials representing the five 
member towns. 1988 promises to be one of the most 
exciting years ever for the residents of the com- 
munities we are privileged to serve. 


TREASURER/COLLECTOR 


The Town of Burlington completed its third 
revaluation of property to full and fair cash value as 
of 1/1/87 for fiscal year 1988. The town set its tax rates 
in a timely manner and also converted its billing and 
accounts receivable procedure from an outside ven- 
dor to inhouse IBM Computer. This is noteworthy be- 
cause of the cooperative effort of the Assessors Of- 
fice, the Accountants Office, and the Tax Office in 
planning the data entry and conversion of information 
so that tax bills could be mailed timely. This effort 
saved the town at least $100,000 in interest expense. 


The total value of all property in the town after 
revaluation was $2,268,509,820. This represents an 
84% increase over three years or an average value in- 
crease of $345,462,900 annually. This reflects the enor- 
mous increase in property values in Massachusetts, 
as well as the large development in Burlington dur- 
ing this period. 


Under Classification of Property, the town uses 
two rates to allocate the tax burden effectively. State 
classification law allows any community to classify 
its property to a high of 135% of single rate applied 
to Commercial/Industrial Property and as low as 65% 
of a single tax rate to Residential Property. The town 
has consistently kept Commercial/Industrial at 121% 
and Residential at 79% since classification was 
enacted. The Board of Selectmen voted to tax Com- 
mercial/Industrial to the 135% limit and lower Residen- 
tial to the minimum 65% limit. This was voted in the 
fiscal year 1988 setting of the tax rate as noted in the 
breakdown below.

The Town Meeting supported this decision of in- 
creasing taxes to fund Capital Programs such as 
equipment upgrading, several drainage projects and 
water treatment and distribution improvements. Town 
meeting voted to use $1,448,000 of banked growth in 
taxes. The Selectmen voted to classify property to the 
lowest minimum factor will be the last time they can 
effectively impact the residential tax bill from signi- 
ficant increases. 


The town is looking at Capital Improvement Pro- 
jects totaling over ten million dollars for the next five 
years. This does not include the $2,192,514 voted from 
the Stabilization Account to renovate the Center 
School. 


Town Meeting also voted to bond the new Water 
Treatment Plant at $7,600,000 (State matching funds@ 
50%). This project will most likely cost more when we 
finally begin the actual construction. All costs con- 
sidered, the town must begin to increase taxes over 
2.5% annually. 


The town presently has approximately $3,100,000 
in banked growth and Town Meeting may have to vote 
to use two million of it to fund the fiscal year 1989 
Capital Projects. Presently 52% of the tax value is 
residential, paying only 35% of the tax levy, and Com- 
mercial/Industrial value is 48% paying 65% of the an- 
nual tax levy. The shift of taxes to the residential 
homeowner is a reality to come if the town is going 
to provide the same level of services and adequately 
maintain its infrastructure. 


The town presently has approximately $107,486 
in the Stabilization Fund, $1,000,000 in free cash, and 
$1,700,000 in overlay reserve. These funds will only 
begin to address our Capital Projects, therefore, all 
departments must begin to outline more effectively 
its five year plan for revenues and expenses.

The prime lending rate in 1987 increased 1.25 basis 
points to 8.75 in December of 1987. The Town of Burl- 
ington’s investment income also increased as a result 
of the higher interest rates and increased money in- 
vested. The investment income went from $596,000 in 
1986 to $674,225 in 1987. 


The Town of Burlington Health Insurance Claims 
experience continued to worsen the first six months 
of 1987 and the Town had to increase its monthly pre- 
miums for Blue Cross/Blue Shield Master Health Plus 
from $140.00 to $160.00 for individual policies. The 
family plan went from $346.00 to $400.00 monthly. 
Monthly claims experience improved the last six 
months of 1987 from an average of $80,000 to $55,000. 
However, the monthly premiums for Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield Insurance for 1988 are not expected to improve; 
the projected monthly premiums are $210.00 for in- 
dividual policies and $500.00 for family plans. The 
Town is on a self-funding trust fund arrangement and 
the monthly premiums must be set to cover expected 
claims experience. 


The Board of Selectmen is reviewing all health 
insurance plans being offered to determine the most 
efficient and economical programs that could legally 
be offered. The Town must constantly review its costs 
and options to provide the town and its employees 
the best plans available for the best costs. The follow- 
ing is a listing of gross and net payrolls, also with- 
holdings for the years 1983 through 1987.

These benefits are administered and reconciled 
by the Treasurers Office. The Pebsco deduction listed 
is a new deferred compensation plan offered to our 
employees. This plan is administered by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, through State Treasurer 
Robert Crane, and an oversight committee. This bene- 
fit is offered to employees as a method of deferring 
taxes on current wages. This deferral allows em- 
ployees to reduce their present taxable income and 
not pay tax on these wages until this money is distri- 
buted to them at retirement or at some other time 
when their taxable income would be less; therefore, 
they would pay less taxes. 


The Real Estate and Personal Property Tax Com- 
mitment for fiscal year 1988 totaled $26,631,275 or a 
nine percent increase. The Excise Tax Commitment 
on Motor Vehicles for calendar year 1987 is $1,357,120 
to date. The Registry of Motor Vehicles creates the 
computer tapes for excise taxes. The Registry 
changed to a new computer system in 1987 and there 
has been a delay in the processing of the tapes. There 
should be at least $5,000 additional excise tax bills 
committed to the town, giving us additional revenue 
over the $1,357,120. 


To enhance our collection and reporting of taxes, 
the town will be converting the 1988 excise tax 
receivable and reporting system to an in-house ap- 
plication. Similar to our real estate and personal pro- 
perty conversion to our IBM Computer, this applica- 
tion should improve record keeping, records 
generated, and reduce our outstanding taxes. 
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Paul Kelley, our deputy collector of taxes, has in- 
creased his outstanding taxes collected by $35,000. 
The total amount of delinquent taxes collected for 
1987 was $131,997, $10,328 in interest, $8,424 in 
demands, and $4,082 in warrant fees for a grand total 
of $154,885 in tax revenue. 


| would like to publicly thank my entire staff. 
Although every year seems to bring an added work 
load, the staff responds to the pressure to meet 
deadlines, both weekly and monthly.

Every four years this office oversees four elec- 
tions in a calendar year. 1988 was such a year with 
a record voter turnout for the Presidential election. 
We registered 2,484 new voters. It was the year in 
which we went to six precincts.

ADJOURNED (FIRST) TOWN MEETING 
January 25, 1988 


A quorum being present, the meeting was called 
to order at 8:00 PM with a salute to the flag. 


By unanimous consent, the reading of the Con- 
stable’s Return and Warrant was waived. 


It was moved, seconded and so voted to adjourn 
to Wednesday, January 27th at the conclusion of 
this meeting if the business of the Warrant was not 
concluded. 


A presentation by the Housing Task Force on 
housing needs was presented by Land Use Inc. 


By unanimous consent, Article 6 was taken out 
of order. 


ARTICLE 6 — Legal Consultant 


The article as it appears in the Warrant was moved 
and seconded by the Ways & Means Comm., who 
were 7-5 in favor. VOTED that the Town transfer 
from free cash the sum of $50,000. to fund the 
services of special counsel for the purpose of nego- 
tiations relative to the ‘’Landlocked land’’ parcel, 
same to be spent under the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 1-— Reports of the Town Offices and 
Committees 

By unanimous consent, committee reports will be 
discussed at their respective articles. 


ARTICLE 2 — Will of Marshall Simonds 


The article as it appears in the Warrant was moved 
and seconded by the Ways & Means Comm. VOTED 
that the Town accept from the Trustees under the 
will of Marshall Simonds, $9,500. for the maintenance 
and improvement of Simonds Park, same to be spent 
under the direction of the Recration Commissioners. 
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ARTICLE 3 — Remodeling of Fire Station 


The article as it appears in the Warrant was moved 
and seconded by the Ways & Means Comm., who 
were 11-0 in favor. The Selectmen voted 4-0 in favor. 
VOTED that the Town transfer from free cash the 
sum of $72,500. to be added to the Fire Station 
Architects account, same to be spent under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 4 — Master Drainage Program 


The article as it appears in the Warrant was moved 
and seconded. Ways & Means were 8-0 in favor. 
VOTED that the Town transfer from free cash the 
sum of $110,000. for the purpose of continuing the 
Master Drainage Program (Ipswich River Basin Study), 
same to be spent under the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 4A — Transfer funds BCLC Salary Account 
to Contracted Services 


The article as it appears in the Warrant was moved 
and seconded by the Ways & Means Comm., who 
were 7-0 in favor. Selectmen voted 4-0 in favor. 
VOTED that the Town transfer from salary account 
the sum $5,463. to be added to the BCLC Contracted 
Services Account, same to be spent under the direc- 
tion of the BCLC Executive Director. 


ARTICLE 5 — Legal Fees Account 


The article was moved and seconded by the Ways 
& Means Comm., who were 8-0 in favor. Selectmen 
voted 4-0 in favor. VOTED that the Town transfer 
from free cash the sum of $201,651. to the Legal 
Fees Account, to cover costs incurred in the so-called 
“landlocked land’’ case, same to be spent under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 7 — Center School Renovations 


The article as it appears in the Warrant was moved 
and seconded by the Ways & Means Comm., who 
were 6-2 in favor. A motion to amend the article to 
$1,192,514. to include central air conditioning was 
seconded. The amendment carried. The main motion 
as amended carried unanimously. VOTED to transfer 
from stabilization account the sum of $1,192,514. to 
be added to the Center School Renovations account, 
same to be spent under the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 8 — Ch. 194 Acts of 1986 — Tax Check- 
off Concept 


The article as it appears in the Warrant was moved 
and seconded. VOTED that the Town accept Chapter 
194 of the Acts of 1986 authorizing the adoption of 
a tax check-off concept for the establishment of a 
scholarship foundation trust; further that all funds 
connected by this system shall be under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Town Treasurer, who will be responsible 
for the collection and investment of all funds contri- 
buted.

SECTION 1. 


No person shall remove, fill dredge, build upon or 
alter any bank, freshwater wetland, marsh, bog, wet 
meadow, swamp, creek, river, stream, pond or lake or 
any land under said waters, or any land bordering 
thereon as hereinafter defined, or any land subject to 
flooding or inundation other than in the course of 
maintaining, repairing or replacing, but not substan- 
tially changing or enlarging, an existing and lawfully 
located structure or facility used in the service of the 
public and used to provide electric, gas, water, tele- 
phone, telegraph and other telecommunication ser- 
vices without first filing either a determination of 
applicability or a written notice of his/her intention 
to so remove, fill, dredge, alter or build upon, includ- 
ing such plans as may be necessary to fully describe 
such proposed activity and its effect on the environ- 
ment and without receiving and complying with a 
permit issued by the Conservation. Said notice shall 
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be sent by certified mail to the Conservation Com- 
mission. Each such notice or determination shall be 
accompanied by a filing fee to be determined in 
accordance with a fee schedule adopted by the 
Conservation Commission payable to the Town of 
Burlington. 

Copies of such notice shall be sent at the same 
time, by certified mail, to the Board of Selectmen, 
Town Engineer, Planning Board and the Board of 
Health. Such notice may be sent before any or all 
permits, variances and approvals required by the Zon- 
ing By-Law or by the Subdivision Control Law and 
the Regulations of the Planning Board thereunder 
have been obtained. Upon written request of any per- 
son, the Conservation Commission shall within 21 
days make a written determination as to whether this 
By-Law is applicable to any land or work thereon. 
Where such person is other than the owner notice of 
any such determination shall be sent to the owner 
and to the person making such request. 


SECTION 2. 


The Conservation Commission shall hold a public 
hearing on the proposed activity within 30 days of 
the receipt of said notice. Notice of the time and 
place of said hearing shall be given by the Conserva- 
tion Commission at the expense of the applicant, not 
less than five days prior to such hearing by publica- 
tion in a newspaper of general circulation in Burling- 
ton, and by delivering or mailing a notice thereof to 
the applicant, to the Board of Selectmen, Board of 
Health, the Town Engineer, and the Planning Board, 
to abutters of the land (as determined by the most 
recent assessor’s records) on which the proposed 
activity is to take place and to such other persons as 
the Conservation Commission may determine. The 
Conservation Commission, the Town Administrator, 
the Town Engineer, the Planning Board, their agents, 
officers and employees may enter upon privately 
owned land without liability of any kind for the pur- 
pose of performing the duties under this Section. 


SECTION 2.1. 


If after said hearing, the Conservation Commis- 
sion determines that the land on which the proposed 
work is to be done is probably significant to public 
or private water supply, to the ground water supply, 
to flood control, to storm damage prevention, to 
other water damage prevention, to the prevention of 
pollution, to the protection of surrounding land and 
other homes or buildings, to aquatic life or wildlife, 
or to the protection of streams, ponds or other bodies 
of water,the Commission shall, by written order, 
within 21 days or such time as the Commission and 
the applicant agree on, impose such conditions as are 


reasonably necessary for the protection of the inter- 
ests described herein and all work shall be done in 
accordance therewith. The conditions may include a 
condition that certain land or portions thereof not 
be built upon or altered, filled or dredged, that 
streams not be diverted, dammed or otherwise dis- 
turbed. 


SECTION 2.2. 


lf the Conservation Commission make a determi- 
nation that the proposed activity does not require the 
imposition of such conditions, the applicant and all 
others who have received notice of such hearing by 
mail shall be notified of such determination within 
21 days after said hearing. 


SECTION. 2.3. 


The Conservation Commission shall not impose 
additional or more stringent conditions as a result of 
any hearing conducted by it pursuant to General 
Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40 than it has imposed 
pursuant to the provisions of this By-Law nor shall it 
require from an applicant who filed a notice of inten- 
tion pursuant to General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 
40 additional materials or data than is required of 
him/her pursuant to the application filed under this 
By-Law. 


SECTION 3. 


This By-Law shall not apply to any emergency 
project as defined in General Laws, Chapter 131, Sec- 
tion 40 or to any work performed for normal mainte- 
nance or improvement of land actively devoted to 
agricultural use at the time of application. 


SECTION 4. 


Any person who purchases, inherits or otherwise 
acquires real estate upon which work has been done 
in violation of the provisions of this By-Law or in 
violation of any order issued under this By-Law shall 
forthwith comply with any such order or restore such 
land to its condition prior to any such violation; pro- 
vided, however, that no action, civil or criminal, shall 
be brought against person unless such action is com- 
menced within three years following the recording of 
the deed or the date of the death by which such real 
estate was acquired by such person. The Board of 
Selectmen shall, upon request of the Conservation 
Commission, instruct the Town Counsel to take such 
legal action as may be necessary to restrain a viola- 
tion of this By-Law, and enforce the orders of the 
Conservation Commission hereunder, and the Town 
Counsel shall forthwith comply with such instructions. 
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SECTION 5. 


The Conservation Commission may promulgate, 
after due notice and public hearing, Rules and Regu- 
lations to effectuate the purposes of this By-Law. 
However, failure by the Commission to promulgate 
such rules and regulations or legal declaration of their 
invalidity by a court of law shall not act to suspend 
or invalidate the effect of this By-Law. 


SECTION 6. 


The applicant shall have the burden of proving by 
a preponderance of the credible evidence that the 
work proposed by him in his notice of intention will 
not cause significant harm to the interest sought to be 
protected by this By-Law. Failure to provide to the 
Conservation Commission adequate evidence for it to 
determine that the proposed work does not cause 
significant harm to the interest sought to be pro- 
tected by this By-Law shall be sufficient cause for 
the Conservation Commission to deny such permit or 
to grant such permit with such conditions as it deems 
reasonably necessary or desirable to carry out the 
purposes of this By-Law or to postpone or continue 
the hearing to another date certain to enable the 
applicant and others to present additional evidence, 
upon such terms and conditions as seems to the Com- 
mission to be just. 


SECTION 7. 


The following definitions shall apply in the inter- 
pretation and implementation of this By-Law. 


SECTION 7.1. The term “‘applicant’’ as used in 
this By-Law shall mean a person giving notice of in- 
tention or filing a determination of applicability to 
build, remove, fill, dredge or alter. 


SECTION 7.2. The term “‘person’’ as used in 
this By-Law shall include any individual, group of 
individuals, associations, partnerships, corporations, 
business organizations, trust, estate, Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts when subject to town By-Laws, any 
public or quasi-public corporation or body when sub- 
ject to town By-Law or any other legal entity, includ- 
ing the Town of Burlington or its legal representatives, 
agents or assigns. 


SECTION 7.3. The terms marsh, freshwater wet- 
land, swamp, wet meadow, bog, as used in this By- 
Law shall be defined as defined in General Laws 
Chapter 131 Section 40. 


SECTION 7.4. The word “‘alter’’ shall be defined 
as including but not limited to one or more of the fol- 
lowing actions upon areas described in the By-Law. 


(a) The removal, excavation or dredging of soil, 
sand, gravel or aggragate material of any kind; 


(b) The changing of pre-existing drainage charac- 
teristics, flushing characteristics, salinity distribution, 
sedimentation patterns, flow patterns and flood stor- 
age retention areas; 


(c) the drainage or disturbance of the water level 
or water table, the dumping, discharging or filling 
with any material which could degrade the water 
quality; 


(d) the driving of piling, erection of buildings or 
structures of any kind; 


(e) the placing of obstructions whether or not 
they interfere with the flow of water; 


(f) the destruction of plant life, including the 
cutting of trees, which might result in environmental 
damage to the land or a part thereof rendered by this 
By-Law; 


(g) the changing of water temperature, biochem- 
ical oxygen demand and other natural characteristics 
of the receiving water; 


(h) any activities, changes or work which pol- 
lutes any stream or body of water, whether located in 
or out of the Town of Burlington. 


SECTION 7.5. ‘Banks’ shall be defined as land 
adjoining any body of water which serves to confine 
said water. 


SECTION 7.6. ‘Bordering’ shall be defined in- 
cluding any land within either of the following: 


(a) 100 feet horizontally lateral from the edge of 
any bog, marsh, meadow or swamp bordering on a 
creek, river, stream, pond, lake or wetland. 


(b) 100 feet horizontally lateral from the water 
elevation of the 100 year storm or whichever is the 
greater distance of (a) or (b). 


SECTION 7.7. The Conservation Commission 
may in its rules and regulations provide such other 
definitions, or terms used in this By-Law, as it deems 
useful in order to carry out its obligations under this 
By-Law.

SECTION 8. 


The Conservation Commission may, as part of its 
order of conditions, require, in addition to any securi- 
ty required by any other town or state Board, Com- 
mission, agency or officer, that the performance and 
observance of the conditions imposed hereunder be 
secured by one, or in part by one and in part by the 
other of the methods described in the following 
clauses (1) and (2): 


(1) By a proper bond or a deposit of money or 
negotiable securities, sufficient in the opinion of the 
Conservation Commission to secure performance of 
the conditions and observance of the safeguards of 
such order of conditions. 


(2) By a covenant, executed and duly recorded 
by the owner of record, running with the land, where- 
by the conditions and safeguards included in such 
order of conditions shall be performed before any lot 
may be conveyed other than by mortgage deed.

‘Enforcing Person’’ 
as used in this section shall mean the Animal Control 
Officer, Conservation Administrator, Health Agent, 
Environmental Engineer, Building Inspector, Plumb- 
ing and Gas Inspector, Wiring Inspector, any police 
officer, Fire Chief and or Fire Inspector, and such 
other officials as the Board of Selectmen may from 
time to time designate, each with respect to violation 
of by-laws and rules and regulations within their 
respective jurisdictions. If more than one official has 
jurisdiction in a given case, any such official may be 
an enforcing person with respect thereto. A police 
officer may enforce any and all of these by-laws and 
rules and regulations. 


Without intending to limit the generality of the 
foregoing, it is the intention of this provision that the 
following by-laws and sections of by-laws or rules or 
regulations are to be included within the scope of this 
subsection and that the specific penalties as listed 
here shall apply in such cases.

5.1.9 Development Incentive 


5.1.9.1 An owner or owners of land in all 


residential districts may, in connec- 
tion with the submission of an 
application for special permit and 
site plan to the Planning Board, 
pursuant to the requirements for 
particular uses within such districts, 
apply for aspecial permit to increase 
the number of dwelling units which 
would otherwise be permitted under 
this By-law up to a maximum of 
10% of the units otherwise permit- 
ted on the tract under this By-law 
and that a minimum of 10% of all 
units in the tract are affordable to 
persons of low and _ moderate 
income. 


5.1.9.2 No development shall take place 


pursuant to a special permit under 
this section until and unless a site 
plan is submitted to and approved 
by the Planning Board. 


5.1.9.3 In the event that a special permit 


under this section is granted, the lot 
area, frontage, width of lot at build- 
ing and yards of the development 
shall be as shown by a site plan sub- 
mitted to and approved by the Plan- 
ning Board, which site plan shall 
conform generally to the pattern of 
development permitted in the dis- 
trict in which the land lies with 
such deviations as are reasonable, in 
the judgment of the Planning Board, 
to permit the increased density. 


5.1.9.4 The board may require, as a condi- 


tion of said permit that, in lieu of 
all or some of the units for use by 
low and moderate income being 
provided within the development, 
the developer shall: 


1. Make acash payment to be used 
for low and moderate income | 
units, which payment, as deter- 
mined by the Board using ac- 
cepted valuation methods, is 
equivalent in value to the units 
which otherwise would have 
been provided within the develop- 
ment; 


2. Provide all or some of the re- 
quired low and moderate income 
units on a site different from the 
development; and provided that 
in all cases it is reasonably mixed 
with market rate housing. 


3. Provide all or some of the re- 
quired low and moderate income 
housing through an alternative 
means other than those already 
listed in this subsection; or 


4. Provide all or some of the re- 
quired low and moderate income 
housing through a combination 
of any or all of the methods in 
this subsection. 


If the Board allows the provision of some or all 
of the low and moderate income housing by a 
method different from this subsection, the 
Board shall first find that such alternative method 
will help alleviate the undue concentration of 
population and encourage housing for persons of 
all income levels; and will (a) encourage the most 
appropriate use of land and buildings, or (b) avoid 
undue hardship to land and buildings.

4.1.5 Accessory Residential Uses in One Family 
Dwellings; Accessory Apartments 
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An accessory apartment is a second dwel- 
ling unit located within a structure con- 
structed as a detached one family dwelling, 
subordinate in size to the principal dwelling 
unit and separated from it, in a manner 
that maintains the appearance of the struc- 
ture as a one family unit. 


4.1.5.1 General Objectives. The provision 
of accessory dwelling units in owner 
occupied one family dwellings is 
intended to: 1) increase the number 
of small dwelling units available for 
rent in town, 2) increase the range 
of choice of housing accommoda- 
tions, 3) encourage greater diversity 
of population with particular atten- 
tion to young adults and senior 
citizens, and 4) encourage a more 
economic and energy-efficient use 
of the town’s housing supply while 
maintaining the appearance and 
character of the town’s single family 
neighborhoods. 


4.1.5.2 Conditions and Requirements. The 
Building Inspector shall issue a 
building permit for a newly created 
accessory apartment in a detached, 
one family dwelling in any residen- 
tial district provided that the unit 
meets the standards of the building 
code and each of the following con- 
ditions and requirements is met: 


A. General 

1. The owner of the dwelling in 
which the accessory apartment 
is created, shall occupy either 
of the dwelling units in the 
located structure in question, 
except for temporary absences 
of up to six months. For the 
purposes of this section, the 
“owner” shall be one or more 
individuals residing in a dwel- 
ling, who hold title and for 
whom the dwelling is the pri- 
mary residence for voting and 
tax purposes. 


2. There shall be no more than 
one accessory apartment with- 
in a one family dwelling. 


3. There shall be no boarders or 
lodgers within either unit of a 
dwelling with an accessory 
appartment. 


4. The gross floor area of the 
dwelling, including the base- 
ment, shall have been at least 
1,800 square feet as of Janu- 
ary 1, 1989,which amount 
shall be verified in the records 
of the Building Inspector. 
[Note: Gross floor area is de- 
fined as the sum of the gross 
horizontal areas of the several 
floors of a building measured 
from the exterior face of ex- 
terior walls, or from the cen- 
terline of a wall separating 
two buildings, but not includ- 
ing interior parking spaces or 
any space where the floor to 
ceiling height is less than six 
feet. | 


5. The maximum net floor area 
of the accessory apartment 
shall not exceed 30 percent 
of the net floor area of the 
dwelling as of Januay 1, 1989. 


6. There shall be no more than 
two bedrooms in an accessory 
apartment. 


. Exterior Appearance of a Dwel- 
ling with an Accessory Apart- 
ment. The accessory apartment 
shall be designed so that the ap- 
pearance of the structure remains 
that of a one family dwelling, 
subject further to the following 
conditions and requirements: 


1. All stairways to second or 
third stories shall be enclosed 
within the exterior walls of 
the dwelling. 


2. There shall be no enlargements 
or extensions of the dwelling 
in connection with any acces- 
sory apartment except for 
minimal additions necessary to 
comply with building, safety 
or health codes, or for enclo- 
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sure of a stairway to a second 
or third story. 


3. Any new entrance shall be lo- 
cated on the side or in the rear 
of the dwelling. 


4. Where there are two or more 
existing entrances on the front 
facade of a dwelling, if modi- 
fications are made to any en- 
trance, the result shall be that 
one appears to be the principal 
entrance and the other en- 
trances appear to be secondary. 


. Off-Street Parking. There shall be 


provided at least two off-street 
parking spaces for the principal 
dwelling unit and at least two 
off-street parking spaces for the 
accessory unit.

Purpose. The purpose of Open 
Space Residential Development is 
to encourage the preservation of 
common land for conservation, 
agriculture, open space and recrea- 
tional use; to provide increased op- 
portunities for affordable housing; 
to preserve historical or archaeologi- 
cal resources; to protect existing 
or potential municipal water sup- 
plies; to protect the value of real 
property; to promote more sensi- 
tive siting of buildings and better 
overall site planning; to promote 
better utilization of land in har- 
mony with its natural features and 
with the general intent of the zon- 
ing by-law through a greater flexi- 
bility in design; and to allow more 
efficient provision of municipal 
services. 


Procedures 

A. Filing of Application. Each appli- 
cation for a special permit for 
Open Space Residential Develop- 
ment shall be filed with the Plan- 
ning Board, with a copy filed 
forthwith with the Town Clerk, 
and shall be accompanied by 10 
copies of a plan, pursuant to 
Section B below, of the entire 
parcel under consideration, pre- 
pared by a professional architect, 
engineer or landscape architect. 


B.Contents of Application. Said 
application and plan shall be pre- 
pared in accordance with the 
requirements of Special Permits 
and with the Planning Board’s 
Site Plan Review Rules and Regu- 
lations, and where applicable, the 
filing of a Subdivision Plan, and 


shall include proposed location, 
bulk and height of all proposed 
buildings. In addition, the appli- 
cant shall provide the following 
information: 


1. The number of dwellings which 
could be constructed under th 
the zoning provisions which 
govern the parcel at the time 
of application, considering the 
whole parcel, excluding water 
bodies, floodplain, and land 
prohibited from development 
by legally enforceable restric- 
tions, easements or convenants. 


2. An analysis of the site, includ- 
ing wetlands , wetlands zoning 
district boundaries, water bod- 
ies, slopes, soil conditions, 
areas within the 100 year 
flood, and such other natural 
features as the Planning Board 
may request. As well, an exist- 
ing topographic map and a 
proposed topographic map at 
two feet intervals must be pro- 
vided. 


3. A summary of the environ- 
mental concerns relating to 
the proposed plan. 


4. A description of the neighbor- 
hood in which the tract lies, 
including utilities and other 
public facilities, and the impact 
of the proposed plan upon 
them. 


5. Evaluation of the open land 
proposed within the Open 
Space Residential Develop- 
ment, with respect to use, size, 
shape, location, natural re- 
source value, and accessibility 
by residents of the town or of 
the Open Space Residential 
Development. 


C. Review by Other Boards — Be- 
fore acting upon the application, 
the board shall submit it with the 
plan to the following boards, 
which may review it jointly or 


separately: the Building Inspe- 
tor, the Department of Public 
Works, the Board of Selectmen, 
the Police Department, the Board 
of Health, the Town Engineer, 
the Conservation Commission, 
and the Fire Department. Any 
such board or agency to which 
petitions are referred for review 
shall submit such recommenda- 
tions as it deems appropriate to 
the Planning Board and the appli- 
cant. Failure to make recommen- 
dations within 35 days of receipt 
shall be deemed lack of opposi- 
tion. 


.Public Hearing — After the op- 
portunity for review by other 
boards has taken place, the Plan- 
ning Board shall hold a hearing 
under this section, in conformity 
with the provisions of G.L. Chap- 
ter 40A, §9, and of the zoning 
by-law and regulations of the 
Planning Board. The hearing shall 
be held within 65 days after filing 
of the application with the board 
and the clerk. Notice shall be 
given by publication and posted 
and by first-class mailings to 
“parties in interest’’ as defined in 
G.L. Chapter 40A § 11. The 
decision of the board, and any 
extension, modification or renew- 
al thereof, shall be filed with the 
board and clerk within 90 days 
following the public hearing. 
Failure of the board to act with- 
in 90 days shall be deemed a 
grant of the permit applied for. 
The required time limits for a 
public hearing and Board action 
may be extended by written 
agreement between the applicant 
and the Planning Board, Issuance 
of the permit requires an affirma- 
tive vote of two-thirds of the 
Planning Board.

Findings of Board. The Board may 
grant a special permit under this 
section only if it finds that the 
applicant has demonstrated the fol- 
lowing: that the Open Space Resi- 
dential Development plan will be in 
harmony with the general purpose 
of the by-law and the requirements 
of G.L. Chapter 40A, and the long 
range plan of the town; that it will 
not have a detrimental impact on 
the neighborhood, will be designed 
with due consideration for health 
and safety, and is superior to a con- 
ventional plan in preserving open 
space, minimizing environmental 
disruption, allowing for more effi- 
cient provision of services, or allow- 
ing for greater variety in prices or 
types of housing. 


Minimum Dimensional 
Requirements 


A.The area of the parcel to be devel- 
oped is not less than ten acres. 


B.The minimum parcel frontage 
shall be 50 feet. 


C. Every single-family detached 
dwelling is placed upon a lot 
with the hieght, frontage, side 
and rear yard requirements in 
accordance with the requirements 
of Table 8.4.8. Dimensional Re- 
quirements — Open Space Resi- 
dential. 


D.Every two family or multi- 
family building is built with the 
setbacks from lot lines and other 
buildings, and the limitations as 
to size and height in accordance 
with the requirements of Table 
8.4.8. Dimensional Requirements 
— Open Space Residential. 


E.The minimum buffer in width 
around the perimeter of the par- 
cel shall be 30 feet for clusters 
comprised of single family units, 
50 feet for multi-family units, 
and 120 feet for multi-family 
units adjacent to an RO District. 
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8.4.5 


F.Except as specified in a special 
permit granted under this sec- 
tion, all requirements of the 
zoning by-law shall continue to 
apply. 


G.The requirements related to the 
ownership, upkeep, liability, and 
maintenance of the open land are 
in perpetuity and as such become 
the responsibility of the owner's 
heirs and assigns. 


Required Open Land 


A.At least 40% of the parcel exclu- 
sive of land set aside for roads 
and parking, shall be open land. 


B.The open land and such other 
facilities as may be held in com- 
mon shall be conveyed to one of 
the following, as determined by 
the Planning Board, subject to 
the following guidelines. In gen- 
eral, natural resource land such 
as wetlands not suitable for any 
public use, or suitable for exten- 
sive public recreational use, 
should be conveyed to the Town 
or to a trust; whereas land which 
will be principally used by the 
residents of the Open Space 
Residential Development should 
be conveyed to a home associa- 
tion. At least 10% of the open 
land shall be useable for active 
or passive recreation. 


1. To acorporation or trust com- 
prising a home _ association 
whose membership includes 
the owners of all lots or units 
contained in the parcel. The 
developer shall include in the 
deed to owners of individual 
lots beneficial rights in said 
open land, and shall grant a 
conservation restriction to the 
Town of Burlington over such 
land pursuant to M.G.L. Chap- 
ter 184 No. 131-33, to insure 
that such land be kept in an 
open or natural state and not 
be built upon for residential 
use or developed for accessory 


uses such as parking or road- 
ways. This restriction shall be 
enforceable by the Town 
through its Conservation Com- 
mission in any proceeding 
authorized by No. 33 of Chap- 
ter 184 of M.G.L. In addition, 
the developer shall be respon- 
sible for the maintenance of 
the common land and any 
other facilities to be held in 
common until such time as the 
homes association is capable 
of assuming said responsibility. 
In order to ensure that the 
association will properly main- 
tain the land deeded to it 
under this section, the devel- 
oper shall cause to be recorded 
at the Middlesex South County 
Registry of Deeds a Declara- 
tion of Covenants and Restric- 
tions which shall, at a mini- 
mum, provide for the follow- 


ing: 


a. Mandatory membership in 
an established homes asso- 
ciation, as a requirement of 
ownership of any lot in the 
parcel. 


b. Provisions for maintenance 
assessments of all lots in 
order to ensure that the 
open land is maintained in a 
condition suitable for the 
uses approved by the homes 
association. Failure to pay 
such assessment shall create 
a lien on the property as- 
sessed, enforceable by either 
the homes association or 
the owner of any lot. (Note: 
At no time shall the Town 
assume the responsibility 
for maintenance.) 


c. Provision which, so far as 
possible under the existing 
law, will ensure that the re- 
striction placed on the use 
of the open land will not 
terminate by operation of 
law. 
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2.To a nonprofit organization, 
the principal purpose of which 
is the conservation of open 
space. 


3. To the Conservation Commis- 
sion of the Town for a park or 
open space use, subject to the 
approval of Town Meeting, 
with a trust clause insuring 
that it be maintained as open 
space. 


.Subject to the above, the open 


space may be used for recrea- 
tional purposes including golf 
courses, riding trails, tennis 
courts, gardens, swimming pools 
and temporary structures (i.e., 
tents, stages for special events 
and other structures that are 
intended to be assembled and 
disassembled within a 14 day 
period.) The Board may permit 
open land owned by a homes 
association to be used for indi- 
vidual septic systems, or for 
communal septic systems if it, 
and the Board of Health so 
recommends. 


8.4.6 Further Requirements 


A.No use of the parcel other than 


residential or recreational shall 
be permitted. 


.No lot shown on a plan for 


which a permit is granted under 
this section may be further sub- 
divided, and a notation to this 
effect shall be shown upon the 
plan. 


.No certificate of occupancy shall 


be issued by the Building Inspec- 
tor until he has certified to the 
Planning Board that the premises 
have been built in accordance © 
with the plan approved by the 
board hereunder. 


D.The Planning Board may impose 


other conditions, safeguards, lim- 
itations on time and use, pursuant 
to its regulations. 


F .Special 


E. The Planning Board may grant a 


special permit hereunder for 
Open Space Residential Develop- 
ment even if the proposed devel- 
opment is not subject to the 
subdivision control law. 


Permits granted under 
this section shall lapse within 
two years (or less), excluding 
time required to pursue or await 
the determination of an appeal, 
from the grant thereof, if a sub- 
stantial use has not sooner com- 
menced or if construction has 
not begun, except that the Plan- 
ning Board may grant an exten- 
sion for good cause and shall 
grant an extension if the delay 
was caused by the need to seek 
other permits. 


G.Subsequent to granting of the 


permit, the Planning Board may 
permit relocation of lot lines 
within the Open Space Residen- 
tial Development. However, any 
change in overall density, street 
layout, or open space layout will 
require further hearings. 


8.4.7. Optional Units Incentive 


A.Notwithstanding the limitations 


set out above, the Planning 
Board, if it deems it otherwise 
advisable to do so, shall as a pro- 
vision of a special permit issued 
hereunder authorize increases in 
the permissible intensity of use 
in the proposed Open Space 
Residential Development over 
the base unit of 2.2 units per 
acre providing that the tract is 
tied to the public sewer system 
and that the number of units 
within the tract shall not exceed 
a density of 4 dwelling units per 
acre. The additional units may be 
obtained at the discretion of the 
Planning Board over the base 
density of 2.2 units per acre by 
providing one or more of the 
following: 
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1. Traffic or pedestrian improve- 
ments (e.g., bikepaths, bridle 
paths, screened parking): 0.3 
units added. 


2. Open space which is landscaped 
or has unusual value to the 
community or to the residents 
and comprises an unusually 
large percent of the tract: 0.5 
units added. 


3. Units that permanently contri- 
bute to the Town’s Affordable 
Housing Action Plan: 1.0 units 
added. 


(Notes: a. The maximum density 
with the bonus shall be 
4 units per acre. 


b. The Planning Board 
may reduce thebonus 
provision for afford- 
able housing if there 
are only minimal units 
that are affordable and/ 
or where severe envi- 
ronmental constraints 
exist on the parcel.) 


.Such bonus may include any or 


all of the following: 
1. Decrease of minimum lot size. 


2. Increase in number of lots. 


. Off Premises Improvements. The 


Planning Board may approve a 
density bonus when the appli- 
cant agress to make public im- 
provements or improvements in 
the public interest on property 
not under the applicant’s control.

13. Two-Family Units in the R-2 District 
Residential 2 District 


13.1.1 Purposes. The Residential 2 (R2) 


District is intended: 


e To stimulate more affordable 
housing units through the crea- 
tion of two-family or duplex 
development on individual lots, 
or on a larger single lot in which 
internal lot lines may have been 
drawn and established and where 
open space and other site ameni- 
ties may be held or used in com- 
mon by all unit owners. 


e To permit a developer, public 
agency, or developer in conjunc- 
tion with a public agency, to pro- 
pose two-family or duplex devel- 
opment and units which shall be 
affordable to individuals of low 
and moderate incomes, and to 
first time home buyers, as de- 
fined by the Massachusetts Hous- 
ing Finance Agency, the Execu- 
tive Office of Communities and 
Development, or the income and 
price guidelines for Middlesex 
County, and as may be periodi- 
cally amended. 


e To help the community to meet 
the requirements and objectives 
of Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 40 B § § 20-23. 


e To achieve a broader range of 
housing choice within the com- 
munity. 


e To permit such development on 
parcels which can be divided into 
numerous lots, or which can con- 
tain numerous units, so as to 
form a_ well-planned district 
rather than a single or substantial 
deviation from surrounding land 
uses and neighborhood pattern.

@ To encourage such development 
on parcels zoned for industrial 
and commercial purposes, but 
which may be appropriate for 
residential purposes. 


Uses by Special Permit and Per- 
mitted Uses in an R2 District. The 
following use shall require a Special 
Permit as set forth in Section 
Tal ave 


A. Two-family dwellings. 


The following uses shall be per- 
mitted by right without need of 
a Special Permit once R2 Zoning 
is obtained: 


1. One family dwellings and one 
family dwellings purchased or 
erected and maintained by the 
Burlington Housing Authority 
or any other non-profit hous- 
ing development agency devel- 
oping affordable housing as 
described in Section 4.2.1.6. 
of the zoning by-law. 


2. Places primarily used for reli- 
gious purposes, including rec- 
tories and parish houses as 
described in Section 4.2.2.1 of 
the zoning by-law. 


3. Public parks as described in 
Section 4.2.2.8 of the zoning 
by-law. 


Dimensional Requirements. Where 
lots within an R2 District are pro- 
posed for subdivision, all two- 
family structures/dwellings must be 
situated on individual lots which 
conform to the density and dimen- 
sional regulations of an RQO-One 
Family Dwelling District specified 
in Article V, Section 5.2.0 of these — 
by-laws. 


All two-family structures/dwellings 
which are proposed to be developed 
within a single consolidated parcel 
must also be developed and laid 
out so that all two-family structures 
within the site conform to the den-

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sity and dimensional regulations of 
an RO- One Family Dwelling Dis- 
trict specified in Article V, Section 
5.2.0 of these by-laws. 


General Requirements. No land 
shall be rezoned to R2 unless a 
Concept Plan as described in Sub- 
Section 13.1.6 is presented to 
Town Meeting and approved a part 
of the Warrant Article with the re- 
zoning petition. 


No development may occur in an 
R2 District except in conformity 
with the Concept Plan approved by 
Town Meeting. 


Further, two-family development in 
an R2 District may only occur by 
obtaining an R2 Special Permit as 
described in Section 13.1.7. The 
obtaining of a Special Permit as 
outlined in Section 13.1.7 must 
commence within two years or the 
property shall be governed by the 
provisions presently in effect in the 
zoning district for which the land 
was zoned immediately prior to its 
inclusion in the R2 District. 


Where a subdivision plan shall not 
be presented and proposed, Site 
Plan review will occur concurrently 
with the review of the Special Per- 


mit process outlined in Section 
13.)./, 
Procedure for Rezoning to an R2 


District. The developer and pro- 
perty owner, if different from the 
developer, shall submit a Concept 
Plan to the Board of Selectmen 
together with a letter petitioning 
for a rezoning to the R2 District 
requesting that the matter be 
placed on the next town meeting 
warrant. 


The Board of Selectmen shall refer 
the rezoning application and the 
Concept Plan to the Planning Board 
within 14 days, and within 65 days 
of receiving the rezoning applica- 
tion from the Board of Selectmen 
and the Concept Plan, the Planning 
Board shall hold a public hearing on 
the requested rezoning. 
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13.1.6 


Following the public hearing, the 
Planning Board shall prepare a de- 
tailed report regarding the requested 
rezoning and concept plan and shall 
recommend to Town Meeting 
whether the requested rezoning 
should be approved, amended and 
approved or denied. 


In order to be approved a rezoning 
to the R2 District must receive a 
two-third’s vote at town meeting. 


Submission Requirements for a R2 
District Rezoning. The application 
for a R2 District rezoning shall in- 
clude a Concept Plan and the re- 
quired submission fee. 


A.Submission Fee — The Planning 
Board shall specify submission 
fees for a R2 District Rezoning 
in its Rules and Regulations. In 
no case shall the fee be less than 
$350, however the Planning 
Board may waive the fee if the 
developer is the Town or other 
public agency. The required fee 
shall be submitted with the re- 
zoning request and Concept Plan. 


B. Concept Plan Requirements — A 
Concept Plan shall include the 
following: 


1. In addition to the submission 
requirements outlined in this 
section, the Planning Board 
may impose additional submis- 
sion requirements through the 
adoption of Rules and Regula- 
tions for a R2 District Rezon- 
ing. 


2.A preliminary site plan show- 
in a generai manner: 


a. The location of buildings; 
number of stories, approxi- 
mate floor area and maxi- 
mum height of each build- 


ing. 


b. existing and proposed con- 
tours. 


c. proposed lot lines. 


d. grading and landscape treat- 
ment. 


e. the location and dimensions 
of driveways and anticipated 
parking areas and capacity. 


f. the location and characteris- 
tics of any common open 
space or usable open space 
to be conveyed to the Town 
or to be dedicated for use 
by adjoining lots and the 
general neighborhood. 


g. the proposed drainage sys- 
tem. 


h. general building elevations 
(cross section including a 
general rendering and build- 
ing treatment). 


i. the approximate location of 
the affordable units. 


C.A project narrative which details 


specific project conditions and 
amenities proposed. The narrative 
shall also include information 
about the project development 
team and marketing approach to 
attract individuals and families 
seeking affordable housing with- 
in the community. 


Further, the project narrative 
shall specify which affordable 
housing program(s) and/or guide- 
lines are being utilized within the 
development to achieve the thirty 
(30) percent low/moderate_in- 
come unit affordability which 
will be required as part of the 
granting of the R2 Special Per- 
mit. 


The applicant shall agree not to 
file a subdivision plan or plan 


showing a division of land pur- 


suant to M.G.L. Chapter 41. 


D.Special conditions, if any, appli- 


cable to the proposed develop- 
ment which may include grants 
of benefits to the Town such as 
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land for public purposes, con- 
struction of improvements (or 
financial contributions therefore) 
in behalf of the Town. 


.A table showing: 


1. total land area. 
2. developable site area. 


3. common or usable open space, 
if any. 


4. site coverage of buildings. 


5. area covered with impervious 
surface. 


6. impervious surface ratio. 


7. gross floor area of all proposed 
two-family buildings. 


.A locus-context map of all land 


within 500 feet of any part of 
the tract and showing: 


1. all dwellings and _ principal 
buildings. 


2. the land use of each lot. 
3. lot and right-of-way lines. 


4. existing contours at two-foot 
intervals. 


5. principal natural features in 
general use such as: 


e significant rock outcrop- 
pings. 


e water systems (including 
standing surface water, 
brooks or streams, the direc- 
tion of drainage, wetlands, 
and the 100-year flood ele- 
vation. 


e significant vegetation (in- 
cluding mature trees, unique 
specimens of vegetations, 
and vegetation that indicates 
wetness). 


6. zoning district boundaries. 


7. recorded easements on the site 
and within the 500 foot locus. 


8. public facilities, such as con- 
servation or recreation land, 
footpaths, bicycle paths, or 
streets. 


9. significant noise/visual impact 
(including views from the site 
and sources of noise affecting 
the site). 


10. historically or architecturally 
significant structures and sites 
on or adjacent to the site. 


G.A property rights and dimen- 
sional standards plan showing: 


1. the location of existing ease- 
ments or other property rights 
affecting the development. 


2.the approximate location of 
any sections of the land to 
which the Town would be 
granted property right, either 
easements or transfer of own- 
ership for street, utility, con- 
servation or other purposes. 


3.the anticipated size and 
dimensions of each lot to be 
certified, and internal lot lines 
when applicable. 


4.the minimum yard setback 
lines and distances from the 
adjacent zoning district boun- 
daries. 


5. the boundaries of any com- 
mon open space or usable 
open space. 


-The following information shall 
be required for all R2 rezonings 
which shall not involve the pres- 
entation and proposal of a sub- 
division plan after rezoning: 
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1. the location and size of the 
Town’s existing water mains, 
fire hydrants, sanitary sewers, 
and storm drains. 


2. the proposed location and the 
approximate size of utilities to 
be constructed on the site and 
their proposed connections to 
the Town’s utilities, and any 
special features, such as cul- 
verts or pumping stations, that 
might affect the ability of the 
Town to service the develop- 
ment. 


|. A traffic analysis is to be con- 


ducted by a traffic engineer 
who will certify that he/she 
qualifies for the position of 
member of the Institute of 
Transportation Engineers (ITE). 
The analysis shall include: 


1. traffic counts on arterial streets 
that provide access to the 
development site showing data 
on Average Daily Traffic 
(ADT) and a.m. and p.m. peak 
periods (conducted for two 
hours divided into 15-minute 
segments) ; 


2. intersection turning movement 
counts at intersections likely 
to be affected by the proposed 
development (conducted for 
two hours in the A.M. peak 
and the P.M. peak divided into 
15-minute segments) ; 


3. an inventory of roadway char- 
acteristics showing the width 
of the principal approach 
streets and the presence or ab- 
sence of sidewalks and their 
conditions and existing traffic 
control devices; 


4. estimated trip generation show- 
ing the projected inbound and 
outbound vehicular trips for 
the a.m. and p.m. peak periods 
and a typical one hour off- 
peak trip generation; 


5. the estimated distribution of 
new trips by approach streets 
and each intersection likely to 
be affected; 


6. the effect of additional traffic 
generated by the development 
on traffic “‘levels of service’ 
on each approach street; 


7. estimated off-street parking 
and loading requirements and 
time of peak accumulation. 


13.1.7 Special Permit Requirements. Two- 


family development pursuant to a 
R2 District rezoning is subject to 
the approval of R2 Special Permit 
as Outlined in this subsection. 


Application for an R2 Special Per- 
mit under this Section shall be 
made to the Town Clerk by sub- 
mitting ten (10) copies of all sub- 
mission material and paying the re- 
quired application fee. Circulation 
of the R2 Special Permit applica- 
tion to Town departments shall be 
outlined in subsection 9.2.2.1. 


The application for an R2 Special 
Permit under this section shall in- 
clude a Site Development Plan as 
described in this Section together 
with the required submission fee. 


Application for an R2 Special Per- 
mit under this Section shall include 
a Project narrative and Site Devel- 
opment Plan which specifies that 
no less than thirty (30%) percent 
of all proposed units will be set 
aside for persons of low and moder- 
ate income levels. 


A.Submission Fee. The Planning 
Board shall specify a submission 
fee for a R2 Special Permit in its 
Rules and Regulations and in no 
case shall the fee be less than 
$350. 


B. Site Development Plan and Ap- 
plication Requirements. The Site 
Development Plan and Special 
Permit Application shall include 
all of the material and informa- 
tion contained in the Concept 
Plan with the following modifi- 
cations, additions, and_ provi- 
sions: 


1. all information typically re- 
quired on a site plan in accord- 
ance with Planning Board Site 
Plan Rules and Regulations. 


2. long-term provisions, in the 
form of a recordable instru- 
ment to provide for retention 
of all affordable housing units 
proposed. 


3. the location and size of the 
Town’s existing water mains, 
sanitary sewers, storm drains 
and fire hydrants. 


4. proposed utilities, including 
the location, size of mains, 
materials and any proposed 
connection to existing Town 
facilities. 


5.a property rights plan based 
on an instrument survey iden- 
tifying parcels, if any, to be 
conveyed to the Town by 
deed or easement. 


6.a site grading plan showing 
proposed changes in contours 
and_ identifying landscaping 
materials, species of plants and 
sizes and specific plans for any 
common open space. 


7. a traffic analysis including pro- 
posed mitigating measures, if 
any, to maintain an acceptable 
traffic level of service. 


8. an assessment of the impacts 
that the proposed project will 
have on community character, 
the environment, and munici- 
pal finances. 


9. such other information as the 
Planning Board may specify in. 
its Rules and Regulations from 
time to time for Special Per- 
mits pursuant to an R2 Dis- 
trict rezoning. 


13.1.8 Public Hearing. The Public Hearing 


shall be held in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 9.6.0. 


13.1.9 Criteria for Approval. The Planning 


Board may approve the R2 Special 
Permit if the Board finds that all 
the following conditions are met: 


1. The Site Development Plan is 
substantially in conformance 
with the Concept Plan approved 
by Town Meeting, and meets the 
affordable housing criteria and 
objectives set forth in Sections 
13.1.1 and 13.1.7 of this Article. 
The Planning Board may permit 
minor changes in light of the 
more detailed survey and engi- 
neering design, provided that 
they do not conflict with the in- 
tent of the Concept Plan, but the 
Board shall not approve any 
change in proposed _ setbacks, 
maximum building height, or 
maximum total square feet of 
two-family development. 


2. The Concept Plan approved by 
Town Meeting and the Site Devel- 
opment Plan are incorporated 
into the R2 Special Permit by 
reference. 


3. Methods satisfactory to the Plan- 
ning Board of ensuring the per- 
formance of any special condi- 
tions included in the Concept 
Plan have been submitted by the 
developer. 


4. Any land designated as common 
space on the Concept Plan shall 
be either conveyed to the Town 
Or protected by an easement 
granted to the Town. 


The Planning Board in granting 
a R2 Special Permit may impose 
such additional conditions as the 
Planning Board finds will serve 
the public interest and are consis- 
tent with the intent of the Con- 
cept Plan approved by the Town 
Meeting. 


The Planning Board may deny an 
application for R2 Special Permit 
and base its denial on the finding 
that the development proposed 
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in the Site Development Plan did 
not meet one or more of the four 
criteria for approval. 


13.1.10 Changes in a Site Development and 
Use Plan. Substantial changes in the 
site development from that shown 
on the Site Development Plan ref- 
erenced in the R2 Special Permit 
are not permitted without the 
approval by Town Meeting of a new 
Concept Plan in accordance with 
the procedures outlined in Section 
13.1.5 followed by the issuance by 
the Planning Board of a new R2 
Special Permit based on the new 
plan. 


ARTICLE 6 — Zoning Text Amendment — Wetland 
District to Non-Wetlands 


The article as it was printed in the Warrant was 
moved and seconded. The Planning Board voted 4-1 
in favor as proposed by the Conservation Commission. 


An amendment to re-define the area was moved 
and seconded. The Moderator declared that an 
amendment allowing a portion of the land to be 
rezoned from wetlands to non-wetlands was in order; 
however, zoning from non-wetlands to wetlands was 
declared to be out of order. A motion to stop debate 
was moved, seconded and so voted. The amendment 
lost. The main motion was defeated. 


ARTICLE 7 — Reports of Town Officers and Com- 
mittees 


It was declared to hear reports at the respective 
articles. 


ARTICLE 8 — Jaws of Life 


The article as it appeared in the Warrant was 
moved and seconded. The Ways & Means were 8-0-1 
in favor of postponing the article until the annual 
Town Meeting. The Board of Selectmen voted 4-1 in 
favor of the article. VOTED that the Town transfer 
from free cash the sum of $14,280. for the purpose 
of purchasing a new Lucas Rescue Tool, more com- 
monly known as the ‘‘Jaws of Life,’” same to be spent 
under the direction of the Board of Selectmen.

1988 HIGHLIGHTS: 
New Selectman 


The Board of Selectmen welcomed Virginia 
Mooney to the Board after the April Town 
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election. Mrs. Mooney fills the vacancy on the 
Board left by the departure of James Melchionna 
from the Board after 6 years’ service as a Select- 
man. Also, Phillip Gallagher won re-election to 
the Board to begin his 3rd term as a Selectman. 


Mini-Bus System Implemented 
After more than two years of effort by the 


Mini-Bus Study Committee, the Burlington 
Transportation Bus, named the People Mover, 
commenced operation on November 15, 1988. 
Funding for the first year of operating this new 
service included a $50,000 Town Meeting appro- 
priation, a $50,000 grant from the MBTA, and 
private sector contributions of nearly $200,000. 
Eleanor O'Connell was hired as Transportation 
Administrator to oversee and coordinate the 
system's operation. 


The addition of the People Mover provides 
a new service available to all residents, but par- 
ticularly geared toward senior citizens, students 
and other transportation-dependent persons. 
Lahey Clinic, an enthusiastic supporter and 
major monetary contributor, uses the buses for 
transportation of patients, as well as some 
Burlington personnel. Ridership, which is in- 
creasing as residents familiarize themselves to 
the system, will be analyzed during the first 
year's Operation to determine the desirability 
of maintaining this new service. 


Updated bus schedules and route maps are 
available at Town Hall and various other Town 
facilities. 


Fire Station Renovations 

Work on the renovation and expansion of 
the Central Fire Station began in July, cul- 
minating a three-year planning and design 
process. These renovations will accommodate 
both the growth of the Burlington Fire Depart- 
ment as well as the changing mission of a 


modern fire department. The improvements to 
the Fire Department's main facility will help 
the Department fulfill not only the traditional 
fire suppression function but also the functions 
of operating and administering an ambulance 
service, hazardous waste training and response 
plan review and inspections, and all the admin- 
istrative responsibilities associated with running 
a modern fire service. 


Center School Renovations 


Renovation construction began at the 
Center School facility during March 1988. The 
objective of this project was to provide a new 
home for the Recreation Department, Council 
on Aging, Burlington Community Life Center 
and Health Department to relieve to some 
degree overcrowding at Town Hall, and to pro- 
vide more satisfactory and centralized facilities 
for some of the ''out-stationed'’ Town depart- 
ments. As we all know as of this writing, the 
Center School building was devastated by fire on 
February 2, 1989, within weeks of completion 
of construction. As a consequence, all plans for 
moving these departments to their new home 
have been put on hold, and emergency steps 
have been taken to clean up the fire damage and 
secure the building. Once arrangements with the 
insurance companies are confirmed, the recon- 
struction process will begin anew. 


Fire Department Reorganization 
Fire Chief Paul Thibault proposed and the 


Board of Selectmen approved a significant re- 
organization of the management structure of 
the Burlington Fire Department. The reorgani- 
zation plan creates the new position of Assistant 
Fire Chief, and will assure that a senior officer 
will be assigned to each shift for supervision. 
These changes were successfully negotiated with 
Local 2313 of the International Association of 
Firefighters (IAFF). The reorganization pro- 
vides a ''management team" in the Fire Depart- 
ment and, when fully implemented, should 
enable more effective management of the 
Department. 


egotiations 

After years of negotiating with the Poten- 
tially Responsible Parties (PRP's) in regard to 
the contamination of the Vinebrook Aquifer, 
the light at the end of the tunnel appears close 
at hand. It is anticipated that a substantial 
monetary settlement will be concluded between 
the Town and the PRP's in 1989. Such a settle- 
ment will ultimately lead to the reactivation of 
the well field along Vinebrook. 


''Landlocked Parcel" 

The Town is appealing the decision of a 
jury to award the previous owners of this pro- 
perty $10.5 million plus interest. The services 
of Attorney Francis Bellotti have been retained 
by the Town for purposes of this appeal and 
lengthy briefs have been filed by both sides with 
the courts. While some sort of out-of-court 
settlement may be possible, the process has not 
yet reached the point where that possibility can 
be explored. Meanwhile, this enormous liability 


continues to grow and to cloud the financial 
horizon of the Town. 


Inflow/Infiltration Process 

e development firm of Trammell Crow 
agreed to redirect 126 residential sump pumps 
from our sewer system to our storm drain sys- 
tem at no cost to the homeowners. The redir- 
ection of an additional 40 sump pumps was 
taken care of by the Gutierrez Co., also at no 
cost to the homeowner. The redirection of 
these connections has contributed greatly to the 
success of our Infiltration/Inflow Reduction 
from our sewer system, which is 70% complete 
at the present time. It is anticipated that this 
program will be completed by the end of the cal- 
endar year 1989. The Town has already reduced 
the volume of sewerage being generated by 30%. 


Cleanup Efforts 

rough arrangements with the County 
Sheriff's office, we obtained the services of 
twelve inmates from the Middlesex County 
House of Correction. These men were utilized 
to hand clean various brooks throughout the 
town under the supervision of county officers. 
This arrangement proved to be very successful 
and we anticipated initiating a similar program 
during the coming year. 


Miscellaneous 

We are in the fifth year of our ten year 
Pavement Improvement Program which is pro- 
ceeding ahead of schedule. This work is fi- 
nanced in part by Chapter 90 monies, with the 
major cost being borne by the town. 


__ The granting of construction permits is 
still governed by the restrictions of DEQE Ad- 
ministrative Order 618, in effect since October 
of 1986. 


We were pleased to be able to offer all 
town employees the opportunity to attend 
Bystander Cardio-Pulmonary  Rescuscitation 
Classes. This was accomplished through the 
cooperation of Lahey Clinic, which provided 
space and professional personnel at the Clinic 
to conduct these classes. Employees were 
granted time off during the workday to take 
advantage of this public service. The program 
proved to be most successful, with almost all 
employees taking advantage of the opportunity 
to learn this potentially lifesaving procedure. 
The CPR program is ongoing at the Clinic and is 
currently being offered to residents. 


| The Board of Selectmen also accepted the 
resignation of Town Administrator Richard M. 
Gladstone after serving two and a half years in 
this capacity. Mr. Gladstone accepted the newly 
created position of Town Manager for the Town 
of Ashland, MA.

ANIMAL INSPECTOR 


During the year 1988 there were seven stables 
inspected. My survey revealed eleven (11) horses 
and two (2) ponies. Suggestions were made where 
needed for the better housing and protection of these 
animals. 


Also during the year there were seventy-six (76) 
dog bite cases. The 10-day quarantine order was 
imposed in each case, with the resulting paper work 
done for the Division of Animal Health. In two cases 
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decapitation of the biting animal was necessary for 
subsequent analysis for rabies at Wasserman Labo- 
ratory. 


It bears repeating that all dogs should display 
not only a Burlington tag number but also rabies tag 
for the proper and prompt handling of such cases.

The Board of Assessors” office had another 
busy and productive year. In the 1988 calendar year, 
the office staff processed 600 statutory exemptions, 
30 real estate abatement applications for Fiscal Year 
1989, 475 deed transfers, 590 building permits and 
24,500+ motor vehicle excise tax bills. 


At this writing, the Assessors are preparing for 
the Town's fourth triennial Real and Personal Prop- 
erty Revaluation. Having received a directive from 
The State Department of Revenue suggesting a 
complete reinspection of all properties for Fiscal Year 
1991, the Assessors anticipate contracting with out- 
side consultants to perform the revaluation of all 


properties; Residential, Open Space, Commercial 
and Industrial. Properties will require an on-site in- 
spection of all buildings. A door-to-door survey of all 
businesses is necessary to list and revalue all taxable 
personal property in the town. 


The Assessors thank the assessing staff Russell 
Washburn, Patricia Golden, Rita Arseneaux and Anita 
Poskus for their hard work in an ever expanding work 
load. It is difficult to express our sincere appreciation 
to these people without whose efforts this office could 
not function.

ENVIRONMENTAL 
ENGINEER 


An important function of the Environmental 
Engineer is to administer and enforce “The Control of 
Toxic and Hazardous Materials” by-law. This by-law 
requires local businesses to register with the Board of 
Health when they use, handle or store toxic or hazard- 
ous materials. 


During 1988 a total of 188 businesses submit- 
ted Hazardous Material Registration forms to the 
Board of Health. A total of 73 businesses reported 
above or underground storage tanks with a combined 
capacity of over 581,000 gallons of hazardous mate- 
rial. A recently adopted Department of Public Safety 
regulation requires underground storage tanks (UST) 
containing diesel or gasoline to be tested for leaks 
after ten years of service. A local by-law enforced by 
the Board of Health requires all other UST to be tested 
annually after 20 years of service. A great amount of 
effort is being expended to ensure these laws are 
complied with. 


This year also saw the completion of the docu- 


mentary, “Fight Those Bites” which was produced 
with the East Middlesex Mosquito Control Project and 
Continental Cablevision of Woburn. This documen- 
tary details the methods of mosquito control in Mid- 
dlesex County. It has been televised on the local 
cable channel on several occasions. 


Close contact with the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering (DEQE) is necessary to 
expedite remediation of local hazardous waste sites. 
As of July 15, 1988, Burlington has sixteen (16) 
hazardous waste sites on the DEQE’s site list. 


Other important projects included assisting the 
local civil defense implementing Title II! of the Super- 
fund Amendments and Reauthorization Act (SARA). 
Title Ill requires all communities to prepare an emer- 
gency response plan to handle the potential release 
of hazardous materials. 


Through the efforts of the Environmental Engi- 
neer, Health Agent, and the Burlington Garden Club, 
the town had its most successful household hazard- 
ous waste collection day (IV) - 233 households par- 
ticipated. Approximately 440 gallons of waste oil, 35 
automobile batteries, and 39 drums of other hazard- 
ous wastes were collected at this annual event. 


In addition, included in the duty’s of the Environ- 
mental Engineer are the inspection of local industry, 
reviewing sampling data, and setting conditions for 
occupancy of new industry. 


The Environmental Engineer will continue to 
serve the Town of Burlington in the coming year with 
particularconcern for protecting and ensuring acleaner 
and safer environment.

EAST MIDDLESEX 
MOSQUITO CONTROL 
PROJECT 


The East Middlesex Mosquito Control Project 
conducts a program in Burlington consisting of mos- 
quito and wetland surveillance, larval and adult 
mosquito control, water management and public 
education. 
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The goal of the survey program is to target 
mosquito breeding areas and to measure changes in 
the larval and adult mosquito populations caused by 
weather. Wetlands are surveyed to develop informa- 
tion on characteristics which are related to mosqui- 
toes. Larval mosquito population data is collected by 
field crews during spring and summer control opera- 
tions. Adult mosquito populations are monitored 
regularly at 4 sites around the town. This data aids the 
Project in determining the need for and impacts of 
control. The State Public Health utilizes some of this 
data as part of an effort to monitor those species 
associated with Eastern Encephalitis. 


Larval control is the control of mosquitoes when 
they are in their immature aquatic stage. The Project 
relies on the biological larvicides, BTi and Arosurf, for 
this control. A helicopter was utilized in April to dis- 
perse BTi granules over 93 wetland acres located 
between Terrace Hall Road., Woodside Lane, Meadow 
Road andthe Burlington Mall. Field personnel sprayed 
25 wetland acres during the spring and summer when 
high densities of larvae were found breeding in stag- 
nant water. 


Adult mosquito control consisted of spraying 
3,180 acres at night using truck mounted aerosol 
sprayers when survey traps indicated high popula- 
tions of nuisance mosquitoes. Project crews sprayed 
52.5 acres using portable sprayers to establish barri- 
ers to adult mosquitoes around recreational and 
wetland areas. For both larval and adult mosquito 
control, acreage is counted more than once when 
sprayed more than one time. 


Water management is primarily a ditch mainte- 
nance operation occurring at wetlands which have 
been identified as sources of mosquitoes. Most ditches 
to be maintained are located in woodland swamps 
and marshes which are subject to intermittent flood- 
ing following the spring snowmelt or after a substan- 
tial rain. Ditch maintenance requires that crews clear 
fallen trees and other debris and then remove road 
sand and sediment while restoring the original gradi- 
ent to the ditch. In 1988 crews cleared a 135' segment 
of ditch by the intersection of Cambridge Street and 
Wilmington Road; another 375' of ditch between 
Marjorie Road and Gedick Road; and 720' of ditch 
north of Beacon Street. 


In 1988 the Project expanded its public educa- 
tion program. This program is designed to develop an 
awareness within the public and the private sectors 
as to their roles in mosquito control. The Project 
through the assistance of Town Environmental Engi- 


neer, Richard Lombard, and the Burlington Board of 
Health received a grant from the Middlesex County 
Commissioners to produce an educational video 
entitled “Fight Those Bites” which was shown on the 
Burlington local access cable channel. The goals of 
the video were to explain the biology of mosquitoes, 
educate homeowners on what they could do to pre- 
vent or reduce breeding on their property, and to 
detail the operation of the East Middlesex Project. 
This educational video is available for use by schools 
and groups and can be acquired by contacting Rich- 
ard Lombard at the Town Hall. 


In March the Project hosted a mosquito control 
workshop for town officials involved in the design 
review process of stormwater retention and detention 
areas. The workshop presented design criteria which 
would minimize the development of new mosquito 
breeding areas from newly constructed stormwater 
retention and detention areas.

BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals of the Town of Burlington 
is created under Section 9.5.1 of the Zoning By-law, 
pursuant to Chapter 40A of the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Laws. The two alternate and five permanent 
members of the Board are appointed by the Town 
Administrator to unpaid terms of orie and five years 
respectively. Its purpose is to hear and decide ap- 
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peals from an adverse decision of the Building In- 
spector or any Town Board, to make determinations 
in Flood Hazard Districts, to hear and decide petitions 
for variances, inparticular instances to permit signs in 
a Business or Industrial Zoning District larger than 
those specified in the Zoning By-law and, to issue 
comprehensive permits under MGL Chapter 40B. 


The vast majority of cases heard by the Board 
are petitions for variances from strict compliance with 
the Zoning By-law. After giving notice, by mail, to the 
abutters of the affected parcel and giving notice to all 
others by newspaper publication, the Board holds a 
public hearing to hear all of the evidence either in 
favor of orin opposition to the granting of the variance. 


In order to grant a variance from the strict 
requirements of the applicable zoning by-law, the 
Board must find the following: 


1. That, owing to circumstances relating to the soil 
conditions, shape or topography of such land or 
structure which is the subject matter of the 
petition for a variance, and especially affecting 
such land or structure, but not affecting gener- 
ally the zoning district in which it is located, a 
literal enforcement ofthe provisions of the zoning 
by-law would involve substantial hardship, fi- 
nancial or otherwise, to the petitioner. 


That desirable relief may be granted without 
substantial detriment to the public good. 


That desirable relief may be granted without 
nullifying or substantially derogating from the 
intent and purpose of the by-law. 


The burdenupon the Board of Appeals is a great 
one and cannot be taken too lightly because the 


collective decision that it makes will have a lasting 
effect upon the Town and its citizens. It is the only 
Town Board with explicit authority given by the State 
Legislature to actually allow citizens to avoid comply- 
ing with the law, in appropriate situations. 


There is no set formula by which the Board can 
make its decisions so that every decision appears 
compatible with the other. What may be a substantial 
derogation of the intent and purpose of the zoning by- 
law in one petition may not be so in another. Conse- 
quently, it is difficult to compare any one decision of 
the Board with another. Each case must be treated 
individually and must stand on its own merits and not 
be decided by precedence. 


In 1988 the Town Administrator reappointed 
John Sullivan to a one year term as second alternate, 
Arthur Ferriera to a one year term as first alternate, 
and Ernest Covino to a five year term as apermanent 
member. Robert Gersh, amember of the board since 
1982, resigned effective December 31, 1988 due to 
time constraints. The Board thanks Bob for his years 
of constructive service. 


In 1988 the Board heard 52 cases which gener- 
ated $5,665.00 in fees. Expenses not including sala- 
ries were $4,598.44.

CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


The Burlington Conservation Commission re- 
spectfully submits the following 1988 Annual Report. 
The Conservation Commission has completed its first 
year with a full-time Staff Administrator. This resulted 
in an increased awareness of procedural knowledge 
with respect to issues relating to wetlands, water 
bodies, and land subject to flooding including the 100 
year floodplain. The Conservation Commission has 
also tried to provide timely input, when requested, 
regarding potential off-site impacts. 


The Conservation Commission reviews proj- 
ects and proposals in a number of ways, both formally 
and informally. Those matters that are not in a wet- 
lands, within 100 feet of a wetlands, or in land subject 
to flooding usually do not require any formal action by 
the Conservation Commission. The projects requir- 
ing formal action may need a Determination of Appli- 
cability, an Order of Conditions or other formal review 
by the Conservation Commission. In 1988 the Con- 
servation Commission heard thirty-four (34) Requests 
for a Determination of Applicability; twenty-two (22) 
Notice of Intents; issued eighteen (18) Orders of 
Conditions; issued two (2) Certificates of Compli- 
ance; amended two (2) Orders of Conditions; acted 
upon five (5) Requests for Extensions of an Order of 
Conditions; and voted upon one (1) request for 
Emergency Certification. The conservation Commis- 
sion also issued about four (4) Enforcement Orders 
for violations of the Wetlands and Floodplain Protec- 
tion Act. 


In 1988 the Conservation Commission had to 
consider some large new proposals having signifi- 
cant potential impact with respect to areas subject to 
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the Commission’s jurisdiction. The Commission also 
needed meetings to consider submission require- 
ments for the newly adopted Wetlands By-law. The 
Commission found that 1988 was a demanding year 
for a broad range of issues and held at least twenty- 
six public meetings. 


1988 was a year of change with respect to 
personnel both forthe Conservation Commission and 
onthe Commission itself. After many years of service 
the Commission regretfully lost the services of Char- 
les Fuller. Charlie made available valuable expertise 
to the Commission in their review of projects for many 
years. Also, in 1988 Gail Horrigan resigned from the 
Conservation Commission. The Commission is sorry 
to lose both members and wishes them well in future 
endeavors. The Conservation Commission gratefully 
received funding from Town Meeting for a part-time 
clerk. The Commission considers it their good fortune 
to have enticed long-time Police Department em- 
ployee Margaret Merlesena out of retirement. 


At the May 1988 Town Meeting, two important 
By-laws were adopted by the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers. The Town now has a local Wetlands Protection 
By-law which compliments the Conservation Com- 
mission jurisdiction authorized under Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 131, Section 40. An important 
outcome of the local by-law is a requirement to 
provide notice to abutters when a person is appearing 
before the Conservation Commission. Public input 
can often be critical in evaluating a project and deter- 
mining the extent of any impact of a project. The 
Conservation Commission adopted a fee schedule 
and outlined submission requirements for applicants 
appearing before them under the Wetlands By-law. 
These try to more realistically assess costs incurred 
to the proper party in processing applications. 


In 1987 atrendwas started towards the Conser- 
vation Commission’s increased formal involvement 
in projects having a direct or indirect impact on 
resource areas. The Commission continues to proc- 
ess an increased number of formal applications 
seeking determination as to the applicability of the 
Wetlands Protection Act and/or Wetlands Protection 
By-law to a particular project or site. The commission 
uses an abbreviated process for many small projects 
near wetlands, in the so-called buffer zone. The 
Commission requires more detailed proceedings when 
a proposal involves work in a resource area such as 
a wetlands, along a stream or other water body, or in 
land subject to flooding. This latter resource area can 
often be overlooked since both the State Statute and 
the local By-law are commonly referred to as the 


“Wetlands” statute or by-law. In fact a Conservation 
Commission has statutory jurisdiction over other areas, 
most particularly land subject to flooding (including, 
but not limited to the 100 year floodplain). 


Town Meeting also passed a By-law at the 1988 
May Town Meeting that enables the Town to seek 
non-criminal penalties for a variety of offenses of local 
by-laws rules, and/or regulations including violations 
of the Wetlands By-law. The procedural means to 
implement this By-law are under way and the Com- 
mission hopes to be able to evaluate the impact of the 
non-criminal penalties beginning in the new year. 
Heretofore penalties generally were assessed as part 
of criminal proceedings which can be onerous and 
therefore were not often utilized. 


It is the experience of the Conservation Com- 
mission that the citizens of Burlington have been very 
cooperative with respect to the need to appear before 
the Commission and obtain the necessary permits. 
The Conservation Commission finds that as the level 
of involvement increases the demands on Staff time 
have also proportionately increased. Given fixed 
staffing this tends to create areas that need additional 
attention to better provide a service beneficial to all of 
the residents. 


One area in which the Conservation Commis- 
sion hopes to increase its involvement is with land 
management and land acquisition. The Commission 
now has jurisdiction over several large pieces of 
property that have valuable passive recreational 
potential in addition to protecting important water 
resources. The Commission would like to become 
more involved in programs using both new staff and 
volunteers to improve the appropriate use of the land; 
acquire strategic properties; and develop programs 
designed to stop an alarming increase in the abuse of 
the property. Illegal dumping on Conservation lands 
has become a major problem which is both expensive 
to stop and can, in its worse cases, involve materials 
difficult to remove and dispose of properly. In the past 
some volunteers have helped promote the proper use 
of Conservation lands including private individuals, 
Boy Scouts, and Burlington Science Center Staff. 
However, it is a fear of the Conservation Commission 
that the increased abuses of the lands may soon 
result in problems that will be difficult to address and 
involve substantial costs to the Community. 


The Conservation Commission has also in- 
creased its input in the review of projects that have 
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both short-term and long-term impacts on resource 
areas. For example, the Conservation Commission 
adopted general comments that are applicable to 
most construction activities. These include a request 
to examine increases inthe rate of runoff from sites for 
1, 10, 25 and 100 year storms before and after 
development. While the worse case scenario is rep- 
resented in the so-called 100 year storm the frequent 
storm events of the 1 year storm may have equally 
detrimentalimpacts on other properties andthe Town’s 
resources. The Commission has also requested that 
all construction projects use sediment and erosion 
controls. Lack of controls will result in sedimentation 
in the town’s drainage system and a resulting clean- 
up cost borne by the community. The Conservation 
Commission is trying to spend more time considering 
impacts, both short-term and long range; and to issue 
decisions or comments that reflect these impacts. 
This review process has increased demands on both 
Commissioners and Staff time. 


The Burlington Conservation Commission re- 
spectfully submits this report reflecting their activities 
in 1988. Both the Conservation Commissioners and 
Conservation Staff thank the Community, Town 
Meeting Members, the Board of Selectmen, other 
Boards/Commissions and Town Officials for their 
continued support and cooperation. The Conserva- 
tion Commission continues to try to protect those 
resources under their jurisdiction and that protection 
will, both in the short term and over time, provide a 
better environment for the inhabitants of the commu- 
nity. If the Conservation Commission or Staff can 
provide any assistance or additional information, 
please contact us at any time.

During its twenty year history the Council will 
have been housed in a number of places before its 
expected move to the renovated Center School inthe 
Spring of 1989, once in the basement of the Museum 
building and since 1976 in the basement of the Old 
Union School. 


But a much brighter future opened up for them 
last June when through the generosity of two local 
real estate developers, Robert Murray and Richard 
Kelly, a bight new wing housing a hall of almost 3000 
square feet was opened and dedicated. There, on 
one wall, Bill McNamara has painted a delightful 
mural showing one of Burlington’s historic farms of 
years ago. 


Because of the renovation work being done on 
the parent building the use of that wing had to be 
curtailed until the project in total was completed, 
which when done, will give the COA a sizeable 
kitchen, much needed office space, specialty rooms, 
toilet facilities designed for the elderly, and space to 
conduct classes of one kind or another. 


The many services and programs which the 
COA organizes and supervises were listed fully in last 
year’s town report so need not be repeated here 
except to say that health care and recreation are very 
important services which include such diverse offer- 
ings as foot care, counseling, art classes and Beano, 
many of which are run and supervised by volunteers. 


The office is staffed by Jeanne Garrett, Coordi- 
nator, and two part time clerks, Mary Patterson and 
Marie Sotiros. Meals served at the Center is under the 
supervision of Kay Cavanaugh, where she, with the 
help of her volunteers, serves between 25 to 50 hot 
meals a day Monday through Friday. Once the COA 
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is out of the cellar the number of participants is 
expected to double. The van drivers now are Jim 
Larson and Larry Gianetti. Longtime van driver Roger 
Maxwell passed away during the summer. 


Burlington is also served by Minuteman Home 
Care which is a non-profit social service agency 
which assists persons 60 years of age and older to 
live in the dignity of their own homes. 95% of its 
budget comes from State and Federal funding. 


Through Meals on Wheels some 20 to 30 per- 
sons, poor and unable to leave their homes, receive 
a hot meal during weekdays delivered to them by 
volunteers from the local COA. 


One more program should be mentioned. The 
pilot program started a year ago with funding from the 
Executive Office of Elder Affairs called SHOP (Sen- 
iors Helping Older People) an intergenerational class 
involving students from Burlington High School and 
under the guidance of Mimi Malkasian, was so suc- 
cessful that it was continued this year. It provides 
students with an opportunity to study the problems of 
the aging and to develop a meaningful relationship 
with an older generation. This year it is carried as an 
elective in the course of studies and is listed under its 
newtitle SET (Seniors and Elders Together) achange 
suggested by the students first involved. 


When the move to new quarters is made some- 
time inthe Spring the long awaited dream of adequate 
space for the use of all Seniors will become a reality. 
But it only has come to pass because of many 
talented caring and dedicated people, too numerous 
to name. 


However, special thanks must go to George 
Judge, Marguerite Petrone, Bill McNamara, Helen 
Humphrey and Paul McBay for they have done so 
much for so many.

COMMUNITY LIFE 
CENTER 


The Burlington Community Life Center is a 
Department for the Town with the responsibility for 
providing mental health and social services to fami- 
lies with adolescents and young adults. BCLC also 
provides information and referral services for ALL 
Burlington residents of any age. 


Located in the Center School building, and in 
operation for over 10 years, the BCLC works with 
adults and young people on such diverse problems as 
drug and alcohol use, parenting skills, family conflict, 
marriage and relationship problems, depression and 
suicide, neglect and the like. The BCLC is funded by 
the Town of Burlington in order to provide free serv- 
ices to residents. 


The BCLC offers individual group and family 
therapy services to residents of the town, and our 
philosophy is oriented toward involving entire families 
in treatment whenever possible. Since it is within the 
family that these problems are most acutely felt, and 
these same families often possess the best and most 
available resources to resolve these problems, we 
feel that family therapy is often the most useful and 
effective means of treatment. 


BCLC staff work collaboratively with other Town 
departments and other mental health and social serv- 
ice agencies. Wes Simons and Peggi Stallings Durand 
were co-chairs of the Town’s Task Force on Drugs 
and alcohol. BCLC staff also regularly met with 
members of the Burlington Clergy Association and 
were involved in local and regional meetings of agen- 
cies and programs concerned with mental health or 
social services (Department of Mental Health, De- 
partment of Social Services, and other adolescent 
service organizations: Arlington Youth Consultation 
Center, Woburn Council of Social Concern and 
Replace of Lexington). 


The BCLC is also affiliated with other mental 
health agencies and professionals in the area; these 
affiliations enable the BCLC to assist in arranging for 
specialized mental health or other services when 
necessary. 


STATISTICAL NOTES 


Over 200 people per month throughout the year 
receive counselling services. 
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There were over 125 new clients over a 12 
month period. 


Referral Sources: 40-45% of our referral come 
fromthe school department, the bulk of these fromthe 
middle school, then the high school. 


* 26% approximately, referredthemselvesto BCLC 
because they were already aware of who we 
were; a majority of these self-referred clients 
were former clients who returned to deal with 
new issues and because they were happy with 
the services provided previously. 


* 23% were referred by a friend and about 75% of 
these friends had been clients at BCLC and 
recommended our services. 


¢ The remainder of the referrals came from other 
sources including family, clergy, police, court, 
hospitals and the Department of Social Serv- 
ices. 


Once again, there is a larger base of community 
support in referring residents in need of our services, 
whereas in earlier years a majority of referrals came 
from the School Department. This is evidence of a 
broader base of support in the community as more 
people are aware and confident in BCLC’s therapeu- 
tic services. 


PROGRAMS AND SERVICES 


Our services are available by referral or by 
personal contact with the BCLC staff during its office 
hours of 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Mondays through Fridays 
(telephone 273-1300) including walk-ins during the 
daytime hours when staff are available. Evening 
appointments can be scheduled for working family 
members, but must be arranged by contacting the 
BCLC offices during the daytime hours. 


During the evening hours and on weekends, the 
BCLC’s telephone answering machine will collect 
messages for BCLC staff members and refer callers 
to a 24-hour back-up emergency mental health serv- 
ice if there is an immediate crisis which cannot wait 
until staff are available. 


GROUPWORK 


As inprevious years, the BCLC offers a range of 
group treatment services fo adolescents and adults. 


BCLC offers several ongoing (academic year) activity 
therapy groups for younger teens, as well as discus- 
sion groups (held at the Burlington High School) for 
older teens. Some of the groups for younger teens 
involved the use of a set of Honda minibikes through 
the National NYPUM program as a behavioral tool to 
change specific undesirable behaviors. (The min- 
ibikes are used as a “carrot” and motivational tool for 
middle school-aged kids who might not otherwise 
engage in treatment.) Other groups focused on such 
issues as school truancy, drug and alcohol use, 
increasing self-esteem, developing socialization skills 
and the like. All groups provide for an atmosphere in 
which to meet new people and work on personal 
problems either through discussion or group activi- 
ties. 


Once again BCLC staff led a 4-day camping trip 
in August for a group of adolescents involved in the 
NY PUM program. This year’s trip was held in Towaco, 
New Jersey with several other NYPUM groups from 
the northeastern part of the country. This event pro- 
vides a more intense opportunity for kids in the 
program to learn about themselves and how their 
behavior effects others. 


The BCLC also offers groups for parents of 
teenagers, in which they can explore the range of 
normal adolescent behaviors, develop strategies for 
becoming more effective as parents and receive 
support from others who have encountered similar 
difficulties. 


SOCIAL SERVICES 


The BCLC also offers ALL Burlington residents 
a range of social services including the administration 
of resources offered through People Helping People, 
Inc. The BCLC has been involved on the Board of 
Directors of PHP. This is an umbrella organization 
made up of community volunteers who help oversee 
and coordinate three established groups: Burlington 
Santa, Covenant for Basic Needs, and the Commu- 
nity Pantry. Many residents are already familiar with 
the Santa program as helping out families during 
Christmas. However, some other extensions of this 
program have beento help needy families with summer 
camperships, back-to-school clothes and the like. 


The Covenant for Basic Needs is supervised by 
the Clergy Association and provides some limited 
help for those residents experiencing financial emer- 
gencies. The BCLC staff is often asked to help screen 
those applying for this assistance. 


Similarly, we help screen applicants to the 
Community Pantry for those families experiencing 
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emergency food shortages. The Pantry also provides 
holiday foods baskets for residents in need. 


We would again like to make special note here 
of the tireless efforts and special dedication of Miriam 
Malkasian for her involvement in the Community 
Pantry. Mimi was also elected to serve as the first 
Chair-person of People Helping People and has 
provided the backbone for this service organization. 
Our thanks to Mimi, members of the PHP Board and 
all those residents who contributed time, talent and 
money to help PHP through its first year. 


BCLC also maintains an extensive information 
and referral service to assist ANY resident in locating 
the particular social service that a resident may re- 
quire. BCLC staff have assisted young people and 
their parents in situations requiring hospitalizations, 
finding appropriate emergency or residential care, 
fostercare and the like. 


OTHER COMMUNITY SERVICES 


As inprevious years, the BCLC provided admin- 
istrative and other support to a number of programs in 
the community of benefit to Burlington residents. The 
Rent-a-Kid program provides teenagers available to 
do odd jobs for families and senior citizens (Such as 
yard work, painting, babysitting, etc). The coordina- 
tion of the FISH program matches residents in need 
of transportation services with volunteer drivers. Over 
300 rides were provided through this service in 1988. 
The BCLC provides office space and support to such 
programs as Young Persons Alcoholics Anonymous, 
the Children’s Hearing Project, Superior Court Proba- 
tion Officer, the Massachusetts Rehabilitation Com- 
mission and the like. Over the past year, hundreds of 
Burlington residents have made use of these pro- 
grams. 


TRAINING 


The BCLC provides training to graduate student 
interns as a part of their professional education, as 
well as to the community residents who volunteer 
their services to the Life Center. BCLC has provided 
field placement training to graduate students from 
Boston University, Simmons College, Lesley Gradu- 
ate School, Tufts University and Northeastern Uni- 
versity. 


Members of the permanent staff themselves 
participated in training programs over the past year at 
various family therapy training institutes and in work- 
shops on topics pertaining to mental health, family 
therapy, adolescent development and so on. 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The Board of Directors at the Community Life 
Center continued their active involvement during 1988 
in establishing policy directives for the Center, coor- 
dinating fundraising activities for the NYPUM pro- 
gram, evaluating BCLC services through surveys of 
our clients and the like. My thanks to the Board of 
Directors for their help and support.

*Department EMT’s 


This year has been not only a very busy year, 
but a memorable year for the Fire Department. The 
Town has provided funding for the renovation and an 
addition to the Main Station. We're in hopes of moving 
into our new quarters sometime in the Spring of 1989. 
The apparatus bay remained the same with the 
addition of new doors, windows and lighting. The 
living and office space has been increased by 6,000 
square feet with added facilities for women and handi- 
Capped patrons. A special thanks to the Building 
Committee, Selectwoman A. Baden, R. Marrano, G. 
Gianino, G. Brown and S. Chaudhuri for their long 
hours and dedication to get a project started and 
funded. 


We made a Command Structure change in the 
Department. We established an Assistant Chief 
position and four (4) Captains positions. The Assis- 
tant Chief is a salaried position outside the Union. The 
four (4) Captain positions are Shift Commanders 
responsible for daily routine which provides a better 
Overall managerial structure. 
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We took delivery this past year of a Hazardous 
Material Truck and a new Pumper. The Haz. Mat. 
Truck was built by Hackney in North Carolina, the 
equipment was purchased and installed by the De- 
partment. The specialized equipment provides pro- 
tection and means of handling most Hazardous 
Material Incidents. The Pump was built by American 
Modular Body, has a custom all aluminum body and 
is our first engine in which all the Fire Fighters are 
riding inside the vehicle. Other features are top 
mounted pump panel, this gives the Operator a 360 
degree view with increased safety of operation, and 
around the pump foam system with a built in foam 
tank. 


We had several retirements, Fire Lieutenant 
Kenneth Mills and Firefighter Robert Sullivan. Both 
men have served the Town admirably since the early 
sixties. Firefighter Sullivan has two (2) sons on the 
Department to follow in his footsteps.

This year the ambulance has seen a 10% in- 
crease inservice. The menonthe ambulance showed 
professionalism and dedication in dealing with life 
and death situations and accomplishing the task 
before them with compassion and understanding. 


We are continuing our program to update equip- 
ment bringing the Department up to the National Fire 
Protection Standards. The Town has funded a new 
ambulance and new Jaws of Life. When the new 
ambulance arrives, the old one willbe used as a back- 
up. We've established a program in which the new 
ambulance serves three (3) years as a primary ve- 
hicle and an additional three (3) years as a back-up 
vehicle before being replaced. 


HAZARDOUS MATERIAL 


The Haz. Mat. Unit began its first year in 1988. 
Although it responded to only one major incident, the 
number of incidents are becoming more frequent and 
the personnel are beginning to understand the scope 
of the emergencies they will be facing in the future. 


The Haz. Mat. team members are becoming 
more experienced through training and are dedicated 
to keeping the residents of Burlington safe from 
experiencing a Haz. Mat. incident in our community. 
Although the men are receiving training, a great deal 
more training and experience needs to be gained as 
new chemicals are discovered and distributed through- 
out the country everyday by many modes of transpor- 
tation. 


It is a lot more comforting to us to know that 
Burlington has taken the first step in dealing with Haz. 
Mat. incidents by purchasing and establishing the 
Haz. Mat. Unit in the Fire Department. 
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FIRE PREVENTION 


The Fire Prevention Office has again seen 
noticeable increase in the areas of underground tank 
inspections, also, blasting. The new and revised 
regulations on blasting have resulted inmany changes 
in past rules and regulations, with the proposed new 
projects that are now in the planning stages, 1989 
also looks to be a busy year. 


The new C.M.R. regulations have seen an in- 
crease in removal of underground storage tanks, both 
gasoline and heating oil, over the 1988 season. 
Several tanks have been reported to D.E.Q.E., thus 
necessitating immediate removal. On amore positive 
note, the majority of our gas service stations have 
upgradedto new fiberglass tanks or have beencement 
vaulted where needed. The remaining stations hope- 
fully will be completed this year which will put our 
Town in excellent shape. 


Again, all new site construction comes under 
Chapter 26-C. Therefore, buildings are fully sprin- 
klered and covered by Municipal Fire Alarm and are 
directly connected to Fire Headquarters. Also, as 
older buildings are remodeled the same regulations 


apply. 


All schools have been inspected and fire drills 
have been conducted. Hopefully, 1989 will see more 
programs inthe school system as the new cable video 
system is in place, thus Fire Prevention Programscan 
be shown more effectively. 


FIRE & ARSON INVESTIGATION 


The past year has unfortunately seen an in- 
crease in arson cases in Town, as well as across the 
State, bringing about more stringent laws pertaining 
to vehicle fires. New regulations now require all 
vehicle fires to be completely investigated and photo- 
graphed. All of which are filed with State Fire Mar- 
shal’s Office before the insured owner can be com- 
pensated. It is intended that arson for profit will be 
deterred. However, this requires an expanded work 
load. During the past six (6) months, the Department 
had a busy period with arson at one of our shopping 
malls. Fortunately, through perseverance and long 
investigative hours by both the Fire Prevention Offi- 
cer and the Assistant Chief, an end was brought to 
that particular problem and with assistance from the 
Fire Marshal's Office, we hope to gain a conviction 
soon. 


AMBULANCE 


The Emergency Medical Training was again 
provided by Acting Captain Devereaux. A new con- 
cept in Emergency Medical Training is being intro- 
duced to the Departments’ EMTs, Trauma Assess- 
ment. The new training will deal with a rapid assess- 
ment of a victim, involved in a trauma i.e. fall, vehicle, 
sports. When the training is completed our EMTs will 
be able to make a rapid assessment of the victim’s 
condition, treat, extricate and transport to the nearest 
Trauma Center. EMT Training is done ona weekly in- 
service training program and a more specialized 
monthly training program. Each EMT must meet a 
State requirement of 28 hours of special emergency 
training, a20 hour refresher course and completion of 
a yearly CPR recertification. The Department’s EMTs 
now participate in an average of 30 hours training per 
man on a yearly basis. 
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FIRE ALARM 


All municipal buildings and school master box 
systems have been tested and found to be in good 
working order. Updating the Fire Alarm Systems in 
some of the schools has been completed with the Fox 
Hill and Pine Glen. 


All Town owned traffic lights have been rebul- 
bed a minimum of twice during the year and down 
time for repairs has been estimated at 1.3%. 


Twelve new master boxes have been added to 
the municipal system for 1988. 


The Fire Alarm Division made 292 Residential 
Smoke Detector Inspections and 84 Occupancy 
Permits, residential and commercial.

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RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Planning Board was established by a vote 
of Town Meeting in 1939 in accordance with Massa- 
chusetts General Laws andthe first Boardwas elected 
in 1940. The Board holds regularly scheduled meet- 
ings on the first and third Thursdays of each month. 
As required by the number of applications, the circum- 
stances of a specific application, or the need to 
consider specific issues or topics, the Planning Board 
also holds additional special meetings. 


The Board is responsible for: 


1. Current Planning: By State law, the Board is 
responsible forthe exercise of subdivision control 
law in Burlington and has, in the absence of 
superseding Court action, final authority re- 
garding subdivision and Approval Not Required 
plans (certification that a land division is not 
subject to subdivision control law). By authority 
delegated by Town Meeting through the Zoning 
By-Law, the Board is responsible for making 
decisions on site plans, site plan waivers and 
special permits. The Planning Board also con- 
ducts public hearings and makes recommenda- 
tions to Town Meeting regarding applications 
for changes in zoning districts and for amend- 
ments to the text of the Zoning By-Law. 


PLANNING BOARD 
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2. Long Range Planning: The Planning Board 
initiates planning studies to identify existing and 
future land use problems and propose courses 
of action to address such problems. To imple- 
ment the recommendations of planning studies, 
orinresponse to changes in state or federal law, 
the Planning Board directs the preparation of 
proposed amendments to the Zoning By-Law 
and Planning Board Rules and Regulations and 
conducts the public hearings required for adop- 
tion.

DEVELOPMENT APPLICATIONS 


On July 13, 1988, the development moratorium 
adopted by Town Meeting limiting Site Plans and 
Special Permits resulting in more than 7,500 square 
feet of development expired. After expiration of the 
moratorium, major applications were received by the 
Planning Board for review. These major applications 
collectively amount to over 1,000,000 square feet of 
new development. Major applications reviewed or 
under review by the Board included the expansion of 
Lahey Clinic, a major office development proposed 
by the Gutierrez Company for 160 Wheeler Road, 
and an office development off of Middlesex Turnpike 
at South Avenue proposed by the Tambone Corpora- 
tion. The following is a summary of applications for 
project approvals received by the Planning Board in 
1988. 


UNDER SUBDIVISION CONTROL LAW: 
PRELIMINARY SUBDIVISIONS 


The purpose of a preliminary subdivision is to 
permit the subdivider to submit to the Planning Board 
and the Board of Health for review and comment a 
conceptual proposal for the road layout, utilities, 
drainage and lot lines of a new subdivision. The 
advantage of such a submission is that the town has 
an opportunity to review the plan early before being 
required to make a final decision on the subdivision 
and the subdivider may be advised of changes that 
should be made in the subdivision before incurring 
the expense of the detailed engineering needed fora 


definitive plan. A preliminary subdivision is not re- 
quired in order to file a residential definitive subdivi- 
sion plan, but is required for all others, and the 
approval or denial of a preliminary subdivision does 
not limit the actions of the Planning Board in reviewing 
the definitive subdivision.

DEFINITIVE SUBDIVISIONS 


A definitive subdivision plan shows specifically how a 
new subdivision road will be laid out, the location and 
dimensions of utilities such as water and sewer lines 
and drainage facilities, and how the proposed lots will 
be arranged. The Planning Board must review the 
submitted plan for conformance with the Board’s 
adopted Subdivision Rules and Regulations and the 
Board of Health’s recommendations. The Planning 
Board must approve the plan unless it does not 
conform with their adopted regulations. 


Three definitive subdivisions were filed in 1988; the 
status of each is as follows:

Approval Not Required Plans 


By state law, certain divisions of land are not 
regulated under subdivision control law and the Plan- 
ning Board had no authority to review and approve 
them. Generally, where all the lots in a proposed land 
division have the minimum required frontage on an 
existing road that will provide adequate access to 
each lot, the Planning Board does not have full 
subdivision review authority. However, the plan must 
be submitted to the Planning Board for a determina- 
tion that “subdivision approval is not required”. If the 
lots shown have the minimum required frontage, the 
Planning Board must sign the plan to acknowledge 
that it is not subject to subdivision control law so that 
the Middlesex Registry of Deeds will accept the plan 
for recording. 


There were ten “Approval Not Required” (ANR) 
plans filed with the Board in 1988. Six were approved, 
one was denied, one was withdrawn and two are 
pending review. 


UNDER THE ZONING BY-LAW: 
Site Plans 


Site plans must be filed for the development, 
redevelopment, or improvement of commercial, multi- 
unit residential and municipal services projects. The 
Planning Board reviews the proposals to ensure that 
the development of each site plan is prepared in a 
proper manner and will not result in problems with 
respect to town utilities or result in adverse impacts on 
adjacent property.

Site Plan Waivers 


A property owner may receive permission to 
make minor changes to the development on a parcel 
of land, provided that a site plan has previously been 
approved for the land, by applying for a site plan 
waiver. In some cases, the Planning Board will grant 
a site plan wavier to accept a plan in conjunction with 
a special permit application and/or in lieu of a full site 
plan when an adequate plan is presented for a rela- 
tively minor change requested. 


The Planning Board received 20 requests for 
site plan waivers. The Board approved 17 requests, 
and 3 requests are pending. 

Minor Engineering Changes 


A property owner may wish to make a minor 
change to an approved plan. Such changes usually 
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involve minor adjustments in plan details necessi- 
tated by field conditions. Such changes may include, 
but not be limited to, berm or curbing adjustments, 
parking space alignment, landscaping, etc. The Plan- 
ning Board received 17 requests for minor engineer- 
ing changes; 16 were approved,1 was withdrawn. 


Special Permits 


Certain land uses are permitted in Burlington 
only with a special permit. The purpose of a special 
permit is to control uses which may be appropriate, 
depending on the location and the manner in which 
the use is developed and operated. Through a public 
hearing process, the Planning Board reviews the par- 
ticular circumstances of a proposed special permit 
use, determines if the use should be allowed and 
what conditions should be required. Burlington has 
special permits for three types of use: 


certain land uses determined to require conditional 
review for development throughout the town. 


certain land uses and site development, such as 
discharge of storm water into a wetlands, which 
have the potential to adversely affect wetlands. 


certain uses and site development which have the 
potential to adversely affect the aquifer and 
water resources areas. 


Twenty new special permit applications were 
filed in 1988. Certain special permit applications may 
involve more than one special permit request. Certain 
special permits applied for in 1987 were issued in 
1988. A total of 22 special permits were issued in 
1988. The following table summarizes Board action 
on Special Permits in 1988.

PLANNED DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 


Article 77, adopted at the May 1987 Town 
Meeting, incorporated this special zoning district into 
the Burlington Zoning By-Law as Article XIl, “Special 
Zoning Districts”. The Planned Development District 
(PD District) is intended: To permit a developer to 
propose, and for the Town to vote upon a develop- 
ment proposal that specifies a mixture of commercial, 
industrial, residential, open space or other uses, and 
the site development requirements to be used for a 
specific site; To permit considerable flexibility in the 
development of individual tracts of land by requiring 
few predetermined standards; To permit the use of 
development standards tailored to a specific site and 
more detailed than those for the standard zoning 
districts; And finally, to permit the Town to evaluate 
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the potential impacts of a proposed development and 
to authorize the Planning Board, as the Special Per- 
mit Granting Authority, to require that the develop- 
ment of the site substantially conforms to site devel- 
opment standards approved as part of the rezoning to 
PD District and intended to mitigate or compensate 
for the potential impacts. 


There was one PD District Rezoning Applica- 
tion filed in 1987. This application was placed on the 
Warrant on January 25, 1988 Town Meeting. The 
application was made by the Trammell Crow Com- 
pany for an existing parcel of land off of Cambridge 
Street located in a General Industrial Zoning District. 
This application was approved by Town Meeting. 
Trammell Crow has now applied for the PD Special 
Permit under Section 12.1.5 of the Zoning By-Law to 


conform to the PD Rezoning and to have Phase | of 
the proposed development approved. 


APPLICATION FEES: 


The Town Clerk collects fees for applications 
made to the Planning Board for site plans, site plan 
waivers, special permits and planned development 
district rezoning applications which go into the gen- 
eral revenue fund of the town. In 1988, the following 
fees were collected:

Revenue from applications fees increased by 
approximately $20,000.00 in 1988 compared with 
1987 because of the adoption of both new site plan 
filing fees and Planning Board Rules and Regulations 
governing the subdivision of land. 


CHANGES IN THE 
ZONING BY-LAW 


There are two kinds of zoning amendment ac- 
tions: (1) the change of zoning district designation for 
one or more parcels of land (rezoning), and (2) 
amending the text of the Zoning By-Law to revise the 
regulations governing use of property and the proce- 
dures for seeking development approval (text amend- 
ment). 


The Planning Board must conduct public hear- 
ings On proposed zoning amendments and make rec- 
ommendations to Town Meeting. Town Meeting has 
the final responsibility to approve or deny a zoning 
amendment. 


At the January 1988 Town Meeting, the first 
Planned Development District Rezoning was ap- 
proved by Town Meeting. Eight proposed Zoning 
Amendments were referred to the Planning Board for 
public hearings in 1988.

AFFORDABLE HOUSING 


After over three years of effort, the Planning 
Board, in conjunction with the Housing Task Force 
(Citizens’ Advisory Committee), submitted five Af- 
fordable Housing Warrant Articles which contained a 
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series of Zoning Amendments designed to increase 
the Town’s stock of affordable housing. These By- 
Laws were designed to balance the need for afford- 
able housing with concerns for appropriate design 
and growth management. The Zoning Amendments 
were Carefully analyzed by the Housing Task Force, 
the Planning Board and its Staff. Public hearings were 
held by the Planning Board and Task Force, and 
Town Meeting adopted all of the proposed Affordable 
Housing By-Laws which were recommended by the 
Planning Board at the September 1988 Town Meet- 
ing. Listed below is a summary of each Affordable 
Housing By-Law presented. 


1. (Amendment to Section 5.1.9 and the addition to 
9.2.4 of the Zoning By-Law) 

A Development Incentive for Affordable Housing. 
Under this option a developer would be allowed 
to increase the density of a project by 10% 
provided that a total of 10% of all units were set 
aside for affordable housing. For example, if a 
developer could build fifty single family units by 
right on the site in question, he/she could apply 
for a 10% increase and thus create five addi- 
tional units for a total of 55 units. Of the 55 units, 
6 would have to be affordable. 


This incentive also includes, if approved by the 
Planning Board, the option for the developer to 
make a cash payment to the Town or appropri- 
ate agency to be used for affordable units equiva- 
lent in value to the additional units that would 
have been provided, or he/she could provide 
the affordable units on a site different from the 
development in question. This option would 
require a Special Permit and Site Plan Approval 
from the Planning Board. There are specific 
design and community character criteria which 
would have to be met to obtain approval. 


2. (Amendment to Section 4.1.5 and the addition to 
Section 4.3.1.1.1 of the Zoning By-Law) 


An Accessory Apartment Provision. This option 
would allow a second dwelling unit located 
within a single family home provided that the 
new unit is subordinate in size and separated 
fromthe main unit. Designed primarily for young 
adults and senior citizens, this option is in- 
tended to increase the supply of Burlington’s 
rental units, encourage diversity and a more 
economical use of existing units. There are 
strict controls governing the conditions under 
which the unit can be occupied. 


3. (Amendment to Section 12.1.7 of the Zoning By- 


Law).

be affordable. This option would insure that all 
new mixed-use development projects would 
address the affordable housing needs of the 
community. For example, if the recently ap- 
proved Trammell Crow project had been sub- 
mitted to the Planning Board (and ultimately 
Town Meeting) when this provision was in ef- 
fect, then the developer may have been re- 
quired to provide 30% of the units in the afford- 
able range rather than the 10% that was ap- 
proved. This provision, simply stated, maintains 
that there must be a strong linkage between 
office and commercial development and hous- 
ing affordability. All existing Planned Develop- 
ment District requirements and review criteria 
will remain with this amendment. 


4. (Amendment to Section 8.4 and the addition of 


4.2.1.10 to the Zoning By-Law) 


Residential Development Provi- 
sion. The purpose of this option is to encourage 
the creation of permanent open space and 
provide the opportunity for increased affordable 
housing. Through a point system, the developer 
would be able to increase the density of the 
project by providing affordable housing units 
and/or other needed improvements and ameni- 
ties such as traffic or pedestrian improvements 
and open space which has unusual value to the 
community or comprises an unusually large 
percentage of the tract. This provision requires 
Special Permit and Site Plan Approval by the 
Planning Board and establishes substantial 
buffer requirements which vary according to the 
housing type proposed. The provision requires 
submission of a highly detailed plan by the 
developer and provides no guarantee of greater 
density unless the site is appropriate and sub- 
stantial amenities are provided. 


5. (Addition of a Section 13 to the Zoning By-Law) 


A Provision for Duplexes in the R2 District. This 


Provision, which will require Town Meeting 
approval on a case by case basis, is intended to 
stimulate more affordable housing units through 
the creation of duplex (two family) develop- 
ment. With carefully crafted controls and an 
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extensive set of criteria for approval, this option 
is intended to allow duplex use only ina manner 
that fits the needs of the community and the 
neighborhood. It should be noted that this pro- 
vision could be utilized within those areas pres- 
ently zoned for commercial or industrial uses 
but which, due to development patterns, may be 
better utilized for housing purposes. 


The genesis of the Affordable Housing Initiative 
began with the Planning Board’s submission of a 
“Strategic Planning Grant Application” to the Execu- 
tive Office of Community and Development (EOCD). 
The Board received notification in October, 1986, that 
it received an $18,000 award of funding for the 
initiative entitled “Housing Needs and Strategies Plan 
for Burlington”. EOCD notified the Planning Board in 
August of 1988 that all reporting requirements of the 
grant proposal had been met. 


The Town was provided consulting assistance 
by LandUse, Inc., of Hadley, Massachusetts, for the 
endeavor. All documents produced and generated 
through this endeavor are on file in the Planning 
Board Office. 


ADOPTION OF NEW SUBDIVISION 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 


On April 28, 1988, the Planning Board adopted 
a new and comprehensive set of Subdivision Rules 
and Regulations. These regulations had been in the 
development process since 1985. The regulations 
detail design, engineering, and planning standards 
for how land may be subdivided in Town. Copies of 
this document are available in the Planning Board 
Office. 


ADOPTION OF NEW SITE PLAN RULES 
AND REGULATIONS 


In July of 1988, the Planning Board adopted 
new filing fees for the Submission of Site Plans 
pursuant to Section 9.3.2 of the Zoning By-Law. On 
November 17, 1988, the Planning Board adopted 
new Rules and Regulations for the Review of Site 
Plans. These regulations detail submission and de- 
sign requirements for the submission of site plans 
pursuant to Section 9.3.0 of the Town's Zoning By- 
Law. Copies of the regulations are available in the 
Planning Board Office. 


LITIGATION 


Trammell Crow - Arguments before the State 
Appeals Court are ready. Both sides have agreed to 
postpone their arguments pending resolution of proj- 
ect concerns via the Planned Development Dist- 
rict Special Permit process. 


No other litigation is pending at this time.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


For the Burlington Housing Authority, 1988 was 
a year of transition and reorganization. The Housing 
Authority Board hired new Executive Director, Lillian 
Buckley, former Director of the Wilmington Housing 
Authority. The hiring of a totally new office staff and 
maintenance staff completed the new team at the 
Administrative level. 


The first task confronting the Housing Authority 
in 1988 was the completion of design plans for a 
modernization program at Birchcrest Arms, prior to 
going out to bid. The construction work was com- 
pleted in record time and resulted in the renovation of 
the exterior of all buildings, construction of new walk- 
ways and parking lots, and the upgrading of other 
exterior facilities. In addition, the interior of fifteen 
apartments at Tower Hill and Birchcrest Arms were 
totally renovated. 


Despite the tight current fiscal conditions at the 
State level, the Board has continued to pursue its goal 
of developing new housing. The Board of Directors 
has remained firm in its commitment to retain and 
further expand the opportunity for Burlington resi- 
dents to receive top priority in the tenant selection 
process, especially in new developments. 


Organized in 1966, the Burlington Housing 
Authority operates under the provisions of Chapter 
121B of the Massachusetts General Laws.

RECREATION 
DEPARTMENT 


In 1988 the Recreation Department faced some 
of the most difficult challenges ever encountered by 
the Department. We believe the Department was 
successful in meeting those challenges primarily 
because of the support we received from the commu- 
nity. 


Atthe beginning of the year, it was necessary for 
the Recreation Department to move its office and 
programs from the Center School to make way for 
scheduled renovations. Although we were able to find 
a temporary home for the Recreation Department 
office in the Joe Visco Building at Simonds Park, it 
was not easy to find adequate space for all of the 
programs formerly held at the Center School. With 
help from the School Department, St. Marks Church, 
St. Margaret’s Church, the Congregational Church, 
and Middlesex Community College; the Recreation 
Department located space for almost all of its activi- 
ties. If these community agencies had not opened 
their doors to the Recreation Department, recrea- 
tional opportunities for Burlington citizens would 
probably have been reduced drastically. 


The temporary relocation of Recreation Depart- 
ment operations presented a formidable challenge to 
the Maintenance Division of the Recreation Depart- 
ment. In addition to handling regular maintenance 
responsibilities and improvement projects, the Main- 
tenance staff was asked to prepare facilities at Si- 
monds Park and at Overlook Park and to help move 


equipment from the Center School. Substantial al- 
terations were required at the Visco Building to ac- 
commodate the Recreation Department offices and 
at Overlook Park to accommodate the Department's 
ceramics programs. The Maintenance Division was 
able to successfully convert the two facilities as well 
as complete major improvement projects at Simonds 
Park, Fox Hill School, Veterans Park, Pine Glen 
School, and Wildmere Tot Lot. 


Community support was also very important to 
Recreation Department staff members as they worked 
to establish a new mail-in registration process and 
learn a new computer system. Because of the coop- 
eration and understanding extended to us by the 
people of Burlington, the mail-in system has been 
very successful. Registration-by-mail has proven to 
be easier for the public and more efficient for the 
Recreation Department staff. We may have seenthe 
last of long waiting lines in the gym at the Center 
School. 


Many of the Recreation Department’s accom- 
plishments in 1988 were made possible by the gener- 
osity and thoughtfulness of community groups, busi- 
nesses, and individuals, as well as through collabora- 
tion with other towns: 


* St.Malachy’s Church donated anumber of shrubs 
and trees to the Recreation Department for 
beautification of Burlington’s parks. 


* The School Department helped to write eligibility 
guidelines for Camp Columbus, the Recreation 
Department’s summer day camp for special 
needs children. 


* Youth sports organizations worked closely with 
the Recreation Department in scheduling the 
use of athletic fields while facilities at Marshall 
Simonds School were being rehabilitated. 


* Businesses and service organizations sponsored 
many of the Recreation Department's activities 
and events, such as band concerts, movies, 
road race, and Muscular Dystrophy Carnival. 


* Local newspapers provided superb coverage of 
Recreation Department programs and special 
events and helped us keep residents informed 
of recreational opportunities throughout the year. 


* Several hundred volunteers helped to ensure 
the quality of programs such as youth basket- 
ball, skiing, roller skating, summer camps, and 
special needs programs. 
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* Recreational opportunities for Burlington special 
needs citizens were greatly expanded through 
a collaborative arrangement with the recreation 
departments in Woburn, Lexington, and Win- 
chester. 


There were a number of significant develop- 
ments in 1988 concerning Recreation Department 
employees and Recreation Commissioners: 


* Burlington's first recreation supervisor, Jan Jo- 
seph, left the Department in October to take a 
similar position in Northampton, Massachusetts. 
Jan did an outstanding job for the Recreation 
Department in her two years with the Town. 


* Wendy Dropkin was hired as recreation supervi- 
sor in December to take Jan’s place. We very 
much look forward to working with Wendy dur- 
ing the coming year. 


- Richard Monteforte resigned from his position as 
Park Maintenance Craftsman in March, and 
Michael Kelly was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


* Nancy Pondelli was hired as the Recreation De- 
partment’s regular part-time secretary. 


* Michael Maguire left the Department in August 
after several successful years as Director of 
Wilderness Adventure. 


* Michael Dvorchak, Dean of Northeastern Uni- 
versity’s Burlington campus, was honored by 
the Recreation Commission in November for 
working cooperatively with the Recreation De- 
partment over the past decade. 


* Janet Hofferty and Michael Tikonoff, former pro- 
gram directors, were the first recipients of the 
Recreation Department’s Exemplary Service 
Award. 


« Ralph D’Agostino was re-elected to the Recrea- 
tion Commission in the April Town elections. 


* Atthe annual reorganization meeting of the Rec- 
reation Commission in May, Ed Schuler was 
elected Chairman and Ralph D’Agostino Vice 
Chairman. Mark Sherwood was congratulated 
for providing solid leadership for the Commis- 
sion during his year as Chairman. John Vanella 
and Peter Coppola were welcomed back as the 
School Committee and Planning Board appoint- 
ees respectively.

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Under the guidance of Assistant Director of 
Recreation, Bill Boudreau, and Recreation Supervi- 
sor, Jan Joseph, Recreation Department programs 
and services were improved and expanded during 
1988. Following are some of the major program- 
related developments: 


Enrollments increased during the year, primarily 
because of improved public communications 
and the new mail-in registration system. Rec- 
reation brochures were upgraded and mailed to 
residents four times during the year rather than 
the previous two. 


New programs added during 1988 included the 
following: 


1. Effective Public Speaking (adults) 
2. Gardening Program (children) 
3. Senior Citizens’ Dinner at the Concert 


4. Fall tennis lessons (adults)

. Trampoline (children) 


6. Indoor Tennis Lessons at Tennis 128 (chil- 
dren and adults) 


The Ski Program and the Roller Skating Program 
each attracted more than 300 participants in 
1988, and we expect even higher numbers in 
1989. 


The Wilderness Adventure Program was moved 
from the Boston Land/Northeastern University 
site to the Burlington reservoir area to provide a 
more suitable outdoor environment. The move 
would not have been possible without the coop- 
eration of the Department of Public Works. 


Plans were made to re-open the Health Walk at the 
Burlington Mall to provide a place for people to 
walk regardless of weather conditions. The 
walking program is expected to get underway in 
early 1989. 


The Maintenance Division of the Recreation 
Department was kept extremely busy in 1988 with the 
regular maintenance of parks, playgrounds, school 
grounds, athletic fields, and recreation buildings. The 
Maintenance staff also found time to make a number 
of facility improvements and oversee several major 
development projects. 
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The Recreation Department installed new play- 
ground equipment at Pine Glen School in coop- 
eration with the Pine Glen PTO. 


With assistance fromthe Simonds Trust, a number 
of improvement projects were completed at 
Simonds Park. 


1. The tennis courts were rehabilitated, includ- 
ing resurfacing, new fencing, new lights, and 
new retaining wall. 


2. Approximately 300 feet of the stone wall 
along Cambridge Street was reconstructed. 


3. Sod was replaced and a new retaining wall 
constructed at the Little League Field 


4. New fencing was installed at the Babe Ruth 
Field. 


The play area and athletic field at Fox Hill School 
were completely rehabilitated, and new fencing 
installed to protect the facilities. 


A great deal of work was completed at Veterans 
Park, including construction of a new parking 
lot, construction of a new half-court basketball 
area, planting of trees and shrubs, and upgrad- 
ing of the softball field. 


The Wildmere Avenue Tot Lot received a face lift. 
The basketball court was reconstructed and 
painted, new fencing was installed, the playfield 
was enlarged, and the Park was landscaped. 


The Maintenance Division of the Recreation De- 
partment assisted with the installation of sports 
lighting at Varsity Field. 


The improvement project at TRW Park on Mall 
Road (formerly United Carr Park) was finished 
in 1988. TRW Field was officially re-named in 
dedication ceremonies held at the Park on June 
a 


Recreation Maintenance employees took obvious 
pride in decorating the Town Common for the 
holiday season. Many people have said the tree 
lighting in 1988 was the best ever. 


There were a number of other significant devel- 


opments that we wish to report to the Burlington 
Townspeople: 


Computerization of program registrations was not 
as easy as we thought it would be. We hope to 
clear up computer problems in 1989 so that our 
new registration system will be much more 
efficient. 


The Recreation Department’s first newsletter was 
published last fall, and the Recreation Commis- 
sion has asked that it be produced quarterly in 
1989. 


Recommendations for revising the Recreation 
Commission’s Policy Manual were submitted to 
the Board late in 1988, and the Commission is 
expected to approve the revised Manual early 
next year. 


The Recreation Department’s new van was deliv- 
ered in December by Davidson Chevrolet. The 
van will be used primarily to transport equip- 
ment and supplies to Recreation Department 
programs and events. 


The Maintenance Division purchased a new trac- 
tor and mower to help the Recreation Depart- 
ment keep up with the tremendous grass-cut- 
ting workload. 


Although the Recreation Department made a 
great deal of progress in 1988, much remains to be 
accomplished in future years if Burlington is to remain 
a leader in providing quality recreational opportuni- 
ties for its citizens. Following are some of the issues 
we expect to face. 


The need for a public swimming facility. 


The possible loss of the Boston-owned Cummings 
property as open space and recreation land. 


Controlling utilization of athletic fields so that fields 
are not damaged because of over-use. 


Improving outdoor athletic facilities at Burlington 
High School. 


Scheduling facilities at the newly renovated Center 
School to best serve the people of Burlington. 


Updating the Recreation Department’s 5-year plan 
for improving the Town’s recreational facilities. 


In 1988 the Recreation Department worked 
very hard to maintain program continuity and move 
forward with planned facility improvements despite 
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the difficulties imposed by relocating the Department. 
We were successful in our efforts because of the 
tremendous support we received from the commu- 
nity. 


We are fortunate that the people of Burlington 
take pride in their Recreation Department.

Berlet, Richard Radke and Julie Michutka were wel- 
comed. All have proven to be tremendous assets. 


The Board of Library Trustees willbe presenting 
a “Strong Case” for public support of a new building at 
Town Meeting in May, 1989. Board members are 
optimistic that Burlington residents will recognize the 
very great need of an expanded library building and 
coordinating staff and programing. 


As always the Trustees recognize the tremen- 
dous efforts made by Library Director Geraldine 
Guentner and her staff in furthering quality materials 
and services to the public.

PUBLIC LIBRARY 


INTRODUCTION 


This has indeed been a busy and productive 
year for the Public Library as the reports for the 
library’s divisions below will clearly demonstrate. 


The primary focus, of course, was on the on- 
going automation process preparatory to going on- 
line in the Merrimack Valley Library Consortium in 
April 1989. 


However, the fact that circulation increased 
13%, traffic increased 6%, reference service increased 
10%, reserves increased 17%, inter-library loan books 
borrowed increased 64% and books loaned to other 
libraries increased 1110% over last year indicates 
that we were kept very busy providing normal daily 
services while engaged in automation preparation. 
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Another major project is the planning for a new 
building or an expansion of the present building. The 
Library Director has spent many hours gathering 
information, and statistics; the library staff, the Board 
of Trustees, and volunteers have conducted in-house, 
telephone, and student surveys concerning the li- 
brary public’s knowledge and impressions of library 
services and facilities and their expectations and 
needs for the future, and a consultant has been hired 
to prepare a building plan to be presented to Town 
meeting. 


The present building, constructed twenty years 
ago, is no longer adequate to provide the materials, 
facilities and services needed by the present and 
future population of Burlington. Among the areas of 
need that should be addressed are: more seating; 
more shelving for existing and future materials; im- 
proved display and storage for non-print materials; 
consolidation and expansion of reference, periodi- 
cals and microform materials and equipment into one 
enclosed, quiet research area; an expanded chil- 
dren’s area with lower shelving, more seating, more 
storage, an office/workroom, children’s restrooms 
and chidlren’s program area; a larger workroom area 
to provide adequate work space for staff and storage 
of materials; a larger meeting roomclosed off fromthe 
rest of the library to accommodate meetings which 
continue after the library is closed, and accessible 
restrooms for handicapped (the present restrooms 
and the present meeting room are inaccessible to 
handicapped people). 


One of the survey respondents expressed our 
need as well as it could be expressed when she 
stated, “The library is an important feature of any town 
and, if Burlington wants to improve the quality of its 
life, it needs to improve its library.”

ADULT SERVICES 


The computer circulation control project contin- 
ued into 1988 with staff devoting large blocks of time 
to barcoding and entering the collection in the com- 
puter database of the Merrimack Valley Library 
Consortium. Four terminals and three laser scanners 
were installed in the Fall permitting more input of 
items at the reference desk and children’s desk. In 
August, several staff members participated in a pa- 
tron registration workshop at the Billerica Public Li- 
brary. When the plastic library cards arrived in No- 
vember, patron registration for new computer cards 
complete with barcodes began. The assistant direc- 
tor as the automation coordinator trained the entire 
staff to input patron registrations in the MVLC data- 
base. 


The staff has completed computer entry of three- 
quarters of the library materials collection and plans 
to input patron registrations for close to 12,000 pa- 
trons before the library goes on-line in April, 1989. 


As part of the cooperative nature of the com- 
puter project, staff members attended management 
meetings, technical service meetings, reference 
meetings and various workshops such as terminal 
troubleshooting and marc edit. 
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The reference department began input of peri- 
odicals as a result of the trustee’s decision to continue 
circulation of magazines with the computer process. 


The entire collection was checked for obsolete 
materials which were discarded and for items need- 
ing rebinding. Several shipments of books were sent 
to the bindery. The rebound items will last for many 
years saving books that were out-of-print or too costly 
to replace. The phonograph collection was examined 
fordamaged discs and albums that had not circulated 
for more than five years. Rather than replace dam- 
aged items, funds will be used next year to begin a 
compact disc collection. 


The audio-visual collection continued to grow in 
1988. More books ontape and music audio cassettes 
were added to the collection. The very popular video 
cassette collection saw the inclusion of feature films 
in addition to the documentaries purchased in 1987. 
Special storage units were acquired for the video 
collection. The audio-visual collections are very 
popular and have a high circulation drawing people to 
the library who want other materials in addition to the 
printed page. 


Passes were acquired for the Children’s Dis- 
covery Museum in Acton as a result of donations by 
the John Guide Insurance Agency, Bay Bank Mid- 
dlesex and Houghton Mifflin Co. The Raytheon 
Company funded the Computer Museum pass forthe 
library. The Friends of the Burlington Public Library 
purchased the pass to the New England Aquarium 
and the Burlington Junior Women’s Club purchased 
the pass to .the Museum of Fine Arts and the De- 
Cordova Museum. 


Programs continued to attract Burlington resi- 
dents. There was a Retirement Planning program by 
Prudential Bache, Parenting Workshops by the Del- 
phi Center, and an Applying to College program by 
David Donovel. 


The assistant director continued to serve as an 
advisor to the Friends of the Library. The group 
sponsored a logo contest. Lynne Humphreys of 
Marshall Simonds Middle School won first prize and 
her logo was used for tote bags to sell to the public. 
Marc Roos of Marshall Simonds Middle School won 
second prize. The third prize went to Lynne Milone of 
Burlington High School and her entry was used for the 
logo on the plastic borrowers’ cards. 


The Library continued to publish the monthly 
activities calendar entitled “Take Note” to give Burling- 
ton residents information on library activities. 


The staff supplied quality service to its library 
patrons while spending time automating the library. In 
the coming year the public will begin to see the results 
of automation. In 1988 interlibrary loan greatly in- 
creased due to the cooperative nature of the com- 
puter project. Patrons now have access to thousands 
of books beyond the local library. 


REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 


Reference assistance increased by 10% in 1988, 
for a total of 9945 questions answered. Use of mu- 
seum passes was up by 14%. And the speedy deliv- 
ery of materials made possible by the computer has 
resulted inaphenomenal number of interlibrary loans. 


We now have the capability to search the hold- 
ings of nearby libraries without time consuming pa- 
perwork and phone calls. Patrons may then request 
that the books be sent to us, or go themselves to the 
other library and withdraw material using their new 
Burlington computer cards. 


Our Business Reference Collection has been 
augmented by the addition of the complete Moody’s 
Investor’s service, and also annual reports of public 
corporations on micro-fiche. We acquired new direc- 
tories of nursing homes, daycare centers, refugee 
assistance programs, and AIDS support services. 


Barcoding of all reference books has been 
completed, and they will soon be entered into the data 
base. In response to popular demand, we have ex- 
panded our collection of periodicals to include such 
titles as Antiques, Gourmet, and several more. As 
always we continue to provide accurate, up to date 
reference materials to meet the changing needs of 
the community. 


CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


Busy! Busy! Busy! that describes the year 1988 
in the Children’s Department. Our circulation is up by 
9337 items, we now do 50% ofthe library’s circulation 
of materials with a minimal staff of 1 full-time profes- 
sional and 2 part-time paraprofessionals. Time avail- 
able to do programs, book ordering, planning and 
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other necessary functions of a children’s library is 
further cut back by the need to work on computeriza- 
tion. Each of the 3 people in the Children’s Depart- 
ment spends one hour a day on the computer. 


We ran weekly programs for 308 children from 
age 2 through the second grade and are constantly 
being asked to serve the needs of children under 2 
years old and grades 3 through 5. We would like to 
offer more programs but do not have the staff or 
planning time to do such work. 


The Children’s Librarian supervised all pro- 
grams and conducted story hours for children ages 4 
and 5 and an after school program for grades K-2. 
Ruth Yannetti ran a weekly pajama story hour and 
Anna Papalegis ran the 2 year old movie program and 
the 3 year old story hour. In addition, we ran special 
programs during vacations and weekly programs for 
nursery schools and day care centers. 


During February school vacation, Steve Rudolph 
conducted a 3 session magic workshop for children 
over age 7. At the end of the week the participants 
performed a magic show for the public. This program 
was brought to the library by the Friends of the 
Children’s Room. 


In April the second annual Authorfest was held 
in the schools and the library. Four authors visited all 
the grades in the elementary schools and three au- 
thors visited Marshall Simonds Middle School. After 
school a book sale and autographing party was held 
inthe public library. This program is made possible by 
the hard work of the Burlington Elementary Enrich- 
ment Program, the Friends of the Children’s Room 
and the staff of the library and by the generosity of 
Best Bet, the Jr. Women’s Club, the Rotary Club, 
several businesses in town and the PTO’s. 


During April school vacation Larry Sayco, World 
Yo Yo Champion, performed yoyo tricks. The Friends 
of the Children’s Room made this program possible. 


The summer reading club was called the King- 
dom of Read-a-Lot. The Children’s Librarian visited 
the schools in the persona of Princess Krispin where 
she fought and slew the dangerous dragon - Anna 
Papalegis. Active participants numbered 440 chil- 
dren. Special events included an exhibit by Dick 
Lucius, a master falconer, who brought several rap- 
tors to the library, and a performance of a play, Robin 
Hood, by the Hampstead Players. 


We ran 2 story hours a week for children ages 
3-5 and children in grades K-2. In addition, we ran 2 
programs aweek for Camp Simonds and included the 
children from the ASHS Kamp for Kids in our story 
hours. 


To end the year, we offered a 4-session holiday 
program featuring Thanksgiving, Hannukah and 
Christmas. So many parents wanted to sign up their 
children that we had to offer 2 sessions. The program 
ended with the annual holiday party which included 
trimming the library tree, donated by the Lion’s Club 
and transported by the Jr. Women’s Club. 


The collection of materials is slowly being en- 
larged to include more videos, audio cassettes, pup- 
pets and, in the new year, toys and 2 kits. One kit is 
for children coping with cancer in the family and the 
other is for children going to the hospital. 


The Friends of the Children’s Room purchased 
5 arpilleristas - folk art from Chile - to decorate the 
newly created reading corner in the Children’s Room. 
They conducted several fundraisers to pay for all our 
activities and have been a much-appreciated support 
group for the Children’s Librarian. Janet Zahora is 
President and Diane Gilberti is the Treasurer.

The Metropolitan Area Planning Council would 
like to thank Burlington for its support. During fiscal 
year 1988, which runs from July 1, 1987 through June 
30, 1988, the community contributed .1854 per cap- 
ita, or $4,257 to MAPC for regional planning services. 


With the support of Burlington and 100 other 
communities in the metropolitan Boston area, MAPC 
provided planning services, information and advice 
forsubregional and region-wide initiatives inthe areas 
of land use, economic development, housing, trans- 
portation and environmental quality. 


Projects completed during calendar year 1988 
and of direct benefit to Burlington include: 


* MAPC organized the North Suburban Planning 
Council to address local issues which cross 
town borders. Subregional communities include 
Bedford, Burlington, Lexington, Lincoln, 
Lynnfield, North Reading, Reading, Stoneham, 
Wakefield, Wilmington, Winchester and Woburn. 


* MAPC invited local officials to a Legislative 
Breakfast to hear state legislators discuss re- 
gional priorities. 


« MAPC staff assisted the town in preparing a Re- 
quest for Proposals for a limited access high- 
way leading to the Route 3/Route 128 inter- 
change. 


Regionally, MAPC continued to work on Metro- 
Plan 2000, the agency’s comprehensive regional 
plan, developing new population, employment and 
retail trade forecasts; an inventory of more than 600 
vacant commercial and industrial sites; and several 
resource papers on affordable housing issues, re- 
gional transportation improvements and land use 
projects. 


MAPC also worked for additional funds for local 
pavement management programs and coordinated 
the local TIP review, which provides federal funds for 
local highway projects.

in Cambridge the agency developed a transportation 
management zoning report which provides land use 
recommendations designed to reduce site-specific 
traffic.

1988 JOINT ANNUAL 
REPORT SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE/ 
SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


The 1988 school year saw several important 
changes that impacted the schools and the commu- 
nity. Chief among them was a change in the Central 
Office leadership which began with the resignation of 
the Assistant Superintendent for Business and Fi- 
nance Frank Colvario in December 1987. Mr. Colvario 
joined the Burlington Public Schools in November 
1981 and left at the end of 1987 to assume a similar 
position in the Dover/Sherborn Regional School Dis- 
trict. Due to an extended illness, Superintendent 
Thomas Michael was not on duty from the middle of 
January until September 1988. Assistant Superinten- 
dent Michael Malinowskiwas appointed Acting Super- 
intendent for the period of Superintendent Michael’s 
convalescence. 


In March of 1988 James Picone formerly with 
the Peabody School System joined the staff of the 
Central Office as Assistant Superintendent for Busi- 
ness and Finance. Even though the Central Office 
was understaffed, the school department not only 
maintained the effective running of the school system 
on a day to day basis but also introduced new policies 
and expanded its community outreach and budgetary 
involvement. 


Inresponse to a growing need for more flexibility 
at the elementary level an open enrollment policy was 
enacted which allowed parents to send their child to 
a school other than their neighborhood school when 
a hardship or special case existed. It has been the 
experience of the school department that with the 
growing number of parents who both work, care giver 
Situations may require more flexibility in the assign- 
ment of pupils to elementary schools. 
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With the current research showing that most 
students have a higher degree of success in school if 
they begin kindergarten at a later age, the Burlington 
School Committee enacted a policy which raised the 
entrance age. After a series of informational forums 
conducted by the elementary principals and which 
School Committee and Central Office staff were 
present, the entrance age for kindergarten was 
changed... 


Effective September 1989, a child entering 
kindergarten must have attained the age of five by 
October 31, 1989. Effective September 1990, a child 
entering kindergarten must have attained the age of 
five by August 31, 1990. 


Forums provided the School Committee with an 
opportunity to meet with new parents in the commu- 
nity to discuss their concerns forthe education of their 
children. It generated an entirely new focus on the 
need for early childhood and parenting programs. 
The meetings were productive and well received and 
the end result of raising the kindergarten entrance 
age places Burlington children in the position where 
they will be able to compete with other children and 
with other school systems throughout the common- 
wealth. The general trend has been to increase the 
entrance age for children. 


Under the leadership of School Committee 
Chairmen Mr. James Dolan and Mrs. Ruthann Cov- 
ino, the School Committee met with all sectors of the 
educational community to explain the budget for 
FY89. The School Committee met directly with all 
new Town Meeting Members, Ways and Means and 
Ways and Means Subcommittee members, senior 
citizens, P.T.O. Presidents and made numerous 
personal contacts via telephone with those people 
who would eventually vote on the school budget. 


The school budget as submitted did not pass 
Town Meeting approval despite continued efforts at 
positive public relations which included a community 
newsletter that explained various components of the 
budget. A request for reconsideration failed and the 
original budget figure of $17,047,495 was reduced by 
$300,000. Lengthy discussions ensued and reduc- 
tions were made. 


Staff Development continued throughout the 
summer so that the educational programs offered by 
the schools would be enhanced. High school curricu- 
lum was revised, staff improvements were offered to 
teachers in the following areas: 


Understanding Teaching— 
Middle School 

Individualizing Instruction in Writing— 
MiddleSchool 

Appleworks for the Classroom Teacher— 
Gr. 6-12 

Using the Computer in Social Studies— 
Gr. 6-12 


Desk Top Publishing on the Mcintosh 


Text books were purchased in language arts for 
the elementary school to insure there would be a 
coordinated K-5 program. The McDougall-Litell Pro- 
gram was selected and it complements the materials 
in place in the middle school. 


In September 1988 Thomas Michael returned to 
his position as Superintendent of Schools and after 
his serious consideration of his future in the Burling- 
ton Public Schools and in light of his health, Thomas 
Michael announced his intention to retire at the end of 
the 1988/89 school year. 


Thomas Michael has been Superintendent of 
Schools since 1973. He has seen the school depart- 
ment through periods of enormous growth and more 
recently periods of consolidation due to tax reform 
legislation and declining enrollment. His leadership in 
providing cost effective utilization of physical plants 
has been peerless. His attention to detail, his insis- 
tence upon increased academic excellence, his ar- 
ticulating the defense of the school budget and his 
dedicated and unrelenting commitment to quality 
education have resulted in Burlington becoming dur- 
ing his tenure a showcase of educational progress 
and a lighthouse community in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 


The School Committee has been very fortunate 
to have many loyal employees and we would like to 
especially say to Mr. Malinowski our sincere thanks 
for your untiring efforts while Mr. Michael was absent 
and to Mr. Michael and his lovely wife Mary, a very 
happy and healthy retirement. You will be missed.

THOMAS MICHAEL 


To the Citizens of the Community, 


It was with great regret and deep emotion that | 
tendered my letter of resignation this past fall as 
Superintendent of Schools for retirement purposes 
effective October 1, 1989. 


In my service to the community, to its parents 
and its citizens, | have devoted my total energies to 
assure that the best interests and needs of our 
children were never compromised and that the best 
interests of the community were respected. 


What brings the greatest pride and joy to my 
most cherished memories during these 20 years are 
the thousands of students who have passed through 
the thresholds of our schools into the adult world, 
becoming respectful and productive citizens in our 
society. It has been my life’s commitment to provide 
some small increment of influence and leadership to 
assure that their educational experiences would be 
meaningful, exciting, and rewarding allowing them to 
make successful transitions from childhood to adult- 
hood. 


We in Burlington have a great deal of which to 
be proud and grateful. The success of our mission in 
meeting the needs of all of our children must be 
shared with many people. | have been proud to be 
associated with an outstanding array of dedicated 
teachers, administrators, instructional aides, substi- 
tutes, committed secretaries, custodians, cafeteria 
staff, School Committee Members, and several gen- 
erations of concerned parents and nonparents, all of 
whom have made vital contributions to the excellence 
of the Burlington Public Schools. 


It is my hope that this same commitment to 
maintaining quality education in Burlington will con- 
tinue and that we never forget that our most important 
priority is our children. They are our future, and the 
hopes and aspirations of our community, our state, 
and our country rest in their hands.

BURLINGTON HIGH 
SCHOOL 


Burlington High School is a community made up 
of many students with diverse ethnic and cultural 
backgrounds. With the ever-changing complexion of 
the Town, so, too, our population changes. As with 
state and national trends, our student population 
continues to reflect a decline. It is anticipated enroll- 
ment figures will drop to approximately 1,000 stu- 
dents for the year 1989-1990, down from 1,093 for 
this current year. Within a year or two, a leveling off of 
this decline should be noticed, and the population 
should average between 900 and 1,000 students. 


As an academic institution, much effort is made 
to provide the most varied and challenging curricula 
and cocurricular experiences to students at all aca- 
demic levels. During this past year, curricula assess- 
ments were conducted in all departments with signifi- 
cant revisions made in each area. In addition, sum- 
mer workshops were held for Mathematics, English, 
Science, Social Studies and Foreign Language teach- 
ers which allowed for the analysis and evaluation of 
current curricula offerings. Even though enrollment 
figures continue to decline, the comprehensive array 
of course offerings still remain paramount as a priority 
at Burlington High School. 


Assessment of standardized tests both on state 
and national levels manifest a mean performance for 
our students. Over the past few years, growth has 
been realized in these areas, and continued monitor- 
ing of tests will be made to ensure enhancement of 
student performance. 


Extensive effort is made by administration and 
Staff to supplement, whenever possible, quality edu- 
cational experiences for allstudents beyond the class- 
room. In addition to the extensive athletic program 
available, many academic activities are offered for 
student enjoyment. This year at Burlington High 
School, students took part in our biannual German/ 


American exchange program with Hockenheim, 
Germany. Under the supervisionof Mr. Edward Doyle, 
Foreign Language Department Head, students spent 
four weeks in Germany attending school and living 
with host families. Dr. Maynard Suffredini, Principal, 
and Mr. Thomas Flaherty, Director of Plants and 
Facilities, assisted in the chaperoning for two weeks 
of this time. This cultural exchange has developed 
into an outstanding and educationally stimulating as 
well as personally rewarding experience for all indi- 
viduals invoived. This is one of several programs 
where students are provided with an experience for 
travel outside of the United States. Others include the 
French Immersion Program to Quebec City, Canada, 
the Marine Science Program to the Caribbean Is- 
lands, and a variety of European trips chaperoned by 
staff members. 


During the past summer, Mrs. Phyllis Sonnen- 
schein, Science teacher, attended the State Univer- 
sity of New York at Purchase, New York. Her studies 
were inthe Woodrow Wilson Workshop in Chemistry. 
Mrs. Sonnenschein also attended a workshop on 
Recombinant DNA at Merrimack College in Andover, 
MA, which is continuing through four Saturday ses- 
sions. Also, Dr. Maynard Suffredini, Principal, was 
accepted to Harvard University’s Summer Program 
for School Administrators. The program centered on 
School Improvement and the Role of the School 
Principal. Each year staff members are encouraged 
to pursue academic studies for both personal and 
professional growth. 


The administrators and faculty at Burlington 
High School continue to dedicate themselves to pro- 
viding services and support for all students who 
attend our school.

ART DEPARTMENT 


Burlington High School art students received 
honors in the regional and state Scholastic Art Exhi- 
bitions for the twenty-second consecutive year. 


In the spring of 1988, the department produced 
its fifteenth annual “Exhibition”. Over 600 pieces of 
work were exhibited in the library and main lobby. The 
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Home Economics and Music Departments again 
contributed to the opening night by providing refresh- 
ments and music. 


Burlington art students contributed work to the 
Lahey Clinic permanent collection for the twelfth year. 
The collection includes art work from other schools in 
the area under the auspices of our school depart- 
ment’s task force, “JOY,” Join Our Youth. 


The Graphic Design classes provided work for 
the school publications, promotional material for the 
school musical “Little Shop of Horrors”, and created 
six new Supergraphics. Photography students pro- 
vided photographs for the course catalog, yearbook, 
student newspaper and the town newspaper. 


The new computer lab continued to develop. 
Use of the computers was integrated into most of the 
department’s course offerings and Computergraph- 
ics | and Il were added to the curriculum as separate 
courses for 1988-89. 


Ms. Lorraine Sullivan and Mr. Young were pre- 
senters at the national ASCD convention in Boston in 
March. The Action Lab conducted included a slide 
presentation describing the computer lab and our 
experiences with it, as well as actual “hands on” 
computer time for participants. A similar presentation 
was made at Lesley College as a part of their annual 
Computer Conference. 


Ms. Sullivan and Mr. Young were also instruc- 
tors for a computergraphics course for area art direc- 
tors, sponsored by the Mass. Directors of Art Educa- 
tion, through a grant from the Commonwealth Insti- 
tute. 


Mrs. Elinor Marvin, astaff member inthe depart- 
ment since 1962 retired in June after twenty-six years 
of service to the community. 


Art students from the Class of 1988 were ac- 
cepted at the Massachusetts College of Art, South- 
eastern Massachusetts University, Rochester Insti- 
tute of Technology, the University of Massachusetts, 
Washington University, Parsons School of Design 
and Pratt Institute.

The Business Department offered two new 
courses in the Spring ’88 course catalog - Computer 
Applications in Business and Word Processing for 
College Prep.

FOREIGN LANGUAGE 
DEPARTMENT 


Six hundred fifty students, or approximately 
55% of the high school student body, are enrolled in 
Foreign Language classes for the school year 1988- 
1989. Sequencing is from Level | (lowest) to Level V 
(highest) in French, Spanish, German and Italian. We 
maintain Latin to Level IV. We are able to offer five 
languages due to the continued support of the Marshall 
Simonds School staff. 


This school year we have made or will make

Miss Sabina Hoelderich, a German na- 
tive, will remain in Burlington High School this year. 
She is a Senior and will graduate in June 1989. 
Thirteen of our students spent a month with their 
German Exchange partners in Hockenheim, West 
Germany, in October. Nineteen German students 
were here in May. Dr. Maynard Suffredini, our Princi- 
pal, and Mr. Thomas Flaherty, Director of Plants and 
Facilities, also participated in the program in October. 
Our Exchange is now eleven years old. 


In March, another French class will participate 
in our French Immersion Program with St. Donat, 
Quebec, Canada. Agroup will travel to Italy during the 
April vacation. Ms. Laurie Donahue has become a 
full-time Spanish teacher in the department. 


All projects are supported by the School Com- 
mittee and the School Administration. We hope that 
such efforts will continue to stimulate interest in and 
reinforce the relevance of Foreign Language study.

DEPARTMENT OF 
HEALTH

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HOME ECONOMICS 


The Home Economics Department was granted 
a one-week summer workshop for 1988. Ms. Brans- 
field and Mrs. Dolan conducted a rewrite of the 
Gourmet Foods curriculum which has been sub- 
scribed to by the student body. 


The two sections of Child Development were 
once more an unqualified success. This year’s sec- 
tions again needed to be filled by ballot drawn ran- 
domly because of a high rate of interest in the class.

INDUSTRIAL ARTS 
DEPARTMENT 


Mr. James Toomey, Wood Shop instructor for 
two decades at Burlington High School, retired from 
his position in June 1988. Mr. Larry Boucher, who has 
a comprehensive background in Industrial Arts, was 
selected to continue the Wood Shop program as well 
as teach a class in Basic Mechanical Drawing. 


Enrollments have declined steadily in this area. 
However, all indications reflect a leveling off of stu- 
dent numbers. 


MATHEMATICS 
DEPARTMENT 


The Math Department courses continue to meet 
the needs of all student levels by offering a wide 
variety ranging from Advanced Placement Calculus, 
Advanced Computer such as Pascal, Fortran, Cobol 
to Basic Skill Math and computer selections. 


The Computer Programming courses continue 
to be popular with the addition this year of Lotus, 
Graphics and A.P. Pascal. We expect interest in 
computers to remain high and, in order to meet this 
needs, we must continue to upgrade equipment. 


In light of the interest in computers, over 50% of 
the Math Department members have been enrolled in 
Advanced Computer courses the last few years. 
Eleven members of the department currently meet 
pending certification requirements for computer in- 
structors. 25% of the department currently either 
teach computers for local colleges or work as part- 
time consultants for local computer companies. A 
number of former members work full time for com- 
puter firms and volunteer their services to keep the 
Math Department abreast of industry trends. 


The Math League team is having a very suc- 
cessful year finishing 1st in the October meet, 2nd in 
the November meet and 1st in the December meet. 
The schools they compete against are Andover, 
Billerica, Chelmsford, North Andover, Winchester, 
Woburn, Austin Prep, Dracut and Methuen. A number 
of former Math League members are currently at- 
tending some of the most competitive schools in the 
country. 


Thanks to the support of the “Best Bet” commit- 
tee, a number of curriculum projects have been 
undertaken in computers and math.

The Guidance Department has worked to meet 
the diverse and complex needs of the student popu- 
lation of the high school.

Military 
recruiters also scheduled appointments to discuss 
programs offered by the Armed Services. 


The college computer information system 
(COLLEGE COUNSEL) was utilized by 272 students 
during the past school year. Each participant re- 
ceived a personalized booklet detailing those col- 
leges that appear to best meet their needs, interests 
and abilities. This information used in conjunction 
with the expertise of the Guidance Counselors pro- 
vided the necessary information for the student to 
make positive collegiate choices. 


The 1988 Burlington High School Scholarship 
Program continued to produce positive results. The 
number of donors increased to 133, an all-time high. 
Scholarships, totaling over $143,350, were distrib- 
uted to 202 recipients. Our deepest gratitude is ex- 
tended to the local individuals, civic groups and 
business organizations who contributed to the schol- 
arship program.

SKILLS 


The Reading Specialist at Burlington High School 
is responsible for coordinating all State mandated 
tests, including the Massachusetts Test of Basic 
Skills and the Massachusetts Curriculum Assess- 
ment Test. These tests are administered at the high 
school, with school and parent reports generated 
shortly thereafter. From these evaluation instruments, 
the faculty and administration can assess strengths 
and weaknesses in our programs, as well as pinpoint 
students in need of individualized instruction. 


Reading is a developmental skill emphasized in 
all areas of the curriculum. To supplement instruction, 
the Reading Specialist provides testing, diagnosis, 
and evaluation in all verbal areas, including reading, 
writing, and study skills. Programs are designed to 
meet the individual needs of the class, group, or 
student involved. Referrals come from students, 
parents, teachers, and counselors.

School Improvement 
Council funds started the project with the initiative of 
Mr. David Luther, teacher.

Anew course offering in Genetics, proposed by 
Mrs. Phyllis Sonnenschein, drew an enrollment of 
115 students. The Marine Science Club, with mod- 
erator, Mr. Donald Tocci, traveled to the Grand Cay- 
man Island in April. In May, Operation Environment 
was held, and 80 Biology students, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Richard Beaumont and Mr. Donald Tocci, 
spent five days at Harold Parker State Forest. Fac- 
tathion, Burlington High School’s own “Jeopady” show, 
started with a grant proposed by Mr. David Luther and 
assisted by Mr. Edward Young.

SOCIAL STUDIES 
DEPARTMENT 


The Social Studies Department of Burlington 
High School is pleased to report that the past year has 
been one of activity and growth. 


Severalteachers from this department attended 
the following professional conferences during the 
year: the Northeast Regional Conference on the 
Social Studies, held in March at Hartford; the 13th 
“Teaching the Law” Conference, conducted at the 
University of Massachusetts, Amherst; and a history 
workshop at the Tsongas Industrial History Center, 
Lowell. Every member of this department assisted 
with the annual conference of the Association for 
Supervision and Curriculum Development, held in 
Boston, as part of our staff development day in March. 


Beyond the traditional law and United States 
History fieldtrips, several guest speakers were hosted 
in our classrooms. A speaker from the World Affairs 
Council was a guest lecturer on the Soviet Union in 
Mr. King’s world history classes. A local bank repre- 
sentative spoke to Mrs. Weiser’s consumer econom- 
ics classes. In May, four of Mr. King’s sophomore 
students, along with himself, participated in a fourday 
model United Nations program at Bentley College. 
Funding for the model U.N. was supplied through a 
grant from the School Improvement Council. We 
hope to participate in this worthwhile and educational 
program again next year. 
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As in prior years, the Social Studies Department 
has been responsible for administering several awards 
and exams: the Daughters of American Revolution 
“Good Citizen” Award, delegates to Boy’s and Girls’ 
State, the A.F.L.-C.1.0 Scholarship Examination, the 
V.F.W. “Voice of Democracy” competition, and the 
Middlesex Bar Association’s annual Law Day. 


This being a Presidential election year, the 
Social Studies Department, assisted by Student 
Council members, conducted a school-wide mock 
election. Presidential, state, and local candidates 
were included on the ballot as well as the four contro- 
versial referendum questions. Ironically, the votes for 
the Presidential candidates were exactly tied be- 
tween George Bush and Michael Dukakis. 


In March, the Massachusetts Educational As- 
sessment battery of tests were administered to all the 
members of the senior class through their Social 
Studies courses. The results of the three-day testing 
program have only recently been available and are 
still undergoing analysis. 


Social Studies curriculum improvements were 
addressed during the year. Two guest speakers met 
with the members of the department during the re- 
lease day on April 6th and discussed the possibilities 
of expanding the United States History program. Dr. 
Edward Jay Pershey, Director of the Tsongas Indus- 
trial History Center, Lowell, spoke in the morning 
session. The afternoon session was addressed by D. 
Scott Davis, K-12 Social Studies Coordinator for the 
Lowell Public Schools. 


In July, five members of the Social Studies 
Department, along with the chairman, worked for two 
weeks on a formal curriculum improvement proposal. 
In summary, the suggested changes would expand 
the Social Studies requirement from two to three- 
years and would allow for a two-year approach for the 
teaching of American History with a more global 
perspective. The forty page proposal included ration- 
ale, time tables, mechanics of implementation, na- 
tional studies, and an extensive area survey of other 
high school social studies programs. The full pro- 
posal was discussed at length with the School Com- 
mittee in October. A final decision has been post- 
poned until early next year. 


Improvements in coordination between the 
Middle School and the High School were a major 
focus of the past year. In February, the 9th grade high 
school Social Studies teachers met with the 8th grade 
Middle School teachers to discuss course levels and 


course selection. In October, the entire 7th and 8th 
grade staff met with all members of the high school 
Social Studies Department to further coordinate cur- 
riculum materials between the two systems. The 
results of a freshman pre-test were also discussed. 
The newly formed School Committee Advisory 
Committee requested and used a full set of our 
curriculum guides (one for each course) as an ex- 
ample of what should exist in all subject areas. 


Finally, we are very pleasedto report that Burling- 
ton High School has been chosen to participate ina 
National Science Foundation grant administered by 
the Tsongas Industrial History Center, Lowell, and 
designed to enhance the teaching of Industrial His- 
tory through an inter-disciplinary approach. Math, 
Science, and Social Studies teachers from Lowell, 
Burlington, and Methuen High Schools have been 
selected to work during the coming year on curricu- 
lum materials for the program. During the next two 
years other teachers from these school systems will 
be paid to attend summer seminars to further this 
innovative project.

MARSHALL SIMONDS 
MIDDLE SCHOOL 


Marshall Simonds Middle School enjoyed one 
of its most productive years in 1988. A stable and 
energetic faculty provided the initiative and enthusi- 
asm required to produce a quality educational pro- 
gram for the 800 students in grades six, seven and 
eight. Once again, Marshall Simonds demonstrated a 
close attentiveness to the academic and develop- 
mental needs of the adolescent. Curriculum addressed 
the procurement of basic skills while giving each child 
the opportunity to extend their creativity and individu- 
ality. Teachers used the results of state assessment 
tests in reading, mathematics, science and social 
studies to evaluate their academic programs. Spe- 
cific areas in the curriculum receiving high propriety 
were problem-solving, measurement, geography, 
physical science, literature and government. The 
students in grade six received high marks on the 
state-wide tests of basic skills that evaluated the 
areas of reading, writing, and mathematics. Through- 
out the year teachers and Team Leaders assessed 
their curriculums to ensure that a high level of instruc- 
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tion was maintained for the students under their 
direction. 


A wide variety of educational vehicles were 
used at M.S.M.S. to maintain the excellence of school 
programming. The School |mprovement Council used 
parent and teacher input to recommend worthy ex- 
penditures that benefitted the school. The “Council” 
supported the funding of “Bridging the Gap” a teacher 
initiative that brought grade 8 students and senior 
citizens in Burlington together to encourage mutual 
understanding; instructional equipment to improve 
middie school projects in the areas of art, music, 
science, computers, guidance, and media was pur- 
chased; and the School Improvement Council pro- 
vided monies to pay for consultants who conducted 
summer workshops for middle school teachers that 
stressed teaching strategies and process writing skills. 
BEST BET, the exemplary business-school partner- 
ship originated by Jack Rennie, President of Pacer 
Systems Inc. continued to make generous financial 
contributions to a large number of middle school 
teacher proposals. Student field trips, science dem- 
onstration equipment, resources for the music de- 
partment, and a host of instructional materials were 
financed by BEST BET. Marshall Simonds continued 
to respond to the need for a high level of community- 
school communication. Three grade level “Back to 
School Nights,” orientation programs in the area of 
curriculum and school practices, and a Spring “Open 
House” that highlighted the scope and sequence of 
the diversified middie school curriculums are ex- 
amples of popular parent events in 1988. Concerts by 
M.S.M.S. music department, a grade eight final as- 
sembly and the first “Scholar's Breakfast” were other 
examples of special parent activities that occurred at 
Marshall Simonds in the past year. Finally, it is note- 
worthy that the middle school continued to use written 
resources aS a means to educate parents to the 
“mission” of middle school education. Each week 
parents received a “Parent Newsletter” covering 
important school happenings, and also every grade 8 
parent was given acopy ofthe “8th Grade Newsletter” 
that included a listing of student assignments for the 
upcoming week. The Middle School is now furnishing 
all parents with an informative booklet entitled 
“Marshall Simonds, The School In The Middle, A 
Place for Growth and Learning.” This parent commu- 
nication vehicle was designed to acquaint parents 
with the manner in which Marshall Simonds ad- 
dresses itself to the “mission” of the middle school. 


Four new teachers joined the middle school 
staff in September of 1988. Ceil Bova, who taught at 
M.S.M.S. seven years ago returned to assume a 
grade six teaching position. Ellen Mandell was hired 


to teach French and Spanish. Ellen, a graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin had taught foreign language 
in Natick, Harvard, and Fairview, Pennsylvania. Susan 
Russo, a graduate of Clark University in Worcester 
accepted grade six science position. Paula Pan- 
agiotoupoulos was transferred from a part-time spe- 
cial education position at the Memorial School to a 
full-time Learning Center teacher at Marshall Si- 
monds. 


Finally, it is necessary to report the retirements 
of two outstanding educators at Marshall Simonds 
Middle School. Robert Brosnahan, the Vice-Principal 
at Marshall Simonds retired after serving the Burling- 
ton School System as ateacher, and administrator for 
27 years. Bob taught mathematics at Burlington High 
School and was a Vice-Principal at both Francis 
Wyman and Marshall Simonds Middie Schools. 
Madeline Murphy, a Burlington resident gave 24 
years of commitment and dedication to the children 
and parents in Burlington while teaching at the 
Memorial and Memorial Annex, and most recently as 
a teacher and Team Leader at Marshall Simonds. 
Madeline’s work as a Team Leader for the students in 
grades six and seven was at the highest level of 
excellence and has set a lofty standard of perform- 
ance for those who remain as educators at M.S.M.S. 
A plaque entitled the Madeline Murphy Middle School 
Student Award was established to honor her dedica- 
tion to the principles of middle school education. Both 
Bob and Madeline have given much to hundreds of 
children who have been influenced by their strong 
character, positive personality, and sincere interest in 
doing what is best for the children who attend the 
Burlington Public Schools.

FOX HILL SCHOOL 


There have been a few personnel changes at 
Fox High School this year. The kindergarten enroll- 
ment necessitated the inauguration of a fourth kinder- 
garten class. Mrs. Minghella, a former permanent 
substitute and kindergarten assistant at Fox Hill, 
became a full-time teacher. Mrs. Gail DiNisco moved 
from the LABB collaborative program to Instructional 
Assistant with Mrs. Minghella. Mrs. Joanne 
McDonough, former permanent substitute at Fox Hill, 
is the Instructional Assistant with Miss McPhee. This 
year we also have two high school teachers working 
with us, Ms. Mary Maciel in physical education and 
Mr. Robert Tyler in music. 
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The Fox Hill School Improvement Council, 
funded by Mass. State P.L. 188, is implementing a 
long-range plan that calls for the extension of the 
Junior Great Books program to take place in all 
classes of grades three through five. We also plan to 
develop a library of National Geographic videos in 
science and social studies. With the purchase of 
additional computer hardware and software, we will 
publish a literary magazine of the children’s stories 
and poems. 


Fox Hill is one of the first schools to institute 
Project D.A.R.E. in the elementary schools. It is a 
program in Drug Abuse Resistance Education. 


DARE is a primary prevention aimed at children 
who have yet to have their first drub experience. The 
program focuses on social skills to resist the pres- 
sures to begin using drugs, tobacco, alcohol. 


The target group for this program is grade 5 
students. For 17 weeks these students are given 
classes focusing on: 


1. Resisting Peer Pressures 

2. Techniques for saying “NO”! 
3. Developing Self Esteem 

4. Assertiveness 


5. Risk Taking and Decision Making 


The students are involved in extensive role- 
playing, small and large group discussions, question/ 
answer sessions and worksheets. The emphasis is to 
teach our children life resistance skills to enable them 
to withstand the pressures they may encounter later 
in life to experiment with drugs, alcohol and tobacco. 


An abbreviated program is also available for 
kindergarten through fourth grade. The focus at this 
level is personal and drug safety. 


The curriculum, which has been developed and 
tested by health education specialists, is presented 
by a uniformed officer. In addition to implementing 
Project D.A.R.E. inthe schools, the officer is available 
to present drug education classes to parent groups 
and works in cooperation with parents to insure that 
the children are well-informed in the dangers of drug 
abuse. 


The success of Project D.A.R.E. is based upon 
the total involvement and commitment of the Police 


Department, School Department, parents and com- 
munity-based organizations. By working together 
towards the common goal of a drug-free generation, 
we are giving our children the skills to survive in 
today’s world.

The year 1988 has been a most productive and 
enriching educational period for the students and staff 
of Memorial School.

Always critical areas in 
any elementary program, intensive time and effort 
were spent to select the best possible materials for 
ensuring a Creative, solid and quality program. Books 
were purchased for language arts and spelling from 
the McDougal-Littel Company for grades one through 
five. All classes had reading materials brought up to 
date in the Houghton-Mifflin Series. 


From the Assessment of Need Survey required 
by the School Improvement Council under Chapter 
188, it was decided to use our allotted funds for two 
specific goals: 1) To provide enhancement in the 
teaching of reading and writing, and 2) To develop 
school spirit and improve the climate of the building. 
Purchases to support these goals included the estab- 
lishment of a library of video classics, MacPaint and 
Thunder Scan to supplement computer literacy, par- 
ticipation in the Polaroid Education Project and an 
allotment of funds to be used as seed money for a 
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school store. The members of the School Improve- 
ment Council for the 1987-1988 school year who 
worked assiduously for these projects were: Eliza- 
beth McCauley, Patricia Ireton, Mary Lowe and Ann 
McNamara. 


Of particular note this year, were two outstand- 
ing productions, results of the special talents of our 
music teacher, Roger Roth. An outstanding perform- 
ance of an original musical was presented by our 
present fifth graders, “Two Hundred Years of Dust” 
words and music written to celebrate the two hun- 
dredth anniversary of our Constitution.

COMPUTER 
APPLICATIONS 
COORDINATOR 


The students of Burlington continued to have 
access to computer literacy and computer related 
instruction at all levels of the school district. The 
elementary program is centered on providing com- 
puter literacy skills from Kindergarten through grade 
five. Projects in the computer resource rooms involve 
problem-solving, writing, data base exploration, and 
applications for math, and social studies. The class- 
room teachers in cooperation and coordination with 
the elementary computer resource teacher use 
computers for special projects such as classroom 
publications, the study of whales, the presidential 
elections and the nationally known science series, 
Voyage of the Mimi. The computer coordinator worked 
with several teachers on projects regarding Conflict 
Management using a simulation called The Other 
Side. 


The middle school program includes increased 
computer time for grades six and seven. The middle 
school computer resource teacher in conjunction with 
the facility developed projects in math and science. 
The media department added a CD ROM encyclope- 
dia which enables students to do reference work 
electronically. The six grade social studies teachers 
studied immigration via the use of a special computer 
unit on Irish Immigration. The computer writing pro- 
gram started with the TABS project several years ago 
provides every language arts class access to a 
computer lab for writing instruction and 
wordprocessing. 


Students at Burlington High School use com- 
puter technology to study economics and psychol- 
ogy, to write expository essays, andto learn computer 
programming languages such as BASIC, Pascal, 
FORTRAN, COBOL, and computer graphics. Music 


theory students use computers to write music. The art 
department developed an integrated approach to the 
use of microcomputers in graphic design while the 
Math department introduced courses in Lotus 123 
and computer graphics. The journalism classes and 
business education department received Macintosh 
computers for the use in accounting and journalism to 
improve student occupational skills. 


Students who enter our elementary program 
and then proceed to graduation are provided and will 
continue to be provided with the widest range of 
computer experiences that prepare them for com- 
puter technology in higher education, business, or 
personal use.

MULTI-MEDIA 
SERVICES 


This past yearthe Burlington School Committee 
adopted a new Library Media Study Skills Curriculum. 
The new curriculum was prepared by Marie Semina- 
tore, Media Specialist-Memorial, Louise Kava, Media 
Specialist-Fox Hill, Roseann Lee, Media Specialist- 
M.S.M.S., Joyce Kingston, Media Specialist-High 
School and Mr. Ernest J. DeMartinis, Director. The 
major rationale for the new curriculum involves a 
number of specific objectives: 1) To provide resources 
and learning activities that represent a diversity of 
experiences, opinions and social and cultural per- 
spectives, supporting the concept that intellectual 
freedom and access to information are prerequisites 
to effective and responsible citizenship in democracy. 
2) To provide a facility that functions as the informa- 
tion center of the school, as focus for integrated, 
interdisciplinary, school-wide learning activities. 3) 
To provide resources and activities that contribute to 
lifelong learning, while accommodating a wide range 
of differences in teaching and learning styles and in 
instructional methods, interests, and capacities. 


The library Study Skills Curriculum is designed 
to meet the challenge to teach our students the critical 
skills So necessary to be effective users of current and 
proposed information technologies. Recent library 
media research support the following assumption 
concerning library media center instruction: 1) Library 
media program effectiveness is ultimately measured 
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by its effect on student learning. 2) Student learning 
tends to be more effective when library skills are 
taught and applied to specific classroom needs. 3) 
Library media specialists who are aware of the cur- 
riculum and specific unit topics to be taught tend to 
provide more effective resources and instructional 
support to students. 


NEW LIBRARY MEDIA SPECIALISTS

Classroom music programs continued to be 
scheduled in grades one through seven fortwo weekly 
meetings throughout the school year. Bank and choral 
classes were scheduled in all schools but some 
variations of time allotments occurred as the result of 
curriculum expansion. 
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The Fox Hill elementary school presented “Ol- 
iver’ in May. The Memorial elementary school pre- 
sented “Two Hundred Years of Dust,” an original 
musical by Roger Roth who was the recipient of the 
“Horace Mann Grant.” The Pine Glen presented each 
third grade class in a recorder performance on March 


18. The Wildwood also presented excellent perform- 
ances by class organizations. Elementary school 
bands combined in May for a culminating concert at 
the Fox Hill School. All elementary schools presented 
excellent seasonal programs in December. The 
Memorial School instituted an innovative Monday 
morning intercom broadcast over WKID featuring its 
students as producers, directors and performers. 


Performances occurred at the Marshall Simonds 
Middle School in May and December featuring choral 
and recorder classes as well as the M.S.M.S. concert 
and stage bands. The M.S.M.S. band scheduled an 
exchange concert with Methuen on March 16 and 18. 
A Stage Band Festival was held on March 23 which 
included music students from Amesbury, Beverly and 
Stowe. Adjudicators for this event were Herb Pom- 
eroy and Thomas Ferrante, teachers at the Berklee 
School of Music. Chris Hollyday, alto saxophone 
performer from Norwood High School, presented an 
outstanding jazz workshop as part of the festival 
activities. A late spring “Pops Concert” was presented 
by the M.S.M.S. chorus. In June, the stage band 
performed for the annual eight grade graduation 
program. 


Concerts were scheduled at Burlington High 
School on May 12 and December 15 featuring the 
B.H.S. band and chorus as well as smaller ensembles. 
“Spring Sing” took place on April 7. “Little Shop of 
Horrors,” a school-wide undertaking involving many 
departments, was an outstanding success in late 
March. 


The B.H.S. Marching Band held its two week 
camp beginning on August 22 in preparation for 
parades, competitions, half-time shows and rallies. 
Parades occurred on Memorial Day in Burlington and 
October 30 in Woburn. The band also participated in 
‘Veterans’ Day” services in November and “Gradu- 
ation” ceremonies on June 5. 


Tours were arranged within the school district in 
March and Aprilfeaturing the M.S.M.S. Concert Band. 
In December, choral and recorder classes performed 
in each elementary school in a seasonal perform- 
ance. The B.H.S. band and chorus held an eighth 
grade orientation assembly in February to introduce 
incoming freshmen to opportunities at B.H.S. 


Special field trips included attendance of over 
300 students at Symphony Hall in Boston in February 
and November. The Burlington Arts Council awarded 
a grant to offset ticket expenses under the “Perform- 
ing Arts Student Series” (PASS) program. The 


M.S.M.S. chorus performed at Quincy Market in 
December. B.H.S. choral groups performed for Sen- 
ior Citizens on December 22. 


Six Burlington students participated in the North- 
east District Music Festival held at Natick High School 
in January. Eleven students participated in the Junior 
District Festival held in March. 


Awards were presented M.S.M.S. band stu- 
dents on May 11 at a special dinner banquet. B.H.S. 
awards were similarly presented on June 1 and again 
on December 8 to members of the B.H.S. Marching 
Band. 


Constance Reuning assumed teaching duties 
at the Pine Glen in March to cover the temporary 
absence of Nancy Ferretti who returned in the Fall. 


| would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
many people who have been our supporters. Many 
teachers throughout the system have understood the 
value of the arts in a comprehensive education and 
have shared time and space with our department. 
Band and choral parents have been especially sup- 
portive, not only at the high school level, but in the 
earlier grades as well. Principals and central office 
administrators have always supported a comprehen- 
sive arts program in our schools, which has made our 
job a little easier.

Classroom instruction by the nurses included 
such subjects as dental health, head lice and men- 
struation. 


This year, one of the audio/vision screen per- 
sonnel left to become involved in nursing education. 
We thank Mrs. AnnMarie Baden, R.N., for her devo- 
tion and wish her well. As yet, we have not been able 
to recruit a replacement. 


Nearly all students are immunized according to 
the guidelines of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health. A problem still remains with transfer- 
ring students coming in and out of state and/or coun- 
try and more cooperation is needed by staff to ensure 
against outbreaks of disease. This includes all per- 
sonnel being screened for tuberculosis before enter-

ing the school system. We continue to work toward 
resolving these issues. 


We do appreciate the support of all staff in 
endeavoring to maintain and ensure a relatively safe 
environment for students and to meet the needs as 
they arise. We also thank parents for their input and 
ask that they keep the information current on our files 
in case of illness and/or accidents, so that they may 
be reached readily.

SUPERVISOR OF 
ATTENDANCE 


The Supervisor of Attendance has the legal 
responsibility of insuring that all Burlington residents 
between the ages of 6 and 16 years receive an 
education by attending school of a regular basis. 
Supported by the special programs implemented 
through the Office of Pupil Services, students are 
afforded a better opportunity of developing their po- 
tential. The attractive features of such programs tend 
to influence students positively and directly effect 
their daily school attendance. 


A student is considered truant if he willfully 
absents himself from school without the knowledge of 
his parents or school officials. In such cases parents 
are notified and administrative action is taken. Habit- 
ual tardiness, if not corrected, can become a serious 
problem for students. It is recommended that parents 
of middle and high school students notify the respec- 
tive schools in the case of their child’s absence. This 
enables the department to handle attendance more 
efficiently. 


LUNCH PROGRAM 


The Burlington School System participates in 
the National School Lunch Program. Students are 
able to purchase their lunch for one dollar ($1.00) 
daily. If a family finds it difficult to purchase these 
lunches at the full price, they may apply for free or 
reduced price meals. The price of a reduced meal is 
40 cents daily. Eligibility for this program is deter- 
mined by income guidelines set down by the Federal 


government. Applications for the program are avail- 
able at the schools or may be obtained at the Office 
of Pupil Services. Students may apply to the program 
at anytime. 


WORKING PERMITS 


As Supervisor of Attendance for the Burlington 
Public Schools, | request the cooperation of all citi- 
zens in abiding by the rules and regulations estab- 
lished by the Massachusetts Department of Labor 
relative to the employment of minors. Every child 
between and ages of 14 and 18 years of age must by 
law have a working permit. This must be kept on file 
at the place of employment. On termination of em- 
ployment, the permit must be returned to the Office of 
Pupil Services within 24 hours. A minor is allowed to 
work only at the job stated on the employment permit. 
If he orshe changes to a different type of employment, 
a new permit must be secured. 


A child under the age of 16 cannot work earlier 
than 6:30 a.m. and not later than 6:00 p.m. for a total 
number of hours not to exceed 40 hours in any week. 
A child over 16 years of age may work no later than 
10:00 p.m. 


Permits may be obtained by the student at the 
Office of Pupil Services in the Administrative Unit at 
Burlington High School any weekday until 4:00 p.m.

PLANTS & FACILITIES 


The function of the Plants and Facilities Depart- 
ment have been carried out with the primary purpose 
of assuring the availability of a safe, healthful and 
pleasant environment to conduct a good educational 
process. Secondarily, our goal will be to prolong the 
useful life and protect the investment in the physical 
plant. 


Efforts have been implemented to effect econo- 
mies in the following areas: 


1. Reduction of operating costs through a more 
effective preventive maintenance program which 
will also offer a more systematic care of the 
buildings and equipment. 


2. Continuation of programs updating plants at all 
schools to obtain more efficient fuel consump- 
tion and avoid costly failures. 


3. Revisions to maintenance and custodial work 
schedules. 


Amongst some of our accomplishments this year 
were: 


1. Construction and installation of field lights, field 
house, scoreboard, asphalt walks and drive- 
ways, sound system, flag pole and landscaping 
at Varsity Field. These major accomplishments 
were achieved through the efforts of the follow- 
ing groups: Varsity Field Improvement Associa- 
tion, Burlington Rotary Club, Burlington Junior 
Women’s Club, Burlington Crane, Pepsi Cola, 
plus monetary and material contributions from 
local businesses, banks, commercial and in- 
dustrial companies, and local citizens. Approxi- 
mate cost for this project exceeds $300,000.00 
at not cost to taxpayers of the Town of Burling- 
ton. 


2. Exterior painting of Wildwood, Pine Glen, Fox 
Hill, Marshall Simonds and Memorial schools. 


3. Replacement of exterior doors and hardware at 
Memorial Wildwood and Marshall Simonds 
schools. 


4. Major overhaul and replacement of valves, fit- 
tings, boiler nipples throughout the school sys- 
tem. 


5. Major asphalt paving at the High School. 


6. Replacement of carpet at Memorial and Fox Hill 
school libraries. 


7.Replacementof sound system at Memorial school. 


8. Installed new ceilings at Wildwood and Memorial 
schools. 


9. Refinish gym floor at Marshall Simonds. 


10. Continued window replacement program at 
Wildwood and High School.

Francis McLaughlin, School Committee mem- 
ber from Burlington from 1984-1988 resigned in 
October because of a move to Florida. Mr. McLaugh- 
lin was twice elected secretary of the board, serving 
inthat role in 1987 and 1988. The District is saddened 
with the loss of this outstanding member and pleased 
with the appointment of Ms. McNeal. 


As one of the twenty-six regional vocational 
technical school districts in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Shawsheen Valley Tech provides 
academic classes and comprehensive vocational 
technical training for approximately twelve-hundred- 
forty secondary high school students from Bedford, 
Billerica, Burlington, Tewksbury, and Wilmington. 


The year began with a significant step for voca- 
tional technical education, when the Vocational Tech- 
nical Reform Act passed both branches of the Massa- 
chusetts State Legislature and was signed by Gover- 
nor Michael Dukakis on January 13, 1988. The land- 
mark legislation, co-authored by Charles Lyons, 
Shawsheen Tech Superintendent-Director, will in- 
crease state aid to the school reducing assessments 
to local communities, and will provide the District with 
needed equipment grants. 


Unfortunately, funds were not appropriated by 
the legislature in FY89. Shawsheen Valley Tech 
continues to work towards this end, with Mr. Lyons 
having made a presentation to the state’s local aid 
force. The District School Committee appreciates the 
enthusiastic support of the residents of the District to 
help with the passage of this important piece of 
legislation. 


In June of 1988, three-hundred-nineteen stu- 
dents graduated, with more than ninety-seven per- 
cent either acquiring jobs within their skilled profes- 
sions or pursuing higher education. Seniors were 
awarded over 75 scholarships and awards, including 
four Commonwealth scholarships, and a Robert Byrd 
Scholarship. There are only ten Byrd Scholarship 
recipients in each Congressional District. 


VOCATIONAL PROJECTS 


Shawsheen Valley students and the five com- 
munities again benefited from the wide variety of 
projects students undertook for individuals, municipal 
and non-profit organizations. Individuals have the 
opportunity to see the talents and dedication of our 
students and instructors; organizations not only re- 
ceive quality work, but save thousands of taxpayer 
dollars by using school services. Students have the 
opportunity to perform real-world work for actual 
customers. 


One major undertaking for the school year was 
the house building project. Shawsheen students from 
Carpentry, Electrical, Plumbing, and Masonry, under 
the direct supervision of their individual shop instruc- 
tors, successfully constructed a split-level house in 
Bedford for Mr. and Mrs. Roger Wilson. Each year, 
since 1970, Shawsheen Valley Technical students 
have built a house within the five member towns. 
Interested residents are urged to contact the school 
directly to secure rules of eligibility. 


Students in other vocational programs contrib- 
uted their talents to the towns in the school district in 
numerous ways. Maintenance Mechanics and Ma- 
sonry students built four park benches for the 
Tewksbury Garden Club. Maintenance Mechanic 
students installed fourteen sliding glass doors at the 
Billerica Dog Pound, and repaired fire axes and hooks 
for the district’s fire departments. The Masonry shop 
built a brick and block electrical room to house con- 
trols for a new scoreboard at the Marshall Middle 
School in Billerica, repaired the steps for the VFW in 
Billerica, and installed two new access doors at the 
Billerica Boys Club. 


Metal Fabrication students built, repaired and 
servicedequipment for the five towns. For the Bill- 
erica Fire Department, they made Scott air pack 
hooks and heavy duty coat hangers and repaired 
emergency door openers. The Tewksbury School 
Department benefited from repaired and spruced-up 
desks, chairs, lockers and baskets. Students built 
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hose cabinets for the Bedford forestry fire truck and 
welded brackets for the Wilmington Department of 
Public Works. 


The Machine Technology Department has 
completed a variety of projects, services and repairs 
forthe District Fire Departments, Police Departments, 
and Water Departments. 


Technical Illustrating/Commercial Art created 
covers for both the Billerica Annual Report and the 
Billerica Finance Committee Report. Students de- 
signed posters for the Billerica Health Department 
and the Wilmington Family Council Services. 


AWARDS TO HEALTH, BUSINESS 
TECH 


Health Technology students participated in the 
Bedford Health Fair. They demonstrated the electro- 
Cardiogram, and did Heart Risk Factor Assessments 
on the participants. The Lahey Clinic affiliation was 
expanded to include sophomores working as Health 
Assistants on the clinic units. The seniors continued 
doing externships inthe ambulatory care clinic, electro- 
cardiography, and phlebotomy areas. 


The Health Technology Advisory Committee 
has been nominated for outstanding service by the 
Massachusetts Department of Education. The Lahey 
Clinic has been nominated for the outstanding co- 
operative employer. Nominees, representatives from 
the Lahey Clinic, St. John’s Hospital, New England 
Rehabilitation Hospital and other area medical facili- 
ties, along with staff members from the Health Tech- 
nology Department were honored at the First Annual 
Awards Banquet for Business and Industry held re- 
cently. 


The Business Technology program at 
Shawsheen provides valuable training for students in 
the workplace. As part of the students’ preparation for 
the business world, they acted as Open House guides, 
Craft Advisory secretaries, library aides, and mail- 
room clerks. Students from this department are also 
responsible for the operation of the school store, 
which included management, inventory, stocking 
shelves and sales. 


The highlight of the school year was the Busi- 
ness Technology Annual Awards Assembly held in 
June. Students were cited for their skill accomplish- 
ments, along with honors for the many VICA (Voca- 
tional Industrial Club of America) awards they had 
received during district and state competitions. This 


year, Business Tech instructor, Linda Kane LeClair 
was honored by the presentation of The Exemplary 
Teacher of the Year Award. 


ACADEMIC UPDATES 


In academic areas, Shawsheen’s curriculum 
updates continued to insure that the needs of all our 
students were met. The school continues to offer a 
quality academic program that affords students the 
opportunity to attend colleges and universities through- 
out the United States. In the Science program a new 
senior course, a comprehensive review of life sci- 
ence, was added, giving seniors another option to 
meet the science requirement for both high school 
graduation and college application. The science 
department is looking forward to initiating a school- 
wide science fair this year. 


The Physical Education Department welcomed 
Mr. William Ritchie back from a one year leave of 
absence. Staff members attended seminars to ex- 
pand our school-wide fitness testing. 


Inthe Social Studies Department, all ninth grad- 
ers embarked on a world geography program. A staff 
member received a Horace Mann Grant to broaden 
the curriculum for seniors, resulting in an expanded 
program in Civics, appropriate for this election year. 


The Math Department and English Department 
expanded the curriculum to meet the needs of stu- 
dents having to satisfy the Commonwealth's Basic 
Skill Testing. Technical Math was added to Grade 12. 


CRAFT ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


Over 300 local businessmen and women con- 
tinued to serve on the Craft Advisory Committees 
which oversee curriculum and recommend equip- 
ment needs in each vocation/ technical area. Histori- 
Cally, local businesses have always employed at 
least 72 percent of each graduating class, with that 
class of Shawsheen Tech graduates earning and 
contributing more than three million dollars annually 
to the local economy. The Class of 1988 was no 
exception. These students benefited from the close 
cooperation of local business people who serve as 
members of the Craft Advisory Committees. Through 
is supportive relationship, students learn not only 
from their instructors, but from the expertise of these 
advisors, and receive excellent employment opportu- 
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nities through their efforts. Upon graduation, there 
are approximately five job offers for every graduate 
who fulfills the Curriculum requirements. 


ADULT TRAINING 


Shawsheen Tech continues to serve the needs 
of district towns through its Adult Education program 
which attracted more than 650 people this year to a 
variety of courses and career training opportunities. 


In the Health field, Snawsheen, with St. John’s 
Hospital and the Lahey Clinic, trained welfare recipi- 
ents as Medical Assistants and E.K.G. Test Techni- 
cians. Lahey Clinic in Burlington provided the inter- 
training site for those who received classroom and 
laboratory training in medical assisting at Shawsheen. 


Shawsheen Adult Technical Institute in collabo- 
ration with Alpha Industries, Altron, Inc., Dynamics 
Research Corporation and Bay State Skills Corpora- 
tion funded a $100,000 dollar training program for 
adults in Electronic Test Technician and Microwave 
Bonding programs. Thirty-two unemployed adults 
were retrained and placed in jobs through this offer- 


ing. 


PROJECT SPACE 


Shawsheen Tech continues to expand its in- 
volvement with the towns through Project S.P.A.C.E., 
a gifted and talented program for students in Grades 
7-12. Students can research and develop projects in 
Environmental Technology and Robotic Electronics. 
During 1988-89, S.P.A.C.E. will expand to include 
Computer Aided Design in Drafting, Drama Work- 
shops, and Microcomputer Programming. 


The major accomplishment in the data process- 
ing area during the past year has been the implemen- 
tation of a new financial system. This system is made 
up of a large number of projects which allows us to 
completely eliminate the manual bookkeeping sys- 
tem. Purchase orders, invoices, vendors, budgets, 
and payroll are allintegrated into this system. Checks 
are cut by computer for employees and payroll ven- 
dors. A payroll history is maintained for each em- 
ployee, showing all deductions and earnings, broken 
down by each payroll period. These programs have 
saved many man hours in the financial area as wellas 
improving the availability of up-to-date information for 
management control. 


Considerable progress has been made in stu- 
dent scheduling through this new system. Future 
plans include incorporating guidance information, 
grades, absentee records, biographical data, and 
course availability listings.

This office provides service in a variety of areas, 
among which are the following: 


1. VETERANS BENEFITS — Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 115 grants eligible Burlington 
veterans and their dependents food, clothing, shelter 
and medical care. The costs of these benefits are 
usually borne twenty-five percent (25%) by the com- 
munity and seventy-five percent (75%) by the State. 
In certain instances money is recovered from the 
veteran if he or she later receives compensation 
settlements, court judgements or other qualified pro- 
ceeds. These benefits are intended to be temporary 
in nature and not a full time support system. The 
definition of veteran is provided in MGL Chapter, 
Section 7, Clause 43. 


2. VETERANS ADMINISTRATION — US 
Code, Title 38 directs federal benefits directly to 
Burlington Veterans and their families. These include 
pensions, disability compensation, final expenses, 
education, hospitalization, mortgage assistance, 
outpatient care, and domiciliary care. Introduction, 
exploration, evaluation, assistance and counseling 
are offered at the local level to facilitate access to 
these programs. 
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3. DECEASED VETERANS — Assistance is 
given to families of deceased veterans in reviewing 
available benefits, filing for government insurance, 
obtaining burial allowances and obtaining lots in 
Chestnut Hill Cemetery. Each veterans grave was 
inspected and $1,600 was received from the State to 
restore markers that were in need of maintenance. 


4. GRAVES OFFICER — Section 9 of Chapter 
115 MGL requires flags of the United States to be 
placed on graves of deceased veterans each Memo- 
rial Day. Cooperation in this responsibility has always 
been afforded by the Town’s Cemetery Department. 
Individual markers and wreaths are purchased for 
the graves and for the fourteen commemorative monu- 
ments. 


5. ALLIED VETERANS COUNCIL — The Vet- 
erans Agent is a member of the Burlington Allied 
Veterans Council comprised of representatives of the 
American Legion Post #273, VFW Post #7423, DAV 
Post #113 and the Burlington Detachment of the 
Marine Corps League. Much effort is put forth to 
insure proper observances of Memorial Day and 
Veterans Day. The Council further conducts Poppy 
(Forget-Me-Not) sales through its member organiza- 
tions at the Town’s election sites. The Council ac- 
quired a hospital bed which can be used by bedridden 
residents; they also have two wheelchairs, crutches 
and a breathing machine that are available to be 
loaned to those in need of such equipment. 


The MIA/POW flag donated by the Council is 
flown from the Town Hall to help us remember those 
still missing and those who suffered confinement by 
our enemies. The memorial flag pole at Chestnut Hill 
Cemetery is now lighted at night so that our flag can 
fly proudly there twenty-four hours a day. 


6. FUEL ASSISTANCE — Eligible Burlington 
residents under sixty years of age apply for this State/ 
Federal program through this office. As of the 12th of 
January, 1989, over fifty families had received funds 
for the 1988/1989 fuel season. During the 1988/1989 
fuel season, over fifty-thousand dollars was paid 
through this program for fuel costs of needy Burling- 
ton residents. 


7. VETERANS AFFAIRS — Numerous con- 
sultants with local veterans regarding employment 
possibilities, rehabilitation through various programs 
including the State and Federal Outreach Centers, 
individual problems, effects of new legislative propos- 
als and updating of existing programs continue to 
claim a proportionate share of the time spent by the 


office. This agent has been appointed to the Massa- 
chusetts Veterans Agents Legislative Affairs Com- 
mittee and been instrumental in the passage of sev- 
eral pieces of legislation helping veterans and their 
departments. 


8. SURPLUS FOOD PROGRAMS — This of- 
fice, with volunteer help, distributed tons of surplus 
food products to needy Burlington residents. Cheese, 
butter, flour, rice and milk were received by those who 
came to the Town Hall and further disbursements 
were made at the elderly housing complex. The 
Recreation Department under Jim Marchese and the 
School Lunch Department under John Puzine were 
most cooperative as are the ever faithful and helpful 
Miriam Malkasian, Stacey Roach, Frank Manoli, 
Harold Smith and Al Wilde. This office also assists 
with the Thanksgiving and Christmas programs 
managed by People Helping People (the Burlington 
Santa). Over one hundred families were helped by 
these programs this past holiday season. 


9. CIVIL SERVICE/LABOR SERVICE 
DIRECTOR — This office now has full responsibility 
under Department of Personnel Administration rules 
and regulations for positions under the Labor Service. 
Persons wishing to apply for Civil Service positions 
under the Labor Service may do so by coming to our 
office and filling out the proper applications. A person 
then receives his/her Civil Service number and pend- 
ing requisitions from the various departments for job 
openings, will be on the eligible list. Appointing au- 
thorities will continue to exercise their existing func- 
tion as will the State Division of Personnel and the 
Civil Service Commission on appeals, tests and dis- 
ciplinary hearings. 


10. GENERAL — It is requested that appoint- 
ments be made if at all possible to allow the most 
efficient allocation of time and to allow sufficient 
attention to each veteran, dependent or citizen inquir- 
ing of these many programs.

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WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES 
DEPARTMENT 


Have you noticed how many service stations 
have changed to partial or all self-service? Ten years 
ago only a few service stations in Burlington were 
self-service. Today the reverse is true. There has 
been a 35% increase in the number of gasoline/diesel 
dispensing pumps in the last ten years. A single 
attendant can handle as many as 24 pumps. 


The increase in this one type of measuring 
device stresses the importance of accurate weights 
and measures and the impact inaccurate devices 
have on the consumer's pocketbook. For instance, a 
one percent error in gasoline meters would cost, at 
one dollar a gallon, every man, woman and child in 
Burlington $4.80 per year. A town the size of Burling- 
ton would pay in excess of $140,000. for each one 
percent error. Errors do multiply. 


The above example shows the importance of 
the Weights & Measures Department in protecting 
the consumers that shop in Burlington for one product 
alone — gasoline.

This consisted of 
the installation of 3,142 lineal feet of 24”, 18", or 12”

Water Distribution 


The major improvements to the main Town 
water distribution system have been completed this 
year with the installation of the Southern Transmis- 
sion Line via Sunset Drive, Mildred Road, and Stoney 
Brook Road. This included the placement of 2,715 
lineal feet of 16” and 2,815 lineal feet of 12” ductile 
iron pipe.

The Highway Division conducted its routine 
maintenance or roadways, drainage easements, street 
signs, fences, guardrails and snow & ice removal 
from our road surfaces.

WATER & SEWER 


The Town Sewer System consists of fourteen 
(14) pumping stations, one (1) dumping station and 
the main flow station in Woburn. All stations were 
cleaned and inspected. The purchase of a new vactor 
made the cleaning much more efficient. 


Pump efficiency testing on eight (8) major sewer 
stations were performed by Metcalf & Eddy, assisted 
by our sewer personnel. 


Approximately 26,000 ft. of sewer lines were 
cleaned. Sewer blockages were reduced considera- 
bly during the year, due to the concentrated efforts 
made by sewer personnel in utilizing preventive 
maintenance measures. Only 26 sewer blockages 
and 34 stoppages in house laterals were experi- 
enced. 


Sewer emergency calls as a result of powerline 
failures continue to exist. There were eighty-three 
(83) failures during the year. 


Sewer personnel installed a back flow preven- 
tion valve at the Main Sewer Station to comply with 
the State Law Implemented during the year. 


Southern Water Transmission Main. Designed and 
Coordinated by Dennis Fitzgerald. 


Three personnel from the division completed a 
leak detection and water conservation course.

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WATER TREATMENT 
MANAGER 


The year 1988 resulted in many changes for the 
Water Treatment Division, with the implemented 
reorganization plan proposed by the Supt. of D.P.W. 
The reorganization ended with the Water Treatment 
Plant and Satellite Station’s being separated from the 
Water & Sewer Division, with both Divisions reporting 
to the new position of Operation Manager. 


The newly mandated Cross-Connection pro- 
gram was implemented by the Dept. of Public Works 
at no cost to the town. The survey program will be 
conducted by the Viking Water Company under the 
direction of the Dept. of Public Works. The main 
contact for the town to oversee the implementation 
will be the Water Treatment Division Manager. Once 
in place the program will be maintained by the town 
utilizing Viking as the primary tester and the mineral 
cost being charged to the owner of the Reduced Back 
Pressure Valves. The installation of these devices will 
insure safe potable water for the town residents. 


The Water Treatment Division went out to bid for 
the cleaning, painting, and rehabilitation of the Center 
Street Tank. The completion of the work will be 
accomplished in 1989. 


A proposal first made in FY88 was resubmitted 
in FY90 for the removal of sludge created by the 
treatment process and placed back in the Mill Pond 
Reservoir. The sludge represents well over 3 million 
gallons and covers a large cove at the pond. The 
sludge is now starting to cause operational problems 
at the plant and its removal plus the construction of 
the new sludge lagoon will improve water quality. The 
formation of Water Treatment by-products is rapidly 
becoming more and more of a problem at all water 
plants andis being addressed in a variety of manners. 
It is hoped that $350,000 dollars will be approved in 
FY90 for this purpose. 


The town received a non-binding approval for 
the fluoridation of the Burlington Water System. The 
system installation and cost will be paid for under the 
Federal grant administered by the Dept. of Public 
Health. The design of the system plus all pertinent 
approval at DEQE will be performed by Mr. Fred 
Berkey, P.E. aDPH Fluoridation Engineer. The Water 
Treatment Division has proposed an up-front funding 
by the town since pending construction at the Mill 
Pond is more imminent than the 3 or more year wait 
onthe DPH list. The Board of Health is proposing an 
article since it makes more sense to install now, than 


retrofit later. The up-front funding will not hurt reim- 
bursement under the grant program. 


The Water Treatment Personnel continued their 
educational goals with operators attending a Fluori- 
dation Training and Certification Seminar, Cross- 
Connection Survey Seminar and a Training and 
Certification of Back Flow Presentation Device Test- 
ers Course. It is planned in 1990 to send operators to 


other courses.

REPORT OF INDEPENDENT PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS 


ON COMPLIANCE WITH LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Town of Burlington, Massachusetts: 


We have audited the financial statements of the TOWN OF 
BURLINGTON, MASSACHUSETTS for the year ended June 30, 1988 and have 
issued our report thereon, which was qualified in several respects, 
dated September 30, 1988. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards and the standards for 
financial and compliance audits contained in the Standards for Audit 
of Governmental Organizations, Programs, Activities, and Functions, 
issued by the U.S. General Accounting Office and, accordingly, 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The management of the Town of Burlington is responsible 
for the Town's compliance with laws and regulations. In connection 
with our audit referred to above, we selected and tested 
transactions and records to determine the Town's compliance with 
laws and regulations, noncompliance with which could have a material 
effect on the general purpose financial statements of the Town. 


The results of our tests indicate that, for the items 
tested, the Town of Burlington, Massachusetts complied with those 
provisions of laws and regulations, noncompliance with which could 
have a material effect on the general purpose financial statements. 
Nothing came to our attention that caused us to believe that, for 
the items not tested, the Town of Burlington, Massachusetts was not 
in compliance with laws or regulations, noncompliance with which 
could have a material effect on the Town's financial statements.

(1) Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


Accounting policies and financial reporting practices for 
municipalities in Massachusetts are prescribed by the Uniform 
Municipal Accounting System (UMAS) promulgated by the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts Department of Revenue. The significant accounting 
policies followed by the Town of Burlington, Massachusetts (the 
Town) are as follows: 


(a) Basis of Presentation 


The accompanying financial statements include the 
financial transactions of the Town, except for 
those transactions involving the Burlington Housing 
Authority, the Middlesex County Retirement System 
and the Simonds Park Trust, which are activities 
independent of the Town. 


(b) Fund Accounting 


Financial transactions of the Town are recorded in the 
following funds or account group: 


(1) The General Fund reflects the financial 
transactions related to general governmental 
activities that are not otherwise accounted 
for in another fund. The water and sewer 
department activities are recorded as part 
of the General Fund because the Town's 
policy is to fund the operations of the 
water and sewer department through a 
combination of user charges and property tax 
levies. Water and sewer rates are approved 
by the Board of Selectmen. 


Included within the General Fund is the 
unreserved fund balance (surplus revenue), 
which is the amount by which unrestricted 
cash, accounts receivable and other assets 
exceed liabilities and reserves. 


(2) Special Revenue Funds account for the proceeds 
of specific revenue sources (other than 
special assessments, expendable trusts or 
major capital projects) that are legally 
restricted to expenditures for specified 
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purposes. These sources include Federal 
Revenue Sharing funds, which must be 
expended in accordance with Federal Revenue 
Sharing guidelines and gifts and grants from 
outside sources, which must be expended in 
accordance with the provisions of the grants 
and funds related to specific activities of 
the Town, which are available to fund future 
operations as prescribed by the Town. 


(3) The Capital Projects Fund accounts for the 
financial resources used in the acquisition 
of or improvements to capital facilities. 
Capital facility expenditures are 
distinguished as capital project 
expenditures if at least two of the 
following conditions are met: 


- Financing is provided in whole or in 
part by the issuance of bonds. 


- Expenditures are made during more than 
one fiscal year. 


- Expenditures are "project-oriented" and, 
thus, are not a part of the ongoing 
operations of the Town. 


Other capital facility expenditures are 
reflected as expenditures in the General 
Fund. 


(4) The Trust and Agency Funds account for money 
and securities received and held by the Town 
as Crustee or “custodian -for “individuals 
private organizations and other governmental 
agencies. Trust and Agency Funds also 
include, under the custody of the Town 
Treasurer, monies appropriated by the Town 
to fund supplemental contributions to the 
Middlesex County Retirement System. 


Trust and Agency Funds are classified as 
expendable or nonexpendable, depending on 
whether the principal portion of the fund 
balance may be expended for the specified 
purpose or whether only investment income 
may be used. 


(S) The General Long-Term Obligations Account 
Group reflects the liabilities for 
accumulated sick leave benefits (see 
Note 1(d)) and long-term debt (see Note 4). 
The balance payable is offset by resources 
to be provided through taxation in future 
years and state reimbursements for the 
retirement of the unmatured bonds. 
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Under the terms of Chapter 645 of the Acts of 
1948, as amended, the Town is reimbursed by 
the State over the period of the debt 
service for a portion of its debt which was 
incurred to finance school construction. 
These reimbursements are included in General 
Fund revenue when received from the 
Commonwealth. 


(c) Accounting for Revenues 


Real estate and personal property taxes and other 
governmental receipts such as excise taxes, 
departmental fees and federal and state grants are 
recognized on a modified accrual basis, whereby 
receipts during the July 1 to August 3l period 
allocable to the preceding fiscal year are 
reflected as revenue for that year. Revenues from 
federal and state grants and interest on 
investments are recorded on the modified accrual 
basis. 


(d) Accounting for Expenditures 


Disbursements for material and supply inventories 
are considered expenditures rather than assets at 
the time of purchase. Interest cost 1s recognized 
when due and is not accrued over time. The 
repayment of governmental fund debt is recorded as 
an expenditure of the General Fund when paid. 


Employees earn vacation and, in certain cases, sick 
leave pursuant to collective bargaining agreements 
as they provide services to the Town. Accrued 
vacation benefits can exceed 12 months of an 
individual's entitlement and are fully vested and 
payable upon retirement or termination. 
Accumulated sick pay benefits are vested in that 
they are payable upon retirement, but are forfeited 
if the employee terminates employment CELOLecO 
normal retirement age. The obligation for earned 
vacation not yet taken is accounted for as a 
liability in the General Fund. Vested sick pay 
benefits at June 30, 1988 (calculated assuming no 
forfeitures for early retirements or terminations.) 
are presented as a liability in the General 
Long-Term Obligations account group. 


(e) Temporary Investments 


Temporary investments are stated at cost which 
approximates market value. 
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(£) Accounting for Fixed Assets 


The Town does not record general fixed assets in an 
asset account in the Town's general ledger at the 
time of acquisition. Fixed asset acquisitions are 
recorded as expenditures at the time purchases are 
made. 


(gq) Budgetary - GAAP Reporting Reconciliation 


Accounting principles applied for purposes of 
developing data on a budgetary basis differ from 
those used to present financial statements in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles (GAAP). A reconciliation of 
budgetary-basis to GAAP-basis follows:

Massachusetts law does not require preparation of a 
budget for grants accounted for in the Special 
Revenue Funds. Since such grants, other than 
Federal Revenue Sharing, are not budgeted, a 
budgetary comparison with actual results of 
operations is not presented in the accompanying 
statement. 


(2) Deposits with Financial Institutions and Investments 


The Town's assets include cash and investments that are 
available for use by all funds. In addition, operating cash and 
investments are separately held by various funds of the Town. Each 
fund type's portion of cash and investments is presented on the 
combined balance sheet under "Governmental Fund Types" as cash and 
investments. 
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Deposits 


At yearend, the carrying amount of the Town's deposits of 
$372,869 differed from bank balances totaling $89,687 because of 
outstanding checks and other normal reconciling items. All of the 
bank balances were covered by federal depository insurance. 


Investments 


State statutes authorize the Town to invest public funds 
in term deposits or certificates of deposit, in trust companies, 
national banks, savings banks or banking companies, or in 
obligations issued or unconditionally guaranteed by the United 
States Government or an agency thereof and having a maturity of less 
than one year. The statutes also authorize the Town to invest in 
repurchase agreements and in participation units in a combined 
investment fund. 


bundsethat-are.the result of a-grant.igift,.or strust must 
be invested in accordance with the terms of such grant, gift or 
trust. Trust funds can be placed in interest-bearing accounts at 


national banks or at savings, trust or FDIC banking companies which 
are incorporated under the laws of the Commonwealth. Funds can also 
be invested in participation units in a combined investment fund, or 
in bonds, notes or securities which are legal investments for 
Savings banks. 


The Town's investments are categorized below to give an 
indication of the level of risk assumed by the entity at yearend. 
Category 1 includes investments that are insured or registered or 
for which the securities held by the Town or its agent are in the 
Town's name. Category 2 includes uninsured and unregistered 
investments for which the securities are held by the broker's or 
dealer's trust department or agent in the Town's name. Category 3 
includes uninsured and unregistered investments for which the 
securities are held by the broker or dealer, or by its trust 
department or agent, but not in the Town's name.

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(3) Retirement Plans 


Teachers, certain administrative personnel and other 
professional employees of the Town's school department individually 
participate in a contributory retirement plan administered by the 
Massachusetts Teachers' Retirement Board. The Town does not 
contribute to this plan. 


Substantially all other Town employees participate in the 
Middlesex County Retirement System. The Town's payroll for 
employees covered by the System for the year ended June 30, 1988 was 
approximately $8,656,000, which was 46.1% of the total Town 
payroll. Contributions to provide benefits under the System are 
made by the Town under the "pay-as-you-go" method by annually 
contributing the amount determined by the State Division of Public 
Employee Retirement Administration (PERA). The contribution is 
calculated as the amount necessary to provide for the following 
year's retirement benefits. The active Town employees contribute 
53, 7% or 8% (depending upon date of employment) of their regular 
compensation, as defined. The Town also contributes the amount 
necessary for the System's administrative expenses. The 
contribution requirement for the year ended June 30, 1988 was 
$1,210,000 from the Town and $545,000 from employees. These 
contributions represented 14.0% and 6.3% of covered payroll, 
respectively. The Town's actual contribution was $1,368,000 for 
1988, which represented 15.8% of annual covered payroll. 


Massachusetts Contributory Retirement System benefits are 
uniform from system to system. The system provides for retirement 
allowance benefits up to a maximum of 80% of a member's highest 
three-year average annual rate of regular compensation. Benefit 
payments are based upon a member's age, length of creditable 
service, level of compensation and group classification. 


Members become vested after 10 years of creditable 
service. A superannuation retirement allowance may be received upon 
the completion of 20 years of service or upon reaching the age of 55 
with 10 years of service. Normal retirement for most employees 
occurs at age 65 (for certain hazardous duty and public safety 
positions, normal retirement is at age 55). 


A retirement allowance consists of two parts: an annuity 
and a pension. A member's accumulated total deductions and a | 
portion of the interest they generate constitute the annuity. The 
differential between the total retirement benefit and the annuity is 
the pension. The average retirement benefit is currently 
approximately 80% to 85% pension and 15% to 20% annuity. 


The “pension benefit obligation" is a standardized 
disclosure measure of the present value of pension benefits, 
adjusted for the effects of projected salary increases and step-rate 
benefits, estimated to be payable in the future as a result of 
employee service to date. The measure is intended to help users 
assess the funding status of the System on a going concern basis, 
assess progress made in accumulating sufficient assets to pay 
benefits when due and make comparisons among public employee 
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retirement systems and employers. The system does not make separate 
measurements of assets and pension benefit obligation for individual 
employers. 


The pension benefit obligation was computed for the 
Middlesex County Retirement System as a whole, as part of an 
actuarial valuation performed as of January 1, 1987. Significant 
actuarial assumptions used in the valuation include (a) a rate of 
return on the investment of present and future assets of 8% a year 
compounded annually, (b) projected salary increases of 4-1/2% a year 
compounded annually, attributable to inflation, (c) additional 
projected salary increases of 1-1/2% a year, attributable to 
seniority/merit, and (d) no postretirement benefit increases. 


Total unfunded pension benefit obligation for the System, 
as a whole, was $209,036,000 at January 1, 1987, as follows:

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The Town has been authorized to issue bonds of $7,600,000 
to assist in funding the construction of a new water treatment 
plant. As of September 30, 1988, the bonds were not issued. 


(5) 1989 Budget 


The Town has authorized a fiscal 1989 operating and 
Capital budget totaling $44,237,946. There are additional 
expenditures of $2,122,835 for overlay deficits, state reimbursable 
items, state and county assessments and fiscal 1989 overlay, which 
are not subject to Town Meeting authorization. The total 
expenditures will be financed from the following sources:

In addition, the Town has carried forward appropriations 
totaling $3,166,945 from 1988 and prior years for projects 
authorized by the Town Meeting but not yet completed. Amounts 
carried forward include General Fund appropriations of $1,861,607 
and Capital Projects Fund appropriations of $1,305,338. 


(6) Commitments and Contingencies 


The Town received an unfavorable verdict in a lawsuit 
involving the eminent domain taking of 220 acres of land. The 
verdict requires the Town to pay $10,500,000 plus interest from the 
date of taking. The Town has filed an appeal but management and its 
attorneys are presently unable to predict the outcome of the 
appeal. The accompanying financial statements do not reflect any 
liability for the verdict because the ultimate outcome of the case 
is uncertain. 


The Town has been named as a defendant in a number of 
other lawsuits at June 30, 1988. In the opinion of legal counsel, 
the ultimate resolution of these legal actions will not result in a 
material loss to the Town.
